And  if 
the  Lawyer  be  the  fitted  ftudent,who  can  be  fo  apt  a  T atron 
as  your  Lordjhtp ,  who  is  the  Father  of  the  L  aw  ?  For  mine 
own  performance  herein,  it  is  a  Commentary  that  hath  coft 
me  many  years  ftudy,  and  I  may,  without  breach  of  mo- 
^^Wdefty,fay,it  has  been  approv’d  by  him, then  whom  in  this 
or  any  kind  of  fhylologie  no  man  knew  more;  yet  do  I  not;

the  famous  man  Mark^Velfer,  one  of  the  feven  Magiftrates  of  the  Com- 
mon- Wealth  of  Au/purg,  very  well  deferving  of  all  Antiquity,  lately 
found  out  in  the  Library  of  Conrads  Veutlngtr ,  a  noble  man  there,  and 
alfo  adorned  with  Scholia* \s ,or  Notes.  But  Ortelius  our  friend  (the  Prince 
of  Geographers)  fet  forth  all  of  it  alfo  cut  into  Brafs  5  by  the  Printing  of 
John  Moret ;  in  which  kind  I  think  nothing  of  ancient  Monuments  to  be 
extant,  either  to  be  preferred,  or  comparable  to  it.

Books  have  Antonii ,  perhaps  by  the  uluall  fault  of  the  Tranfcribers, 
whereby  they  often  confound  Conftantius  and  Conjlantinus .  Jerome  Surita 
a  very  learned  Spaniard,  prefers  this  Work  to  Antoninus  the  Son  of  Seve¬ 
rn-  by  reafon  of  the  mention  of  certain  places  of  BRIT  AIN:  but 
Critiques  contend,  and  the  ftrife  is  (till  before  the  Judge.  Now  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  fuch  an  Itinerary  was  compofed  for  the  Captains  and  Soul- 
diets  with  the Proconfulls  and  Pretors  marching  into  the  Provinces, 
haft  they  fliould  miftake  their  way,  and  fall  into  ambufhes,  miftaking 
the  right  way.  Howneceffary  thefe  Itineraries  were  Ft.  Vegetius  is  the 
Author,  and  St.  Ambrofe  in  his  Sermon  upon  the  CXVIII  Pfalm.  Now 
the  way  did  not  alwaies  lead  ftrait,  as  at  this  day,  but  wheeling  about, 
yet  more  beaten  and  fafe,  which  are  called  by  Ammianus ,  the  Kings 
High- way,  and  the  Souldiers  way  and  wonted  Journeys.

For  they  that  areconverfant  in  Antiquities  of  this  nature, 
cannot  but  take  notice,that  to  let  down  in  writing,  8c  likewife 
publiih  their  particular  Journeys  and  Marches  by  the  feverai 
Camps,  Stations,  Manfions,  and  Mutations  ("fo  they  were 
called  by  the  Romans,  being  places  from  which,  in  after  ages, 
great  Towns  and  Cities  took  their  Originals )  was  a  thing,  for 
divers  ufeful  refpe&s,alwaies  obfervedamongft  the  better  mana¬ 
ged  and  difeiplin’d  Nations 3  and  it  was  a  bufinefs  that  tended  to 
extraordinary  advantage,  especially  in  great  Empires  and  Do¬ 
minions.  The  people  of  ifrael,  who  had  GOD  for  their  Lea¬ 
der  through  the  Wildernefs  to  the  Land  of  Protnile5moft  heed- 
full  y  obferved  this  courfe  in  their  whole  pilgrimage,even  from 
(t)Ramefes,  the  place  of  their  departure  out  of  Egypt,  to  the  ve» 
ry  Banks  of  Jordan  $  and  that  not  without  the  lpeciall  Com-  ^  Exocl:  rs- 
mandment  {u)  of  GOD  himfelf.  Thefe  are,  fries  Mofes,  the  Jour-  (u)Numb; 
neys  of  the  people  of  ifrael,  which  went  forth  om  of  the  Land  of  M -  33-3>4,&cJ/e<? 
gypt,  with  their  Armies  under  the  hand  of  Mofes  and  Aaron.  And  cha?:xl;l°’ 
Mofes  wrote  their  goings  out  according  to  their  Journeys,  by  the  Com - 
mandment  of  the  LORD  3  and  thefe  are  their  Journeys  according 
to  their  goings  out .  And  then  he  fets  down  no  lefs  then  two  and 
forty  Journeys,  from  the  beginning  of  the  Chapter  to  the  5  6. 
verfe,which  S.  Qc)  Jerom  calls  Catalogum  omnium  manfionunt ,  per 
quas  cle  Mgypto  egrediens  populos  pervenit  ujque  ad  fluent  a  Jordanii .  (*)  m  Epitaph 
Having  palled  over  Jordan,  and  under  the  Condutt  of  their  FabioU  ad0ct" 
vi&orious  General,  either  deftroyed,  or  difpolieft  the  Inhabi- 
tants  beyond  it  i  (  f  )  three  men  are  appointed  out  of  each  Tribe  (y)  jQf:  ig.  4, 
to  go  through  the  Land  and  defer ibe  it .  And  the  men  went  and  pafied  9* 
through  the  Land,  and  dtferibed  it  by  Cities,  into  fiven  parts  in  a 
iBook*  and  came  again  to  Jofhua  to  the  Hoft  at  Shiloh. 

As  for  the  Kings  of  Perfla ,  we  learn  from  (  z  )  Herodotus, 
that  they  had  the  diftances  from  Station  to  Station,  exa&ly  fet 
down  through  their  great  and  vaft  Territories.  This  is  to  be 
feen  in  him  by  that  accurate  enumeration  of  the  feverall  Man- 
fions,from  the  Sea  Coaft  in  the  leller  Afia,eve n  to  Sufa  the  Roy- 
all  Palace  3  containing  in  all  C.  and  XI.  Manfions  .*  All  which 
defer ibed  in  a  brazen  Table,  with  the  ^  Parafangs  they  were  *\vb<aibty 
diftant  one  from  another,  Ariftagoras  the  Militian  brought  to  *ere>v  infra 
Cleomenes  King  of  Sparta,  intending  to  urge  the  advantage  he 
might  gain  thereby,  as  a  chief  Argument  to  work  him  to  the 
invafion  of  Perjia .  Although  indeed  he  mifs’d  of  his  aime,  by

And  in  a  word,  *  Cafpar  Barthius,  the 
7anetinTd  floutifhing  Philologer  of  this  age,  tells  us  plainly,  he  hadob- 
confti:  mnor.  ferved,  that  jEthicus  was  the  Author  of  both  Peices. 

Now  from  the  foregoing  Difcourfe,  all  that  we  can  con¬ 
clude,  comes  to  thus  much  3  That,  although  the  Title  of  JE* 
thicus  be  exploded  and  utterly  cafhired  from  having  anything 
to  do  with  thefe  Writings,  as  Salmafius  ( contrary  to  what  Bar - 
thius  imagines)  will  have  it  3  yet  for  all  that  we  cannot  (with 
Felix  Malleolus )  abfblutely  fay,  that  Julius  C&far  was  the  Author 
of  them,  or  Antoninus  Pius  of  the  latter  part,  asmoftdo3  and 
that  (  not  to  urge  other  reafons)  becaufethe  names  of  many 
Cities  and  Places  are  to  be  found  in  both  of  them,  which  had 
not  any  Being  till  long  after  their  times.  However,  we  being 
( k)val:Maxim .  none  of  thofe  who  dare  Litterarum  monumentis  conjecrata,  as  (4) 
(in  Inceitus  he  fayes,  Perinds  acvana  refugee .  Though  we  have  the  teftimo- 
auftoTquem  ny  but  of  an  ( l )  uncertain  Author,  we  are  bold  from  thence 
jEthicum  vo-  to  affirm,  that  fome  fuch  Defcription,  or  Itinerary  was  publifh- 
ed  by  €<e{ars  authority*and  in  following  times  by  Antoninus  alfo, 
colle&ed  and  framed  3  out  of  which,  after  many  alterations  and 
additions,  and  interpolations  by  the  injury  of  time,  and  bad 
hands,  we  have  only  continued  to  us  thefe  unperfed,  and  cor- 
'  rupted  Peices,  which  in  fome  Copies  may  perchance  have  re¬ 
tained  their  names,  by  whofe  appointment  fuch  Works  were 
firfl  inftituted  and  begun,  though  now  in  a  manner  wholly 
C1) Ijh:1,v‘ e"  changed,  and  different  from  their  firft  Originalls.  So  in  like 

vid^Hcefchd!'  manner  the  Qioft  learned  (t»)  Scahgtr  was  of  opinion,  that 

■  wP.:  G  '  thofe 
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thofe  Chorographicall  ,  or  military  Tables,  as  fome  call  them, 
drawn  out  meerJy  for  the  ufe  of  the  Roman  Armies,  in  regard 
of  their  Marches  and  Quarters,  and  *  found  out  and  iliuftra- 
ted  with  Notes,  by  the  Noble  Mirk^Velfer  of  Aujpurg,  wereno- 
thing  elfe  but  a  Defcription  of  Stations  and  Cities  out  of  Anto¬ 
ninus,  and  rtvlemiei  Geography. 

But  that  we  fhould  any  farther  queftion  Cxfart  care  and 
provision  in  this  refped  ,  Suetonius  will  not  fuffer  us  3  who 
plainly  tells  us,  (n)  That  he  never  led  his  Army  by  any  dange¬ 
rous  waies,  but  where  he  had  formerly  diligently  furveyed  arid 
obferved  the  Situation  of  places.  •  And  to  confirm  it,  Suetoni - 
Kxhere  fayes,  It  is  very  obfervable  out  of  his  own  *  words, 
that  when  in  his  expedition  again!!:  Ariavilhs  the  German , 
not  only  his  Followers:,  and  Friends,  Centurions  and  Com¬ 
manders  of  Ho  rfe,  but  beaten  Souldiers  would  out  of  Cow- 
ardize  have  abandoned  the  Service  3  yet  pretending,  among  o- 
ther  things,  angulhas  itwtris,  the  troubles  and  cafualties  of  the 
March,  he  roundly  takes  them  up  and  anfwers  them  ,  That 
they  dealt  faucily  to  cloak  their  fears  with  a  falfe  conceit  of 
the  difficulty  of  the  waies  3  that  it  was  his  duty  to  look  to  that, 
which  they  ought  by  no  means  to  make  queftion  of  3  H<ec  Jibi 
cuue  ejfe  :  deitwere  Ipfos  brevt  tempore  judicatures  3  They  Ihould 
ere  long  fee  that  he  had  well  enough  provided  for  that.  Which 
he  could  not  do  better,  then  by  fitting  and  preparing  itinerary 
Tables  and  Defcriptions  to  that  purpofe.  This  warinefs  and 
forecaft  we  fee  pra&ifed  by  Augujius  ctfar  his  Succefior,  when 
he  fent  his  eldeft  Son  Caius  with  an  Army  into  Armenia  to  com- 
pofe  the  Parthian  and  Arabian  affairs,  difpatching  before  him 
Dionyjius  the  Geographer,  ad  commentanda  omnia ,  as  (0)  Pliny 
tells  us,  to  deferibe  and  meafure  the  diftances  of  fuch  Towns 
and  Stations,  as  he  was  to  march  by.  This  Dionpjius  he  calls 
Terr  arum  orbisjitus  recentijjimum  autorem  :  and  yet  (y)  he  men¬ 
tions  befidesa  Table  of  the  World,  which  M.  Agr/ppa  deferi- 
bed  out  of  his  own  Commentaries,  and  intended  to  fet  it  forth 
in  a  Portions  for  the  publick  view  3  which  being  begun  by  his 
Sifter,  and  left  imperfeft,  was  afterwards  finifhed  by  Augujius 
himfelf.  Under  whom  when  a  Defcription  was  taken  (for 
it  is  not  well  translated  Taxing  in  our  Bibles ,  Luke  2.  2. )  of* 
Judaea,  {Quirinius,  Ki/pl/xl/©*,  the  holy  Text  calls  him,  or  Procu¬ 
rator)  being  then  President,  and  indeed  of  the  whole  World 
fubjeft  to  the  Roman  power  3  Proculdubio s  faith  Simler ,  (jj)  fin - 
gula  oppidaprovinciarum  omnium  diligcntijjime  deferipta  fuerunt : 
For  truly  the  Text  faith,  they  went  tob e  lifted,  or  enrolled.

Such  kind  of  Itineraries ,  or  Journying  Tables,  with  the  re¬ 
moves  and  diftances  from  place  to  place,  accurately  (for  the 
moft  part)  fet  down,  were  exceedingly  ufefull,  as  I  faid  be¬ 
fore.

fore,  and  advantageous  in  feverall  refpe&s.  Toletpafs  the 
great  ufe  that  Students,  and  men  of  Sedentary  lives,  made 
thereof,  as  often  as  in  the  reading  of  Hiftories  they  chanced  to 
meet  with  forraign  Expeditions,  long  Marches,  Battells,  Sie¬ 
ges,  and  Defcriptions  of  Cities,  and  Countries,  and  the  helps 
like  wife  that  may  be  gained  from  thence,  for  the  illuftration 
and  corre&ion  of  Geographicall  Writers,  fuch  as  Strabo,  MeU 
Tlitiy ,  Ptolemie ;  <&c.  The  direction  and  benefit  was  extra¬ 
ordinary  much,  which  Merchants,  Pilgrims,  *  and  all  kind 
of  Wayfaring  perfons  received  thereby  3  But  efpecially  they 
were  intended  for  the  ufe  of  Generals  and  Armies  5  the  trouble 
and  danger  of  marching  in  ftrange  Countries,  being  accounted 
the  *  firft  and  greateft  care  by  wife  men  in  .Ciceros  judgment, 
who  was  Commander  enough  to  know  that ,  and  the  neglect 
thereof  gave  Sp.PoJlhumius  the  Conful,wth  allhis  Forces, an  ig¬ 
nominious  overthrow  by  the  Caudini, as  Livy  relates.  The  ufe  8c 
benefit  of  fuch  Tables, we  fhall  beft  learn  8c  find  in  Fl.Vegetius> as 
in  its  moft  proper  place,he  being  almoft  the  only  ancientRoman 
Writer  that  is  come  to  our  hand s,concerning  Military  matters.

culorum  viam  profetturus  eligerat.  He  tells  us  that  wife  and 
provident  Commanders, had  not  only  Itinerary  Tables,  where¬ 
in  t  he  di  fiances  of  places  were  noted  by  the  number  of  miles, 
fuch  as  this  in  our  hands,which  beMsAntoninui’s  name, but  exact 
draughts  alfo ,  wherein  the  windings  of  Wayes ,  Rivers,  and 
Hills alfo  were  lively  deferib’d  8c  expreft,fuch  as  that  (/)  Table 

■  (V)  is,  whereof  we  fpake  even  now  5  which  being  curioufiy  cut 
in  Brafs,  was  b)r  the  care  and  directions  of  Ortehus  firft  publifli- 
ed  at  Antwerp,  and  fince  by  Bertius  joyned  to  his  Edition  of  Pto- 

■  lemie ,  the  lateft  and  very  beft. 

To  this  place  of  Vegetius,  I  will  only  add  another  out  of  S. 
Ambrofe ,  whq  indeed  was  fome  time  after  him,  the  one  flou- 
•  rifhing  with  the  Title  and  Dignity  of  a  comes  at  CP.  under  Va- 
lentinian,  to  whom  he  inferibes  his  Works,  the  other  being 
Arch-  biftiop  of  Millain  under  Theodojius  the  elder  ;  It  is  a  place 
very  pertinent,  and  will  better  then  any,  illuftrate  our  prefent 
Difcourfe,  by  informing  us  to  what  purpofe  fuch  Iiineraries 
were  firft  inftituted,  and  in  this  regard  it  will  make  amends 
for  the  length  of  it  3  for  I  cannot  forbear  but  tranferibe  all  of

whole,  will  be  thought  fufficient,  if  not  more  then  enough.

8c  that  by  (/>)  Ariftotle,  or  (c)  Theophrajlu', or  who  ever  was  the 
Author  of  that  Book  *  Of  the  World  5  ApuUius  the  Tranllator 
thereof,  (d)  Marciamts  Heracleota,  and  (e)  Eujlathius,  ollow- 
ing  (  /  )  Ptolemie  in  his  Geography,  for  in  his  Mathemiticall ,  or 
Great  (g)  Syntaxis,  which  the  Arabians  call  the  Almagejl,  it  is 
named  BgzrJctvU,  Great  Britain ,  to  diffcinguifh  it  from  Ire¬ 
land,  which  there  alfo  h^  calls  *  if  at  leaft  the  fame  Vto - 
lemie  be  Author  of  both  works,  which  I  fee  (&)  fome  have 
queftioned  ,  but  certainly  without  caufe,  (f)  as  Sir  H.  Savtle 
thought.

The  number  of  Cities  here  exactly  agrees 
sea.  with  that  in  Ptolemy ,  to  whom  I  conceive  he  is  beholding  for 

the  reft  alfo  :  for  that  he  was  after  him,  evidently  appears  by 
his  citing  him;  as  he  was  alfo  junior  to  the  other  Marcianut^ 
of  Heracles  alfo  (a  W riter  of  the  fame  fubjeift)  whofe  vwy^m s 
in  Iambick  Verfe  we  have  published  by  Fred.Alcnllus. 

In  our  Antoninus  ,  the  names  of  the  Mansions  or  Townes,  if 
you  pieafe  to  call  them  fo,  are  well  neer  double  that  number, 
there  being  reckoned  no  lefs  then  CXIV,  in  this  Itinerary 
through  the  XV.  Journeys.  We  may  fay  then,  that  Antoninus 

IBieviarium  ^et  down  lo°k  *n  ^ls  way  *  Vtokmy  onely  the  more  no* 
Theodoiii  di-  ted.  In  the  Notitia  of  th c  Wetter n  Empire  |  under  Xhcodofiut 
ciiur  sAndr.  the  vonnger ,  you  fhall  find  not  above  XLVI.  Garrifnns  in  the 
'laTlib^s r  wb°k  Ifland,  whereof  IX.  were  kept  on  the  Sea-coaft,  to  hin* 
cap  is  5 .  *  der  the  frequent  Attempts  and  Ir.vahons  of  the  Saxon  Pirats, 

under  the  Commapd  of  the  Comes  Littoris  Saxonici  per  Bntanni- 
am.  XIV  others  more  in-land  were  commanded  by  the  Dux: 
Britanniarum  (who  had  the  Title  o fspcttabilis,  as  had  alio  the 
other)  whereof  Tori h  is  the  firft,  under  the  notion  of  Legit)  V I. 
Befides  XXII  f.  more  Per  Line  am  Fall?,  who  had  molt  of  them 
their  Stations  very  neer  the  Wall,  to  keep  off  the  continual!  Af- 
faults  and  Irruptions  of  the  Scots,  and  Pitts,  and  other  barba¬ 
rous  people.  But  the  inland  of  the  Country  I  believe  was  fto- 
red  with  many  other  fiourifhing  Cities,  which  being  named  by 
Avttn  tins  and  Ptolemic,  I  cannot  think  were  therefoie  fackt 
and  ruined  before  this  Not/tia,  or  Survey  was  taken,  becsule 
we  find  them  not  mentioned  there  .*  And  this  we  may  the  more 
probably  fuppcfe,becaufe  that  after  the  Romans  hadabandoned 
the  Ifland,  we  find  many  of  them  ftill  remainiugin  good  con* 
dition,  however,  in  fucceeding  limes,  and  not  long  after  their 
departure,  we  find  not  but  XXV III.  Cities  in  Britain.  But 
certainly  they  were  of  principall  note,  SSwtfw as  Ptole¬ 
mies  exprdfion  is  \  and  fuch  indeed  are  they  deferibed  to  be 
by  VenerabteB.de,  the  ancient  glory  of  this  Nation.  Erat^faytp 
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he,  ( b )  [ Britannia ]  viginti  &  otto  civitatibus  quondam  nobilif- 
fimis  injignita,  prdnr  Cajlella  inmtmra,  qu£  &*  lpfa  muris,  turri - 
bus,  portis  ac firis  crant  inflru&a  firmijjimts.  He  had  for  his  Au¬ 
thor  our  Countryman  Gilda*,  who  in  his  Epiftle  (c)  (^theaii- 
cienteft  Writing  of  any  Britain  that  is  now  extant)  tells  us, 
That  Britain  was  Adorned,  Decor  at  a  bis  detsis  bijqtte  qua  terms  civi¬ 
tatibus ,  That  is5  with  ( \d )  eight  and  twenty  Cities.  The 
Catalogue  of  whofe  Britifh  names  colle&ed  by  Nmnius  the  old 
Hiftorian,  being  compared  with  the  beft  Copies  that  are  to  be 
found  thereof  at  this  day,  is  publifned  and  illuftrated  fas  well 
with  the  Roman  names,  as  fuch  as  they  are  known  by  at  this 
day)  by  the  Reverend  and  moft  Learned  (e)  primate  of Ire¬ 
land .  Having  nothing  therefore  in  my  own  poor  (lore,  to  add 
to  fo  great  abilities,  and  exad  diligence,  it  is  high  time  for  us 
to  bethink  ourfelves  of  our  paflage  from  the  Coaft  of  prance, 
where  the  mod  ufuall  Tort  to  fee  fayl  for  the  ljlatid ,  while  the 
Romans  had  the  Command  thereof,  was  GejJ'oriacum  5  whence 
alio  our  Antoninus  begins  his  Itinerary  as  follower

in  the  Venetian  Edition  of  Aldus  and  others,  it  is  Printed  Gefo- 
rigiagenji,  as  it  the  name  ot  the  place  had  been  alfo  sailed  ccjfo - 
ngia  5  of  which  more  anon :  as  for  the  laftg.  in  this  word,  for 
c.  againft  the  ordinary  making,  that  is  to  be  imputed  to  the 
frequent  miftake  of  Tranfcribers,  who  rooft  ufualiy  confound 
thefe  two  letters,  as  all  knp\v  that  handle  written  Books,  and 
wc  (hall  fee  variety  of  examples  for  it,  before  we  have  done 
with  Antoninus.  Among  divers  others  of  the  Ancients,  Pliny 
aifo  mentions  this  Port,  calling  it ,  GeJJoriacum  (c)  Morinorum  ( 
littus  j  which  elfevvhere  he  exprefles  by  (d)  Tor  turn  Mori  no- 
rum  Brit  arm  i  cum :  for  of  this  place  I  underftand  him  there,  ra-  (djibid.-cap. 
ther  then  with  f)  Cbijjletius  that  he  fhould  mean  forlus  Ic-  \\lUc  chiAlt 
tins  ,  for  indeed  in  his  time,  and  fome  while  before  him,  Cef-  \n form  i& 
foriacum  was  the  onely  known  accuftomed  Port ,  whence  they  C4M 
fet  fay!  for  Britain,  as  may  appear  by  a  place  in  Pomponius  Ms* 
la,  who  wrote  fomewhatafter  the  time  that  Claudius  undertook 
his  expedition  hither ,  taking  Shipping  at  this  very  place.

From  the  feverall  mouthes  of  the  Rbene}  the  Seyne,  the  Loir3 
and  the  Garonne,  where  alfo  he  tells  us,  that  they  that  took 
Shipping  from  any  place  neer  upon  or  about  the  Rhene ,  fail’d 
not  dire'&Iy  out  by  the  mouth  of  the  River,  but  from  the  Ma¬ 
rini.  no.?  off.  fayes  he,  $  x)  tv  bior,  among  whom  alfo  is  Itium  }  na¬ 
ming  it  here  onely  occafionally  out  o£ Cdfar’s  own  defeription 
of  his  paGage  (  ibr  he  principally  cites  Ctfars  felf  about  his 
own  affaires,  and  the  condition  of  things  at  that  time  in  Gaul ) 
but  by  the  context  cf  his  words,  he  may  feem  to  intimate  alfo 
fome  other  Haven  upon  their  Coaft,  which  fure  enough  was 
GeJJoriacum  i  though  not  yet  ufed  in  his  time  *  for  from  thence 
within  a  very  little  while  after  Claudius  took  his  Voyage  into 
Britain^  os  Suetonius  relates:  (»)  A  M'jfiba  Geftoriacum  tifqtte 
pedeflr /  jiznere  confctfp^  mde  tranjmifu  :  Aftera  land  march  from 
Afar fol'e he  paffed  over  his  Army  from  hence  i  and  not  he 
himfelfonely,  but  fuch  alfo  as  at  any  time  he  imployed  hither

Neither  doth  that  conjedure  want  great  (hew  of probabi¬ 
lity  9  that  immediatly  before  him  the  dupid  Caligula  put  his 
mighty  Army  in  Battalia  upon  this  very  *  littus  GeJJoriacum ,  as 
Tliny  calls  it ;  For  in  a  Bravado  and  mee'r  flourish  of  a  Teeming 
attempt  againd  (o')  Britain ,  at  an  ebbing  Sea  he  commanded 
the  Sotildieis  upon  the  founding  of  a  charge  to  fill  their  Bofoms 
and  Helmets  with  Shels,  as  fpoiles  of  the  Ocean ,  whild  him- 
felf,  and  feme  feleded  Friends  launched  ont  in  their  Gallies. 
To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  which  fo  vainglorious  (or  ra¬ 
ther  ridiculous)  anadion,  he  built  upon  the  place  (o)  altijji - 
mamiurrem ,  an  exceeding  high  Tower,  appointing  italfofora 
Sea-mark,  with  fire  on  the  top  by  night,  in  imitation,  no  doubt, 
of* that  rharus  at  the  Port  of  Alexandria .  Out  of  this  Tower, 
if  not  the  very  fame,  there  are  learned  men,  who  fufped  that 
that  was  raifed,  which  the  Dutch  and  we  call  The  old  man  of 
Pullen,  but  the  French  name  it  Tour  d'  ordre, at  this  day, (landing 
very  high  upon  the  Port  of  Bologne ,  or  Bononia ,  which  they 
will  have  to  be  a  later  name  of  GeJJoriacum ,  as  we  (hall  fee  in 
what  followes.  Neither  doth  it  any  whit  hinder  that  the  In¬ 
habitants  entitle  Julius  Cafar  to  be  the  Author  thereof,  -for  be- 
fides  that  in  the  Fajli  Capitolini ,  Caligula  is  exprefly  entred  Cains 
Julius  Cafar  Augujiur ,  &c.  We  know  full  well  from  indances  to 
be  made  at  home,  *  how  uncertain  andgroundlefs  the  reports 
are,  which  are  given  out  upon  tradition,  concerning  C*fars 
Rrudures.  Moreover,  the  words  of  Dio ,  and  Xiphilint  out  of 
him,ccncerniug  this  mock- (how  [Caligula  (f)  came  to  the  ocean 
as  to  roar  in  Britain]  compared  with  his  intention,  do,  in  the 
judgment  of  a  mod  (p)  learned  man,  feem  to  carry  his  encamp¬ 
ment  and  towring  drudure,far  enough  off  from  Holland,  where 
not  with  handing  *  the  mod  do  place  it*  And  hehimfelf,as 
mad  as  he  was,  could  not  but  know  by  Julius  Cafar  s  example, 
there  were  neerer  cuts  over  hither  then  fo.  However  it  is  very 
Temarkable,  that  the  Seat  of  (b  notorious  a  peice  of  Mafonry 
lhould  become  quedionable  to  Pofterity  :  the  works  of  foolidi 
Princes,  as  well  as  their  Councels,  mod  commonly  comming 
to  nothing. 

In  fucceeding  times  likewife,  when  Britain  was  now  become 
a  Province  nf  the  Romans ,  this  was  the  onely  frequented 
place  for  taking  Sea  thither.  To  fay  nothing  of  Neros  Ge- 
neralls:  For  Julius  Agricolas  paffage  over  under  Fejpafian , 
(Vhofe  Proprietor^ or  Prefident  he  was  in  thelfland)  ihe-thinks 
I  could  out  of  (q)  Tacitus  correded,  prove  it  was  from  hence  5 
of  which  more,  when  I  (hall  fpeak  of  Rutuprg.  And  for  Hadri¬ 
ans  V oyage  hither,  we  do  not  once  imagine  that  it  was  begun 
from  any  other  place  3  efpecially  Gejforiacttm  being  mentioned 

by 
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A  Commentary  on  Antoninus  s 

.  upuisfur-  by  an  Author  of  that  time,  who  made  himfelf  paftime  *  in 
timln Hadrxa-  yerfe  wjth  his  expedition  hither,  for  which  he  was  then 
no*  thought  worthy  ofno  other  payment,  then  in  the  fame  coync 

from  the  Emperours  own  hands.  It  is  L.  Florus  (whofe  elegant 
Breviary  we  have  of  the  Roman  Hiftory)  where  he  takes  a  view 
of  themilitary  adtions  of  the  Common- wealth  in  its  Infancy,

have  attempted  by  Armes  FregelU ,  a  fmall  Town  of  the  La- 
tines  was  accounted  ofequall  hazard  to  the  conveying  over 
an  Army  from  GeJJvriacum  in  his  daies,  for  the  fetling  of  the 
Affaires  of  Britain  3  which  it  is  well  known  Hadrian  did  do. 
And  upon  the  mentioning  this  paflage,  I  lift  nor  novy  to  make 
ftay  to  enquire  what  occalioned  that  foul  miftake  in  learned 
Hadrian  Junius  his  additions  to  his  Nomenclator,  out  otOrteliuss 
The  at  rum  >  whereby  Icchts  Tortus  is  here  faid  to  be  called  F»£- 
celU  by  Florus  :  and  inftead  thereof  we  fhall  add  in  this  place, 
that  A Ibims  C<efar  alfo  did  here  land  his  Britifh  Forces  againft 
Severus  3  which  I  conclude  from  his  marching  diredfly  to  Lug- 
CO  ka  biff.  dnmm  or  Lions  .  por  feeing  We  are  told  by  that  Polybius 

knQW  not  whom  he  fhould  mean, except  the  Hiftorian)  took 
the  meafureof  diftance  from  the  Alps  to  the  Tortus  Mori  norum 
Britannkus  (which  I  think  we  have  proved  to  be  this  Gepnacfr, 
and  Camden,  I  am  fure,  thought  fo)  by  the  way  of  Lions s  where 
elfe  fhould  he,  that  was  to  give  Battell  at  Lions  to  Severn*,  land 
out  of  Britain,  but  at  G  fioriacum  ?  And  Herodian  means  no  o- 
(t')  Hewdtin.  th6r  then  this  very  Port,  by  his  (/)  [yev^im^lw  t  AtRie/J  Gaul 
lib-*'  jnjl  over  againjt  ?  which  expreffion  at  large,  as  they 

fay,  he  ufes  3  not  onely  for  the  arrivall  of  Albinus  at  this  place, 
but  of  Severus3  s  Sons  alfo  with  their  Fathers  aihes,  which  they 
landed  here  to  be  conveyed  to  Home  3  where  after  the  folemne 
Obfequies  performed,  they  made  him  a  God,  whofe  Body  the 
Britamsa  little  before  had  feen  confum’d  in  flames.  As  for 
any  other  place  to  arrive  at  befides  ,  the  memories  of  this  age, 

and  of  the  former  are  utterly  filent. 

And  in  following  ages  alfo  the  fame  Haven  was  continued 
during  the  time  the  Romans  had  command  o(  Britain ,as  a  Pro¬ 
vince  3  however,  they  fay  the  name  was  changed,  and  that,  it 
feems  fomewhat  before  ConUantius  Chlotus  had  the  Govern- 
% inZt  ment  here  affigned  to  him.  We  learn  this  by  a  «  Writer 
J'alefio ,  cum  of  thofe  times,  whofe  name  is  loft,  though  not  his  Hiltory, 
twEmdem1'  wherein  he  relates,  that  Confiantme  his  Son  making  his  way 
fripmm  MS.  with  all  fpeed  through  Italy,  to  cfapc  Sevens,  created  Cafar 
laudat.vecav.  juaximianus  ,  who  purfued  him,  hockt  all  the  Poft-horles 
he  left  behind  him  in  the  publick  Mutations,  or  Inncs,  and  ft) 
simondi.  ’  came  fafe  to  his  Father  \_Apud  Eononiam,  quant  G&Ui  prius  Gef- 
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loriacum  vocabant ]  to  Bononia,  which  the  Gaitls  formerly  called 
Geforiacum.  Zozimus  alfo  (uy  remembers  the  fadin  hisnejv 
Hiftory,  as  al Co  Aurel.Viffor  *  and  though  they  add  nothing a- 
bout  the  names  of  the  place,  yet  others  obferve  the  very  fame 
concerning  the  change  of  them.  The  Author  of  this  Military 
Itinerary  Table  found  in  Peutinger’s  Study,  formerly  mention¬ 
ed  :  Geforiacum  3  quod  nunc  Bottom  a.  But  we  need  not  feek  tor 
more  Authorities  of  this  kind,  nor  yet  too  exadly  urge  thedi- 
ftance  of  miles  between  the  old  Ambiani ,  and  Geforiacum ,  in  our 
(V)  Antonine ,  which  is  the  very  fame,  as  it  is  laid,  at  this  day 
between  Amiens  and  Bullen  5  mod  certainly  the  fame  with  Bo - 
nonia  in  ancient  times  5  for  [_guod  inttar  omnium  eji' ]  faith 
(y)C’4We»,that  which  out- weighs  all  arguments,  to  prove  that 
Bononia  and  Geffariacum  were  [  nccejfarib  unum  idemque  opiduttf] 
the  very  tame  Town,  is  this,  That  the  piratical!  fadion  oftf4- 
ranjfns  his  railing,  which  is  faid,  in  one  ( z )  Panegyric 4,  fpoken 
to  C«n(lantiHs^  to  be  (hut  up  and  defeated  by  him,  Gejicrzacenjt- 
bus  muris  (the  Jaft  Edition  which  I  now  ufe,  for  want  of  a  bet¬ 
ter,  hath  Gejforigiam ,  cet?fibus9  muris ,  very  corruptly,  as  indeed 
the  whole  Pericope ^  is  by  (4)  another  to  his  Son  Conjiantine 
frid ,  Bononienfis  oppidi  httus  itijeden.  And  it  is  not  to  be 
thought,  as  he  adds,  that  men  of  that  quality,  fpeaking  to  fo 
great  Princes,  fhould  either  of  them  be  miftakeri  in  the  place,  or 
its  name,  the  memory  of  the  Vidory  being  as  yet  frefh.  There¬ 
fore  to  him  the  name  feems  changed  in  Conjiantine’sd aies. 

Yet  as  refolved  as  he  concludes  the  bulinels  (b')  Scaliger 
will  by  no  means  have  it  believed.  Ne  credos  unquam  Bononiam 
Geforiacum  djffam:pmper  emmeam  appeiiationem  habuit.  Thinks 
not,  (ayes  he,  that  ever  Bononia  was  called  Gejjoriacum  5  for  it 
never  had  any  other  name.  Bononia  indeed,  he  tells  us,  was 
anciently  (c)  Pagi  Geforiaci  (as  Pliny  calls  it)  by  which  he  un- 
derftands  that  whole  Trad,  guipertmeta  Normannis  Belgis  ad 
Bononiam  $  and  in  which  even  at  this  day,a  Town  remains,  yet 
called  Giffore  from  thence,the  word  Pagusy being  not  oftener  ta¬ 
ken  for  a  Village ,  or  T own,  then  for  3  great  Lordfhip ,  or  Territory . 
Neither  doth  he  fee  any  reafon,  as  he  fayes,  why  we  (hould 
give  it  any  other  name  befides  Bononia ,  feeing  it  is  fo  ancient, 
as  appears  by  Amm.  Mira  linns  (whole  authority  however  is 
fomedeal  lower,  which  we  may  obferve  by  the  way,  then  that 
before  out  of  the  Vanegyrickf)  in  his  XX.  Book  :  Not  anus  Bo- 
tioniam  mittitur  obfervaturus Jodicite ,  ne  quijquam  fretum  Oceani 
tranfirepermittereiur  $  that  is,  into  Britain  :  and  there  he  tells 
us  alfo,  that  Lupicinur  difpatched  by  Julian ,  to  compofe  the  Bri- 
ti(h  affairs  took  (hipping  at  the  fame  place,&  elfwhere^that  ( d ) 
TheodoJ,  did  fo  likewife,  being  fent  by  Valennman. They  likewife 
which  returned  hence  back  again  to  the  Continent ,  made  this 
their  conftant;  landing-place.  Of  Conliantim  the  III,  com- 
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fe)  zofim.Htft.  monJy  called  the  Tyrant  (e)  Zoftmus ,  beares  witnefs  3  as  alfo

Mr.  speed,  befides  thefe, 
brings  one  Viniannt  for  this  opinion.  Upon  fearch  who  he 
fhould  be,  I  found  fince  it  is  Vivianns  the  Lawyer,  for  whole 
teftimony  he  is  beholding  to  Richard  White  *  of  BaJingUokg , 
as  he  is  tor  all  the  reft  of  his  authorities  almoft  to  the  learned 
Camden .  He,  difcourfing  concerning  the  Prefidentfhips  of  fe- 
verall  Provinces,  hath  thefe  words  by  way  of  inftance  „♦  (<0 
Anglia  &  GaUiajuit  divifa  in  cluas  Provincial ,  &  amb<£  poUeajue- 
runt  fub  duobus  Preejidibus  conUinitnc.  Nam  Anglia  &  Galltafuit  nna 
terra  ab  initio.  Interpreting  which,  ttnarn  tcrram  appellat  Vivi - 
anus  Continentem ,  faith  White.  And  from  his  divifton  from  the 
Continent ,  he  conceives  BRIT  AINa  had  its  name  corrupt¬ 
ed  from  the  Hebrew  pp  *ri3  Perad-caiir- \  learning  it,  ( [b )  as  him- 
felf  tells  us ,  from  his  Collegue  at  Dovcay ,  Joannes  Pallas  a  Ger¬ 
man,  and  Regius  Profefj or  thereof  that  Language.  Butfince 
our  own  Countrymen  at  home  took  the  queftion  in  hand,  it 
hath  found  many  to  hold  the  Affirmative ;  among  whom,  the 
moft  confident  for  the  maintaing  of  it,  is  (V)  John  7 wyne,  de¬ 
riving  the  name  of  the  lfland  after  the  fame  fignification 
from  Erich ,  which,  as  he  fayes,  is  as  much  as  Gniihs  i.  A  fepara - 
tion  in  Welfh,  whence  the  Hie  of  Wight  was  fo  called  :  Gnitb , 
and  Wight,  being  foon  made  of  each  other.  And  next  to  him 
is  Richard  Eerjiegan  in  his  Reftitution  of  decayed  intelligence  in 
Antiquities.  As  for  our  other  Antiquaries,  they  are  fuch, 
who  following  the  opinion  the  one  of  the  other,  as  the  fame 
Verjiegan  well  obferves,  are  rather  content  to  think  it  fome- 
time  to  have  been,  then  to  labour  to  find  out  by  fundry  preg¬ 
nant  reafons,  that  fo  it  was  indeed.  I  alwaies  except  the 
learned  Camden ,  whofe  refolution  herein  is  very  grave  and  dif- 
creet,  making  it  a  high  matter  of  Religion,  De  divinis  operibus 
Supine  fententiamferre  :  adding  moreover,  that  lands  fcattered 
in  the  middle  of  the  Ocean  (the  Divine  Providence  feeing  it 

food  it  (houldbefo)  do  confer  no  lefstothe  ornament  of  the 
[niverfe,  then  great  Lakes  and  Meets  difperft  up  and  down  in 
the  firm  Land  do,  as  huge  Mountains  neer  unto  vaft  Plains.  But 
Antonine  calls  us  aboard  :  and  as  I  faid  before  we  cannot  ftay.

They  are  in  his  IX.  Epiftle  to  Ax iu*  Pontius  the  Rhetorician  3 
in  which  you  have  variety  ofgood  Oyfters :  thither  therefore 
I  fend  you  for  better  fatisfa&ion,  orelfe  to  Apicius ,  and  the 
Doctors  of  his  School,  the  GuU  proceres 5  for  we  inuft  return 
to  Rut  up  ia. 

To  pafs  by  therefore  the  Interpreter,  as  it  is  pretended,  of 
the  Britijh  Hiftory^ who  tells  us,  that  not  onely  ^Julius  Cafar  lan¬ 
ded  here  [in  Rutupinum  portumj  at  his  third  entrance  (of  which  *Galfrid\ 
yethimfelf  *  makes  no  mention)  but  alfo  that  ^ejpajian3  be- 
ing  fent  hither  by  Claudius  to  make  all  quiet.  Cum  ad  Rutupipor - 
turn  appiicareincapifiet^  was  hindred  from  landing  here,  and  fo 
forced  to  wheel  about  as  far  as  Totnes  in  Cornwall :  In  an  un« 
queftionable  Writer,  Cornelius  Tacitus ,  we  find  this  place  called 
Vortus  Rutupenjts :  for  not  onely  all  learned  men  in  generall  be¬ 
yond  the  Seas  approve  this  corredion  of  that  place  by  B.  Rhe - 
71  anus  3  but  Sir  Henry  Savile alfo  his  moft  accurate  Interpreter  5 
whereas  indeed  before  it  was  read  (0)  Et  jimul  clajfis  fecund  a  ( h)invit* a* 
tempejiate  aefami  Trutuknfem  portum  tenui unde  proximo  latere  Sri(6l*‘ 
Britannia  teUo  *  redierat.  i*  ccAnd  withall,  the  Navy  with  * 

*s  profperous  wind  and  fuccefs  arrived  at  the  Port  Trutulenjis%  F‘'x  sraL  ■ 
e<ifrom  whence  it  had  departed,  coafting  along  the  neereft  fide 
cc  dtBr  tanny ,  and  fo  returned  thither  again.  By  which  it  is 
plain,  that  here  was  the  ufuall  Harbour  where  the  Romans  Na* 
vy  rode  at  Anchor,  and  confequently  that  this  was  the  ordi¬ 
nary  landing-  place  from  Grforiacum.  or  Sonoma^  in  thofe  times, 
as  it  was  in  after  ages  alfo,  which  we  fhalHhew.  As  for  this 
place  of  Tacitus^  if  it  be  not  fo  to  be  mended,  Trutulenjis  will 
found  nothing,  and  be  no  where  to  be  found.

Vaucirofus  in  his  old  Book  found  FraefeFlus  for  (v)  comment  h 
Prapojitus ,  which  is  the  better,  being  the  ufuall  word.  As  Notit.  -.oxid:  Pay. 
for  the  Lggion  it  felf,  we  Ih all  have  fitter  occafion  to  fpeak  of  7Z* 
it  elfewhere  in  this  very  work.

As  for  the  dedu&ion  of  the 
name,  Camden  I  fee  is  not  (as  ufually  his  manner  is)  fo  confident 
in  deriving  it  from  the  ancient  Britain  Language  :  1  would ,  fayes 
.  he,  0)  ij  1  durji9  bring  it  from  Rhyd  i  ujith9  which  is  as  much 

(t)Si auderem.  as  A  p0rdJlopt  ^fh  fand .  The  denomination  indeed  is  at  this 

day  very  fuitable  to  the  place,  confidering  not  onely  theob- 
ftru&ion  of  the  old  Haven,  but  of  that  too  which  belongs  to 
the  new  Town,  rifen  of  late  ages  out  of  the  mines  of  Ru:upi£9 
and  called  indeed  Sandwich  from  the  ftore  of  Sand  forceably  by 
the  Sea  call  up  from  the  Godwin  upon  this  fhore.  But  that  an¬ 
ciently  it  fhould  be  from  thence  fo  called,  when  it  was  an  Har¬ 
bour  for  the  Roman  Navies ,  I  would  faine  have  fomebody 
to  fatisfie  me  therein,  how  it  might  be,  except  they  then  had 
fome  forefight  of  what  in  after  ages  would  come  topafs.  Be- 
fides,  if  this  be  the  Etymon ,  I  would  be  told  alfo,  by  them  that

rationem  mutuari :  Wc  may  by  no  means  out  of  our  old  Britifh

00  Will.  Lambard  had  rather  derive  it  from  the  Britifh  word, 
which  fignifieth  a  Net ,  in  foken  that  it  flood  by  Fifhing  $  or  of 
Rwyd9  which  fignifieth  Speed :  becaufe  from  thence,  as  fome 
thought,  was  the  moft  fhort  and  fpeedy  courfe  over  the  Seas. 

The  Ifland  indeed  which  ftands  fituate  over  againft  Rutupia , 
retains  yet  fome  parcel  of  the  old  name  thereof  in  our  Britifh, 
being  called  ( %)Tnys  Rhuochim ,  that  is,  the  Rutuptan  ljland ,  as 
hin:5/Jer:MeI  Biumphr.

anc*  Cardinall  (a )  as  fome  fay)  makes  himfelfjto  be  where  it  is

^:7xap:Br,7.  an^  LXX.  M.  men,  arrived  in  (6)  Rutupum  portum  $  as  alfo  in 
thofe  places  before  mentioned  :  they  onely  can  tell  us,  who

It  was  fo  called  (b)  from  the  death  of  Serpents  brought  thi¬ 
ther.  Aldus  Printed  it  Alhanatis.  But  Salmafus  finding  A  dt  an  at  is 
in  a  very  ancient  book,  mended  it*  At  Tanatis^  aflfuring  us  that 
is  the  true  name  ol  the  Ifle  3  about  which  (c)  Camers  and  Del- 
r/o  fo  much  trouble  themfelves,  and  of  whom  the  former  fur- 
mifes  it  might  be  (d)  Etta  corrupted  in  Antonine  5  or  elfe  (but 
in  that  he  is  the  whole  Seas  wide)  to  be  Ptolemies  Agatha^which 
he  places  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  over  againfl  Languedoc ,  and 
Province :  whereas  the  fiteof  Tanet  is  well  known  out  of  Soltmts2 
diftant  enough  from  thence.  With  far  more  probability  doth 
our  Camden  conje&ure  it  to  have  been  Ptolemies  Toliapis ,  efpe- 
daily  finding  it  written  Toliatis  in  fome  old  Copies.  Be  da 
calls  it  Tanatos0  and  exa&ly  deferibes  it,  as  it  was  an  Ifland  in 
hisdaies,  whofe  words  I  will  here  fet  for  better  fatisfa&ion 
of  them  that  feldome  handle  him  :  (e)  Ejl  ad  Orient  alem  Cantii 
■plagam  Tanatos  infula  non  modica ,  id  ejli  magnitudinis jnxta  con - 
fnctudinem  ajlimationis  Anglorum  familtarum  DC.  (  It  is  falfely 
Printed  miliarium  in  all  Editions  I  have  feen)  qnam  a  conti¬ 
nents  terra  fecernit  Vantfumu  ,  qui  efi  latitudints  circiter  trium 
jladiorum^  &  duobus  tantum  in  locis  ejl  tranfm  abilis.  'Utrumque 
enim  capm  protendit  inmare.  That  is,  ecOn  the  Eafl  of  Kent 
«  is  Thanct ,  no  fmall  Ifle,  able  to  maintain  fix  hundred  Families, 
«  which  the  River  IVantfum  divides  from  the  main  Land,  a- 
cc  bove  a  quarter  of  a  mile  over,  and  fordable  onely  in  two  pla- 
cc  ces,  being  brancht  two  feverall  waies,  it  runs  into  the  Sea, 
<c  making  it  an  Ifland.  But  at  this  day  it  is  but  a  Peninjula ,  or 
By- land,  one  ol  the  flreams  being  dryed  up  (/)  fome  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago,  or  fomewhat  more,  which  parted  it  from  the 
Continent  of  Britain. 

Now  whereas  Bede  in  the  fame  place  relates, That  Auguftine 
minor  ( for  fo  (g)  Fabius  Ethelwerd  calls  him ,  to  difference 
him  from  S.  Augutfine  of  Hippy)  the  Monk,  who  firfl  conver¬ 
ted  the  Saxons  to  theChriflian  Religion  landed  with  his  Com¬ 
pany  in  this  Ifland,  and  that  Ethdred  the  King  of  JCe»fcame 
into  the  Ifland  to  vifite  him  :  and  alfo,  that  ancient  *  Wiiters 
likewife  report.  That  Ethclred  had  his  Palace  at  old  Rutupi <e$ 
I  cannot  tell  how  Liland ,  (h)  Lombard ,  and  (/)  Hanifon  could 
makeit  good,  that  RutupU  flood  in  the  Ifland  5  but  that  fince, 
as  they  fay,  the  water  changing  its  courfe,  hath  fhut  it  clean 
out.  Contrary  to  what  Camden  feems  to  have  thought,  and 
delivers  concerning  the  ancient  fituation  of  the  place  .•  Ad  an- 
ftrale  Wantfumi  ofiium  ,  quod  alveum  mutafle  credunt,  e  regiot.  e 
mfuU  appofita  fuit  urbs ,  qu#  PtcUmtfo  RutUpise,  &c.  At  the 
"  mouth  of  Want[um  Southward  (which  fome  fuppofe,  fayeshe, 
hath  changed  its  Channel!)  quite  over  againfl  the  Ifle  was  a 
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A  Commentary  on  Antoninus's 

City,  by  PtoL  called  Rutupiatfc.  And  fo  like  wife  long  be- 
ore  him  Talbot ,  whofe  coaje&ure  alfo  it  is, that  Ptolemie  there¬ 
fore  places  it  among  the  inland  Cities  (4)  £*fd  proper  ohje- 
£htm  Thanati,  five  Tenedi,  injnlxpaulo  inttnus  fita  videatur 5 
Becanfe  it  feemed  to  (land  more  inwardly,  by  reafon  the  Ifland 
Tanet  was  placed  juft  over  againft  it.  As  for  Ethelreu  s  Palace, 
that  it  was  Rutupi^  no  man  will  queftion  their  authority  that 
writ  it,  who  lhall  once  underftand,  that  the  old  Saxon  Rings 
through  all  Britain,  conftantly  held  their  refidence  in  Roman 
Stations,  which  afterwards  by  that  meaas  grew  into  great  and 
frequented  Townes  and  Cities,  as  will  eafiiy  appear  to  the  not 
indiligent  Reader  of  Beda ,  and  that  in  more  th^n  one  place. 
And  although  I  conceive  much  may  be  faid  to  prove  that  K«- 
tupi*  flood  al waies  on  the  main  land,  yet  I,  of  purpofe,  forbeare 
to  bring  any  thing  of  mine  own  the  more  to  confirm  it,  till  Inch 
time  as  (omegood  opportunity  fhall  give  me  leave  to  vifit  the 
place,  and  to  become  an  eye-witnefs  of  the  fituatiomthereqfl 
My  main  undertaking  hereisonely  toilluftrate  the  names  in 
this  Itinerary ,  with  what  I  find  in  moft  ancient  memories,  and 
Monuments  ofremoteft  times  concerning  them. 

However  in  the  mean  while,  we  may  do  well  to  obferve  the 
ftrange  and  difmall  effe&s  of  the  powerfull  execution  of  Time. 
Valleys  exalted  into  Mountaines,  and  (')  great  Hills  abafed 
into  Valleys ;  firm  Land  become  a  Sea,  and  the  Sea  again  turn¬ 
ed  into  dry  land:  and  in  all  things  fo  great  and  various  a  change, 
that  if  our  fore-Fathers,  who  lived  fome  Ages  ago,  could  awake 
now  ;for  a  time  out  of  their  Graves  (as  they  fay  Epimenides 
did  out  of  his  long  fleep)  they  would  meet  with  fo  far  a  grea¬ 
ter  alteration  then  he,  that  they  would  either  not  at  all  find, 
or  elfe  not  know  their  own  Country,  and  the  very  Land  in 
which  they  were  born,  and  drew  their  breath  fo  long  toge¬ 
ther:  So  true  is  that  of  the  excellent  Poet.  ( m )

as  Silver^The  draught  ofitsflreets  croffwg  one  another,  which  jo  [peak ,  whole 
appear  inthefeilds,  and  are  known  to  have  been  foby  the 
thinnefs  of  Corn  in  them  after  it  is  come  up  5  the  remainder  or  H*  pomp- 
fome  Walls  of  a  Caftle,ofa  rough  Flint,and  long  Britilh  Bricks,  Her  .and  others , 
in  form  of  a  Quadrant  :  fcarce,  all  put  together,  a  ftadow  of  Z^dt'd 
its  former  Glory.  And  after  fo  many  arguments  both  from  the  gone.  Antonin, 
name,  and  other  antiquities,  to  prove  that  Ruwpia  had  hereits  M^.De 
being,  we  (hall  have  no  need  to  confute  them, who  did  lomor-  ^  &>inc*f: 
dicw  ientrt  (as  Mr  (»)  Floyds  words  arc)Tooth  and  Nail  main-  (n)  Frag:  de¬ 
tain,  that  Dover  was  anciently  fo  called,  any  other  waies  than  Bri~ 

by  a  bare  relating  of  their  opinion  5  although  indeed  Dover  was 
a  famous  Haven-town,  even  in  the  Roman  time,  and  named 
Dubris  in  this  fame  Itinerary,  in  which  it  is  one  of  the  three 
noted  Havens  upon  this  Coaft.  But  of  that  in  its  place  5  here, 

I  am  afraid,  of Rmupi#  too  much. 

STADIA]  There  have  fcarce  been  more  great  Nations  in 
the  World  of  ancient  times,  then  there  have  been  alfo  dif¬ 
ferent  Meafures,  thereby  to  know,  not  onely  in  Journeying 
the  exaft  diftance  from  place  to  place  5  but  withal),  the  quan¬ 
tities  and  fpace  of  Lands  and  Polfeffions.  This  we  learn  from 
Herodotus  in  his  fecond  Mufe,where  he  tells  us, That  the  poorer 
fort  among  the  Egyptians,  andfuch  as  had  the  fmaljeft  Poflel- 
(ions,  ufed  to  meafure  by  the  B»f«c ,  or  P ajfus^  that  is,  by  paccsd 
which  contained  five  Feet.

G  A  5  which  (o)  Ammian .  Marcdlinus  in  plaine  words  doth 
witnefs,  where  he  defcribes  the  beginning  of  Gdul:  Exindeque , 
faith  he,  non  miUenis ,  pafibusjed  lends  Itinera  metiuntnr  :  From 
thence  they  meafure  not  their  Journeys  by  Miles  ,  but  by 
Leagues.  Now  the  Leuca  or  League^  as  we  call  it,  was  exadly 
a  mile  and  halfe,  or  M  D.  paces.  Jornandes  fets  it  fo  plainly 
downe  ,  Leuga  Gallica  mille  &  quingentorum  paftuum  metitur. 
A  Gallic  league  is  a  thoufand  and  five  hundred  paces.  And  we 
may  as  plainly  collet  juft  fo  much  out  of  the  fame  (p)  An/mi- 
amts 3  where,  fpeaking  of  the  Wars  which  Julian.  C£jar  made 
in  Gauls  he  hath  thefe  words,  A  loco  unde  Romana  promota  funt 
fgna^  adufque  vallum  Barbaricum ,  quarta  leuca  ftgnabalur  &  de - 
cima  }  id  ejls  umm  &  viginti  mi lli a  pajjuum  :  From  the  place, 
whence  the  Roman  Enfignes  were  advanced,  to  the  Wall  (  fo 
it  is  in  Englifh  )  or  Fortrefsof  the  Enemies  ,  were  fourteen 
leagues^  that  is,  one  and  twenty  miles.  Such  another  paf- 
fage  is  in  the  Ads  of  theMartyrdome  of  S .  Gcnovefa^  which  I 
forbear  not  to  tranferibe  hither}  Ab  Aurelianenje  Vrbe  ufque 
Turonum  civitatem ,  qu £  III.  Lugdunenjis  nuncupatnr2  perhibentur 
Jladia  fexcenta ,  milharia feptuaginta  quinque  }  leuga^qwe  adhuc  ve- 
teriGalvrum  lingua  nuncupantur^  quinquaginta :  From  OrleancQ 
to  Tours  arefaid  to  be  fix  hundred  Stadia  ,  feventy  five  miles, 
fifty  leagues,  as  they  are  yet  called  in  the  old  Gallic  Language : 
Although  this  fupputation  agrees  not  with  what  it  is  at  this 
day.  Befides  if  you  look  into  this  very  fame  Itinerary 
of  Antoninus  in  our  hands,  you  fhall  find  fome  Journeys 
in  Gaul ,  which  indeed  have  the  miles  fet  down,  Jbut 
refolved  into  leagues :  others  reckon  it  onely  by  leagues, 
(neither  of  which  he  doth  in  any  other  Roman  Province) 
and  it  exadly  obferveth  the  forenamed  proportion  ,  as 
hunna  M.  P.  XV.  Uug .  X.  &c .  as  far  as  GeJJoridcum  over  againft 
our  fhoar,  of  which  you  have  former  mention.  So  that  (q) 
ijidorus  by  all  means  is  to  be  correded,  and  read ,  Luca  finitur 
milk  pajfibus  quingeniis }  in  the  Printed  book  milk  being  left 
out,  either  by  the  overfight  of  the  Tranfcriber  of  the  Copy, 
or  elfe  of  the  Compofer.  This  wasobferved  before  me,  by 
one  who  was  JWJfTttwMu?*.  Concerning  the  leagues  of  later 
people,  and  times,  1  refer  you  to  the  very  fame  moft  induftri- 
ous  and  judicious  (r)  Antiquary. 

The  meafure  which  the  Ger manes  of  old  times  ufed,  was  the 
RASTA:  (s')  Viarum  fpatia  rafias  appellat  univerfa  Germania . 
All  German j  calleth  the  fpaces  of  waies,  Raft£i  What  quanti¬ 
ty  of  way  this  contained,  we  cannot  know  better  then  from 
the  old  Agrimenjores^  or  Surveyors  of  Land,  among  the  Gro~ 
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maticall  Authors,  where  you  readp^g.14.  (0  Mdliarius  <&  did 
tttidw  aptfd GWlos  Lenvam  facityhabentem  pajjus  milk  quingentos . 
Dtt£  Lev£,  feft  mtliarii  tres ,  apud  Getmanos  maw  rajiem  ejficiunt. 

A  mile  and  halfamoog  the  Gauls  makes  a  league,  which  con¬ 
tains  M  D.  paces  3  two  leagues,  or  three  miles  make  a  Rafia  a- 
mong  the  Germanes. 

To  thefe  we  might  add  fome  other  Dimenfionsofdiftances. 
intended  for  the  benefit  of  Travellers  ,  as  the  D  E  X  T  R .  I  1 
but  to  what  people  they  belonged  is  uncertain.  The  old  («) 
Tapias  renders  them,  Pafius  men(urandt  apud  quofdam?  but  he 
tells  us  not  whom  •*  you  fhall  meet  with  them  alfo  in  Florcn- 
tius  concerning  the  Ads  (x)  of  theMartyrdomeof  S .  Felix  j 
A  loco  ijlo  ufque  ad  Cajlrum  Toringum  habentur  dextri  ducenti . 
From  thence  to  Toring  CafUe  are  reputed  two  hundred  dextri . 
We  may  take  notice  likewife  of  the  M  I G  E  Pv  I A  among  the^ 
Spaniards  of  old  time,  three  of  which,  as  you  may  learn  out  ot 
the  Partita^  being  the  fecond  Volume  (y  )  of  the  ancient  Spa- 
nijl)  Lamr:  made  a  League  5  So  that  it  was  fome  half  a  mile,  and 
not  much  more. 

But  the  Mile  was  Roman  9  called  fd\iov  by  *  S.  Matthew  rht- 
iarcbyD;oy&c.  by  Ptwiut  the  Greek  Metophraft  of  Eutropius, 
mpZov  *  and  commonly  MILLI  AR.IUM,  milkpaffut,  from 
a  thoufand  paces,  of  which  exactly  it  did  confift,  every  pace 
containing  five  feet  Romany  fomewhat  larger  then  ours.  This 
meafuring  by  feet  Was  called  Podif»/uf9  of  as 

was  to  meafureby  paces,  and  hil^uv,  by  th &  Stadium  $  by 
which  they  computed  their  miles,  as  well  as  by  the  as 

Polybius  witnefleth,  fpeaking  of  their  miles  (a)  wt*  vuu  GiCnfA’ 
>9  Qtcmixtlujcu  xp  $ ztFleis  o/]v  F/ct  p apuiiav  Zhni*.»<.  That  is Jdeedfullyy 
but  how  heedfully  we  fhall  lee  anon.  The  Stadium  alfo  con- 
lifted  of  paces,  as  an  old  Author  urged  by  (a)  Salmajiuryte\h 
US,  Per  pajjus  Jladiumy  per  ftadinm  milliaiium .  At  every  miles 
end  exattly,  as  l  faid,  laid  forth,  they  ufed  to  fet  up  a  (V) 
(mall  Pillar  of  ftone,  firft  ordered  fo  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Gracchi^  as  we  find  in  Plutarch  3  whence  the  ufuall  expreffion 
grew.  Ad  tertium abVrbe  lapidem3  adlV.ad  V.&c.  That  is, 
lo  many  miles  from  the  City.  And  from  thefe  Pillars  which 
alfo  were  called  Cippi3  we  find  in  Straboy  h,  becaule 

in  the  high  waies  from  Rome .  fuch  or  Pillars,  were  placed 

at  each  miles  end  :  which  (c)  Rutilius  Numatiamr7  an  Heathen 
Poet,  hath  very  quaintly  exprefled.

the  count  of  their  Journeys  through  all  Italy  beginning  at  it,  P°&™ph:Rom. 
and  ending  there,  as  it  is  commonly  delivered.  Howbeitwe  UilxtoL- 
are  told  by  an  old  Lawyer,  Acmil.  Macer,  that  (,e)  Mi  lie  paf.  tamDe  urbs 
fits  non  a  m  nil  jar  io  urbis ,  fed  a  continentibus  adificiis,  nuns  >r  and  i 
funt .  At  new  Rome  too,  or  Constantinople, wcb  imitated  all  things  (d;  d)o  bijl: 
that  were  in  the  old,  was  alfo  a  milliarium  &ureum\  you  may  . 
fee  for  it  in  Cedremr  the  Greek  Chronicler.*  yet  by  him,  as  al-  \xay\ '“r.vi- 
fo  Suidas,  itisdeferibed  rather  as  an  Edifice  3  when  as  the  o-  for: in  sjyb: 
ther  is  exprefly  called  (h)  A  Golden  Pillar.  For  the  very  fame  rrfT$'uet.  • 
purpofc,  as  the  Learned  Camden  is  of  opinion,  was  that  Stone  otl:Jpf9! 
let  up  with  us  in  Canning-fireet,  called  London-stone ,  alledging  ( g)r>Jeverb\ 
to  confirm  his  con je&u re,  the  placing  of  it  in  the  midfi:  of  the 
City,  where  it  runs  on  in  length,  and  within  that  way  the  old 
Roman  Street  or  Highway  did  lead,  which,  forthwith  going  a- 
long  from  it,  is  called  W atlmg-Jireet  3  of  which  elfewhere  I  ffiall 
have  more  occafion  to  fpeak.  In  the  mean  while  I  muft  by  no 
means  let  pafs,  that  the  miles  ufed  in  this  Itinerary ,  are  much 
fhorter  then  the  fhortefi:  this  day  in  Italy,  or  any  where  elfe^ 
they  being  but  precifely  M.  paces  ,  as  aforefaid  :  which  in  more 
places  then  onein  thisenfuing  work,  we  (hall  be  put  to  it  to 
remember  you  of.For  whereas  the  ordinary  league  now'  a  daies 
is  accounted  three  miles,  it  may  not  be  underftood  of  thefe  in 
the  Itinerary,  but  the  ufuall  ones,  according  to  the  meafure  of 
later  ages  3  This  will  appear  by  the  intervalls  of  Stones  re¬ 
maining  even  to  our  times,  with  their  Infcriptions  yet  legible 
in  divers  places  3  efpecially  in  Portugal l,  wherein  the  Military, 
or  High-way  to  Emerita  Augufta  (  fo  called  from  the  Emeriti 
placed  there  by  Angufius,  now  Merida)  the  feverall  Pillars  in¬ 
scribed,  dodiftinguifh  the  feverall  miles,  and  they  that  have 
taken  a  dimenfion  of  the  fpace  (among  others  is  (/)  Charolus  r 
Clujius  a  very  learned  manjdo  affirm  that  four  of  them  do  make  m-L^ 
up  one  league,  as  it  is  confidered  now  a  daies;  And  for  the  ?

The  STADIUM  (which  occurring  in  this  place,  hath 
given  us  occafion  to  mention  the  foregoing  meafures}  was  the 
more  efpeciall  dimenfion  of  the  Grecians  in  ancient  times,  and 
alfo  in  later,  as  well  by  Sea,  as  Land.  For  the  ufe  of  it  by 
Sea,  this  Itinerary  in  this  very  place  doth  Ihewtit3  lothatl 
need  not  much  to  urge  that  place  in  S.  Johns  Gofjael :  (4  )  And

to  that  of  S. by  Sidon  from  Ctfarea  to  Puteoli,  andfoto 
(n )^B:cap:  Rome,  moft  accurately  fet  down  by  (»)  Luke  theHiftorianof 
the  Acts  of  the  Apoftles,  neither  of  them  unfuitable  to  this  dif- 
courfe.  The  Sea-fiadium  feems  to  have  differed  from  that  by 
Land,  which  we  obferve  from  (0)  ihucydides,  where  he  tells 
us,  that  the  compafs  of  Sicily  is  little  lefs  then  eight  daiesfayl 
for  a  Ship,  and  though  fo  great,  is  yet  divided  with  no  more 
then  twenty  Furlongs,  Sea  meafure,  from  the  Continent .  We 
f^Herod-Lui  cannot  feek  beyond  Herodotus  to  learn  the  meafure  of  the  ft  a- 
mpe,  five  lib:  dium ,  which  thus  he  expreffeth,  (f)  <u  3  mw  b?yv<u  Jibuti  AA 
z.  wS'iov  iZeLvteZpoy.  The  Interpreters  thus  render  Centum  autem 

jttfli  pajjfts  funt  fiadium  mum  [ex  jugerum  tumius  :  Ip yii*^  by  Paf- 
\uMb-lT  Jtts,  which  indeed  is  deferibed  by  (q)  Pollux  to  be  the  meafure, 
or  fpace  ,  from  the  extremity  of  each  long  Finger  crofs  the 
bread:,  when  both  armes  are  (tretched  out,  which  in  Englifh 
we  call  a  Fat  home  5  and  about  that  quantity  Herodotus  expref- 
fes  it  to  be  in  the  next  words,  Pafius  mqu&m  tnenfur£  fex  pedum, 
jive  quatuor  cubitorum.  So  then  it  is  menfitra  pedum fexcentorum. 
Herodotus  his  fiadium  will  be  of  a  hundred  and  twenty  ordina¬ 
ry  paces,  and  juft  fo  many  doth  Maximus  plants  des,  or  whome¬ 
ver  elfe  tranflated  C£fars  Commentaries  into  Greek,  allow, 
refolving  his  miles  into  fladi  1 ,  as  appears.

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Gejjoriacum,  or  Bononia  (Weft  of which,and  very  neer,  he  fup- 
pofes  Itius  to  have  been  5  but  Cluverius,  as  you  have  heard, 
thought  them  the  fame)  and  the  neareft  Coaft  of  England* 
This  Iccius  in  (jrtelius  is  Sithien ,  as  it  were.  Sinus  Itms  :  and  in 
Camden  t  it  is  Vitfan.  But  De  Vorlu  Iccio ,  there  is  extant  a  parti¬ 
cular  difcourfe  of  one  Jacobus  chiffietius  5  and  the  learned  (/>) 
Do&or  Cafaubon  gives  us  hope,  we  (hall  ere  long  fee  a  Difcerta- 
tion  of  the  fame  fubjed  by  Mafter  William  Somner,  an  accute 
and  induftrious  Antiquary  of  Canterbury ,  and  fo  clear  thofe 
doubts  which  have  fo  long  held  us  incertain,  notwithftanding 
ftudious  and  diligent  difquifition  about  it.

Stadia  5  or  thirty  feven  miles  and  a  halfe,  where  he  in  relating 
Crejars  pallage,  word  for  word  almoft  followes  Strabo ,  trouble 
us  at  all,  as  knowing  that  he,  as  well  as  other  good  writers, 
makes  ufeof  the  round  or  even,  little  minding  the  overplus 
number:  except  anyone  will  fay  it  is  the  Tranfcribers,  or 
Compofers  heedlefneffe,  who  for  t.  &  might  copy  out 
letAwUf-  which  yet  I  think  not.  Now  indeed  the  fame  Strabo 
writes,  that  there  were,  as  I  told  you  before,  IV.  paffages,

(hoares  of  the  Morini ,  furely  therein  he  miftakes  himfelf, being 
able  to  fpeak  more  exactly, would  he  but  have  remembred  im- 
felf  For  the5c/»  is  much  remoter  from  the  Coaft  ofBntawyin 
f  A  Zofimui  the  Greek  fliftorian  affirmes,that  from  the  parts  ly¬ 
in',  by  the  mouth  of  the  Khene  to  this  Hand,  are  900.  Stadia, 
which  relolved  into  Englilh  miles,  make  1 12,  and  a  halt. 

But  others  make  the  neareft  palfage  into  Britain  X.  miles  fur¬ 
ther  then CxfarAsrj)  plinietfritannia  abett a  GeJJoriaco  Mori - 
r0YHm  gentis  httore  proximo  trajettu  L .  millium  minimum:  Britain 
is  diftant  from  Gefforiacum  (which  was  Jccius ,  as  you  heard,  or 
very  near  it)  fifty  miles  at  lead.  Take  notice  of  that  minimum, 
for  others,  as  Antoninus  here,  make  the  diftance  $6.  miles  an 
a  quarter.

56.  miles  and  a  quarter.  Venerable  Beda ,  the  ancient  glory  of 
our  Nation,  puts  together,  for  better  fatisfa&ion,  both  the 
futnmes.  His  words  are,fpeaking  of  Rutupice :  (£)  Interpofito 
mart  a  Gejjoriaco  Mariner  am  gentis  littore  proxima  trajetfu  millia - 
rium  quinquaginta^five^  ut  quidam feripfere^fladiorum  quadringen- 
torum  qninquaginta.  In  the  former  he  followes  Pliny ,  in  the  lat¬ 
ter,  I  am  confident  he  had  his  eye  upon  this  very  place  of  Anto~ 
nims.  For  Dio  was  an  Author  fcarce  known,  if  at  all,  in  his 
age.  Later  times  made  us  acquainted  with  him, and  with  what 
ancient  memorialls  of  ours  he  hath  happily  reskued  from  the 
devouring  jawes  of  oblivion  and  time,which  fooneft  confume 
the  belt  and  nobleft  Monuments.  But  I  had  wel-nigh  forgotten 
the  diftance  in(z) Diodorus  Siculus:  ro  ^Iv  vie  H-re??* 

* bf  aKgolfatoy t  0  Mhvo 1  K dvjiov^o  epcitnv  aoriyeiv  ism  vis  yds  rccJlvs  as  t^Tov. 
Theleafi  cut  over  is  from  the  Fore-land  of  Kent  jvhicht key  fay  is  de¬ 
fiant  from  the  Continent  about  a  ioo.  Stadia^ that  is  12.  miles, and 
an  half.  What  to  think  of  it, I  know  not,  but  that  the  number  is 
corrupted  in  this  place.  It  is  to  be  greived  therefore  that  we 
have  loft  Diodorus  his  fortieth  Book  of  his  Hiftories,in  this  here 
mentioned  by  him,  wherein  he  tells  us  he  would  fet  down  the 
Britifh  matters,  or  Ccefars  invafion  5  out  of  C£far  it  is  molt  like¬ 
ly  (for  in  his  age  he  lived)  and  fo  the  lofle  comes  to  be  fo 
much  the  leffe. 

And  now,  having  after  an  uneven  paffage,  arrived  fafe  in  the 
Illand,  let  us  more  luckily, if  we  can, begin  our  Journeying  up¬ 
on  fure  ground,  which  yet  we  (hall  not  doe  from  this  very 
place  where  we  firft  landed.  Wemuft  take  our  way  then  in 
the  Inland,as  we  fee  it  fet  down,  and  fcor’d  out  for  us. 


THE  FIRST  JOURNEY. 

ALIMITE,  ID  EST,  A  V  ALLO,  PR^TO- 
R I U  M  tl  S  Q_.  M.  P.  CL  VI.]  This  firft  Journey  is  from 
the  LIMES,  or  bound  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the  North 
part  of  our  Britain ,  XIV.  miles  beyond  the  Pi&s  W  all,  as  they 
call  it,  or  Severus  his  Valum  $  to  Tatrington  ,  an  old  Haven- 
town  upon  the  Torksfijire-Cide  of  Humber ,  called  by  Ptolemic9 
iiyjcns^  or  (a)  Aejluarium  Abi. 

"ID  EST,  A  VALLO]  The  learned  Camden ,  by  a 
light  conje&ure,  advifes  to  exclude  thefe  words  [id  efl a  V A- 
U]  as  a  glofiema  foifted  in  by  fome  feiolus ,  who  indeavonring  to 
illuftrate  the  text,  hath  made  it  more  obfeure,  and  the  fife 
the  firft  Station  in  this  Journey,  and  foof  the  reft,  lefte  eafily 
to  be  guefied  at.  And  yet  two  very  learned  men,  but  ft  rangers 

*  indeed  -t 
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indeed  to  our  Affaires,  have  (till  retained  and  afferted  them  : 
To  much  could  the  fame  of  Severus  Wall  do.  ltintrarium3  Val¬ 
lum ,  imperii  limitem3  appellat  (faith  (b')  Guidus  Pancirolus :  (The 
Itinerary)  he  means  this  in  our  hands)  makes  the  Wall,  the  Li- 
met,  or  boundary,  of  the  Empire  in  Britain.  And  j \erom  Surita 
the  Spaniard, who  hath  written  a  Commentary  upon  this  very 
Itinerary  (which  yet  in  (c)  Thuanus  judgment  might  better 
have  been  in  titled  Vari£  Leftiones')  tells  us,  that  ratio  ipf'a  docet3 
reafon  it  felf  fh e wet h, Bremenium  opidum  in  Valli  limite^that  Tire*, 
menium ,a  Town  by  the  Wall,was  made  choice  of,  as  a  fet  place 
to  begin  this  Journey  at. Whereas  by  this  Itinerary, Bremenium 
which  is  the  Limes ,  mull:  needs  Itand  XIV.  miles  beyond  the 
lVall3  as  we  Ihall  fee  hereafter. 

Now  feeing  among  the  feverall  forts  of  the  L  I M  E  T  S  of 
the  Roman  Empire 5  as  (c)  Seas,  (d)  greater  Rivers,  (  e) 
Mountaines,  (/  )  Defert  Lands,  and  unpayable,  fuch  as  be  in 
this  Trad:  ( g )  Trenches,  with  their  ( h  )  Rampiers,  (/*  ) 
Mounds  of  Trees  cut  down  or  plafhed,  (4)  CafHes  were  ever 
thought  of  mold  efficacy,  and  ferviceableneffe  to  repell  the  E- 
nemy  5  and  there  remaining3yet  the  carkaffes,  or  ruines,  of  ma¬ 
ny  to  be  feen  hereabout,  we  may  well  place  the  Limss3  or 
bound  of:  the  Empire  here,  about  the  time  this  Itinerary  was 
publiffit,  in  this  place  3  thh  unreduced  Northern  people  ha¬ 
ving  made  their  impreflionneere  fo  far,bearing  down  Antoni - 
nus  Pins  his  Wall  in  Scotland . 

And  yet,  though  we  cannot  admit,  that  the  Vallum  was  the 
Limes  in  this  place, we  grant  however  it  was  built  and  already 
reared  up  at  that  time,  as  appears  by  the  next  journey,  which 
begins  at  Blatum  bulgium3  or  BulneJJe ,  an  old  Station  at  the  end 
of  the  IV all  in  Curnl  erland.  And  had  Bremeninm  been  fo  neare 
the  Wall, he  would  have  begun  this  Journey  A  V  A  L  L  O,  as 
well, and  rather,  then  the  next, without  A  L IM I T  E5  or  elfe 
in  the  next  to  have  added  A  Limite  alfo.But  ifany  fhal  by  way 
ofobjedion  urge  that  place  out  of  the  Novell  Conffitutions  of 
Theodcjins  the  Emperour  :  M  jorum  difpoftti one  Vallo  Limitis 
ab  incurjiotte  Birbarica  defenla!ursquicqu7d  intra  Romani  nominis 
concludilur  potefiatem :  Whatfoever  was  Roman  in  old  time, 
was  kept  with  therampierof  a  Limet  from  the  incurfion  of 
enemies  3  we  have  nothing  then  to  fay  for  our  felves,  but  that 
Bremenium  was  one  of  thole  Agraciee  ftationes3  which  Vegetius 
(peaks  of,  ufed  in  the  Roman  warfare,to  be  placed  in  folo  Bar- 
bavico3  upon  the  Enemies  ground,  todefery  and  reveal  what 
new  attempts  and  ftirs  they  made  :  fuch  as  were  thofe  Explo¬ 
ratory  ,  I  may  render  them  Scouts,placed  at  Bremenium  for  that 
purpofe,  as  we  (hall  fee  by  the  following  Infcription. 

Thefe  Grounds  and  lands  recovered  from  the  Enemies,  Alex- 
ander  Severus  3 the  Emperour  bellowed  on  the  Captaines  [Limi*

indefenceof  what  they  fuppofed  to  betheirown,  Verba  Uc 
vdim  notes ,  faith  judicious  Cawden,  namhinc  vel  Jpecies  feudi, 
wl  origo  fcudorum,  But  have  recourfeto  himfelte  at  thy  lea« 
fure.  Gentle  Reader. 

And  here,  having  taken  notice  of  Xheodofius  his  Teftimony 
concerning  the  ancient  fencing  of  the  Limit  es  of  the  Empire, 
we  may  do  well  to  give  notice  of  thofe  feverall  Stations  in  his 
time,  placed  per  linear®  Valli, to  keep  off  the  frequent  inrodes  of 
the  more  Northernly  Britains,  called  the  asalfo  of  the 
Scoti  Attacotti ,  and  others.  But  a  more  fpeciall  furvey  of  them, 
{landing  much  neerer  the  Wall  then  Brcmeninm^  will  be  taken 
more  conveniently  elfewhere  out  of  the  Notitia  Occidentals 
Imperii^  written  not  long  before  the  power  of  the  Empire  be¬ 
gan  to  decline  in  Britain  5  and  becaufe  it  containes  the  State 
-  of  the  Roman  Affaires  herein  his  dayes,  it  is  called  by  Andr . 
A  lei  at)  the  famous  Lawyer  of  the  lad  age,  Theodofn  Ereviariuxt , 
as  is  already  faid  in  what  goes  before.  Concerning  the  Limes 
*  comment .  in  Saxonicus  in  Britain ,  you  may  fee  more  in  *  Paucirol. 

Notri.  occiden- ,  M.  P.]  Milk  pajj'ns .  A  thoufand  paces,  or  an  Italian  Mile, 
tiscq.75*  exadly  meafured,  and  marked  out,  as  I  have  {hewed  before. 
Wherefore  Surita3  where  he  fets  down  M,  P.  A  pud  Antonimm 
quid Jigni fleet :  defervedly,as  well  as  fharply,  cenfures  the  lim¬ 
pidity  and  illiterateneffe  of  him,  who  in  all  Copies  before  his 
time,one  onely  a  very  old  one  excepted, interprets  thefe  marks 
M.  P.  by  Millia  plus  minus :  fo  many,  or  fo  many  Miies,more  or 
leffe,  under  or  over:  Very  fenceleffely.  Nor  is  our  (ffXal- 
(f)  bot%  of  whom  in  the  beginning,  free  from  this  joculary  conceit3 

umkXotvis  or  rather  foule  miftake.  Seethe  old  Valerius  Probus  de  N&tis 

in  Anminm-  ^nfjqUaruM  Liter  arum.

17.  miles,  not  as  in  Suritds  edition,  14.  but  he  notes  withall 
that  he  found  17.  in  two  of  his  Copies:  And  that  is  the  di- 
fiance  between  thefe  two  Stations  in  the  next  Journey  of  his 
Edition  :  although  in  Aldus  an dsimler  it  be  18.  The  Interpo¬ 
lation,  and  corruption, of  numbers,  not  in  Ptolemie  onely,  but 
in  our  Antoninus  alfo,  hath  been  the  maine  caufe  of  doubt  and 
difficulty  in  afligning  the  right  places  to  many  manfions  in 
them  both*  But  now  we  come  to  examine,  after  this  preamble,

/«e/?70,asit  appears,  was  conftantly  written  in  all  thofe  old  00  Hmif. 
Books  ,and  they  not  a  few,  which  Surita  ufed  3  otherwife,  h e 
would  have  noted  it.  So  likewife  all  Ptolemies  Copies  have  it, 
which  I  have  feen  except  that,  which  otherwife  is 

accounted  the  very  beft,  publifhed  by  Petrus  Bert  ins  out  of  the 
Palatin  MS.  where  you  have  Aremenium 3  doubtleflely 

by  the  Printers  miftake.  In  him  (6)  it  is  a  City  of  the  (*>)  ml.  Geo* 

Otadeni.  And  certainly  the  true  name  is  Bremenium  5  which  '  i  ‘  2‘ 
the  Infcription  of  an  old  Altar  makes  unqueflionable,  taken 
up  at  (c)  Rochetter  in  Northumberland fianding  upon  the  brow  (c)  i.  e.C* 
of  a  fteep  riling  Hill  (whence  it  is  named)  not  far  from  the  ttnuminRjip*. 
fpring  or  head  of  the  Rheady  where  it  was  found  buried  among 
the  rubbifh  of  an  ancient  Cajlruw ,  or  Camp.

ct  Roman  Emperour;)  When  they  made  good  this  their  Vow 
cc  wilhngly5as  by  him  deferved:C^  Charitimus  (for  fo  it  muft 
ccbe  read/  was  then  their  Tribune, or  cheif  Commander.)  It  is  a 
peice  of  Antiquity  highly  to  be  valued,almoft  near  veneration, 
which  having  ftill  preferved  the  name  and  memory  of  the  de¬ 
cayed  Station,  may  now  be  inftead  of  a  Tombftone  to  it  fallen 

into  ’its  own  allies  ,  as  well  as  it  was  formerly  eroded  for  a  Mo¬ 
nument  to  the  Emperors  honor,  and  for  his  fafety.  And  if 
Cicero  could  make  fuch  boaft  for  finding  out  the  Grave  of  the 
Mathematician  (d)  Archimedes ,  humilis  homunculi ,  as  he  faith,  a 
very  mean  man,notfull  two  hundred  yearsafter  his  Buriall,yet 
quite  unknown  to  his  Country  men  the  Syracufians,how  much 
more  defervedly  might  our  Camden  have  taken  upon  him, who, 
after  thirteen  hundred  years  at  leaft,difcovered  the  name  and 
ruines  of  the  moft  valiant  and  refolute  Garrifon  of  Britain ,  the 
Bulwarke  fometimes,  and  defence  of  the  Natives,  as  well  as  the 
Provincial^.  Wherefore  to  iliuftrateita  little,  in  behalf  of  the 
Youth  of  this  Ifland,  ftudious  of  glorious  things  long  before

And  Ammiumts  Marcellitiut  thus  accurately  de- 
fcribes  his  speculators  Areani,  or  Explorutores  ^  removed  from 
their  Stations  in  Britain  by  ‘iheodojtus  upon  a  charge  of  Trea- 
fon  „•  *  id  Hits  erat  ofliciumjit  ultro  citroqueptr  long* J  put  i  a  difcur - 
rentes  vicinuuim  gentium jlrepitus  nojlris  ducibus  iniimarcnt.  He 

faies  there  that  they  were«»*w bominum  a  veteribus  inflitutHm9 
but  why  fo  cal  dnot^word.  t  Perhaps  he  had  done  it  i.  atti- 
bus  Conftantisi  whither  he  refers  us  $  but  they  are  utterly 
loft.  In  the  very  later  times  of  the  Empire,  Conjtantinus  Vorpby- 
rogeneta  the  Emperour  0  calls  them  *«*<*"*«*,  and  0  elfe- 
where  cr/3ovM3*7Bje{, corruptly.  In  the  former  place  the  learned 
Menrfius  mends  it  E&wwurfwfw,  and  renders  it  Explorutores .  In 
the  later  place  Eon.  Vulcanius  reftores  «-Jw*T*ra>jf<9  which  at  that 
time  was  ufuall  for  AufcuHatorts, of  which  fee  efpecially  the  ad¬ 
mired  0  Cujacius ,  befides  Meurftus  in  his  Greek  Gloflary. 

But  to  have  done.  In  feverall  places  elfe  there  is  mention 
of  the  Explorutores  in  Britain  5  perhaps  in,  or  neer  upon  the  fame 
age.  In  the  next  Journey  of  Antoninus  there  is,  Caftra  Exp  lor  a- 
mum.  And  in  the  Notitia.or  Survey  of  the  We  fterne  Empire, 
Trcefe&us  Humeri  Explcratorum  Lavatre  $  a  place  on  this  fide  the 
Wall.  And  Vrupofitus  T^umeri  Expbratorum  Tortu  Adnrni0jubdtf- 
po  (it  tone  V.  SpeCtubili  j  Comitis  littoris  Saxonici  per  Britanniam  5 
an  Haven  in  Suffex-coaft  ,  all  which  you  (hall  meet  witb,by 
that  we  leave  off.  Breifly,and  not  be  trouble fome,  the  Stations 
appointed  for  the  purpofe  we  have  all  this  while  fpoken  of  are 
handfomely  called  *  mw  «?*?"**,  i.  Towns  of  view  ordifco- 
very,  by  Arifiides  the  Orator  in  his  Panegynck  of  the  City 
Rome.  Many  of  this  kind  did  Diocle ft an ,  after  other  Emperors, 
out  of  his  providence  appoint  upon  the  Limrts  of  the  Empire, 
as  0  Z ofimus  relates,  all  which  that  Confiantine  the  Great  did 
'  afterward  difmantle,  I  have  fome  good  r£afon,  from  the  wri¬ 
ters  no  good  effeftion  to  him,  not  to  believe.  And  thus  much 
for  thislnfcription,  fo  highly  to  be  valued,  as  I  faid  before  * 
without  which  we  had  never  known  for  Ant omne  where  Bre- 
memurn  was  to  be  found *  though  PtoUmie  indeed  afford  iome 
light  thereto,  the  fituation  well  enough  agreeing  with  the 

numbers  in  him  j  and  yet  for  all  that  among  fo  many  feverall 
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ruines  of  old  Campes,  and  Fortreffes  neer  one  another,  hardly 
other  wife  to  have  been  pointed  out  from  the  reft.  That  it 
was  therefore  at  Rochester ,  befides  what  hath  been  faid,  the 
name  at  this  day,  as  is  before  hinted,  will  evidently  concludes 
it  figoifying  as  much  as  Cafirum  in  Rupe,  the  Camp  or  Station 
on  the  Rock  5  a  fit  place  for  the  purpofe  it  was  here  placed. 

And  indeed  it  is  to  be  obferved  that  all  places  ending  in  Chefler 9 
faftiionedin  the  Saxon  times,  aiife  from  the  ruines  of  the  old 
Roman  Cafira  $  and  therefore  the  ancient  Stations  about  the 
Wall,  the  carkafles  of  many  of  which  at  this  day  appear,  are 
called  Chefters  by  the  Country  people.  Befides,  all  the  Roman 
Colonies,  Towns,  Stations,  or  Forts,  generally  were  fet  upon 
Hills:  (J>)  which  Manitius  the  Poet  doth  elegantly  in  the/e  (?) ^ " 
verl  es  exprene.

And  as  great  CitieSrife  with  Turrets  Crown’d

But  it  is  a  pittifull  thing  to  fee  how  other  learned  men  have 
mif- placed  this  Garrifon,  and  in  vain  fearcht  for  it.  Talbot 
looks  for  it  at  the  Eaft-end  of  the  Wall :  but  at  Jaft  refolves  it 
was  at  Bamborough  Cattle  near  Berwick.  Mich.Villanouanus  and 
Paulus  Jovius  will  have  it  at  Berwick.  Jof.  Moletius  fetsdown 
Brevijh  (a  Town  I  am  yet  to  feek  for  in  the  Map.)  to  his  vtole- 
mie ,  whom  our  Wit .  Fulkf ,  a  ftudious  Antiquary,  as  well  as  a 
great  Divine,  diflents  not  from  :  but  to  Antonine  he  noted 
Bambarow ,  as  Talbot  had  done  before.  And  Camden  himfelf  had 
pitched  upon  Bramton  in  Northumberland  likewile,til  he  had  the 
good  hap  to  light  upon  this  Stone..  And  fo  much  of  Eremeni- 
um.  We  go  forward.

Robert'Talbot ,  though  Preift  and  Canon,  yet  foarce  fliewes 
himfelfe  to  be  Sacerdos  ad  Grammaticam^  as  he  laid,  when  he 
tells  us^  (V)  that  in  this  Itinerary  ferme  eft  ptrpetuum,  ut  nomen  CO  Ad  iter.

in  otnnibns  codicih^  upon  the  infcitia  hbrariorurf ,  qui  in  futnm i 
earum  rerum  ignaratione ,  Umpornm  vitio *  vcrftbanhtr  5  yet  truly 
therein  he  doth  but  difcover  his  own  inanimadvertency  3  not 
taking  notice,  that  from  the  age  Solinus  lived  in  (not  long  af¬ 
ter  P/i»y)  and  fo  downward,  by  a  cuftome  they  had,  they 
pronounced  the  names  of  Cities  in  the  lixt ,  or  Ablative 
cafe  3  that  is  as  Monootespx  undeclined.  Teftimonies  there  are 
enough  qf  this  Vapifcvs  in  the  life  of  Aurelian  :  Copto  &  Ttolem a- 
tde  urbef  cepit  3  and  Salmaftns  defires  you  to  fee  what  he  fayes 
to  that  plac q.  Solinus.,  though  falfly  corrected  in  vulgar  Prints, 
otherwife  then  in  the  old  written  Books  (a)  lbi  V'yjipone 
(a)  sdin.  up.  Vlyxt  conditum  :  where  you  fee  no  Concord,  Fronto,  the  famous 
mm ftm*.  Orator,  in  an  Epiftle  to  Hadrian  the  Emperour,  cited  by  the 

Grammarians:  Durccortono  Athene  veftr# ,  where  you  are  to 
look  for  no  Apportion.  As  neither  in  the  old  Book  De  Colonijs , 
where  you  conftantly  find,  Opidum  Corfeolis.  Colons  a  Yciis 
(b  )sm«Ai  So  that  good  ©  Sunt  a  needed  not  fo  earneftly  to  conteft, 
LAntonin .  paS.  and  chafe  himfelfe,  about  VopUto  flvmw,  in  Antonine.  But  left 
l88»  my  credit  fhouldnot  be  enough  (for  alas  what  can  a  poor 

Country  Schoolmafter  doe?)  heare  him,  whofe  authority 
js  unqueftionable^  tucIu]a.  ©  Ftinerarium^quod  Anion  ini  Augujti 
(c)ci  Sabmf.  nomine  public  at  ur^  faith  Salmafius^fic  omnia  fere  urbkm  vocabula 
Exeniu  :?s,  concipiAat 3  quod  mutatum  non  oportuit  a  doChs  viris.  We  fhould 
Uni.  cap.  23.  then  by  this  read  here;  Fremenio  CorFlopilo.  But  all  editi~ 
^htd‘pag'  ons,  and  MSS.  having  it  in  the  Accufa live  Cafe  3  and  Salmafius 
himfelfe,  as  you  fee,  difpencing  fome-what  with  thegenerall 
Rule,  as  it  ordinarily  happens  5  take  your  pleafure,  for  me, 
which  way  you  will  have  it  written  5  However  Imuft  not 
omit  to  note  here,  that  all  other  Editions,  as  many  as  I  have 
feen,  except  that  of  Aldus  9  have  Corjiopitum  3  with  little  change 
of  one  letter  3  And  Syr  it  a  denies  not  but  that  it  was  fo  in  one 
of  his  Manufcripts. 

By  the  diftance,  and  fite,  it  feemed  to  the  learned  Camden  to 
be  the  fame  with  FtoUmies  k«$U>  Curia  3  though  indeed  for¬ 
merly  for  Corjiopitum }  he  had  pitched  upon  A dor  pith.  Which 
conje&ure,  as  it  may  be  countenanced  perhaps  by  the  diftance 
from  Bremenium,  andalfb  by  a  like  found  of  both  pames  upon 
the  clofe  5  yet  hath  it  not  to  fhew  any  Roman  Antiquity  now 
appearing.  Be  it  therefore  Curia  (or  rather  Ko$U}  as  Bertius  hi? 
Ptolemy  3  )  and  then  it  will  be  Corbridge  on  Tine9  which  here 
is  laid  over  with  a  Bridge:  Butin  Corftopitumy  what  the  laft 
fyllables  fignifie,  I  am  to  learne  3  and  which  is  worfe,  have 
none  to  teach  me.  Henry  of  Huntington  calls  it  Cure  3  fo  Antoni- 
nes  curia  among  the  Rhoeti0  is  at  this  day  called  Chur  5  by  the 
Italians  Coira.  Hove  den  names  it  Corobrigg  3  to  have  recourfe  to 
whom  will  be  worth  ones  pains.  And  yet  not  precifely  Corbridge 
neither  3.  but  rather  Rotcheffer,  a  place  hard  by,  well  furnifhed 

with 
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with  (tore  of  Roman  mines,  and  rubbifli}  which  declare  what 
it  hath  been  formerly  5  called  moft  likely  by  the  Saxons  Cor - 
chejter ,  from  this  Coriat,  but  in  procefle  of  timers  he  faid,  \  Aft 
pen  MHtdta  eft  in  Unem  tempore  longo. 

And  from  the  allies  and  carkafle  of  this,  had  the  prefent 
Towne  its  rife.  Befides  the  termination  from  Caftrum ,  that 
is,  a  Garrifon  5  take  notice,  that  almoft  all  our  great  Cities, and 
Towns  in  Britain  and  elfewhere,had  their  beginnings  from  the 
Roman  Caftra  3  but  were  not  alwaies  placed  in  the  very  fame 
fite,  but  at  fome  diftance,  though  not  very  remote  5  as  S .  AL 
bdne^wmVerulamium  $  and  moft  others.  As  for  the  account 
of  diftance  here  M.  P.  XX.]  It  will  be  diffidently  conveni* 
ent,  and  fuitable,  reckon  which  way  fo  ever  you  are  pleafed.

Surita^  telling  Cls  he  could  not  el fe where  find  any  mention 
concerning  Vindotnora ,  addes  moreover,  that  all  his  written 
Books  agreed  in  banc  auferendi  cafu  lettionem  3  which  continues 
what  we  laid  e’rewhile.  From  Corftopitum  to  this  Station  are 
IX.  miles  fet down  rand  toward  Nevocajilei along  by  the  Wall,at 
that  diftance  is  fituate,  as  the  learned  Paufanias  of  Britain  tells 
us,  a  fmall  Village  called  Walls -end,  which  now  feems  to  have 
poffeftion  of  the  Room  of  this  Station.  The  fignification,  faies 
he,  of  the  old,  as  well  as  the  modern  name,  is  the  fame :  for 
Vindomora^  in  theProvinciall  Language  of  theBritains  at  that 
time,  was  nothing  but  pirns  Muri^  or.  The  end  of  the  Wall,  For 
beyond  it  no  Vejtigia  of  the  duff  us  ^  or  tradt  thereof  appearing 
ever  to  have  been  there  5  the  River  T ine,  it  is  to  be  thought, 
ferved  for  a  Rampier,  or  antemurale0  to  keep  off  the  Enemy. 

Neither  doth  VindobaL  (another  ancient  name  of  the  fame 
Village,  and  of  a  like  compofition,  mentioned  in  the  Notitia 
Occidents :  )  fignifie  other  wife  then  fo.  Wherefore  from 
hence  (befides  that  the  Wall  in  Salmaftus  his  MS.  JEthicus  is 
called  Ballum  Britannia:')  we  muft  take  notice  of  that  fraudu¬ 
lent  diftin&ion  in  the  learned  Presbyter  Beda :  *  \_Murus  de  la -  *BedaEccler 
pidtbusj  Vallum  de  cefptibus ,  &c.J  which  fo  deceived  the  good  Hiftor.lib.i , 
man,  that  he  beleived  this  Work  of  Severus  (even  where  he  re- 
lates  the  thing  done  :)  to  be  of  Turfs,  in  which  were  great 
(lakes  faftened,  not  of  Stone.  But  if  we  compare  Eutropius,  Jem 
rom^  Oroftuifajjiodorus^  and  Aurelius  Vifftrs  Epitome  de  C<efaribuss 
where  they  ufe  Vallum^  fpeaking  of  this  ftru&ure  of  Severus  3 
with  Aurel,  Viffor  fet  forth  by  Andrias  Schottus  3  and  others, 
which  have  Mnrur ,  we  (hall  certainly  fee,  that  they  are  but 
Synonima  to  exprefle  the  fame  thing.  Spariinus\  as  the  place  in 
him  is  rightly  reftored  by  the  famous  Salmaftus ,  hath  it  plaine  5

Severui  poll  Alarum  aut  Vallum  mifum  in  Britannia  :  And  Bede 
himfelfe  makes  mention  of  a  Royall  Towne,  t  qui  vocal ur  ad 
Mnrum3  £e  Palle ,  as  King  Alfred  renders  it  3  because  it  was  pla¬ 
ced  by  Severn  Wall  3  and  at  this  day  therefore  called  Walton . 
So  likewife  our  Antonine  reckons  up  among  the  Townes  of 
V  annonia  pr'ma ,  or  Hungary,  a  place  called  AdAIuro.  which 
Wolfanyus  La%ius  takes  for  the  fame  with  Mw'ccinUa  *  in  Am* 
mi  anus  j  I  beleive  for  no  other  caufe,  or  reafon. 

Now,as  it  is  needleffe  to  bring  authority  from  the  ancients, 
to  prove  that  this  ftrudure  was  of  hone,  every  one  that  at  this 
day  hath  been  in  the  leaft  way  an  A/M«*,or  eye- witneiTe  there¬ 
of,  certaiply  knowing  it  $  fo  fhall  it  ferve  for  enough  to  demon- 
ftrate  that  Mimis  and  Vallumfigriifed  the  very  fame  thing :  con¬ 
trary  to  what  the  Venerable  Bede  beleived  and  wrote  fae?  Mu 
And  confequendy,that  Vindomorat and  Vindobala3 though 
fomewhat  differing  names,  do  yet  belong  to  the  very  fame 
Manfion. 

And  for  what  Camden  faies,  that  they  were  fo  called  in  the 
Provinciall  Language  of  theBritains,  theftudions  Youth  is  to 
take  notice,  that,  as  the  Provinciated  part  of  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  was  Civitate  donata3  or  made  free  of  the  City  5  and  out  of 
them  their  old  (<*)  Legions  recruited,  and  new  ones  alfo  rai- 
fed,  the  un-reduced  ferving  for  Auxiliaries  $  and  that  by  a  Law 
of  Antoninus  Pius  the  Emperor,  thus  cited  by  Vlpian .  (/>)  In 
Orbe  Romano  qui  funt  ex  Confiitutione  Imp.  Antonini  cives  Romani 
effe&i  funt.  Which  (c)  Claudian  the  Poet,  fpeaking  of  Romc3  and 
inftancingin  Britain  in particular,  hath  neatly,  as  his  manner  is a 
thus  expreffed.

So  likewife  in  the  Provinces  (a  conftant  courfe  put  in  pra- 
dife,  by  what  ever  Conqueror,  among  a  people  newly  fubdu- 
ed.-)  was  the  Roman  tongue  everywhere  commended,  and 
urged  for  publick  ufe  to  the  Natives  •.  Imperiofa  ilia  civitas  &c . 

That 
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Th.u  domineering  City  *  fayes  S.  Auftmc,  not  onelyputa  » 
yoke  or  fervitude  upon  the  conquered  Nations,  but  injoyned  c-  d,  fit.ig. 
their  Language  alfo,  As  for  Britain,  there  is  a  notable  place  of 
Tacitus  in  his  Agricola ,  where  he  fpeaks  of  the  courfes  he  took 
to  civilize  them  :  Jam  vcro  principnm  filios  liberalism  artibus 
erudire,  &  ingcnia  Britannornm  Jludijs  G allot  nm  ante  f err  e,  \it 
qui  modo  Unguam  Komanorum  abnuebant ,  eloquent iam  concupifie- 
rent :  inde  eiiam  habitm  nojiri  honor  &  frequcns  toga.  That  is 
Moreover  the  Noble-mem  fins  hetooi  and  intfru&edin  the  liberal / 

Sciences  preferring  the  wits  of  the  Britain!  before  the  Students  of 
Gaul,  as  being  now  curious  to  attain  the  eloquence  of  the  Roman 
Language  ,  where  as  they  lately  reje&edthe  fpeech,  Afierthat  cur  at  - 
tire  grew  to  be  in  account ,  and  the  Gown  much  ufed  among  them . 

Thus  far  Tacitus,  and  fo  fully,  that  Ineed  not  bring  in  hither 
that  of  JuvemUm  his  15.  Satyr. 


Gallia  Caufsdicos  docuit  facuncla  Britannos, 

Eloquent  Gallia  Britains  taught  to  plead. 

Neither  did  the  nobler  fort  onely  thus  liberally  imploy 
their  ftudies  and  endeavours,  but  the  meaner  alfo  generally 
had  their  Language  interpolated,  and  mixt  with  the  Latinej 
which  though  now  left  and  abandoned,  yet  there  remain  of  it 
in  the  Britifh,thofe  reliques,  that  time  it  felfe  will  not  eafily 
wipe  away,  and  deface.  Of  fome  words  therein  Humfrey  Lhnyd 
a  lingular  Ornament  of  his  own  Wales.and  Britain  in  general!3 
hath  gathered  a  lift;  and  William  Salisbury  in  his  Britilh  Glofla^ 
ry,  and  Doftor  David  Powell,  in  his  accurate  writings,  by  no 
meanes  deny  it  ?  men  as  learned  as  any  of  the  Nation. 

Vittdebalaz  as  this  Station  was  other  wife  named  in  the  Notitia 
of  the  W.  Empire,  had  its  being,  Sub  difpofitione  Viri  spe&abilis 
Ducis  BntannUrnm  per  line  am  Vallt,  where  there  lay  in  Garrifon 
TribunUs  Cohorlts  prima  Frtxagorum.  For  whom  why  Camden 
iubftituted  the  Conors  II.  Thracum3  who  are  placed  indeed  in 
the  fame  Notitia  at  Gabrofentnm ,  or  Gatefied  againft  Newcajl!es 
not  quite  three  miles  off,  I  know  not  ;  except  I  fay  it  is  a 
light  TiafacifM,  or  overfight  of  his,  fuch  as  may  well  be  excufed. 

But  of  what  people  thefe  here  were,  Imuft  take  day  to  tell 

>ou:  Neither  name  of  the  Station  hath  had  the  luck, to  have 

the  right  fite  found  out,  till  Camden  came.  For  Talbot  making 

it  his  bufineffe  to  illuftrate  Antonine , being  come  to  Vindomora , 

he  fends  us  to  Vanduara  in  Scotland ,  meerly  for  fome  very  fmall 

confonancy  in  the  names :  though  truly  he  confeffes  upon 

lelle  extravagant  thoughts,  that  fo  we  take  the  wrong  way.  QvavdUei 

VancirdUs  upon  the  Notitia  would  have  Vindobala  to  be  the  ?«/«». 

lame  with  Vindogladia  in  Antonine ,  placed  Weft  ward  in  the 

1 11  and  far  away,  whereas  this  is  perlmeam  Vallr  in  the  North  ;

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~  or  elfe  which  is  as  bad,  he  tells  us  that  fome  read  it  Vindolana, , 

which’indeed  folio  wes  after  in  this  very  Noiitia,  and  is  a  oi- 
ftinft  Manfion,  where  the  T ribune of  the  IV.  Cohort  of  the 
Gaules  refided.  Now  what  (hould  be  faidofthem  both,  but 
what  I  remember  ortehustiks  of  one  in  a  like  cafe.

BHlioprick  of  It  is  not  eafily  to  be  faid,  whether  the  ignorance  of  Monkes, 
T>urhm.  and  other  fuch  Librarii, or  Tranfcribers  5  or  the  heedlefieneile 
of  the  Compofers  for  the  Print,  hath  caufed  more  foule  faults, 
and  errors,  in  old  Writers.  Of  the  ofcitancy  or  both  this 
work  in  our  hands,  if  any  other,  will  give  fufficient  evidence. 
And  particularly  the  name  of  this  Manfion  ,  which  Sim  ers 
Copy  had  written  Viconia.  Suritas  written  Books, had T  inovia 
and  Vinnovia  as  it  Ihould  be.  Lhnyd,ox  his  Printer,  for  Vin - 
novium  in  Ptolemy,  publifbed  Bimonium,  and  Bimonmm  :  rrom 
whence  Alex.  T^evill  a  deale  worfe  Bynionum .  Camden,  Binovia $ 
and  our  Speed,  Benovium.  The  School-boys  know,  that  V. 
confonant,  £.  and  «.  are  Jorori*  liter#,  and  of  a  neere  iound  : 
and  what  to  Ptolemy  is  A\dcov,\s  to  other  Writers  ak^iuv,  Albi¬ 
on  and  Act/3i<r,  is  Aaovi'J^  other  wife  fpelt .  What  then  in  Ptolemy  is 
Ovi 'woxiov.  Antonins  expreffes  Vinnovia.  As  for  the  difference  in 
Gender  we  are  to  note,  that  the  Ancients  pleated  themfelves 
in  dealing  licentioufly  therein,  yea,  and  in  number  two  :  fo9 
Lumvallum  and  Lugnballia  5  Tyana,  Tyan#,  for  A-y*, 

vt,  for  Lugdunmi  h  Megara ,  Megara,  for  7*  And  here 

we  ha vt  mutuum  mult.  For  as  the  right  reading,  which  had 
been  corrupted  into  Viconia ,  is  reflored  and  affet  ted  to  Antoni- 
ne  by  Ptolemie:  fo  from  Antoninc  is  the  light  pofture  ot  the  Sta¬ 
tion  recovered  in  Ptolemy,  who  makes  it  to  be  mut* giy*/I*y9  a 
City  of  the  Brigantes.  For  in  him,  faith  Camden,  it  is  fo  fhov  d 
out  of  its  place,  that  it  had  allwayes  lain  obfeure,  and  undilco- 

vered,  except  the  other  had  pointed  it  out.  By  this  direction 

then  it  feems  Humfrey  Lhuyd  firli  found  it  in  the  Eifhoprick 
of  Durham  (a  part  of  the  Brigantes')  upon  the  brow  of  a  Hal, 
which  over- looks  the  Were,  not  far  from  Bilhops-  Auckland, 
which  Bands  on  the  other  fide  of  it  5  ondnow,  Bom  theo.d 
name  of  it,  is  called  Binchcjier 5  In  comparifon  of  ns  roimer 
celebrity,  at  this  time  it  fcarce  deferves  the  name  of  a  petty 
Village:  yet  great  (lore  of  rubbilh  of  the  old  Bandings,  2nd 
fome  remainder  of  the  Walls  yet  to  be  feen.  So  true  is  that^  of 
*  lucid, u  Did-  Mercury,  to  old  Charon  in  Lucian :  *  At Mutkw  x, 

logottiw  2„0jooti.I  tell thee,Ferri man,  that  Cities  dye  as mil  as  men. 

And  what  appearesofit  at  this  day,  being  but  what  is  left  of  a 
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City,  plus  quint  '//torture ,  as  Camden  fayes,  it  was  moftfreindly 
done  of  him,  to  gather,  as  it  ufed  to  be  done  in  the  (a)  ojfi-  ,  }d  r 
leg?  a  of  the  Ancients  after  the  funerall  fire,  the  fcattered  bones,  De/c.  Herald km 
as  it  were, and  reliquesof  its  former  glory.  Of  his  refcuing  ^dverfar.  lib. 
therefore  from  Oblivion,  and  not  falling  into  the  fame  grave*  I,  c<^'7' 
which  hath  quite  overwhelmed  the  City  it  felfe,  are  thefe  In- 
Icriptions  Arguments  of  ^its  out-worne  fplendor ,  and  mag¬ 
nificence.

This  firft  was  reared  up  by  Claudius  ghtintianus,  Confull  un¬ 
der  Maximimts  the  Emperour,about  the  year  CCXXX  VI.  ac¬ 
cording  to  Cajjidorus ,  upon  performance  of  his  Vow  made  to 
the  Mother- Goddefifes.  But  in  the  Fajii  Confulares ,  more  com¬ 
monly  received,  andefteemed}  with  L.Catilius  Severus^  yon 
have  the  name  of  L.  Rmgorius  Urinatius  infcribed  before  that 
yeare.  And  I  cannot  fay  that  all  thefe  names  belonged  to  one 
man. 

Befides  this  Stone ,  and  another ,  the  faired  and  greatefl 
Altar  that  hath  been  digged  up  in  Frifa/#,found  out  at  Coccium^ 
or  Rible-chejier ,  in  Lancajhire ,  there  is  none  elfe  extant,  among 
the  Volumes  of  Infcriptions  gathered  through  the  whole 
World,  that  mentions  thefe  Goddeffes,  fo  fams  I  remember, 
faith  learned  Camden.  But  fince  his  time,  this  age,  fo  curious 
after  the  inquiry  of  the  defaced  fteps  of  Antiquity,  we  meet  *  *  jipiti  Grater] \ 
with  divers.  This  other  (lone  was  fer  Up  by  M.  Ingenuus  Aft  a-  &  smtim* 
ticuf ,  a  Decurio  of  a  wing  of  the  Afiures ,  a  people  of  Spain  red¬ 
ding  here  in  the  Roman  fervice,  and  dedicated  DEIS  M  A- 
T  R  I BU  S,  fomewhat  differently  5  of  which  I  can  onely  ob* 
ferve  this.  That  the  more  ancient  ufed  abus}\n  Ablatives  and 
Datives  plurall,  rather  then  is :  not  onely  to  diftinguifh  the  fe¬ 
male  fex  5  but  in  other  words  alfo  fignifying  no  Jfex  at  all  : 
port obits ^ol  abus.&c.  in  Salujl ,  and  others, affe&ers  of  archaifmesy 
and  taken  notice  of  for  it  by  the  ancient  Grammarians,  to 
whom,  if  you  pleafe,  you  may  have  recourfe.  Jofepb  Scaliger 
indeed  upon  Varro  quite  contrary  makes  Di}sj>ro  Deabusy  and  e- 
quis  pro  equabus^  an  archaifot.  See  alfo  in  COCCIUM  in  the 
X.  Journey. 

Induftrious  Camden  tells  us,  that  with  all  his  fearching  he 
could  not  find  out,  what  thefe  De£  Matres  were.  However  he 
cites  a  place  out  of  t  rlutarchve ry  much  for  their  antiquity,  t  Tint,  in  vita 
which  would  not  be  omitted  here :  T here  is ,  faith  he,  a  City  Mmdu'

Cicilie  railed  Engyium  ;  it  is  no  great  thingfut  a  very  ancient 
City  of  name,  by  reajon  of  the  traffick.thitber,  for  that  them  are  cer¬ 
tain  Goddefjes  to  befeen,  whom  they  worfiip,  called  the  x  Mothers. 
Some  fay  the  Cretans  were  the  firfl  Builders  and  founders  of  the 
temple  there,  where  you  fhall  fee  Speares  and  Helmets  of  Copper,  and 
upon  them  are  graven  the  name  of  Meriones  .*  ( He  meaner  the  affo - 
date  of  Idomeneus,  the  King  of  Creet  in  Homer.  Camden,  and 
his  Tranflator  alfo,  hath  Metio  5  but  amife  :  I  beleive  by  the  Prin¬ 
ters  fault:)  and  upon  others  lllyfies  name  alfo,  which  are  confecra - 
ted  to  thefe  Gcddejfes.  Varro  alfo  hath  made  mention  of  fome  fuch 
Deities,asl  find  by  a  place  of  his  urged  by  (<*)  Augujiine :  Dijs 
quibufdam  patribus,  &  Deabus  Matribus,ficut  hominibus,ignobili- 
tatem  contigijfe .  If  it  were  worth  my  while  to  conje&ure,  and 
without  the  offence  of  the  fevere  ones,  I  Ihould  eafily  gueffe 
-them  to  be  the  three  famous  Goddefles,  highly  worlhiped  by 
the  Romans  5  yet  deduced  from  ancient  originall  among  the 
Grecians  5  Vefta,  Matuta ,  and  Tellut :  among  whofe  indigitamen- 
ta,  or  feverall  names  and  appellations,you  (hall  frequently  find 
Mater  or  Mother.  And  therefore  it  is  likely  that  they  maybe 
ai^0[aoi  Silt  at  lead  5  that  is,  worlhiped  upon  the  fame  Altar, 
and  in  fome  refpetts  the  very  fame  GoddefiTes.  For  Vefla  ,  (b) 
Cicero  is  my  Author  5  Fejtceque  Matris  ceremonijs .  And  P tr - 

gillb  "  ; 

(c)  Dij  Patrij  lndigites,&  Romule  vejlaque  Mater. 

Our  Countrys  Gods ,Fejla  and  Romulus. 

She  is  of  thatjmtiquity,that  the  ( d )  God  of  Poets  makes  her 
the  Daughter  df  Saturne ,  the  Father  of  the  Gods.  As  for  Ma- 
tutd  ,  befides  (e)  Livies  teftimony ,  which  were  enough  to 
prove  her  called  Mother,  I  might  add  out  of  Verrius  Flaccus,  that 
her  name  is  to  be  derived  no  way  better,  then  from  Mater . 
Matuta ,  fayes  he,  fotius  a  Matre,  qua  efi  originis  Gr<ec£ .  He 
meanes  or  as  the  Dorics  pronounced  And  for 

Tellus  Mater,  it  were  pfttid  to  heap  Teftimonies  for  it  hither. 
Who  knows  not  Homers  (wlm  flexor  his  ya lap  The  Mo¬ 

ther  of  Gods,  or  Earth,  Mother  of  all 5  or  that  Vefla  and  Mater 
Tellus  were  the  fame  Deity  5  as  Plutarch ,  Ovid ,  and  others  fay. 
Now  having  thought  thus  much  long  ago,  meerly  by  way  of 
cowje&ure,  and  making  farther  enquiry,  whether  Stata  Ma¬ 
ter,  whom  I  found  mentioned  by  Feftus  Pompeius,  and  whofe 
Image  he  fayes  was  worlhipped  in  Foro,  were  not  the  fame 
Deity  with  Mater  Deum,  or  Mater  Tellus  (as  moll  probably  it 
is  )  I  lucki]y,after  fome  good  fpace  of  time,  refuming  into  my 
hand  the  fo  much  admired  Syntagmata  de  diis  Syriis,  of  M .Selden, 
that  incomparable  M. Selden  I  fay  ( who  was  to  borrow  Ennius 
his  words.

If  any  one  man  ever  were  i  I  found  out  of  *  Apuleius *  that  * Metam. 
Deum  Mater 3  called  alfo  Tellus  Mater  ^ was  the  fame  with  Ajiarte ,  lib.  8. 
or  Dea  Syria :  and  withall  fatisfattion  fufficient  for  any  man, 
concerning  thefe  De<e  Matres  from  fo  learned  a  Pen,  that  to 
what  l  have  blotted  the  paper  with,  thou  maift,  favourable 
Reader,  ufe  thy  fpongia  deletilis ,  if  by  chance  thou  fo  pleafeft. 

Butlet  us  heare  himfelfe,  who  in  all  doubts  is  our  Apollo  A- 
perta  :  (V) cc  In  Britain  alfo,fayes  he,there  is  an  infcription,now  (  .  # 
Blattered  indeeed,  dedicated  to  the  DEA  S  U  R.I A,  or  Dih syris  Syn* 
cc  Syrian  Goddefle  by  htcinius  a  Commander  under  Anto -  tagm.z.cay.z. 

“  mnus  the  Philofopher,  extant  at  this  day  in  Sir  Thomas  Cot - 
ct  tons  Gardens  at  Connington  in  Huntingtonfliire .  I  am  not  igno- 
Ce  rant  that  the  Mother  of  the  Gods  was  called  alfo  Terra  by 
C{  the  Ancients  .*  So  Lucretius  in  his  fecond  Book  explaines  the 
<c  matter:  And  there  is  no  body  but  knows  that  Heaven  and 
cc  Earth  were  wont  to  be  confounded  by  the  worfhipers  of 
cc  Idolls.  Seing  therefore  Ajiarte  or  the  Syrian  Goddefle,  was 
cc  the  fame  who  at  firft  was  the  Mother  of  the  Gods ,  but  after- 
cc  wards  called  by  many  names 3  from  hence  perhaps  may  con- 
<c  je&ure  be  made,  who  thofe  Mother  Goddefes  were  mentioned 
cc  in  old  Altars,  never  taken  notice  of  untill  this  age.  For  as 
ec  many  names  as  there  were ,  fo  many  Goddefles  were  there 
cc  accounted  to  be  3  fo  many  Mothers.  Then  inftancing  in 
thofe  two  places,  broOght  before  out  of  Plutarch  and  Paufa»ias9 
and  taking  notice  how  this  age,  inquifitive  after  the  remain¬ 
ders  of  Antiquity  3  hath  found  out  in  Europe  many  Altars  fo 
infcribed,  as  alfo  others  to  the  funones ,  all  to  be  feen  in  Gruter 
and  Smetiusj  and  mentioning  thefe  two  already  fpoken  of  at 
Riblechefler ,  and  here  at  Pinnovia,  or  Binchejler ,  he  brings  us  a 
third  taken  up  likewife  in  Britain ,  and  communicated  unto 
him  loDg  fince  by  M.  Camden .

cc  many  Venus's ,  many  Syrian  Goddefjes ,  by  the  reafon  of  the

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cs  multitude  of  their  Images.  So  alio  there  were  many  Ajiatta  j 
cc  which  perhaps  they  meant,  who  obferving  as  well  the  Afia- 
cc  tick,  as  their  own  Countrey  Rites, did  dedicate  Altars  to  the 
cc  Maher  Goddeff'es  }  at  leaft  it  is  very  likely  fo.  S.  Auftin  indeed 
hath  fayd  almoft  as  much  in  this  that  follows :  (/)  Juno  with-

cut  doubt  is  called  by  them  (  thePasni  )  Ajlarte  :  And  becaufe  ihoje

that  they  ferved  Baal  &  Aftartibus,  quia  Jovi  Sc  Junonibus.  Nei¬ 
ther  ought  it  to  move  you ,  that  he  fayd  not  A$larti3  that  is  ‘junoni  •' 
but  as  if  there  were  many  Juno’s  ,  he  put  this  name  in  the  Plurall 


number  :  For  he  would  have  the  underf landing  refer  d  to  the  multi¬ 
tude  of  their  Images^  becaufe  every  Image  of  Juno  was  calLdj uno. 


Images  of  her.  So  farr  the  all-  knowing  Selden .  But  of  this  more 
then  too  much.  For  the  wile  men  of  the  age  will  laugh  broad 
at  thefe  nice  and  fruitleffe  enquiries,aud  I  am  loath  to  offend :

(h)  Serv.  in  place ,  of  whom  a  word.  Servius  the  learnedft  Grammarian  of 


the  Ancients,  interpreting  (/?)  Virgil :  Genium  dicebant  anti . 
qui3  naturalem  Dtum  nniufcujuique  loci ,  aut  homini s.  The  one  is 
that  Genius^ which  being  born  with  every  man,  ftill  waits  upon 
him^either  for  his  good  or  ill  Fortune}  and  of  this  Menander  the

And  if  you  be  further  curious,  centrin' 
conlult  the  feverall  old  Interpreters  upon  that  in  the  Ads  Q  lap.  ^ftortn‘ 
It  is  his  Angel.  But  that  which  we  (hall  ofteneft  meet  with  here  I2-T** 
is  the  Genius  of  any  Place  or  City.  Feftus,  Alii  Genium  efte  puta - 
runt  unittf ctijufque  loci  Deum.  Hence  it  is  that  in  (/?/)  Arnobius  we  ^pArnob' 
read,  Civitatum  Genios.  They  alio  beftowed  names  on  them. 

And  of  this  kinde  are  thofe  they  called  Dii  Topici 3  Such  as 
were  here  in  Britain ,  Dens  Viterineus,  Dens  Moguntis ,  Dens 
Mounus.  Dui  Civitatis  Brigantum.  Camulns  Detts  Sanffus.  Gadu - 
nus,  &c .  which  we  find  in  the  Infcriptions  taken  up  here.  Such 
was  Befa  in  Ammianus  :  (n)Opidum  eft  Abydum  in  ihebaidis 
parte  ft  tarn  extrema  5  hie  Befse  dei  loca liter  appellati  oraculum  quon¬ 
dam  futura  pandebat ,  prifeis  circumjacentium  regionum  ceremoniis 
folitum  coli.  It  will  be  worth  your  while  to  have  recourfe  to 
that  excellent  Schollar  Peter  Pithon,  in  his  (V)  Adverfaria",  con-  C°) 
cerning  the  interpretation  of  this  place.  The  Image  of  the 
Genius  was  fometime  exhibed  by  a  Boyes  vifage,  me fl:  com¬ 
monly  by  a  Serpent  $  and  that  for  fome  myftery,  not  here  to 
be  difeourfedof.  When  any  City  was  befieged,  the  enemies 
that  lay  againft  it,  ufed  to  call  forth  the  Gods  or  Genii  thereof 3 
which  if  it  were  to  be  taken  ,  ftraightway  iffued  forth :  of 
which  fee  (p~)  Macrobius  out  of  others.  In  fhort ,  they  that  (p)  MacrsSat. 
worfhiped  according  to  Pagan  fuperftition ,  thought  that  as  ltb-3'(aF9' 
men  had  foules  given  them,  when  they  were  born,  fo  Nations 
and  Cities  had  their  Genii  befcowed  on  them  when  built.  And 
thus  thought  Symmachus  a  Heathen,  and  a  man  of  great  efteem 
with  the  Emperours  of  his  time  :  (<?)  Suns  cuique  mos ,  fuus 
cuique  ritus  eil,  Darios  cuftodes  Urbihus  cunffis  mens  divina  dim  in  Relat.  ad 
ftribuit,  ut  anwi£  nafeentibus,  it  a  populis  fatales  Genii  dividun- 
tur.  Et  obfejfis  Hierololjmis  audita  vox  eft,  tinmen  urbit  alio  mi -  dcorum  cultn. 
grare,  id  eft,  Genium.  But  this  opinion  of  his  is  ftoutly  impugned 
by  Vruclentius  a  Chriftian  Poet,  whofe  brave  Verfes  I  cannot 
but  fet  down,  and  then  I  will  beg  pardon  for  my  being  trouble-

Next  to  the  Genius  of  the  place ,  Bonus  eventus y  or  happy 
fdccefle,  is  here  invocated  by  the  Tribune  :  For  the  Ancients 
worfhipped  this  Deity  (  fo  infinite  was  their  mivSna.  irK&vn  ) 
among  others  which  were  not  Gods,  but  the  fond  conceits  of 
their  Own  diftempered  brains,  andlefle  beneficiall  andtifefull 
then  Stocks  and  Stones,  Gods  the  works  of  mens  hands.  How- 
(g)vumdeR.  ever  they  worfhiped  them,  which  Varro  witne(Tes3  (g)  Nee  non 
Rfib.i.cap.i.  etiam  precor  %omm  Eventum ;  quoniam  fine  JucceJfu  &  Bono  even- 
Un  Ub  tu  frufiratio  ejl ,  noncultura.  The  Image  of  it  (h)  Pliny  hath  fet 

38  .tap!*!'  down.*  SimuUcrumBoni  eventus  dextra  pateram,  finiUra  fpi- 
cam  &  pap  aver  tenets.  Neither  do  the  Coynes  deferibe  it  other- 
wife  5  in  that  of  Titus  it  hath  in  the  right  hand  a  Charger  or 
broad  peice,  m  the  left  it  holds  (ome  Popy  onely,  with  Bonus 
Eventus  Augufii .  In  that  of  Severus  it  (lands  robed,  with  corne 
in  the  Charger  3  Popy  and  an  eare  of  corne  in  the  left,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Pliny.  Whether  it  were  the  fame  with  FatumBomm 
in  a  like  inscription  found  at  OLENACUM,  or  Elenbo - 
rough  in  Cumberland,  I  will  leave  to  the  Reader  to  bethinke 
h\m3  till  I  (hall  have  occafion  to  fpeak  of  it  elfewhere.

But  whether  this 

place  may  not  receive  light  and  corre&ion  ,  from  that  we 

brought  before  out  of  his  Geography,  as  hath  been  formerly 

hinted  by  onr  learned  Antiquaries  let  them  look  to  it  whom 

it  more  concerns.  The  place  it  telfe  1  would  have  tranferibed  ’ 

hither  for  the  Readers  better  fatisfa&ion,  but  the  Book  at  this 

time  is  not  in  my  hands. 

The  nexttimeyou  find  it,  is  not  till  Venerable Beda,  in 
whom  it  is  called  VjcusCatarafton^  and  Views  juxt  a  C  afar  aft  am* 

In  the  (^)one  place  he  tells  us  that  Wilpapes-dun  was  neer  ten 
miles  diftant  from  it,  the  fiteof  which  place  if  we  did  now 
know,  we  Ihould  have  little  caufe  to  doubt  of  Cataraftonium  :  <*/

at  jingulos  domum  redire  pr&cepit  a  loco ,  qui  vocatur  Wilfares-

other  place  it  is  exprefifed  by  a  Periphrate  5  The  Village  by  the 
Cataraft  or  IVaterfall :  His  words  are  thefe*  where  he  tells, 

Pauli  mis  flying  out  of  thefe  parts,  was  by  King  Edbald  wel¬ 
comed  into  Kent  with  the  Bifhoprick  of  Rochefter :  00  Reli»^(e)  tlft. lib .  %■> 
querat  autem  in  Ecclejia  fua  Eboraci  js  cobum  Diaconum ,  virum  «-  ***'  2°* 
tique  Ecclejia ficum  &  San&um^  qui  multoex  hinc  tempore  inEc - 
clejia  manen.t^  magnas  anliquo  hojli  preedas  docendo  &  baptizando 
eripuit.  Cujns  nomine  vicus  in  quo  maxime  folebat  babitare  juxta 
Cat  draft  am  ufquc  ho  die  cognominatur .  I  would  I  underltood  this 
place  better ,  but  however  our  great  Antiquary  tells  us,  the 
place  hath  its  name  from  a  Cataraft^  i.  e.  a  IVaterfall  5  and  that 
f  letting  us  know  firftthat  by  this  Station,  as  we  fhall  tee  a- 
non,  Cataric\  upon  th  t  Swale  is  meant)  there  is  fuch  a  one 
fomewhat  higher  in  the  River  toward  Richmond  5  which  doth 
there,  to  ute  his  owne  words,  rather  mere  then  fluere ,  riilh 

*  down 
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down  violently,  then  run.  Which  if  fo,  the  reading  methin(t$ 
[K tflv&vilwv  ]  might  have  been  righter  in  Ptolemie  $  none  know¬ 
ing  better  then  he,  what  the  meaning  of  the  word  was. 

In  Matthew  of  Weftminfter  it  is  named  Civitas  Catarada  ; 
where  he  fayes  it  was  burned  by  Beornred  the  Tyrant-King  of 
the  Mercians,  who  afterward  perifhed  in  the  fame  manner  by 
a  juft  talio  ,  Anno  gratis  DCCLXIX.  Catara&a  civitas  igne 
ere  mat  a  ejt  a  Beornredo  tyranno  rege  Merciorum  depofito.  Sad  ipfe 
infelix  eodem  anno,  jufto  deijndicio,  incendio  periit .  But  it  re¬ 
vived  again  out  of  its  embers,  as  I  could  Ihew  5  but  that  it  is 
my  maine  undertaking  to  illuftxate,  efpecially,  the  Roman 
times.  , 

It  hath  been  the  ftudy  and  trouble  of  learned  Men,  forren 
anddomeftic,  inthelaftAge,  as  well  as  this  of  ours,  fo  bttfie 
in  new  enquiries,  todefigne  and  fet  out  the  place  where  an¬ 
ciently  it  ftood  0  but  the  greater  part  are  quite  wide  of  it. 
Tanks  Jovius  makes  it  to  be  Ailerton ,  not  much  wide  I  confeffe 
in  this  :  but  how  far  his  fafhion  is  otherwife  to  be  out  in  the 
'  ancient  Chorography  of  this  Nation,  makes  me  think  of  the 

witty ,  though  (harp,  cenfure  of  the  Author  of  Amadis de 
*  Gaul,  which  I  am  fure  I  met  with  when  I  was  a  Boy,  concern* 
ing  his  other  Writings  5  though  the  World  took  his  Roman* 
ces,  as  indeed  they  are,to  be  but  the  fi&ions  of  his  own  braine, 
yet  he  doubted  not  but  with  after  Ages  they  would  finde  as 
much  credit,  as  his  Hiftories  of  his  owne  Times.  Michael  Vtl - 
lanovanus  thinks  it  was  Carlile  5  which,  whether  he  had  from 
Jof.  Jldoletius ,  who  hath  fo  fet  it  down  to  his  Ptolemie ,  I  know 
cot.  Yet  every  one  knows  that  Carlile  was  Antonines  Lugu- 
vallum or  Luguballia.  But  the  vanity,  not  to  fay  impofture, 
of  Hedor  Boetius  the  Scottifh  Hiftorian  (  and  he  hath  his  fol¬ 
lowers)  is  notorious  and  fh a meleffe,  who  with  I  know  not 
what  Helktique  Inftruments  (  unknown  I  beleeve,  to  Vitruvius 
or  our  late  famous  Archite&  Inigo  Jones )  have  removed  Cata- 
raUonium  out  of  Yorkfhire,  many  fcores  of  miles  Northward, 
as  far  as  the  Baillery  of  Corid  in  Scotland*.  Caritlonium  (for 
by  that  he  means  this  very  place,  or  elle  juft  nothing)  opidun* 
in  C  ariCl  a  ,  vulgo  Carik  regions  jujus  pane  a  vejligia  rejiant :  olim 
Scotorum  regia  frit  5  and  he  tells  us  moreover,  that  it  was  called 
Caradorium,  becaufe  Caradacus  [ [gaza ,  &  thefaurus~j  wealth 
and  treafure  was  kept  there  5  who  indeed  never  came  neerer 
(f)  rdciuAn-  it  then  the  Brigades  $  (/)  when  being  treacheroufly  ufed  by 
pd.iz.crHifl.  Cartifmandua  their  Queen,  on  whofe  prote&ion  he  had  thrown 
1  '5‘  himfelfe  after  a  long  refiftance  of  the  Roman  power,  to  gaine 

favour  and  defence  for  her  Ihamelefle  Adultery  ,  was  by  her 
*4rtg.°lib.  i.  11101:6  fhamefully  delivered  up  to  them,  (gj  Poly  dor  Virgil,  Boe¬ 
thius  his  Scholia r,  with  more  (hew  of  truth,  as  one  who  had 
read  Tacitus  with  more  diligence^  brings  i  t  rather  from  Carida 

the 
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the  Region,  in  which, fay  they,  fometime  it  hood.  There  are 
who  would  tolerate  this  device  of  Boethius  in  a  Poet,  but  in  an 
Hiftorian  (  and  thought  no  mean  one  abroad  )  who  can  excufe 
it  *  except  you  mean  by  an  Hifiorian  one  utterly  unskild  in 
Geography?  But  wonder  not  at  him.  Solens  pcile  $  forhe 
hath  with  the  fame  Height  brought  Camalodunum,  the  famous 
C6lony  fometimeat  Maldon  in  EfTex,  asfarr  as  the  Banks  of 
Carron  in  Galloway,  where  likewife  it  is  riorum  Regia,  and 
hath  its  quadam  vejiegia  too.  So  hath  he  dr^wn  the  Qrdovicts 
out  of  Wales,  and  placed  them  in  his  own  Countrey,  where 
the  old  Annals  forfooth  call  them  Ordaci.  But  I  have  onely  this 
to  fay  of  him.  Had  not  his  Countrey-man  iko.  Dempfter  a  Ada- 
r//4  written  the  Scotilh  Hiftory  after  him,  he  had  been  the 
lyingeft  Hiftorian  that  I  knew  of  in  the  World.  x  He  out¬ 
goes  him,  and  is  indeed  Ivk  It  Raph  uJlinped conceited 

it  to  be  Darlington .  I  have  not  ought  to  fay  to  Cryten,  or  Crj- 
t on- bridge  noted  to  Catara&onium  in  Antonine  by  the  Learned 
Fu'ke  :  But  to  the  fame  Station  in  Ptolemie  he  had  fet  downe 
C atari ckcbri dge .  Very  right  5  for  fo  thought  Talbot  before 

him  5  and  after  him  the  learned  Camden.  The  name  it  felfg 
fayes  as  much,  and  its  Site  upon  the  Military  way,  which  here 
leads  over  the  River,  where  it  divides  it  felfe.  If  the  diftance 
from  Binchefter  hither ,  feem  not  to  agree  with  the  number 
here,  then  think  that  the  Italian  miles  ufed  in  Antonine,  are  a 
great  deale  Ihorter  then  the  Northerne  with  their  Wey-bits  5 
and  that  they  took  the  Street  way  then,  not  the  lhortefi:  cut 
they  might,  as  we  do  at  this  day. 

Of  this  difference  in  wayes,  obferved  by  the  Romans,  I 
could  give  divers  inftances  :  and  hence  it  is,  that  ( h)  Johan 
the  Emperor  op  poles  arjenrsf,  or  compendious  wayes,  to  pub- 
lick  Roads,  railed  and  jay d  with  Caufies  by  the  labour  of  the 
Souldiers. 

I  might  add  for  the  great  antiquity  of  this  place  ,  which 
Camden  doth  obferve,  what  a  world  of  Rubbifh  is  to  be  feen 
every  where  about  in  the  Countrey  neer  :  Befides  more  Eaff- 
j  the  River,  a  mighty  Mount,  and  four  Bulwarks, 

railed  as  it  were  with  exceeding  great  labour,  up  to  a  great 
height;  But  now  it  is  vicuiw  pertemtis,  a  very  poor  Countrey 
Village  }  and  as  famous  as  it  was  of  old  times,  we  may  at  this 
day  feek  it  in  its  mines,  and  fcarce,  or  not  at  all,  find  it.  I  have 
therefore,  and  will  fhut  up  all  in  the  words  of 
the  Plalmilr,  Come,  fayes  he,  behold  the  worky  of  the  Lord  $  what 
deflations  he  hath  made  in  the  Earth.  Thus  much  fhall  be  favd 
ot  Cataracion'mm.  J

The  diftance  between  Cataricb.  and  Aldburgh  (  which  is  put 

for 
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for  ifurium)  will  well  agree  with  the  number  XXIV.  here  be¬ 
tween  that,  and  Cataraitonium,  if  you  doe  but  remember  and 
obferve,  what  I  faid  e're  now  concerning  the dillances  of  old 

times,  and  thofe  at  this  day  5  Taking  notice  alfo  of  the  coutfe 

thev  then  took  in  their  journeying  ;  which  quite  tho- 
tovv  this  Itinerary  is  to  be  heeded  In  the  11.  Journey  this 
Station  is  called  JfurU :  and  in  the  fifth  Ijuhngantum,  that  is, 
ST  BrigantuJor  mUrne  alfo  makes  ip,  to  be  one  of  the 

Cities  of  the  Rngantes .  They  fay  *  it  had  its  name  from  the 
Confluence  of  the  Jfis ,  and  the  Hrwj  a  little  above  which  1 
flood,  not  far  from  Vurrtmbridgt,  a  place  very  famous  of  later 
ages:  but  of  old  for  three  Roman  Trophees,  letup  not  far 
from  thence  like  Pyramids,  0)  faith  Leland,  a  little  from  the 
High- way.  The  Saxons  called  them,both  met  together, by  one 

“'m^thefodBdtlins  had  knowledge  of  lf„,  not  onelyas 
acquainted  with  the  Romans  worlhippmgher,  but  otherwise 
alfo  by  their  bearing  armes  for  them  in  Egypt,  where  foe  was 
mod  adored,  is  to  be  made  good  by  clear  record:  The  N*,,- 
tta  of  the  Provinces  of  the  Eaft.

thefe  Northern  Climates, then  in  Hence  it  is  fayd  the  (  ) 

Snide, ,  and  Angle,,  and  Endofef,  and  f^er  Germans  m  old 
time  worfhipped  her.  Tacitus  particularly  of  the  Swedes,  {e) 
Midi  facrificant s  &c.  What  reafon  they  have  to  ufe  that  ftrange 
Sacrifice  I  know  not  faith  he  }  unlefleit  be  that  the  Image  of 
that  Goddeffe,  being  fafhioned  [  in  m^um  hburnf  J  *n 
of  a  kinde  of  Boat,  doth  declare  that  their  Religion  hath  been 
brought  them  from  a  ftrange  Countrey.  And  jhnefow  we 
wonder  not  now,  that  we  have  (  /)  three  noted  Rivei rso1 her 
name  among  us.  For  by  the  teftimony  of  t  Eaufawes, and  an 
old  Coy  n  publifoed  by  (g)  Gohzint,  foe  hath  a  fothe  Title  of 
n,W.7oi  Iff,  Of  the  sea.  And  truely  the  indig.taments  of  old 
Deities  were  often  inferibed  to  Rivers ;  as  a 

of  Minerva,  to  the  River  Rib  le  va  Lancafoire,  an  o  e  • 
the  names  of  Saints  areufually  to  divers  places  abroad  at  this 
day.  Now  whereas  they  fay  the  jCgyptims  al  wayes  falhioned 
and  Painted  lfis  with  0)  homes,  forne  may  conceitthat  done, 
becaufe  her  name  is  attributed  to  Rivers ;  all  f 

deferibed  horned  by  the  Poets;  I,  and  feme  called  ((]««', 
by  reafon  of  the  windings  of  their  Channels.  But  the  table 
affords  a  better  reafon,  which  tells  us  Jo  (that  he 


) 
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Daughter  of  the  river  lnachus ,  was  by  Jupiter  turned  into  a 
Cow  3  and  fo  conveyed  into  Aigypt,  where,  it  fhould  feem,  fhe 
and  Apis  were  horned  Deities. 

But  truly  I  muft  tell  you,I  had  rather  have  met  with  one  an- 
tient  authority  out  of  Ptolemie  or  fome  other  of  old  time,where- 
by  I  might  be  allured  thefe  rivers  were  fo  called  fometimes  by 
the  Romans^  then  all  that  either  Leland  or  Camden  have  wittily 
faid :  for  Leland  feems  to  me,  one  who  had  rather  devife  hand- 
fome  names  himfelf  for  any  place,  then  diligently  tread  the  ve¬ 
ry  and  certain  fteps  of  Antiquity; 

The  Town  out  of  its  mines  is,  as  I  faid,  called  Aldburgh  3  the 
name  fignifying.  The  old  Borough,  or  1  own.  On  the  very  ground, 
where  ifurium  lometime  Hood,  you  may  at  this  time  fee,  either  ^  virg^en: 
cornfieldsjor  pafture.*  Q  )  Et  campos  ubi  Troja  putt,  (m)  Labor  at  Ub.3.

rian,  concerning  the  old  Veit.  And  our  Antiquary  faies,  that  ‘ 

fuch Writers, as  mention  ifurium,  would  have  much  ado  to  make 
us  believe  it  had  once  a  being  here,  were  it  not  for  the  propor¬ 
tionable  diftance  from  fork, ,  here  fet  down>3  and  the  great 
ftore  of  Roman  coin  found  daily  hereabout.

The  diftance  here  from  Aldburgh  to  Torh^  is  various,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  variety  of  Copies,and  the  feverall  journeys  in  which 
we  meet  with  it.  In  the  firft  journey  you  have  feventeen  miles, 
in  fome  books  fixteen  3  in  the  fecond,eighteen,and  in  this  four¬ 
teen  ,  according  to  Surita  3  but  in  his  divers  readings ,  he 
takes  notice  of  feventeen  alfo  :  which  Aldus ,  Simlerus ,  andffar- 
rijon  admit  3  and  this  will  make  the  generail  nuihber  in  the  foot 
of  the  reckoning,  to  agree  with  the  particulars,  as  is  before  ob- 
feived.  Neither  will  the  diftance  at  this  day  unhandfomely 
fute  5  if  you  conceive,  as  you  muft,that  the  antient  fite  is  forne- 
what  altered; 

The  firft  mention  you  meet  with  of  this  place,is  this  in  Anto - 
nine,  except  you  make  Ptolomie  antienter,  as  indeed  he  fhould 
be,  if  it  be  true  that  he  wrote  in  Antoninus  Pius  dayes,  as  the  r  .  ^  .  • 

common  Chronologie  gives  it  out.  1  roly,  as  it  is  already  ob-  vita. 
ferved,  the  time  when  this  Itinerarie  was  publifhed,  though  (b)  Britanm 
commonly  it  bears  Antoninus  Tins  name,  is  not  certain  :  neither  oneRomana" 
is  it  likely  it  was  extant  till  under  Sevens*  :  For  Britain  indeed,  nonpoteranr.

And  not  without  Tome  caule:  For,  as  We  are 
taught  by  the  moft  admired  Primat  of  Armagh ,  that  word  is 
quite  wanting  in  the  Greek  MS.  of  the  Library  at  Lambeth ,  (as 
in  a  La  tine  Copy  likewife  in  New  Golledge  at  Oxford ,  there  is 
no  word  anfwering  b^iw.)  for  which  notwithftanding  there 
is  tobe  found  in  the  printed  Latine  Translation  of  the  fame 
Work  out  of  the  old  Arabick,  Bericanas.  For  which  in  the 
MS.  of  All-Soules  Colledge  in  Oxford  you  may  fin  AeBcncanas* 

You  fhall  have  the  whole  pericope,  as  it  is  in  the  Tranflation 
of Ptolemie  from  the  Arabick  5  and  juft  as  it  was  written  in  the 
copy  I  fpeak  of,  tranfcribed  thence  for  me  by  the  Angular  cour- 
tefie  of  my  excellently  learned  friend,  Dr*  Gerard  Langbaine^thc 
worthy  Provoft  ofQueens  Colledge, then  whom  I  know  no  man 
alive,  who  furthereth  Learning  and  good  Letters  more,  either 
at  home, or  abroad  ,  or  with  the  like  pains :  yet  take  firft  Pto - 
lemiis  own  Greek,  and  that  after >  ptolemie.

Yet  for  this  we  may  give  you  fome  fatisfa&ioa  to  what  fol¬ 
lows,  I  mean,  difcover  the  miftake :  But  for  Bfiychmop,  I  fear 
how  well  I  may  do  it,  (againft  more  then  the  Angle  authority 
of  the  Lambeth  Gr.MS.)  except  you  will  read  *  e §iylv™u  *  Brigantunj 

and  fo  take  it  for  Lor 4  as  the  chief  City  of  them  3  which  yet  w  s* 

I  like  not :  for  then  would  there  remain  fome  vcftigium  of  that 
word  rendred  into  Arabick,had  it  b£en  ever  in  the  Greeks 
What  I  hoped  for  from  my  Arabick  friends,  that  by  chance 
in  this  flourifhing  age  of  thofe  ftudies,  and  books,  they  might 
light  upon  a  Copy  of  PtoUmie  in  that  Language,  I  now  utterly 
defpair  of.  Or  if  perchance  this  might  happen,  yet  I  fear  the 
genuine  reading  in  the  Greek,  may  but  very  obfcurely  bere- 
ftored,  in  proper  Names,  which  the  moft  *  learned  hath  fuf-  *lo<tH  s,el^ 
ficienly  taught  u«.  Neque  eft  faxes  he  Auifqudm  Uteris  hvce[  Ara- 
bicisj  non  prctj m  a  hems 3qui  nefctat  etiam  nottjjjma  nomma  inidi-  tjchii  origin** 
olifmos  Orientates  deformata ,  vbfcura  nimis  folerereddi.  Etiam  & 
nomina  ipfa  ^gyptiaca^Africana^  &  alia ,  qu&  originis  non funt  La¬ 
tin*  aut  Gr£c<et  quamplurimnm  a  ncmimbus  Grtfcis  ac  Latinisin 
ufu0  [<epius  deftdere.  1 1  were  to  be  wiflied^  that  Dr.  Bainbridge, , 
the  learned  Profeftbr  of  Aftronomyin  Oxfordt  (whom  I  have 
heard  from  his  chaire  ferioufly  commending  a  new  Edition  of 
Ptolemie  to  the  free  Beneficence  of  fome  great  Prince:)  when  he 
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collated  the  Gr.  printed  Text,  with  the  Lambeth  MS.  and  ex¬ 
actly  noted  the  various  leftions ,  in  which  the  want  of  this 
is  taken  notice  of  by  him,  had  alfo  given  us  a 
note  of  his  conjecture  upon  this  place.  For,  I  cannot  fee,  to 
fpeak  truly,  how  b or  fome  fuch  word,  can  at  all  be  mif¬ 
fing  here,  that  fignifie  juft  nothing.

There  are  befides  thefe,  certain  other  appellations,  or  ex- 
preffions  rather,  as  indeed  they  are,  of  this  moft  famous  place  3 
which  perhaps  you  would  not  I  fhould  omit.  the  an- 

tienteft  Hiltoriagrapher  of  the  Britbns,  as  who  wrote  about 
(iw  Rev  DCCC.  years  ago,  in  his  Catalogue  of  the  Cities  of  Britain  5 
k  .Armach.  names  it  according  to  the  beft  Copies  compared,(»)  €air  Ebrauc , 
Tnmori.  ec-  aJ>  Cair  BrauCt  Geoffrv  of  Monmouth ,  the  Author,  or  Tranflator 
pa{i u'**'*'  of  the  Britilh  Hiftory,  which  you  will,  will  have  it  named 
Ebrauc ,  by  a  K.  of  Britain  defcended  of  T  rojan  race,  and  him- 
(k )  Galfrii.  felf  fo  named.  (4)  Condidit  Cwitatem  de  nomine  [no ,  Caer 
xiJlefpriiTlib‘  Ebrauc.  And  yet  the  old  Britains  call  it  at  this  day,C a tr-F frocks 
the  Engl  ip  now  Tark,  th  c  Saxons  6uoppic^  for  Vrdwick,  faith 
Iceland,  more  contra&edly  indeed,  and  alfo  more  corruptly. 
For  Leland  faith,  OrteUus  ftifly  maintains,  that  Turk  is  called 
Vroricum ,  a  Greets  &  Latinis  Jcnptoribus .  For  the  Greek,  truly 
I  have  little  to  fay  j  as  much  as  nothing,  who  I  beleeve,  fcarce 
knew  what  Vuus  was.  For  the  Latiwe, he  was  good  at  it  5  hear 
him  therefore,  I  pray,  what  he  fayes  himfelf  in  thefe  writings  of 
Le'h  his,  which  now  I  have  under  my  hand,  (/)  Sunt  qut  fufyicen- 
Tdtrardtprimi.  Inr ,  nec  tewere  illud^flumen  quod nrbem  alluit ,  Ifurum  olim  dittum 
fmjje  db  Ifide  C^Uro  fuperius  confhtenttbus.  Ife  Fluvius  a  Sdxoni- 
bur  Qufe,d/<$#/.  Argumento  funtO ufeforde,  id  eft,  Ifidis  vadum. 
Oufebourne,  id  efi,  Ifidis  aqua.  Si  h&c  con) e ftura  valet ,  ut  certe 
plurimnm  vaUre  videtur  5  Ifurovicum  aptum,  elegant ,  rotundnm 
etiam  urbi  nomen  erit.  ljurovicum ,  faies  he,  would  be, a  fit,  ele¬ 
gant,  an  trim  name  for  the  City.  Camden  does  countenance 
this  conceit  of  his,  but  witfi  more  judgement,  and  likelihood  5 
headdes.  That  Eburacum ,  Ibould  fignifie,  upon,  or  by  the  river 
Urus.  So  faies  he,  the  Eburovices  in  France,  were  feated  by  the 
J^Eureux^in*  fiver  Eurej  neer  unto  ( m )  Evreux  in  Normandie.  The  Ebu - 
Normandie?  rtnes  in  the  Low  Countries  neer  the  river  Ourt,  in  the  Diocefs 
ofLuicki  the  French  call  it  Liege.  And  Ebiana  in  Ireland  Hands 
Boe  hard  by  the  river  Lefny.  But  here  in  deducing  the  name  of  Ebu - 
thiisHifl.  sco-  racum ,  if  I  would,  I  might  wonder,  why  (»)  He  dor  Boethius , 
tic-  the  bold  forging  Scot, and  from  him,for  I  dare  confidently  fay  it,

By  which,  faies  he,  it  was  itan-invmSz~ 
called,  bee  a  ufe  of  the  beauty  and  fine  building  of  the  fame.  The  >er* 
conceit  indeed  may  be  liked, if  we  confider  withal J,  that  Bri-  (^)Gunmu 
tain  was  of  old  time  commonly  called  Alter,  and  Alius  orbis  :  nfon.  defcripl 
and  then  fhali  Eboracum  be  its  Rome,  But  what  fhali  we  fay  *rit**.iib.

The  fame  (/)  Harrijon  hath  delivered,  that  CO  cuit.u#* 
it  was.  named  ViUoria,  of  the  Legion  VtHrix,  that  lay  there 
fometime.  We  want  antienter  record  and  authority  for  it.  V&p™.  '  * 
And  though  Ttolomie  hath  an  antient  City  of  the  Britains,  of 
that  name,  *  [ouiyjo?**]  yet  it  ftands  too  too  far  Northerly,  *Jio1  Geozu: 
that  we  can  by  no  means  deem  it  to  fute  with  Eboracum,  Later  *  ’ 
ages,  after  the  very  declination  of  the  Empire,  by  changing 
the  termination  of  the  name,  as  next  before  ifurififurium,  a  thing 
indeed  very  ufuall,  and  therefore  fcarce  worth  obferving,  ex-  (0  Gregor,  m. 
preffed  it  Eboraca ,  as  Gregory  the  (t)  Great,  or  firftPopefo 
named  in  his  Epiftles  to  the  fanguinary  Monk,  Auguftine  of  callrenfvi- 
Canterbury.  And  from  hence,  1  beleeve,  faith  our  Giraldus  dog.  de  Alette - 
Cambrenfis ■,  (u)  Eboraca,  qu<e  nunc  Eboracum  dicitur,  XII.  Sujfra- 
ganeos  trahens,  &c.  And  in  his  Words,  not  far  before  thefe  5  yOU  t  Maximiano 
haves  Provincia  quarta  Maxima,  id  eft,  Eboraca,  ab  Imperatore  fir*'*™1 
MaximiodiUa:  as  if  f  Maxima  Cafarienfis  (fo  he  means)  one  ™™’quJtU4. 
of  the  five  portions,  or  Provinces  into  which  Britain  wasdivi-  te  quod  efet 

ded,  maxim‘‘ 
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dec!  by  the  Romans,  containing  all,  they  fay,  from  Tine  to 
Humber  3  were  otherwife  named  EBORACA5  which  yet 
feemeth  not  to  me.  To  have  done  j  we  finde  in  a  very  antient 
and  credible  Writer,  Sextus  Aurelius  Vttfor^  who  hath  fuccindf- 
ly  written  the  lives  of  the  Emperors,  that  Eboracum^  which  is 
known  by  all,  to  have  be£n  a  Colony,  was  a  Municipmm  too, 
or  Free  Town,  which  two  have  no  coincidencie,  or  futeable- 
nelle.  It  is  in  Severus  life,  where  he  fpeaks  of  his  death,  which 
all  agree  was  at  Tor  fa  NetVue  multo  pojt  Britannia  Muntcipio^  cui 
Eboraci  nomeny  annis  regni  duo  deviginti  morboextiaffus  eji.  A 
■(x)  Jtgel.xoB.  Municipium  was,  as  (V)  AgeUius^oncot  the  antients  teaches  us, 
^Attu.iib.i6.  wjlere  the  inhabitants  lived,  as  fo  Rome,  making  ule  of  their 
ca '  own  Laws  and -Conflitutions, capable  onely  of  Honorarie  Title 

bthe  State  of  Rome,  and  thence  called,  Mumczpes,  other  wife 
bound  to  no  duties  by  any  Law  of  the  people  of  Rome.  It  dif- 
(y)  5'lden.  in  fered  from  a  Colony,  faith  all-knowing  (  y  )  Selden  moft  of  all, 
eximii  poet*  in  that  a  Colonie  was  a  Progenie  of  the  City,  and  this  of  fuch 
JPoij.  cant.  as  were  received  into  State- favour,  and  friendfhip  by  the  Ro¬ 
mans,  But  of  a  Municipium  more  fully,  as  in  its  more  proper 
place :  fee  V  E  KV  L  A  M IV  M9  or,  Caer  Municip.  by  which 
name  St.  Albans  was  antiently  known  to  the  Britains.  And 
yet  here  too, let  me  tell  you,  that  it  was  of  old  a  thing  frequent 
enough,  that  Colonies  were  changed  into  JMwicipia9  and  con¬ 
trary!  Camden  out  of  A.  Gelnus9  inlfanced  in  the  Cafe  offr^f/e- 
Vell  m„.  Jiini .  And  we  may  adde  the  Puteoli  very  antiently  (z)  a  Colony, 
iul.  Hi  ft. Rom.  which  notwithftanding,in  Giceroes  days,was  a  Municipiumjss  ap- 
Hb.  1.  cap.xs.  pears  out  of  his  Oration  j  for  M.  Calm.  Afterwards  it  was 
(a)  Fmtin.  made  a  Colonie  again  by  Auguftut,  (a)  as  Frontznus  witnefles. 
hb.de  Coloniis.  Though  Tacitus  relates  that  they  obtained  the  priviledge  and 
(M  Tacit. An.  name  of  a  Colony  from  (/>)  Nero .  But  that  Eboracum  was  ever 
taUib.’ii,  "  fuch  a  Colonie,  or  turned  into  a  Municipium ,  it  is  not  this  place 
of  Aurelius  Vitfor  5  nor  thefe  precedent  places  alledged,  can  in¬ 
duce  me  to  be  perfwaded.  Gamden  truly  our  learned  Antiqua¬ 
ry  tells  us  3  that  this  difference  of  names  intheHiftory  of  the 
Emperors,  is  not  altogether  fo  exa&ly  obfeived,  but  that  one 
and  the  fame  place  may  be  found  indifferently  called  both  a 
Municipium .  and  a  Colony  5  which  if  fo,  I  judge  it  rather  the 
Hiftorians  ofcitancie,  and  fupine  negligence,  then  fo  in  the  ve¬ 
ry  nature  of  the  thing.  But  to  expedite  and  clear  the  whole 
bufinefle  :  We  are  to  know,  that  there  were  two  forts  of  Co¬ 
lonies  $  one  civil,  drawn  out  from  among  the  gowned  Citizens, 
as  well  as  the  mifcellane  fort  of  people.  The  other  Military, 
taken  out  of  Legions,  and  cohorts, when  they  were  paft  feivice, 
and  fettled  in  towns,  or  elfewhere,  for  a  reward  of  their  blood 
fpent  for  the-Common wealth.  The  former  of  thefe  became 
many  times  Municipia  or  free  Burroughs ,  but  the  later  not  fo  $ 
it  being  thought  derogatory,  that  fuch  as  had  born  arms, 

fhould 
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j?lou,!d,  a£mit,  of  an  inferiour>  and  Ielie  glorious  condition. 

Much  lelie  when  a  whole  Legion  had3  by  the  Emperours  bene- 
ncence  and  large  indulgence,  Tate  down  any  where  5  as  here  at 
Eboracutn.  Yet  they  were  called  out  upon  anyfervice,  as  exi¬ 
gency  of  affairs  required,  and  after  returned  to  their  quarters 
again.  As  this  Legion,  after  their  affifting  to  raife  the  Wall 
(which  not  long  before  his  deaths5ezier«/  reared  from  Sea  to  Sea* 
to  di  vide  the  Provinciated  part  of  the  Hand  from  the  barba! 
rousrj which  we  may  very  well  conclude  from  an  old  Infcripti- 
on  digged  up  there  by,  LEG.  VI.  VIC.  P.  F.  f .  that  is.  Pit 
fdix  feat, .  Concerning  the  Wall,  there  is  a  place  of  Aelius  spar - 
ttanus,  an  old  Writer,  in  his  life;  P oft  Mur  urn,  aut  Vallum  mif. 

Jnm  in  Britannia ,  quant  ad  pr  ox  imam  manjionem  rediret ,  non  fo~ 
lum  viUor,  Jed  eiiam  in  sternum  pace  fund  at  a.  He  faies  that 
Severn;,  after  his  Wall  drawn  in  manner  aforefaid,  ftheplace 
is  no  way  queftionable;)  retired  into  the  next  man  ft  on.  That 
this  proxima  mavjio  was  *  Carliel ,  appears,  in  that  it  was  at  *  ^guhdk 
that  time,not  only  the  chiefeft  Manfion,and  fo  continued  quite  Itin* 1J* 
along  to  be  ol  a  durable  fate,  but  wasalfo  indeed,  asneeras 
any  other  to  the  Wall,  even  when  in  after  ages  they  had  placed 
frequent  ftations  about  it.  Now,  that  the  VI.  Legion  attend¬ 
ed  him  hither  to  Carliel ,  having  difpatcht  the  work  they  had 
been  about,  themfelves  have  left  a  clear  monument,  andtefti- 

mony,  a  Stone  there  inferibed  thus,  with  very  fair  and  large

That  they  alfo  departed  thence  with  him  to  York where  not 
long  arter  he  died,  is  a  probability,  as  good  as  certainty.  Great 
was  the  truft  which  Severn;  repofed  in  them  5  great  was  the  opi¬ 
nion  he  had  of  their  valour  and  fervice  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Iland;  no  leffe  perhaps,  then  Julius  Catfars  of  the  X.  Legion,  ,  )r  r  t  - 
Cf)  which  he  brought  thither  along  with  him,  and  had  made  it $£* 
his  l  rxtorian  guard,  becaufe,  Ei  indujerat  pr<£cipue,  &  propter  llb' 1  • 
virtutem  confidebat  maxim ,  as  himfelf  gives  teftimony  of  them 
mhisown  writings:  but  if  you  will  hear  him  fpeal  in  ^

The  faults  of  the  Quadrator^  or  Stone-cutter,  being  mended, 
as  you  fee,  the  meaning  thereof  is  eafily  to  be  underftood,  and 
the  ftate  of  the  Colony  learnt  5  which,  as  all  others,  was  a 
lcffer  model  of  the  great  City  it  felf.  Therefore,  as  at  Rome 
they  had  their  gtuatuorviri  (c)  for  repairing  their  High-wayes, 
fo  alfoat  Torkt  till  the  declining  of  the  Empire,  the  lame  Ot- 
fice  was  kept  up  here  :  he  that  waited  upon  it  at  this  time,  with 
his  other  three  partners,  was  M.  Verecundus  Diogenes  a  native 
of  Berry  in  Guafcoign }  who,  by  wifely  providing  himleJt  a 
Monument  in  his  life*  time,  hath  had  the  good  hap,  to  out-Jive 
the  memory  of  his  fellows. 

Some  fourfeore  years  after  the  death  of  sev  we  meet 

with  this  Legion  again  in  its  own  roornin  Britain  >  mentioned 
by  Dion.  Cajjius  the  Confular  Hiftorian  in  his  recenfion  or  *  e 
Legions  of  his  time,fhewing  what  alteration  had  happened  unto 
them  fince  the  age  of  Augufim.  Thefe  his  v  oids :  t/l*  Jbo9 

ZyrbfM,  i*  Bgrirffriw*,  rl  W  *  ‘  ™  $  *  U*«*rl'2tAi<*9 

rjnuKTut.  There  are,  fayes  he.  Two  fixt  Legions,  of  which  one  is 
placed  in  the  Lower  Britain^  named  one  of  the  conquering 
ones  5  the  other  in  Judaea,  called  the  Iron  one  i  or  Ferrate,  fts,  as 
it  appears  by  a  Column  in  Rome  inferibed  with  the  Legions 
names  of  the  Empire.  Guidus  Fancirolus  (d')  underftands  the 
bufineffe,  as  if  the  VI.  Leg.  were  divided  into  two  parts,  which 
argues  the  ful ntffe  and  great  reputation  of  it  of  old.  As  tor 
the  divifion  of  Britain  here  into  *  ay®,  and  « The  Higher  and 
Lower  Britain^  it  was  done  without  doubt  by  Severus ,  after  he 
had  vanquifhed  Albinus  Cafar,  and  his  party,  who  met  to  op- 
pofe  him  by  Lyons  in  Gallia.  Herodian  (e)  of  Alexandria,  tn  the 
Hiftory  of  the  Gefars  of  his  own  times3  is  our  Author  tor  it, 
whole  own  words  I  willingly  tranferibe  hither,that  fo  the  much 
famed  Tranflation  of  Angel.  Pohtianus  may  be  noted  :  btoixfot* 
xji  rjhP,  Bziijcurictr,  Siihdv  ttf  c Dio  nytfuviat  Aw  As  %df*f  Polltian:

But  how  long  this  bipartite,  or  joint  power,  continued,  t^vfdel^ 
or  whether  it  were  not  ftraitway  diffolved  by  the  arrival  ofie-  vam  fecu,td° 
verus  himfelf  (it  being  not  ufual  among  them  to  difpofe  the  main  Un‘n' 
charge  of  their  affairs  in  the  Provinces  into  more  hands  than 
ones :  )  it  will  be  worth  our  confidering.  After  Cloditts  Albi - 
tilts  his  revolt,  and  defeat,  we  meet  not  with  any  Proprietor  or 
Legato f  Severus  in  Britain,  fave  Vzrius  Lupus,  whom  he  appoin¬ 
ted  to  that  undertaking  about  the  time  that  moving  againff  Al¬ 
fa  inus.be  took  his  eldeft  (on  Auref.

This  we  learn  from  an  old  (n)  inferipti-  (n )Apud  cam- 
on,  or  two, digged  up  in  the  North,  in  which  he  is  called  Lega-  de?'in  Bri^n~ 
tus  (0)  corumpro  1  rat  ore ;  but  O)  Vipiw,  the  famous  Civil  Law-  (o)Severifc. 
yer  names  him  Fraifes,  or  Prefident  of  Britain.  Ofanyotherl  yintonini 
am  quite  ignorant.  For  whereas  the  learned  Camden  names  with  cTcallaFah- 
him  H  rue  Latins  (  he  is  diverfly  written  Hero  dins  and  Heraclitus : )  fdiitZnL 

lam  forty  to  fay  he  was  very  much  deceived  therein  to  make  H$or' 

him  a  Legate  in  Britan?,  being  led  indeed  thereto  by  a  corrupted  uifari/Fh  . 

Copy  of  Qf)  Spart; avus  where  he  read  ,  Severus  Heraclitum  ad  ofa -  flu-  b  Moribus 
tinendam  Britanniatn  mifit.  For  Frit  aw  am ,  you  muft  by  all  means 
read  Bhhymam  :  Cafaubon  offered  very  fair  at  this  emendation,  1 7!' quiLupum 
butSalmaJ/us  ventured  upon  it  in  good  time.  Neither  can  it  be  yintonini  tan- 
otherwife,  will  yon  fay,  if  you  heedfully  read  the  fame  Author 
in  Severus  life,  as  alfo  in  the  fife  of  Fejcennius  Niger  j  in  the  firlt  fori  bit.

Neer  upon  CC  years  after  the  Confullhipof  the  lame  Dion 
Cirffiw*  if  you  will  admit  of  Poetical  Authority,  and  theirs  that 
interpret  Poets,  you  (hall  find  this  Sixt  Legion  departing  out  of 
Britain  toferveJF /.  S tiitcho  in  his  War  againft  Alarichus  King  ot 
th eGothcs.  It  is  the  flourilhing  and  neat  Poet  Chuchan  who  laith 
fo  much,  ifhis  Expofitor  ,  onelearned  enough,  Antonio  Del  Rio , 
be  not  too  far  out  in  his  conje&ure.  The  Poet  of  the  two  may

He  is  out  trueiy 
by  taking  the  Poet  too  much  at  his  word.  He  fhould  have  done 
better  to  have  remembred  the  great  (/)  Critiques  cenfureofhim: 
(f)i uliussu-  lonobiltori  materia  deprefius,  quod  deerat  de  materia ,  addidi/de  in - 
lig.  invodae.  gWj0,  Which  is  true  here.  For  this  Legion  is  found  in  Britain 
afterward,  fome  good  many  years  ,  if  that  be  true,  which  AW 
ciat  pancirolus ,  Camden ,  and  others  fay,  that  the  Notitia  of  both 
Empires  was  fet  out  by  Theodofius  the  younger,  as  moft  proba* 
ble.  For  that  War  againft  the  Gothes  was  about  the  year 
CCCCIII.  in  theConfulfhipsof  Theodofiw  Junior  Aug.  and  FL 
Fumoridus ,  before  Theodojius  was  foie  Emperor.  The  mention 
thereof  you  have  thus  in  theNotitia  of  the  Weft:  Sub  dijpoft- 
tione  Vtri  fyetfabilts  Ducts  Britanniarum  Prajeftus  Legionis  Sexta; 
As  there  were  under  his  difpofing  alfo,  and  command,  XII L 
more  PrnefeSi ,  in  convenient  ftations  :  b  elides  XXI II.  other 
*  in  Doomed  Prefers,  Tribunes  of  Cohorts,  &c .  per  lineamValU ,  along  the 
day  book :  Wall,  which  was  railed  to  keep  the  barbarous  off  from  the  Bri- 

qc’a7i[!l camde-  tains .  Pancirolus  to  thefe  laft  words  [  Prafetfus  Legionis  Stxta  ] 
nut  Cenfualem  blunders  fowly,  and  dreams  of  fome  yet  unknown  place,  cal- 
led  Sexta.  felting  it  down  fo  5  andofaPe^«  that  had  loft  it’s 
appeiiat.  After-  name.  But  at  length  he  falls  right  upon  the  Legio  VI.  which , 
vatur  hodieque  tjiat  jt  conftantly  refided  at  Eboracum ,  or  T  rk  ,  fomewhat  above 
CCC  years,  I  fuppofe  is  very  fufficiently  demonftrated ,  and 
notata  s eideno  made  good.  And  now  to  tell  you  after  all  this,  that,  about  the 
rnf  time  of  the  Norman  Conqueft,  this  fo  antient  and  magnificent  a 

merTtiomd'i  City,  and  feat  of  the  Roman  Greatnefs  in  the  Province,  was  cab 
Cantuarienfis  Jed  f  Civitas  Eborum,  will  be  as  perhaps  needlefs  after  the  ttdi- 
ejufdcm  fee  alt.  oufntf?3  fo  fruitlefs  and  long  a  difcourfe  hath  moved,  fo  quite 
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befidesmy  infiitutvm  and  purpofe,  who  would  fain  confine  my 
felf  in  this  whole  bufinefs  within  the  limit  of  thofe  ages  where¬ 
in  the  Romms  bore  lway  among  us,  and  not  lower.  And  yet 
there  remaining  ftill,  within  the  limits  of  that  time  which  I 
have  p refer ibed  to  my  felf,  fome  goodly  memories  of  the  glo¬ 
ry  and  fplendour  of  this  fo  an  dent  a  City,  and  to  this  day  flori- 
fhing  (which  argues  the  ftrong  and  found  conftitution  thereof) 
quite  untoucht  fome  of  them,  ethers  very  flightly  handled  by 
fuch  as  have  undertaken  to  fet  forth  our  affairs  of  old  time,  and 
to  adorn  them  5  I  fhall  here  gather  and  fum  up  to  what  is  faid 
what  elfe  I  have  met  with,  and  conceive  conducing  to  theluftre 
of  the  place  3  and  that  in  the  behalf  of  the  Favorers  and  Admi¬ 
rers  thereof *  among  whom  I  willingly  profefs  my  felf.,  for  very 
good  reafons,  though  not  in  this  place  to  be  mentioned,  or 
thought  of. 

It  makes  not  the  leaf]:  for  the  fame  and  glory  of  it,  that  Septic 
mitts  Severus  the  Emperor  of  Rome ,  andMafterof  the  World* 
one  defer vedly  equalled  with  the  greateft  Martialifts  of  any 
age3  not  only  had  his  Palace  and  refidence  for  fo  many  years,  TaUiium\  \Aei . 
but  alfb  here  breathed  his  laft.  His  A&ions  here,  andmancr  of  sPart'a»- 
his  death,  we  fhall  leave  to  Hiftory ,  and  a  greater  Work.  His 
dying  fpeeches  are  memorable,  and  full  of  brave  fpirit.  One 
in  ( a )  Dio  argues  his  earneftnefs  and  difpatch  of  bufinefs :  *  ‘ 7  '

mitted,  which  fhowes  a  gallant  defpiciency  in  him  of  all  human 
affairs,  how  great  and  glorious  foever  they  were  which  himfelf  &  Sathe" 
conceived  thus  in  Greek  :*  11**7*  typtylw,  MafloSi.  For  Toglther 

though  an  African  born  ,he  was  an  admirable  Mafter  in  (£)  both  (d) 
Languages  of  the  Empire.  When  he  fa  w  there  was  no  other  *  h  »  «- 
way,  but  death,  he  called  for  the  Vrn,  wherein  he  had  appoin-  K*f“vn  **  •" 
ted  his  afhes  fhould  be  put,  after  the  (/)  offilegittm ,  and  viewing  WS”nf-  D*°- 
it  very  heedfully  .*  (  d)  ihoufhalt  hold ,  faid  he,  the  man  whom  ^'iS, 
the  whole  World  could  not  contain .  It  was  of  (e)  Vorphyrite ,  or  M 

Red  Marble  Stone,faith  Dio  5  of (/)  Alab  after,  as  Herodian,  of

Concerning  the  place  where  the  Bufium  was ,  our  learned 
Antiquary  tells  us  out  of  Radulfus  Niger ,  a  writer  of  ours  fome 
ages  ago,  th2Lt  by  Ac kharn ,  not  far  off,  weft  from  the  City,  is  a 
place  called  Sivtrs,  from  Severus  5  and  that  it  was  there,  a  huge 
heap  of  earth,  yet  to  be  feen,  as  he  faies,  is  a  token  to  prove  it 
fo.  And  truly  that  doth  not  differ  which  you  find  in  my  Lord 
of  Amtaghs  Chronology,  joined  to  his  Vrimordia  of  the  Britain 
Churches.  Corpus  ejns  rogo  eji  zmpofttum,  in  loco  qui  ad  hunc  ufque 
diem.  Severs  hill ,  five  Severs  collis  nomen  retinet .  Such  kind  of 
Monuments  called  tumuli,  ox  cumuli,  were  with  no  final!  coft 
and  pains,  raifed  by  the  Romans  to  the  memory  of  their  dead* 
efpecially  if  they  were  of  better  note.  We  learn  this  expref¬ 
ly  from  (  a  )  Seneca  :  C£tera  qu£  per  conftrufttonem  lapidum ,  & 
marmoreas  moles ,  dr  terrenos  tumulos,  in  magnam  edu& os  altitude 
($J*Tvob-  nem  conjiant ,  non  propagabunt  longum  diem  :  quippe  &  ipfa  intere- 
bium  cap^j.v.  nnt .  The  former  times  have  wondered  at  fo  great  heaps,  caujf  t 
parumgnara,  faith  a  learned  man,  to  be  met  withall  every  where 
ttm'  almoft,  and  yet  were  they  ignorant,  for  what  caufe  they  were 

fo  caftup.In  feveral  places  with  us  they  are  to  be  (hewed .Ihave 
feen  a  very  notable  one  as  you  go  to  the  Bath,  in  the  Plains  be¬ 
yond  Malborough.  Barbarous  Nations  feem  to  have  imitated  the 
camden  in  Bel-  Romans  herein,as  they  did  the  more  antient  Greek/, among  whom 
you  have  Sarpedon  King  of  Lycia  buried 
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Tvf/2q>Ti  svihnle  d  $  ylpy-i  Sapoirray.  /A,  •x. 

With  Tomb  and  Pillar-Jione, which  an  the  dead  mans  meed . 

And  thefe  had  it  from  the  antienter  (c)  Jews.  But  return  we 
to  Severn. 

Among  divers  prefages,  or  bodements  of  his  death,  taken 
notice  of  by  the  Hiftorian  Spartianus ,  this  one  may  not  go  unre- 
membred  here,  becaufe  from  thence  we  are  informed  that  Bello - 
na,  the  famous  Goddefs  of  War,  Sifter  or  Wife  to  Mars ,  had 
a  Temple  then  at  Yorf.  His  words  are :  Et  zn  civitatem  venienr , 
qmmrem  divinam  veUetfacere,  primnm  ad  Bel  Ion  se  Templum  duftus 
efi  errore  arufpicis  rufiici ,  deinde  hoSti£ furv£  funt  applicit£.  guod 
atm  ejjet  afpernatus,  atque  adPalatium  fc  red  per  et  ,  negligentia  mi - 
nijirovum  nigra  hojiia  ufque  ad  timen  domus  Palatina?  Imperatorem 
Jequuirf  funt.  It  were  to  be  wished  that  thofe  two  learned  men, 
or  at  lea  ft  one  of  them  ,  whole  lucubrations  are  extant  upon 
thele  lelier  Writers  of  the  Augujiian  Hiftory  (authors  not  eve¬ 
ry  where  fo  perfpicious  ,  and  plainj)  had  not  palled  over  this 
place  fo  in  lilence  :  then  perhaps  they  had  removed  fome  dif¬ 
ficulties  therein,  and  cleared  them,  which  have  occafioned 
great  fufpence  to  the  ordinary  reader,  fuch  I  mean  as  my  felf 
is.  As  lirft,  (  for  1  am  not  skilled  in  the  (a)  Tufcan  Tages ,  his  A- 
rufpicina  3  what  might  be  conceived  of  this  arufpex  rufticusjio  w 
he  differed  from  thofe  of  the  City.  That  he  was  a  cogging 
cheating  knave,  as  all  the  (b)  reft  of  them  were ,  is  ealie  to 
ghefs  3  and  enough  like  them  we  have  in  our  daies.  How  much 
their  knowledge  was,  in  what  they  profelled,  appears  by  a  re¬ 
lation  of  (c  )  Dio  Cajjius ,  telling  how  after  fome  ftrange  prodi¬ 
gies  feen  in  Rome,  the  Arufpices,  or  Sooth  layers,  bufying  them- 
felves,  forfooth,  in  difpoling  what  Ihould  be  done  to  the  Tem¬ 
ples,  to  pluck  down  fome,  let  others  ftand  5  among  them  that 
were  fuffered  to  remain,  the  *  Temple  of  Bellona  was  one,  which 
ftraitway  fell  down  of  it  felf,  and  they  never  the  wifer  3  and  for 
this  they  are  noted  by  the  wife  Hiftorian.  I  once  thought,  and 
perhaps  was  right,  he  might  be  one  of  the  Minifters  of  Bellona, 
called  Uey^Koi  by  (rf)  Strabo ,  and  by  others fervi  3  as  in  that  place 
°f  (  O  Minulius  Felix.  Bellona  frvum  [mm  hauSlu  cruoris  humans 
imbuit.  As  alio  that  of  Ael.  L  anguidius  in  Commodo ;  Bellona  fer- 
yzentes  vere  exfecare  brachium  pracepit ,  Studio  crudelitatis.  By  which 
it  appears  fometimes  they  forbore  this  cruelty.  Thefe  Hierodu - 
//,  or  facred  Servitors  of  hers,  called  otherwife  Bellonarii ,  were  no 
where  more  famous,  or  frequent,  than  at  Comana  in  Cappado¬ 
cia,  in  the  valleys  of  Antztaurus ,  where,  as  an  Author  as  old  as 
time  writes,  (/)  was  a  moji  antient,  and  mo  ft  venerable 
Temple  of  the  Goddefs  3  and  fo  much  reverenced  ,  that  her 
c  ierelr  1  rielt  by  the  confent  of  the  whole  Nation,  was  accoun¬ 
ted 
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ted  next  to  the  King  in  Majefty,  command  and  power  :  It  was 
called  alfo  by  the  Cities  name  Comana,  according  to  5 trabo  : 
who  faies  he  found  there,  men  and  women,  not  lefsthen  I3CM. 
who  ail  profefled  themfelves  to  be  ^o^mtb /,  or  divinely  infpired 
by  Be  Ilona.  Strabo  faies  not  here  indeed,  that  any  of  them  were 
difperfed  aboiit  the  Countrey,  or  fo  much  as  that  in  their  mad 
frantick  fits  they  rambled  and  raved  out  up  and  down  their 
dreamy  predictions.  Yet  we  muffc  conceive  it  fo :  For  that 
was  molt  frequent  and  ufual  with  them  in  their  aflfumed  diftem- 
pers.  Teftimony  enough  there  is  of  that:  take  one,  or  two, 
which  come  next  to  hand.  The  Heathen  P oets :

After  whom  it  is  not  to  be  thought  that  eloquent  Chriftian 
Laftantius  can  bely  them  :  (/>)  Alia  virtutis  ,  quam  eandem  Bel- 
lonam  vocant  $  in  quibus  ipjt facer  dotes  non  alieno ,  fed  (jio  ernore  fa - 
enficant.  Sett  is  namque  burner  is,  &  utraque  mam  dijtriftos  gladios 
exerentes  currunt,  *  effernntur ,  infaniunt.  But  Tertullian  is  plain 
that  the  BeUonarii  of  Carthage  (and  fure  they  had  all  every  where 
the  fame  tricks  and  figaries  )  had  their  place  of  recourfe ,  or 
rendevouz,  when  they  a&ed  their  feeming  extafies ,  which  he 
calls  Bellona  montes  5  and  not  far  from  the  City  as  it  is  very  like- 
]y.  (?)  Cum  ob  diver  fans  ajfeftionem  tenebric*  veftis ,  &  cetrici 
fupra  caput  velleris  in  Bellon*  montis  jugantur.  There  are  two 
French  men,  of  as  great  name  and  credit  in  learning,  as  any  who¬ 
ever  of  the  Jafl:  or  former  ages,  which  not withftanding  about 
this  place,  and  divers  others  as  often  as  they  can  lay  hold  of 
occafion,fometimes  in  their  own,fometime  under  forged  names, 
they  have  wounded,  worfethen  ever  the  'Bellonarii  did  them- 
felves.  They  are  Dionyftus  Fetavins ,  and  Claudius  Salmajtus. 
The  laters  reading  of  it  matters  not  here.  Vetavius  defends  the 
former  in  thefe  words  (4)  Brant  baud  yrocul  Carthagine,  quantum 
fufpicari  licet,  monies  it  a  nominati  •  forte  quod  Bellona ,  ac  Bellow - 
.  rits facrati,  in  quibus  infanis  illis  curftationibus  operabantur .  And 
backs  it  with  the  like  place,  wherein,  faies  he,  there  is  menti¬ 
on  of  one  of  thofe  mountains,  out  of  the  (  0  Ads  of  the  Purga- 
•  tion  of  C&cihan  and  Felix,  at  Carthage :  Vi  ft  or  refpondit  5  Fuge- 
■  ram  banc  tempcjlatem :  &  Jt  mentior  p  ere  am. Cum  incurfum  pater  emur 
repent  in*  perfecutionis,pigimus  in  montem  Bellona.  In  a  word,(for  I 
perceive  by  this  time  theReader  is  weary  of  me,afwell  as  of  thefe 
mad  fellows.* )  as  they  were  not  unlike  to  the  old  Calli  Sacerdotcs 
of  Cjbele jot  the  Mother  of  the  Gods  5  fo  do  they  much  referable 
our  Toms  of  Bedlam  3  or  among  the  Turks  their  Terlacchi ,  as  they 
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aredefcribed  by  the  beft  writers:  whofe  refpe#  was  fuch  with  all 
forts, that  one  of  them  being  admitted  neer  the  perfon  of  Bajazet 
II.  he  had  almofl;  Cain  him  ,  but  the  blow  failing  his  aim  fell 
on  his  horfe,  and  wounded  it :  for  which  the  whole  gang  was 
fuppretfed  for  a  time,  but  fince  have  raifed  their  head  as  much 
as  ever.  Mar  inns  Bar  hr  7 us  in  the  life  of  Scanderbeg, ,  miftakes  the 

Deroifes  ,  by  far  a  more  civil  fe&,for  thefe  ruffling  Franticks  and 

"  Ajjaljins.  3 

And  now.  if  after  all  this,  there  beany  Reader,  that  enter¬ 
tains  not  fatisfa&ion  concerning  thi sArufpex  rufticvs  5  let  him 
then  pleafe  himfelf ,  and  follow  his  own  fancy,  by  thinking, 
that  this  Temple  of  Bellona  at  Tor ^  ferved  for  the  fame  purpole 
as  that  at Kon.e  did,namely  to  denounce  war  againft  the  Enemies 
from  a  Pillar  Handing  before  it,  which  is  reported  by  Sextus 
Torn  pc  2  us  .  (  we  ^  Bdlona  dicebatur  dea  bellorum  a?tte  cnjus  temp  him 
tr at  columella^  qu£  bcllica  vocabatur^  fupra  quam  kajlam  jaciebant 
cuyn  helium  indicebatur .  Although, that  in  Rome  was  put  alfo  to  o-  fynific*.  * hi  * 
therufes,  as  for  EmbafTadors,  from  foreign  Nations, whom  they  <^SuUgtrm 
would  not  admit  farther  into  theCity.here  they  gave  them  hea-  con^U' 
ring  5  likewife  here  they  entertained  their  Generals  returned 
from  fervice  abroad.  And  that  Sftla  here  held  a  Senate,  we 
learn  from  Seneca ,  whofe  words  deferve  tranferibing  :  (»)  Cum  ru\  Seueca  & 
Splla  in  vicino  ad  adem  Bellov*  fedens  exaudifet  concUmationem  tot  ctmmklik.U 
milhum  fub  gladio  gewentium,  exterrito  Senatn  5  Hoc  ag^mus ,  7*. 
quit  5  feditiofi  paucuh  )ufiunteo  occiduntur.  And  then  J  rndft  requeft 
fuch  Readers  to  teach  me,  what  is  meant  by  a  Countrey  Wizards 
lighting  upon  the  Emperour,  being  in  a  humour  to  facrifice,  as 
he  entred  into  the  City  3  how  he  came  to  lead  him  to  Bellonas 
Temple ,  and  what  he  was  to  do  there  5  wherein  did  appear  this 
Wizards  Error,  or  miftake,  and  lafily  in  what  of  all  this  confi¬ 
ned  the  prefage  of  Severus  death  >  If  any  one  of  them  can  give 
me  content  in  all  thefe,  they  (hall  find  me  a  man  who  never  will 
be  unwilling  to  confefs  per  qua  profecerim  3  which  every  good 
man  of  ditty  is  bound  unto  as  he  is  ingenuous. 

But  if  perhaps  I  was  right,  in  what  I  thought  before,  then 
will  I  interpret  that  [  errore  ]  in  the  Hiftorian ,  by  fanatic*  ex - 
curjiones9  with  retavais :  for  whatelfe  doth  itmean  ?  And  gra¬ 
tify  the  favourable  and  candid,  with  a  corre&ed  reading  of  the 
whole  Pert  cope  s  orpaflagein  him,  thus;  dutfus  eft  errore  arufpi- 
cu  rufticr,  Deinde  hofti*  fHrv *  funt  applied*  :  guod  cum  ejjet  afper- 
natus.  &c.  putting  a  period,  or  full  point  after  rutfici.  where  5 
was  onely  a  Comm 4.  That  which  follows  [Deinde  hofti*]  by 
any  means  beginning  a  new  Prefage.  For  what  had  Bdlona  to 
do  with  black  Sacrifices,  or  indeed  with  any  colour  elfe?  her 
Priefts  alwaies  faerifiemg,  as  you  have  been  taught  in  what  goes 
non‘ dteno ,  fed  juo  cruore  ?  A  new,  as  I  faid,and  another 
diirina  Prefage  it  is  ,  exhibiting  black  facrifiees,  whichever  v

were  accounted  unhappy,  except  offered  to  internal  Deities , 
afld  inch  as  they  were  proper  to  :  which  the  very  boyes  of  the 
Chappel  know.  Where  this  Temple  of  Bellona  was  h  ted  at  TorhXi 
(o )Mx  regi-  perhaps  is  utterly  unknown  at  this  day.  That  in  (o)  Roms 
7om»;  cT  Where  it  flood,  though  \  could  tell  you,  yet  it  is  nothing  to  our 

mmdem.  pub-  purpofe.  We  will  not  therefore  have  any  more  to  fay  to  either

(p)  Herod i an  in  his  Hiftory  writes,  that  Sivcrus  prefcntly  al¬ 
ter  his  arrival  here  5  himfelf  with  his eldeft  foil  Antoninus^  going 
forth  to  finde  out  the  Enemy,  left  his  youhgeft  fon  Get  a  in  that 
part  of  thellland  which  was  obedient  to  the  Rom  ant  (he  mult 
needs  mean.  Y  O  R.  K.  :)  to  adminifler  civil  affairs  ^  appointing 
him  for  counfel  and  Guides  the  graved  of  his  Friends.  More 
then  three  years  after,  he  and  his  fon  AntorAms  fate  alfo  at  'loru^ 
about  Common  bufinefs,  and  gave  their  judgement  in  ordinary 
cafes,  as  in  that  of  CxciUa  about  recovery  of  right  ot  poffef- 
lion.  Their  Refcript,  or  Law,  thereabout  is  flill  preserved in 
the  CODE,  to  the  great  glory  and  renown  of  this  City,  and 
dated  as  you  fee  from  thence,  with  the  names  ol  the  Confuls 
of  that  year.*  neither  can  I  forbear  to  publifh  it  here, as  the  gal- 
lan teft  monument  of  Antiquity  which  it  hath.

What  the  \ezxne6(a)Ctijacius  of  Great  Britain  hath  noted  to  this  . 

Law,  I  had  rather  you  fhould  have  from  his  own  hand  than  ty2?-Selde* 
mine.  This  was  the  very  year,  wherein  Severn;  built  his  Wall,  bZm.ZZj 
which  Spart/anus  calls  maximum  ejus  imperii  decus  >  The  greatefi 
renown,  and  ornament  of  his  Empire  •  for  which,  he  alfo  faies 
he  was  furnamed  (b)  BRI  TAN  NIGUS5  and  not  fo  only! 
but(0  MAXIMUS.  BRITANNICUS  too,  asfome  ^)Vnde 
old  Stones  do  yet  witnefs.  Of  this  Wall  I  have  faid  fomething 
already  •  to  the  next  journey  I  have  much  more  to  fay  s portion. 

Butin  my  judgement  the  greateft  ornament ,  notonely  of 

Eboratum  ,  but  of  Great  Britain  alfo  in  thofe  times,  was  Mmi-  Rom.  To  - 
Hus  paullus  Papinianns.  (d)  For  cat  ulus  ,  a  French  Antiquary  MraPh-lih-T- 
and  not  indiligent,  affirms  that  the  Pratorium  ,  or  Tribunal  at  Donlif^ 
Tor 4,  was  very  happy  in  that  it  heard  Tapinian,  the  Oracle  of  Ve- llb-  *•'*/. 
Right  and  Law.  So  Camden  out  of  him  :  for  his  own  book  is  lkStelf  Forca, 
not  now  at  hand.  What  fpecial  Authority  therefore  Forcatulus  tuiusde  Gallo - 
had  for  this,  I  cannot  fufficiently  tell.  But  confidently  I  be-  rum  Hilofopb. 
lieve,  that  here  he  was ,  and  one  of  thofe  grave  Friends  of  Se-  &Imt'rioL6' 
verus,  whom  Herodian  told  even  now,  he  joined  to  his  fon  Geta , 
for  afliftance  in  Civil  matters.  That  Forcatulus  was  in  the  right 
herein,  .that  alfo  doth  prove,  that  Severn;  on  his  death  Bed  left 
Tapinian  a  kind  of  Guardian  to  both  his  Sons.  Now  it  is  not 

to  be  thought,  that  fo  wife  a  Prince  would  bequeath  them  to 

the  care  of  an  abfent  Tutor ,  who  could  not  receive  inftru&ions 
and  dire&ions  what  to  do  from  his  own  mouth.  But  (  e  )  Dio  (e)  d h  caff. 
puts  all  out  of  doubt,  where  he  relates  an  undutiful  and  unna*  Hifi>Rom.  1.76. 
tural  attempt  of  Antoninus  upon  his  Fathers  life  ;  It  is  fit  I  fet 
it  down,  as  he  tells  it.  cc  Antoninus  riding  along  with  his  Father 
“the  Army  alfo  following,  in  fight  of  the  Enemy  checkt  his 
£c  horfe  backward,  and  faying  nothing,  with  a  flight,  drew  his 
cc  fword,  aiming  at  his  Fathers  back  :  they  feeing,  that  were  in 
cf  company,  fuddenly  cryed  out,  at  which  Antoninus  affrighted, 
cc  held  his  hand.  Severn /,  turning  about  at  the  cry ,  faw  his 
Sword.  But  making  no  words  of  it, from  thence  he  repaired 
cc  to  the  Tribunal  3  where  difpatching  fome  neceflary  bufinefs,  he 
“retired  to  his  Pavillion.  Then  calling  for  his  Son,  Tapinian 
“  and  *  Cajicr 3  he  commanded  a  fword  to  be  placed  before 
“him  :  Here  he  chides  him  *  firft,  becaufe  he  had  formerly  jv'nf 

cc  cn  the  ^attempt :  next,  that  he  durff:  affay  fo  haynous  ?  ml 
^alact,  his  friends,  as  well  as  Enemies,  looking  on.  Laftly  *

By  which  words  they  out  of 
whom  VUlor  took  them,  feem  to  have  believed,  that  not  only 
the  murder  committed  upon  Get  a ,  (it  is  likely ,  by  this,  at  Tor{ :) 
but  that  brave  faying  alfo  uttered  by  Papinian,  were  both  be¬ 
fore  their  return  to  Rome .  Thofe  words  fhew  it  [  dettmanda 
Romani]  faies  learned  Jj.  Cafaubon,  and  maintains  that  reading 
good.  And  yet  the  fame  Piftor  writes  out  of  others,  confeftim 
jtcejfere  5  they  departed  hence  ft raitwaies.  There  is  fuch  a  paf- 
fage  alfo  in  Spartianus  life  of  Geta,  which  fayes  as  much  as  Pi - 
Uor  doth  in  effeft,  that  Geta  was  (lain  after  his  Fathers  death  , 
before  their  return  to  Rome  :  Q  Geta  prim  rebut  kumanis  exempt  us 
eft,  quam  ,cum  fratre  teneret  imperium .  ]  Yet  their  Father  left 
them  joint  Partners  of  the  Empire,  as  we  fee  by  the  Hiftory  of 
his  death:  *  Antoninis  meis  firmum  imperium  relinqno,&c^  Nei- 
*  spMt  in  Se -  ther  feem  thofe  diforders,  which  the  fame  Writer  faies  hindrcd 
veroFiiios  duos,  Antoninus  departure  out  of  the  II  and, to  proceed  from  any  thing 
more  than  GeU’s  murther.  Denique  nifi  querelis  de  Geta  editis  , 
Rojib.d.  &  animis militum  delinitis  enormtb.  eturm fttpendns  datis,  Roman* 

Eulftanus  redire  non  potuit.  Which  makes  the  fame  learned  man 
judge,  that  Spartianus  was  not  the  Author  of  both  the  Brothers 
Lives\  the  contrary  being  related  in  Antoninus  life  out  of  Hero- 
dian  and  Dio  as  it  is  to  be  gueffed.  This  obferve,  that  not  Vi- 
[tor  onely,  but  thofe  other  Writers  alfo  of  the  Auguftean  Story , 
huddle  together  what  ever  they  meet  with  in  former  Authors , 
though  never  fo  contrary  one  to  another  3  never  endeavouring 
reconciliation  5  which  will  appear  in  other  bufinefs,  befides 
this.  Fitter  then,  and  Spartianus ,  had  the  fame  Authors,  though 
but  obfeure  ones.  Whereas  Sihsiaftus  indeavours  to  compofe 
the  difference  bet  ween  the  Writers  of  thefe  two  Brothers  lives, 
telling  us ,  that  of  the  two  Sons  of  Sever  one  was  made  Em¬ 

peror  by  his  Father,  the  other  Geta  faluted  fo  by  the  Army,  and 
that  Geta  was  judged  as  an  enemy,  me  thinks  he  faies  nothing : 
For  how  can  I  think  that  he  who  more  then  once  allayed  to  de¬ 
prive  his  own  Father  of  life  ( I  fay  nothing  of  his  Brother,  it  is 
fo  well  known  )  and  that  too  in  the  prefence  of  his  vi&orious 
Army,  could  fpare  his  Brother  butfor  an  hour,  efpecially  ha¬ 
ving  brought  the  Army  fo  much  to  his  fide,  that  they  publifhed 
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Geta,  both  his,  and  the  States  Enemy.  However  Hcrodian  ± 
faith  Salmafius ,  a  writer  of  thofe  very  times,  and  Dio  CaJJzus 
twice  Confulof  Rome,  both  Grecians  ,  fay  Get  a  was  killed  at  Rome 
in  the  Palace,  and  almoft  in  the  bofomof  his  Mother.  Were  it  not 
for  other  and  more  weighty  circumftances  in  the  whole  narrati- 
on,conlidering  withall  Antoninus  his  violent  temper,I  could  eafi- 
ly  be  enc lined  to  favour  this  fufpition  of  Geta  and  Papinianus  be- 
ing  put  to  death  at  York  For  there  alfo  was  a  Palatium,  or  clomus 
Talatina  :  and  their  mother  Julia  was  there  in  Britain  at  the  fame 
time.  Out  of  (  a  )  hlerodian  this  is  not  obfcurely  to  be  gathered 
but  (/>)  Dio  witndfes  it  with  a  pretty  paffage,  which  he  tells  HmiiM. 
happened  between  her,  and  a  high  fpirited  Britilh  Lady,  the  tfiimujh; 
wife  of  Argencecoxus.  But  here  we  will  omit  farther  difquifiti- 
on,  though  it  be  not  impertinent  at  all  to  this  place. 

The  fame,  and  known  wifdom  of  Papir.ian,  wherever  dead 
procured  fo  high  Elogies  to  his  Name,  that  nothing  can  be  con¬ 
ceived  above  them.  (  e  )  Zofimus  faies  he  was  a  moft  juft  man 
and  one  that  excelled  all  Roman  Lawyers  both  before  his  time,  Hifim 

and  ever  fince,  as  well  in  the  right  interpretation  ,as  knowledge 
of  the  Laws.  But  (d^Spartzan  calls  him  the  Afylum,  or  San- 
duary  of  Right,  and  the  very  Magazine  of  Law- learning.  Now 
concerning  the  caufe  <5f  his  death,  and  the  manner  thereof,  Au-  ‘ 
thorsdo  fomewhat  differ,  (e)  Zofimus  tells  us,  that  when  he 
was  Captain  of  the  Guard,  (if  at  leaft  we  do  well  in  rendring  Pr£-  mfy* 
fe&us  Pr£torio  in  thofe  words  )  he  was  held  in  great  fufpition  by 
Antoninus ,  for  no  other  caufe,  but  for  that  he,obferving  him  to 
bear  a  deadly  difaffe&ion  toward  his  Brother  Geta ,  did  what  he 
could  to  hinder  his  defigns,  and  preferve  Geta.  Therefore  that 
Antoninus  to  remove  this  block  out  of  his  way,  by  the  Souldi- 
ers  plotted  Papinians  death  5  and  fo  having  gained  opportunity 
flew  alfo  his  Brother.  Spartian  writes  he  was  beheaded  with  an 
Ax  in  Antoninus  light,  becaufe  he  would  not  excufe  Getas  death  : 
by  which  relation,  his  murder  fhould  feem  to  precede  Papinians 5 
contrary  to  what  Zofimus  delivers. (f)Dio  tells  us  that  Antoninus  .  ...  w  , 
was  much  offended  with  the  Soldier  who  put  Papinian  to  death  ^ 
with  theAx,being  ordred  to  do  it  with  the  fword.In  old  timema- 
lefafrors  were  beheaded  with  theAx$afterwards  with  the  Sword. 

This  punilhment  feemed  the  lighter,  and  more  honorable.  Hear 
Boethius:  Papimamtm  diu  inter  Aulicos  patent em  militum  gladzis  An¬ 
toninus  objecit ,  He  expofed  Papinian  to  the  Swords  of  the  Soldiers. 

For  SEVER  US  times,  thus  much  of  E  B  O  R  A  C  UM. 

Which  whether  it  became  polluted  with  the  blood  of  this  brave 
and  innocent  man,  and  a  great  part  of  that  Sacred  JUSTICE 
which  yet  remained  upon  earth  in  his  dayes  5  or  elfe  Rome,  had 
rot  now,  as  you  fee,  been  firft  of  all  brought  in  queftion.  But 
for  us,  let  Rome,  as  it  had  rather,  take  all  the  glory  thereof  to 
it  felf$  and  for  joy  it  quits  us  of  fuch  bloody  deeds,  I  leave

AFTER.  S  E  V  E  R.  U  S,  for  the  fpace  of  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  years,  there  is  no  mention  in  antient  memories  made  of 
FBOR  ACUMy  onely  as  I  fhevved  ,  in  this  mean  while  the 
VI.  Legion  ftill  continued  their  old  abode  there.  Fl.Val.  Conftan - 
tins  furnamed  Chlorut9  whofe  refidence  was  more(A)  conftant- 
]y  in  Britain,  made  it  again  an  Imperial  Seat,  having  CO  rec0“ 
vered  Britain  from  fervitude  to  liberty  j  having  been  firit  long 
ufurped  by  the  thirty  Tyrants,  (  whence  the  famous  (4)  Porphy¬ 
ry  called  it,  fertitemprovinciam  tyrannorum  : )  after  by  CarajiJius 
and  Alletfus  ,  the  later  of  whom  he  vanquifhed,  fending  before 
him  A(cIepiodotusi  who  had  the  comman<V>f the  Guard,  or  Pra?- 
torian  Souldiers,  with  part  of  the  Navy  and  Legions.  Concern¬ 
ing  their  Paflage  hither,  who  pleafes  may  read  the  namelets 
fe  pane(fyrick^TP\3ide  to  him,  being  the  tenth  amongft  them ,  by 
Uveneius  reckoning.  He  was  where  ere  he  came  a  great  Favo¬ 
rer  of  Chriftianity,  and  thofe  that  profefled  it.  Therefore  the 
Scott  ip  CO  Hiftorians  cenfure  of  him  is  very  unchnfban,  and  ar¬ 
gues  their  ignorance  or  malignity,  or  both  ,  who  afperfe  him 
in  this  refped,  and  would  make  us  think  he  perlecuted  th^n 
of  OurRdigion:  Contrary  to  the  general  teftimonies  ofChrifti- 
ans  themfelves ,  who  lived  either  in  his  own  time,  oratleaftm 
the  ages  next  to  him.  For  his  A&ions  in  the  Province,  as  alfo 
for  the  time  for  which  he  was  Augustus,  or  Emperour  (about 
which  there  is  no  light  miftake  even  among  the  learned  )  I 
will  refer  you  to  a  work,  and  place,  more  proper  for  them. 
Onely  till  then  take  what  follows  out  of  the  Panegynft  con¬ 
cerning  his  expedition  into  Britain  :  Dies  me  ante  deficiet  quant 
or  at  in  $  ft  omnia  patris  tui  faff  a  vel  hac  brevitate  percurram*  That 
is  If  I  fhould  but  thus  concifely  mention  all  thy  fathers  Gefts, 
the  day  would  fooner  come  to  an  end  than  my  oration.  Q  They 
make  Eutnenius  an  Orator  of  Augufiodium  or  Flavia  in  France^  to 
fpeak  this  to  Conjlantine  the  Great,  the  Son  of  this  Conjlantm  3 
of  whom  here  we  treat )  Cups  &  jam  fuprema  ilia  expedite  non 
Lritannica  tropaa  (itt  vulgo  *  cerium  cfl  j  expetivit9fed9  Diisjam  vo- 
cantibus  ad  inti  mum  ter  rarum  hnten  accejjit  :  neque  enim  Me  tot 

Thulen  ulti- 
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mam3  nec  ipfas  (ftqu*  funtj  Fortunatorum  infulas  dignabatur  ac¬ 
quire™  5  fed  (  quod  eloqui  nemini  voluitj  Hums  ad  Veos  genitorem  iU 
lumDeorum,  tgnea  celi  aftrarefoventem9  profpexit  Oceanum ,  ut 
fruiturus  exinde  luce  perpeiua  ,  jam  videret  illic  diem  pcene  continu¬ 
um.  Fere  cnim  frofetfo  illi  Supcrum  Templa  patuerunt ,  receptufque  eft 
confejjtt  Ctclitunr,  Jove  ipfo  dexteram  porrigente .  That  is.  And 
now  whofe  laft  expedition  was  not  to  the  Britifti  Trop^a  s  (as  it 
goes  current  commonly)  but  by  the  call  of  the  Gods  he  came 
to  the  innermoft  Port  of  the  Countreys  5  for  he,  having  per¬ 
formed  fo  many  Ads,  neither  deigned  (I  do  not  fay  the  Chaledo- 
nian  and  ritfon  Woods  and  Moors,  but  not)  fo  much  as  to  at¬ 
tempt  Ireland  that  lay  next ,  nor  Thule  the  furthefi,nor  thofe  (  if 
there  be  any  fuch)  fortunate  Iflands  3  But  (  which  he  would 
tell  no  body)  being  on  his  journey  to  the  Gods,  faw  that  Fa¬ 
ther  of  the  Gods  Oceania  recruiting  the  fiery  Stars  of  heaven  , 
as  being  about  to  enjoy  continual  light  5  and  now  he  ob- 
ferved  that  it  was  almoft  perpetually  day  there.  For  indeed 
to  him  did  the  Temples  of  the  Gods  truly  ly  open,  and  he  was 
received  by  the  confent  of  all  the  heavenly  inhabitants,  Jupiter 
himfelf giving  him  his  right  hand.In  this  place,and  elfwhere  too, 
fa  rely  he  fpeaks  of  the  Apothefts  of  Conjlantius  celebrated  in  Bri- 
tain,which  the  coyns  alfo  do  witnefs,  laith  our  diligent  and  lear¬ 
ned  Antiquary.  Whether  that  which  follows  be  any  of  thefaflri- 
onhehad,  I  cannot  certainly  affirm.  It  was  digged  up  lately 
within  a  mile  of  Kingftone  upon  Thames ,  at  the  end  of  Comb- 
,  lane  in  a  gra  vel-pit.  The  Urn  in  which  it  was,  contianed  more 
of  his,  as  alfo  of  Diocleftan9  the  Maximiam ,  €onftantinus  Car 
far ,  who  afterward  was  called  the  Ouat ,  Maximinui ,  &c.  It 
feemes  by  this  ,  that  on  Comb~Don>nes9  or  Hill,  was  a  Camp, or 
ftation  of  Roman  Souldiers  5  and  of  fuch  efpecially,  as  I  may 
well  conjecture,  who  following  Afclepiodotus  from  *  Portfmouth  *(Aya 
up  toward  London^  might  fit  down  here,  and  continue  ftill  till  vorm 
after  Conftantius  daies,  to  keep  all  here  away  quiet.  But  fee  the

negyrick  where 
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I  have  fince  light  upon  another  coyn  of  his,  with  the  very 
fame  infeription  in  the  periphery ,  or  compafs  of  it  .*  but  the  let- 
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it  felffomewhatdiffersfrom  this; )  you  have  fomewhat  chan¬ 
ged  .*  C.  for  N.  fo  that  you  are  to  read  ,  Pecunia  Londinii  cufa , 
for  Nodata  :  as  I  think  it  is  here.  Let  the  ftudious  youth  take 
the  pains  to  compare  thefe  with  the  Apotheojis  of  Severn s  at  Rome, 
defcribed  by  (a)  Herodian ,  according  to  the  fafhion  of  thofe 
daies.Some  difference  will  be  found  :  as  his  having  but  one  Eagle, 
and  that  to  convey  the  Soul  upward  ,  in  the  top  of  the  f  Stru¬ 
cture  j  which  he  compares  to  a  Light-houfe,  commonly  a 
Pharos  :  In  thefe  you  have  cn  each  fide  one.  Other  differences 
are  not  material.  I  am  confident  there  may  be  more  remaines 
of  Antiquity  found  hereabout :  it  would  be  perhaps  not  un¬ 
worthy  the  pains  and  coft.  The  noble  *  Gentleman,  whofe 
theplaceis,  might  be  by  his  acquaintance  eafily  perfwaded  to 
a  farther  fearch  5  being  one  (  publick  fame  reports  it;)  that 
doth  nothing  unwillingly  for  the  common  Good 5  which  he 
lately  let  the  world  know  in  that  Honorable  and  free  fervice  , 
which  with  fomuch  gallantry  he  fuftained  for  his  Countrey. 

Rome  in  the  height  of  its  greatneffe  had  not  a  more  glorious 
and  gallant  fhew  to  exhibite  ,  then  what  this  poor  piece  of  Cop¬ 
per  would  exprefs.  But  before  I  mention  Conftantius  his  Dei¬ 
fication  ,  I  fhould  have  acquainted  you  with  the  place  of  his 
death  5  which  was  Ebcracuna  .  Not  onely  (  b  )  St.Hieron ,  but  Eu- 
tropius  alfo,  an  Heathen  Roman  Hiftorian  3  afhrmeth  it:  Obiit 
in  Britannia  Eboraci,principatus  anno  tertio  decimo ,  at^ue  inter  divot 
retains  cji.  If  therefore  he  dyed  at  Tor 4,  mofl  certainly  there 
alfo  was  his  body  folemnly  burnt.  And  if  fo  5  how  comes  it 
to  pafs,  that  fo  many  ages  after  we  find  his  body  again  in  Wales, 
and  fo  far  remote  too  ?  The  good  Monk  or  Weftminifter  is  Au¬ 
thor  for  it3  where  he  Chronicles  matters  of  Edward  1.  times: 
CO  4 pud  Caernarvon  *  props  Snoudnnam,  corpus  maximi  Principir, 
Patris  Imperatoris  nobilis  Conftantini,  erat  inventum,  dr  rege  juben- 
tein  EecUjia  honor  jjice  collocatum. 

But  the  credulous  Monk  was  abufed  :  3s  we  fhould  be  alfo 
if  we  gave  credit  to  one  far  antienter  then  he,  Ninnius  the  old 
Britifh  Hiftorian,  who  relates  that  this  mans  Grandchild,  Con - 
ftantius  the  Son  of  Conftantinus  had  his  Sepulcher  near  Caernar - 
van  5  as  faith  fie,  letters  infcribed  upon  his  Tomb-ftone  there 
do  witnefs:  When  as  we  know,  by  unqueftionable  circum- 
ftance  V  as  well  as  authority,  that  he  breathed  his  laft  in  Cilicia, 
at  Mopfocrera^ot  ^Mo'pfuejiia,  of  afeaverin  his  expedition  (d) 
againft  Julianhis  Kinfman,  who  in  Gaul  had  takenupon  him  the 
Name  and  Title  of  Augujius.  ^ 

That  which  our  learned  Antiquary  faith,  he  was  told  by  ve¬ 
ry  credible  men  of  this  City,  cairieth  greater  fhew  of  probabi¬ 
lity^  That  when  in  the  age  before  this,  the  Religious  houfes 
there  were  diffolved  and  ruiiie^n  akind  of  grot,  or  vault,  where 
conftant  fame  reported  the  Rehques  of  Con[iantius  were  laid,  a 
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burning  Lamp  was  found.  And  withall  he  adds,  that  the  Anti* 
ents  ufed  to  preferve  in  the  Sepulchres  ,  efpecially  of  greater 
per  Tons  3  by  artificial  didolving  of  Gold  into  a  fatty  fubftancej 
fire  (till  continuing  for  many  ages  .*  And  for  this  he  bringeth  the 
teftimony  of  IVolfagius  Laz/us.  Divers  other  writers  might  have 
been  confulted  about  this  cudome  3  I  will  onely  name  two  for 
the  Readers  fatisfa&ion  3  Bernard™  Scardeonius ,  a  diligent  Italian 
Antiquary,  and  For/uniut  Licet™,  an  excellent  Phzlojopher  of  Pa¬ 
dua.  The  death  of  Confiantius  happened  about  the  year  CCCVI 
when  as  at  Tork  alfo  his  elded  Son  Confiantmus  of  Britifh  extra¬ 
ction  by  Helen  his  firlt  Wife,  much  oppofing  and  gain-faying  it, 
had  the  Imperial  Robe  put  upon  him  by  the  Army ,  which  at 
length  he  could  not  but  accept  of.  He  that  efpecially  urged 
him  to  it  was  (<j)  Erocus  King  of  the  Almamet ,  and  auxiliary  to  (z\ViBorm.in 
his  Father  in  Britain.  Hear  the  (  f)  Panegyrjtd  fpeaking  to  him>

Pur  pur  am  Jiatirn  tibi,  quum  prim™  copiam  tui  fecit  egrejfus ,  milites 
Militate  public#  magts  quam  tuis  affeSibus  fervientes,  injecere  lacry- 
manti  3  neque  enim  fas  er at  dintius  fieri  principem  conjecratum.  Dice- 
risetiam,  Imp.inviEle,  ardore milium  te  depofeentis  extreitns  fugere 
conaius  equum  calcar ibus  incitajje ;  quod  quidem  ( ut  verum  audios  ) 
adolefcenti #  err  ore faciebas  ;  ghtis  enim  te  Cyllams ,  aut  Arion3  pojjet 
eripere 3  quern  fequebatur  impetium  $  ilia,  inquam,  ilia  majefias^  qua 
Jo  vis  Jubjeffa  nutu  nec  lridi  Deum  nunti#,  fed  priur  comm  iff  a  vitlo- 
ri# ,  tarn  facile  te  cowitat  a  eft,  quamcito  ad  terras  ccelo  miffa  perve- 
niunt .  Sic,  modefliam  tnam  atque  pietatem ,  &  difftrendi  imperii 
conaius  ojhndit,  &  reip.f elicit  as  vicit.  0  fortunata,  &  nunc  om¬ 
nibus  beatior  terris  Britannia ,  qua  ConUantinum  Ctffarem  prima  vi  - 
difti.  That  is.  When  the  Emperour  was  about  to  pa fs  from 
earth  to  heaven,  he  law  whom  he  left  his  heir  3  for  prefently  Up¬ 
on  his  being  taken  from  the  Earth,  the  whole  Army  pitcht  upon 
thee,  the  eyes  and  hearts  of  all  dedgned  thee  for  the  place :  and 
although  thou  repaired!!  to  the  Senior  Princes  for  the  ordering 
(as  they  plea  fed)  the  chief  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth  5  yet 
they  came  pr.e-refblved,  by  ftudy,  of  what  they  foon  adfed  in 
the  Counfel.  Prefently  when  thy  firft  going  out  made  plen¬ 
ty,  the  Souldiers,  fervingthe  Commonwealth  more  than  thy 
fancy,  cad  the  purple  upon  thee,  whiled  weeping:  nor  was  it 
meet  that  a  confecra ted  Prince  fliouldbe  any  longer  bewailed. 

And  they  fay  alfo,  O  unconquered  Emperour ,  that  thou  didft 
fpur  thy  horfe  to  have  avoided  the  importunity  of  the  Army, 
when  they  moved  for  thee,  which  (to  tell  you  truly  )  was  done 
but  weakly,  and  as  a  youth.  For  what  Cyllarus  or  Arion  could 

deprive

deprive  him  whom  the  Empire  followed }  That,  I  fay  that, 
Majefty  which  is  fubjeft  to  the  nod  of  Jove  was  not  committed 
to  Iris  the  Meftenger  of  the  Gods,  but  firft  to  Vittoria ,  fo  eafi- 
ly  did  (he  accompany  thee,  as  foon  as  things  fent  from  Heaven 
come  to  Earth.  So  did  thy  endeavour  of  avoiding  that  digni¬ 
ty  ftiew,and  the  felicity  of  the  Common- wealth  overcome  thy 
modefty.  O  Fortunate,  and  now  of  all  Nations moft happy 
Britain,who  firft  fawft:  Conjtantine  Emperour.  Thefe  laft  words 
fa'i  Livin  our  britains  produce,  to  aflert  the  birth  place  of  Conflantine , 
iitPanegyr™.'  neither  without  great  probability  j  notwithftanding  that  (  a  ) 
Joannes  Livineius  doth  urge  this  additament  [  Cfifaris  ]  againtt 

chande'pr”’*'  l^ern  *  C^)  ilium  ipjum  premit  ntaxinte  s  faith  my  moft 
cm2d. e Euit[.  Earned  Lord  of  Armagh.  For  although  Conftantine  were  declared 
Britan,  cap.  8.  lmperator  in  Britain,  both  f  by  his  Father ,  and  the  Britifh  Ar- 

ora!!Z'afcon-  my.’  yet  not  Britain  but  Gallia  faw  him  firft  CjESAR: 
(iantium.  f.  which Liveneiushis  (o)^'ofMpof  proves  at  large.  Somewhat 
(c)  iuft.  Lip  fins  before,  he  makes  his  addrefles  to  him  in  thefe  Words.*  Sacrum 
M^cap’n.'  Galatians ,  non  candidal  us  Imperii  ,  Jed  dejignatus  intrafli  j 

confejlimque  te  ilii  paterni  Lares  / 'uccefjorem  videre  legitimum.  Neque 
euim  erat  dubium  quin  ei  competent  h  dr  edit  as  ,  quern  primum 
lmperator/  Ji hum  fata  tribuijfent.  Te  enim  tantum  illei  &  Impera- 
ior  in  t  err  is ,  &  in  ccelo  Deus ,  in  primo  dCtatis  Jwefiore  generavit^  to - 
to  adhuc  corpore  vigens^  ilia  praditus  alacrit ate  ac  fortiludine ,  quam 
belli  phtrima ,  pracipuecampi  Vindonis  idonet  tefles  declararunt.  In- 
de  eft  quod  tanta  ex  illo  in  te  forma  Jimihtudo  tranjivit ,  ut  (Ignat e 
Natura  vultibus  tuis  imprcfia  videatur.  Thou  entredft  that  facred 
Pallace  not  dignified  with,but  defigned  to  the  Empire  :  And  thy 
Fathers  gods  prefently  faw  thee  to  be  his  right  and  lawful  Sue* 
ceflor.  Nor  was  it  any  doubt  but  the  Inheritance  fhould  belong 
to  him  whofe  fortune  it  was  to  be  firft  Son  to  the  Emperor.  For 
he,that  Emperor,  on  earth, and  God  in  the  heavens,begot  thee  in 
the  very  flower  of  his  youth,  whilft  his  whole  body  was  vi  vidand 
ftrong,  indued  with  alacrity  and  fortitude, which  many  wars,ef- 
pecially  that  of  the  Vtndonian  Camp,  have  fitly  teftified.  Hence 
it  is  that  thou  retaineft  fo  perfedl:  a  fimilitudeof  him,  that  thy 
original  is  even  plainly  damped  in  thy  face. 

It  hath  been  the  ftrange  fate  of  two  Roman  Emperours,the 
one  as  bad  as  the  very  worft,  (  I  except  not  Nero :)  the  other 
(g)  Lipf.  ubi  r9  be  ranked  with  the  beft ,  That  their  birth-places  are  excee- 
supra.  dingqueftionable,  not  yet  quite  cleared  by  the  diligent  enqui- 
SLnr!”*  W  an^  ^earcb  i°t0  antient  Memories  by  learned  men.  They  are 
(0  claver.  ad  Caius  Caligula ,  and  this  Conjlantine ,  called  the  Great.  Of  the  for- 
Ub.  2.  claudiani  me r  fee  Juftus  Lipfius  to  the  famous  Annals.  The  long  enter¬ 
ed  TJ'cormid.  tained  belief  of  this  others  Britain-birth  and  original,  was  firft 
Mifceii.  ad  of  all  made  doubtfull,  and  impugned  too  by  the  fame  (e)  Lipfi- 
chudian,  cap.  z.  Us  ?  and  fuch  as  followliim ,  (h)  Joannes  Livineius.  (  i  )  Stepha¬ 
na  CLverim ,  Diomfius  Fetavius ,  with  feme  others.  But  the 
■J  autho- 
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authorities  of  thofe  they  make  life  of  among  the  antients,  being 
Writers,  either  fowly  corrupted,  a?  Julius  Eirmicus ,  which  ap¬ 
pears  plainly  by  the  old  MSS.  or  of  little  or  no  credit  for  their 
ltanding,f/)are  fo  anfwered,weakned,and  difproved:  and  thete- 
ftimonies  of oldPanegy rifts  of  the  fame  age  with  him  and  others, 
fo  cleared  in  that  rich  (V)  Storehoufe  of  Univerfal  knowledge  , 
profane  as  well  as  facred,  that  there  is  nothing  left,  either  for 
another  to  reply,  or  for  me  to  add  thereto.  To  him  therefore  I 
refer  you  5  and  if  you  pleafe,  alfo  to  (T)  him,  then  whom  no 
man  ever  knew  antient  things  better ,  whether  domeftique, 
or  forreign. 

Yet  before  I  have  done,  let  me  acquaint  you,that  fuch  Stran¬ 
gers, as  from  beft  Sc  moft  remote  authority(for  what  are  a  brace 
of  your  Graculi  Chroniclers  but  of  yefterday?Jbeftdes 

undeniable  Circumftance,  do  aGert  Conjlantines  birth  to  be  from 
Britain^ make  alio  the  time  thereof  to  be  about  the  latter  end  of 
AureliarSs  Empire.The  whole  number  of  the  years  of  Conflantines 
life,  affigned  by  the  Writers  of  that  age,  muft  needs  make  this 
good.  And  the  Britijh  Hiftory  is  fo  far  to  be  mended,  as  that  it 
become  fui table  to  this  Account.  I  would  commend  but  two 
efpecially  toyou  hereabout  3  The  moft  Eminent  Cardinal  (?) 
Baroniur ,  to  whom  it  is  worth  your  while  to  have  recourfe.The 
other  is  Abraham  Bucholtzerus  in  his  Chronology  3  by  which,  faith 
the  great  *  Thuanus ,  he  gained  great  glory  3  and  his  words  are 
thefe  to  the  CCLXXII.  year  of  C  hrift :  Conjlantinus  Magnus  hoc 
anno  in  Britannia  natus ,  patre  Conjiantio ,  &  matre  Helena.  No  man 
hath  need  to  doubt,  that  at  this  time  Conflantius ,  who  was  moft: 
an  end  or  al  waies  in  (e)  Britain ,  as  you  have  heard, was  employ¬ 
ed  here  alfo  under  (/J  Aurelia#*  His  nobility,  and  neer  alli¬ 
ance  with  Claudius ,  formerly  Emperor,  not  to  fpeak  of  his 
prowefs,  andgraceful  perfonage,  (d)  becomminga  Commander, 
argues  how  fit  he  was  to  bear  rule  in  fo  turbulent  a  Province  : 
And  it  is  not  to  bethought  that  Aureliani  who reftored  every 
where  the  limits  of  the  Empirr,Eaft  and  Weft  too  3  (For  he  was 
Rejiitut or  Galli arum ,  faith  Vopijcus :  Atcjue  pacatis  Galtiis  undique 
terristerrorem  injecit  3  like  another  Alexander  the  Great ,  or  Julins 
C*far ,  faith  (e)  Vitforinus it  is  not  to  be  thought,  I  fay,  he 
would  neglecft  fo  confiderable  a  Province,  as  Britain  was.  But 
that  alfo  he  fent  aides  at  the  fame  time  hither,  witnefs  the  Mau~ 
ri  Aurtliani  3  fo  called  from  him  ,  faith  (/)  Vaucirolus  lying  far 
beyond  Tori £  at  Appleby  in  Weftmerland. 

But  that  his  birth  was  at  Tork^  direCilyand  not  any  place  elfe- 
where,  though  we  have  no  exprefs  proof  that  I  know  of,  I 
mean  among  the  AntientS3  yet  that  authority  feems  to  be 
drawn  from  them,  which  the  Embalfadors  of  England  made  ufe 
of3and  that  in  the  hearing  of  the  learned  World  then,botk  at  the 
Council  of  Conjiance ,  in  the  year  MCCCCXIIII.  as  alfo  that  at 
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Petav.  ai 
Iul.C*forat.t. 
(1)  Such  as  are 
Georgius  Cedre - 
nusy  NicephontSy 
Calliftus,  and 
the  like  ob- 
feure  and  later 
Grecians.

At  the  Council  of  Conftance ,  there  being 
a  Conteft  about  precedency  between  the  French  and  Englifh 
Embaffadors,  the  Englifh  hath  thefe  words :  Dovius  rcgalis  An¬ 
glia  fantt  am  Helen  am,  cumjuo  filio  Conftantino  Magno  Impcratore  , 
nato  in  urbe  regid,  Eboracenfi,  educere  comperta  ell.  7  he  Roy  alt 
houfe  of  England ,  it  is  known  jor  certain,brought  forth  Helena ,  with 
her  Son  Conftantine  the  Great ,  Emperour ,  born  in  the  Roy  all  City  E-* 
boracnm .  The  Englifh  at  Baft l  oppofing  the  precedency  of  Ca- 
f  ile 3  fay  thus  :  ConEiantinum  iUum  magnum  (qui  primus  Impera * 
tor  ChrtElianus  (  fo  are  their  words)  licentiam  dedit  per  univerfum 
orbem  Eccleftas  conElituere  5  immenfa  ad  hoc  covftrcns  bona  :  )  Pe~ 
ternnx  natum  in  Eboracenjf  cwitate.  That  Conjtantine  (  who  being 
the  firft  Chriftian  Emperor  ,  gave  leave  to  build  Churches  through  the 
world :  )  was  born  at  Peterne  in  the  City  York.  By  this  they 
mean  Bedern  a  Colledge  of  Vicars  there,  fometime  ferving  the 
Quires  which,  as  alfo  Chrift-Churdi  (called  in  antient  Char¬ 
ters,  Ecclejta  Sand  a  Trinitatis  in  Curia  Regis  :  )  is  verily  thought 
to  have  been  part  of  the  Imperial  Palace  in  old  time. 

After  all  this,  the  ingenuous  Reader,  and  not  captious,  may 
eafily  yield  way  to  the  formerly  alledged  weighty  teftimonies 
(in  the  Panegyricks  fpoken  to  himfelf  )  for  Conftanttncs  being 
born  here  5  and  among  them  give  room  likewife  to  thefe  two  : 
The  firft  is,  (g)  Liber avit  Hie  Britannias ferv/tute  :  tu  etiam  whi¬ 
les  illic  oriendo  fecifii .  (/.  e.)  He  freed  the  Britains  from  fervi-

Good  gods,  how  comes  it  to  pafs,  that  alwaies  new  Deities  do 
come  from  feme  utmoft  part  of  the  World  to  be  worfhipped  by 
all  >  So  Mercurius  from  Nilus a  the  head  of  which  River  is  un¬ 
known  5  So  Bacchus  came  from  India  a  place  near  neigbouring 
with  the  rifing  Sun,  and  (hewed  themfelves  to  be  Gods  whileft 
converfant  with  the  Nations.  Certainly  thofe  places  being  near¬ 
er  the  heavens  are  more  facred  than  our  in-land  Countreys,  and 
from  thence,  it  being  the  Lands  end,and  fo  nearer  the  Gods, our 
Emperour  was  fent  unto  as. 

And  now,  when  I  (hall  have  fpoken  a  few  words  concerning 
the  Ecclefiaftical  glory  of  Eboracum,* s  I  have  already  many,  ten¬ 
ding  to  the  Civil  and  Military  renown  thereof,  I  will  have  quite 
done  with  it.  That  it  was  adorned  with  an  Epifcopal  Seat  by 
Conflantm  ,  whom  we  formerly  mentioned,  our  learned  Anti-

quary  tells  us  ex  patriis  (criptoribus  ,  as  himfelf  gives  in  his  wit- 
nefles :  quorum  tmUum  ad  hue  mihi  videre  conti git,  faith  my  Lord 
of  Armagh.  But  how  then  could  (/)  Faganus(  the  Companion 
of  Vuvianus  :  )  fent  hither  by  PP.  Eleutherus  to  King  Lucius,  to 
plant  Chriftian  Religion,  be  the  firft  Archbifhop  thereof,  which 
yet  is  related?  Or  how  then  could  King  Lucius  place  here  one 
(4)  Lbeodoftus ;  which  yet  William  Harrifon  affirms  ?  or  laftly, 
how  could  Sampjon  under  the  fame  King  be  Biffiop  of  Tork_,  as, 
it  appears  by  Godwin,  fome  have  written  ?  The  firft  beginnings 
of  all  things  are  full  of  obfcurity,  and  uncertainty.  Inallthefe 
Narrations  there  is  no  Iwhfrtvov,  nothing  to  perfwade  a  credit  of 
any  of  them.  For  that  of  the  laft,  Godwin  himfelf  holds  it 
lufpe&ed,  becaufe  at  the  firft  entertainment  of  Chriftianity  a- 
mong  us,  nor  Hebrew,  nor  Greek  names  of  the  New  Teftament 
were  fo  rife  among  the  Britains.  Again,  this  Sampfon  is  morege* 
nerally  referved  to  fome  ages  after  till  King  Arthurs  time.  As 
for  the  teftimony  concerning  T heodojius ,  and  the  other,  is  fo 
tjiwolov ,  without  Author  or  Abettor  of  fufficient  age,  that  it 
will  be  caft  forth  and  rejeded.  Befides,  though  we  by  no  means 
rejed  the  ftory  of  King  Lucius ,  and  know,  that  here  the  Ro¬ 
mans  did  permit,  and  had,  reges,infirumenta  fervitutis ,  as(/) 
Tacitus  lpeaks,2C/#gj  inBritain,as  instruments  to  keep  the  people Jlaves, 
and  themfelves  no  better  5  as  Cogidunus,  Venutius,  Profutagus ,  &c. 
Yet,  though  Lucius  were  fuch  a  one,  (for  we  want  fufficient  au¬ 
thority  for  it)  we  may  not  reafonably  think,that  either  his  Ter¬ 
ritories,  or  jurifdidion  was  fo  large,  as  in  the  prefence  of  the 
Romans  he  might  conftitute  Biffiops,  and  Epifcopal  Seas  5  elpe- 
ciallyatT^4,  the  Imperial  City  then  of  Britain.  And  there¬ 
fore  there  are  ,  who  referring  the  Hiftory  of  Lucius  almoft  to 
Sevsrus  time,  do  leave  him  no  place  in  Britain ,  except  the 
more  Northern  parts  beyond  Antoninus  Pius  his  Wall ,  which 
he  made  of  Turfe  to  fever,  and  ffiut  out  the  barbarous  and  un¬ 
reduced  Britains  from  the  Province  .*  induced  perhaps  thereto , 
by  the  authority  of  Tertul’ian ,  who  indeed  wrote  under  Seve¬ 
rn  and  in  whom  you  have  thefe  words :  (m)  Britannorum  inac- 
cejja  Romanis  loca  Chrijlo  jubdita .  Places  in  Britain  not  to  be 
come  at  by  the  Romans  yet  made  fubjetf  to  Chrifi .  And  for  Conftantius 
Cblorus  to  do  any  fuch  thing,  feems  to  me  very  improbable,  as 
who  died  a  Heathen,as  you  have  heard  formerly,  albeit  it  is  very 
certain  he  favoured  the  Chriftians,  and  fuffered  no  rigour  to  be 
ufed  toward  them. 

We  muft  then  feek  for  the  firft  Biffiop  of  Torh^  but  not  till 
Conjiantines  daies ,  and  we  (hall  find  him  at  Arles  in  the  Goun- 
fel  there  held  about  the  year  CCCXl V.  whither  as  himfelf 
writes  in  his  Epiftleto*  ChreSius  Biffiop  of  Syracufe ,  hefum- 
moned,  to  hear  the  Caufeof  the  Donatisls ,  many  Biffiops  from 
divers,  almoft  infinite  places.  In  the  laft  Edition  of  this  Coun- 
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cel  publifhed  by  Jacobus  Sirmondus  at  («)  Paris,  among  other

Not  but  that  they  were  put  to  former  Editions,but  they  were 
fuch  as  were  fet  forth  out  of  corrupted  Copies,  that  nothing 
could  be  made  of  the  Subfcriptions,  till  compared  with  this  by 
the  admired  Selden  ,  whofe  words  I  had  rather  tranferibefor  you 
then  tranflate  •  for  he  that  cannot  underhand  his  Latin  ,  will 
Co)  make  nothing  of  them  in  my  Englith  :  (  0  )  In  Editionibui  Sim-

I  call  this  Bborius  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Eboracum  5  who 
indeed  was  never  heard  of  by  the  namelefs  writer  of  the 
lives  of  the  Bifhopsof  Torfj  Thomas  Stubbs  in  his  Chronicle  of 
them  ,  or  Godwin  himfelf  who  wrote  the  Catalogue  of  our  Bri- 
tifh  and  Englifh  Bifhops.  This  laft  reckons  Taurinus  placed 
here  by  Conflantius^  the  father  of  Confiantine.  I  believe  he  was 
(  ^ielluac'.'  deceived  by  Harrifoa,  or  both  certainly  by  a  corrupt  Copy  of 
4$pecuii  Hift.lib.  (p')  Vincentius  Bella  acenfis^  and  as  heedlefly  read,  where  you  have 
so. cap. 7 6.  milprinted  Eboracenfir,  for  q')  Ebroicenfis  in  Gallia,  Thiseiror 

MedioiZm'  is  found  likewife  diffufed  into  the  Writings  of  two  good  old 
Aulcrcorum .  Chronicling  Germans  5  (  r  )  Werner  us  Koulvoinke  de  Laer ,  and  (f) 
Eburovicum.  }U,tman  schedel ,  who  no  doubt  took  it  from  Vincentiu^who  was

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are  Tome  things  may  be  obferved  ;  As  firft  that  Tbr^wasno 
Archbi (hop rick  in  thofe  timeses  neithervvas  Rome  it  felf,  whence 
fincenotwithftanding  we  have  had  all  Dignities,  and  Titles  in 
the  Church.  Our  (V)  Malmesbury  confefles,  that  in  the  antienter  CtJ \mmeih.  de 
times  of  the  Britans,  it  was  unknown  where  the  Archbilhoprick 
was.  At  this  very  Councel,  as  appears  by  the  Nomenclature  ,  logo. 
of  thofe  that  were  at  it,  Sylvefter  the  Pope  is  but  Plain  Bifliop  :

Eeda  tells  us,  that  Augujline  was  ordained  Archbifhop  of  SpelmamtSjV . 
the  Englifh  nation  by  Ethenus  Archbifhop  of  Arles ,  hefollowes 
the  manner  of  fpeaking  in  his  own  times  :  for  Gregory  the  Pope  ^sedficdjsi. 
then,  in  his  feveral  letters  written  to  them,  affords  neither  of  Jinglor.Ub  .1 . 
them  that  Title  j  no  not  when  he  beftows  the  Pall  upon  Augu-  c^-27, 
ftine ,  and  gives  him  precedency  and  priority  in  refpeft  of  York., 
and  all  the  other  Bifhops  of  Britain. 

In  the  next  place  we  may  take  notice,  that  Eborius  Bifhop  of 
York,  at  this  Council  takes  place  of  ReftitutusBlftiopoF  London, 
where  the  Primacy  al  waies  remained  till  tranflated  to  Canter¬ 
bury,  as  our  Writers  pleafe  to  affirm,  I  know  not  upon  what 
grounds.  The  uncomparable  rVfloer  k  interprets  the  forego¬ 
ing  words  of  Malmesbury  fo,  as  that  they  did  not  quite  deny  W  D.-  vJTer'tu& 
Archbi  (hops  among  the  old  Britains,  (  for  he  proves  they  had: f 
but  that  all  memories  were  loft.*  where  the  Archiepiftopal, 
or  Patriarchical  feat  refided.  For  although  London  be  at 
this  day ,  and  hath  been  for  many  ages  the  chiefeft  of  Bri- 
tain,and  wereneer  CC  GCC  years  ago  accounted (z)vetns  opidum 
an  antient  Town,  and  A^gttjia  5  and  commended  long  before  that,

provision  of  all  things  neCejjary  5  yet  a  great  Scholler  of  late  years  (a)  Tacit.^mi, 
bilip  Berterius  fets  down  YORK  as  the  more  antient  Metro-  (b ‘Philip.  Bert 
polis  of  the  Diocefs  of  the  Britainnies  And  that  not  only  becaufe  Tithanon  Did « 
it  was  a  Roman  Colony,  which  London  was  not,  (V)  as  Onuphrius , 
contrary  to  fo  great  and  plain  Authority  of  Tacitus,  doth  af-  iniZp?J0% 
firm  :  but  alfotheEmperours  Palace,  and  Vreetorium  like  wife  *»<*»<>. 
Tribunal,  or  chief  Seat  of  Judgement  was  there.  Whence  by 
the  old  (  d')  Hiftorian  it  was  called  Civitas,  by  way  of  excellence 
or  pre-eminency.  Concerning  the  two  other  Subfcriptions,  I 
fhall  alfo  take  occafion  to  obftrve  fomething ,  when  I  come 
to  the  places  they  belonged  to.  In  the  mean  while,  the  name  of 
the  fe)  Deacon  here,  who  accompanied  theft  Bifhops  is  worthy  (eJ  ^rminim* 
the  taking  notice  of,  becaufe  it  remaineth  entire  ftill  in  York¬ 
shire  ,  in  a  very  noble  and  religious  family,  after  fo  many  ages : 

And  I  wifh  it  may  continue  till  time  be  no  more.  I  remember 
not  at  thisprefent,  the  Name  of  any  family  in  Europe  lean 
compare  with  it,  except  it  be  the  family  of  P<eci*cci  of  Spain,

(/)  made  mention  for  above  00 DCC.  years  ago  :  and  that  it 
hath  continued  till  our  age,  Manutius  and  Stephanus  righius  do 
witnefs.  And  now  lam  more  enclined,  than  I  was  before,  to 
embrace  the  learned  Cajaubcns  con  je&ure  ,  that  Adminius  ,  the 
name  of  a  Britain  Prince  in  Suetonius  ,  is  to  be  mended,  and  read 
Ar minins.  Forte  etiam  in  nomine  Adminius  d  pro  r  irrepjit :  Nam 
in  Or  mania,  &  Belgio ,  atque ,  ut  puto,  etiam  in  Britannia  ujitatum 
jam  ohm ,  ut  nunc  quoque s  nomenfuit  Arminius  :  vide  (  h)  taciturn, 
mZo'chmfc'  Names,  either  common  to  the  Germans,  Gauls ,  and  Britain*,  or 
principe.  not  much  differing  ,  would  prove  a  fit  ftudy  to  take  up  the 
time  of  a  good  Antiquary:  here  is  no  place  for  fuch  fpeculation. 

As  thefe  Britifh  Bifhops  were  at  the  Council  of  (  a  )  Arles  ,  fo 
is  it  more  than  probable,  that  they  were  alfo  at  the  great  Coun¬ 
cil  of  (/>)  Nice  }  which  was  held  not  above  ten  years  after,  or  as 
others  fay,  notfo  much}  that  they  were  at  the  General  Synod  , 

(  fo  they  called  it)  at  (c)  sardica ,  (d)  Athanajius  witneffes,  who 
cCCCXLVii  himlelf  was  one  of  them,  fpeakingof  the  Bifhops  who  met  to- 
(d )Athan.A-  gether  there,  faies  exprefly  that  fome  were  prefent  tg 
poiog.n-To.i.  $si7Ztv'iav%  out  of  the  Province  of  the  Britain*  :  although  in  the  Ti- 
f767  ™uJditT  tie  of  the  Epiftle  of  the  Synod  it  felf  to  them  of  Alexandria,  Bri¬ 
tain  be  left  out  among  the  Provinces  there  reckoned  up.  ‘P*?-, 
m vf  Rejhtutns alfo  is  named  there,  but,  as  many  others  ,  with¬ 
out  the  place  fet  down  whereunto  he  belonged  :  yet  very  likely 
it  was  Rejlitutus  Bifhop  of  London  ,  mentioned  before  at  the 
Council  of  Arles,  It  is  probable  alfo  that  Ebonus  Bifhop  of  Xdr4, 
might  be  there  too}  though  with  others  he  be  quite  left  out. 

And  now,  faith  the  moft  learned  (e)  Selden ,  can  it  feem  cre¬ 
dible  to  any  man,  that  Bifhops  out  of  Britain  fhould  be  prefent 
in  two  Synods,  the  one  not  fo  long  before  that  of  Nice ,  the  o- 
ther  not  fo  long  after  it :  and  yet  that  in  this  famous  one  at  Nice 
between  them  both,  they  fhould  have  no  place  :  unto  which 
notwithftanding ,  by  the  Emperours  Edi&  ,  all  the  Bifhops 

(f) CCCLHX  through  the  Chriftian  World  were  called.(/)Hi/<m«/  Bifhop  of 
Poi&iers  in  France ,  not  very  many  years  after  this  Council,  writ 
a  Book  in  Phrygia,  where  he  was  then  banilhed,  of  the  Synods 
held  againft  the  Arians ,  which  begins  thus :  Domini s  &  beatijjz- 
mis  frAribns  &  Coepifcopis  provinciee  Germanise  primtc  &  G6rma- 
ni x  fecund# ,  See.

How  they  were  provided  for  at  the  Council  upon  the  Empe- 
rourscoft,  I  cannot  tell:  But  it  feems  at  home  their  allowance 
was  not  much  better  than  thofe  Irilh  Bilhops,  which  wasnomore 
than  three  Milch  Cowes,  and  in  cafe  any  of  them  became  dry 
the  ^artfboners  fupplyed  them  again^as  their  own  relation  was 
to  Adam  of  Enme  in  Germany  5  whom  they  took  in  their  way 
from  Italy  homeward.  I  may  fit  both  with  that  excellent  cha¬ 
racter  of  thofe  poor  Countrey  Bilhops  of  Italy  in  Ammranus  Mar - 
ceilinus,  an  Heathen  Hiftorian  (k)  guos  tmuitas  edendijotandique  [P  Ammkn' 
psrcijjime^  vilitas  etiam  indumentorum  3  &  fupercilza  hum  um  Ipe -  ‘  *7‘ 

cl  ami  a  perpe/m  Numinz  verzfqm  tjus  cult  or  thus,  ut  pur  os  commenda - 
banty&  mrecundos  5  (z.e.)  Whom  their  fparediet  andmoftabfte- 
mious  drinking,  the  meanefs  of  their  apparel,their  countenances 
converfing  fo  much  with  the  ground  5  and  alvvaies  looking  to 
God  3  and  his  true  Worlhippers  ,  commended  as  pure  and 
meek.  Not  but  that  then  there  were  fvvaggering  Bifliops  and 
far  unlike  thefe,  as  appears  alfo  in  him. 

p*i?^US  muc*b  ( uPon  eccafion  of  mentioning  EBORIUS 
Bifiiop  of  Tor 4,  hitherto  unknown  to  our  Hiftory)  Concerning 
the  antient  Britain  Bilhops  5  men  of  a  more  golden,  and  godly

But  diefe  are  dangerous  examples  to  urge  for  imitation  4  or 
practiie  m  our  daies.  I  have  therefore  inftancedin  them  but 
lpanngly,  and  fcarce  let  them  fpeak  in  Englilh.  What  have 
we  to  do  with  Bilhops  >  will  they  fay,  who  I  fear  are  neither  fo 
painful,  or  fo  poor  5  I  am  fure  not  fo  humble.

Upon  the  River  Derwent ,  fome  feaven  Miles  from  Tor there 
is  feated  a  Village,  called  at  this  day  Aldby.  And  in  the  Itinera¬ 
ry  you  have  j  uft  at  that  diftance  from  Eboracum ,  a  Roman  Man- 
(ion\  or  rather  Station,  called  DervenC o.  That  it  was  placed, 
where  now  the  village  ftands ,  or  not  far  from  thence,  we  have 
fufficient  affurance.  This  place  a  long  while  after  this,  conti¬ 
nued  a  ftation  of  Roman  Souldiers ,  with  their  Commander, 

who  alfo  had  their  Title,  or  Denomination,  from  it,  about  the 
time  of  the  Declination  of  the  Roman  glory  in  Britain  ,  under 
Theodofius  the  younger.  This  we  learn  from  the  Notitia  or 
Survey  of  the  Weftern  Empire :  Sub  difpojitione  Viri  spcBabtht 
Ducts  Eritanniarum ,  Trcefeftus  JSlumri  Derventionevfn  Derventione. 
We  have  obferved  out  of  our  Bedain  feveral  places,  that  thole 
Stations  which  were  left  unruined  after  the  Romans  time,  be¬ 
came  the  Palaces  and  refiding  Houfesof  the  former  Saxon  Kings: 
As  this  for  one  }  and  Beda  tells  us  this  (lory.  00  In  the  year 
of  Chrift  IOXXVI.  Eumerus,  as  an  (b  )  Ajjnjfm  was  dilpatched 
by  William  King  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  to  Edwin  King  of  Northum¬ 
berland,  with  an  intent  to  deprivehim  of  Kwgdome,  as  well  as 
life  }  having  with  him  a  two-edged  weapon  *  empoifoned  5  that 
if  the  wound  would  not  fpeed  him,  the  poifon  might.  He  came 
to  him,  faies  he,  juxta  amnem  Doroventionem ,  ubi  tunc  erat 
Villa  Regain  $  and  pretending  a  Meflage  to  him ,  drawing  his 
tool  when  he  faw  his  time,  he  made  an  attempt  upon  the  Kings 
perfon  with  that  violence,  that  he  wounded  the  King  through 
the  very  body  of  one  of  his  Guard ,  who  (tept  between  for  his 
fafely,  yet  without  any  danger  of  the  Kings  life  :  the  faithful! 
Souldier  loft  his,  and  the  *  Affaffin  or  Murtherer  was  foon  dif- 

patched  by  the  reft  of  the  Guard,  . 

You  fee  here,  how  Beda  names  this  River  Dor  event  to  ,  which 
other  wife  is  Derventio.or  Derwent  $  as  he  doth  likewife  Canter¬ 
bury  porobernia  5  which  to  Ptolemy 9  and  Antonine,  \sDarvernumy 
or  Dur&rvirtmm.  However  our  Antiquaries  deduce  the  name 
fo,  as  that  it  fignifies  The  White  Water.  For  that  Dcur-guent,  is 
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as  much  as  aqua  alba ,  the  Jearned  Cambro-Biitan  ,  (a)  Hum 
phrey  Lbuyd^is  fufficient  witnefs*  though  indeed  when  he  faies  (*)  Lh*yd. 
io,  he  fpeaksnot  of  this,  but  of  another  Derwent ,  which  runs  rcr^!a"'De‘ 
by  Darby.  But  there  are  ftranger  readings  of  it  ,  then  this  of  ^  ‘  ”**** 

Beda9  and  in  old  Books  too  :  By  (£)  Ninnius  an  old  Britain  Hi- 

ftorian,  in  a  Written  Copy,  it  is  called  Flavius  de  Revent,  by  a  (b)  &«»  -ms. 

nuftake  undoubtedly  :as  you  have  it  like  wife  printed  in  an  old(c)  Zasllnh'^ 

Edition  oiG  ffny  oi  Monmouth  9  (cT)  DerimmtiVortuerus,  faith  he,  (c)  rartr.  per 
pugnabat  contra  Saxoncs  fuqer  jiuvitm  Deriment.  Indeed  there 
weic,  faith  he,  many  Rivers  in  Britain  of  the  fame,  and  a  like  Gdfrii. 
name,  which  as  the  onely  caufe,  hath  made  (e)  learned  men  as 
we  fhall  fee,  wide  the  whole  Heaven  and  Earth  in  fearch  of  this  Uh'  3‘ 
f ration  3  never  obferving  the  account  of  Itinerary  diftance  g  (e)  In  Cambria 
thingmoftto  be  obferved:  though  the  numbers  truly  fometimes  t  Clli

But  that  it  is  no  where  to  be  found,  but  here,  divers  good  ^ ii>l  Derwent, 
reafons  meeting  together  do  more  then  perfwade.  Firfr,  The  prZ  %Zr. 
aimolt  exact  diftance,  and  conftantly  fo  written  down  in  the  I-  Ioau-  Radc Hf • 
tinerary ,  as  it  is  obferved  to  be  at  this  day.  Next  the  fktinn  \ nattil0*-<tdTdt 
and  Rivers  being  both  of  the  fame  Name,  a  thing  not  ftrangl 
to  t  either  Greeks  or  Remans ;  and  frequently  to  be  taken  notice 
ol  in  old  Chorographical  Defcriptions.  Then  the  prefen t  name  tp^usmgnj: 
at  this  day  Aldby^  which  our  Antiquary  renders  out  of  the  Saxon  Uh'  3' 

Antiqua  habitation's  that  in  math  eider  times  there  was  here 

fome  antienter  City,  or  Station  3  as  you  may  alfo  fee  in  Aldbo- 

row,  next  before  Tor^  as  this  is  next  after,  formerly  called  lfurr- 

um  ;  and  many  places  befides  in  this  work.

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ThisManfion  hath  not  fped  fo  well  as  the  foregoing  Dervm- 
tio  j  none  of  the  Antients,  except  here,  making  any  mention 
of  it.  No  not  fomuch  as  otlr  good  Beda.  Our  learned  Anti¬ 
quary  therefore  hath  (hewed  very  good  judgement  in  defcry- 
ingthe  ground,  where-  nigh  it  flood  of  yore.  And  though  the 
name  be  loft  in  Beda  $  yet  by  the  light  he  borrows  out  of  hicn, 
we  have  a  neer  ken  of  the  place  where  fome  time  of  old  it  had 
its  being.  Let  us  therefore  firft  hear  Beda ,  and  by  fome  obfer- 
vations  taken  from  him,  I  hope  we  (hall  find  out  Delgovitia .  He 
U)  neidPcrh.  then  tells  his  ftory  thus  briefly  :  fe)  Eadwin  King  of  Northum- 
fiaft.Mft.iib,  z.  berland  entring  into  a  fcrious  Deliberation  with  his  Noblemen, 
cap.  13.  and  other  his  chief  Subjects,  concerning  the  entertaining  of  the 

Gofpel ,  preached  in  thefe  parts  by  P animus ,  the  firft  Bifhop  of 
York  among  the  Saxons,  he  that  (hewed  himfelf  moft  forward  to 
abolifh  Idolatry,  was  Coyfi  a  chief  Prieft,  and  obferver thereof, 
having  firft  gained  liberty  of  the  King  for  the  fame  purpofe.The 
place  where  he  firft  executed  this  his  foearneftly  fought  for  po¬ 
wer,  to  the  great  aftonifhment  of  the  vulgar ,  who  thought  he 
had  been  mad.  Beda  thus  defcribes  :  Ofienditur ,  autem  locus  il¬ 
ls  quondam  idolorum  non  longe  ab  Eboraco  ad  OrienUm  atnnem  Do- 
roventionem,  &  vocatur  hodie  Gotmundin  Gaham,  ubi  Pont  if  ex 
ille,  ini  pir  ante  Deo  vero  polluit  ac  deflruxit  eas ,  *  quas  ipfe  facrave- 
*  Locus  Virgil-  rat*  aras  Qbferve  firft  from  his  words,  that  it  was, locus  quondam 
f"x\  verf'  idolorunr^uA  they  may  be  meant  as  well  of  Roman  Idols  as  Saxon. 

Now  Deigovit ia,  being  rightly  deduced,  as  our  learned  Antiqua¬ 
ry  informs  us,  of  the  old  Britifh  word  Dclgives  which  (ignifies 
Deorum  Gentilinm  jlatuas9  (and  I  find  el fe where  in  their  language 
delio  for  an  image  or  Statue :  )  we  may  well  colled: ,  that  it  was 
this  place  of  Idols  defcribed  in  Ee<i*,efpecially  if  we  eonfider  the 
fituationof  both  in  the  fame  diftance  and  Trad::  That  of  Del¬ 
govitia  in  Antonine  fomewhat  about  XX.  miles  from  York: 
VII  thence  to  Derventio^  then  XIII.  to  Delgovitia:  and  that  in 
Reda,  non  procul  ab  Eboraco  ad  Orientem  atnnem  Doroventionem. 
~  Here  note,  that  York  was  the  beft  known  place  by  which  to 
5  find  out  that  place  he  aimes  at  5  which  he,  as  you  fee,  calls  in 
his  times  Godmundingham ,  at  this  day  Godmanham ,  almoft  in  the 
fame  fenfe  as  Delgovitia  :  rendred  Deorum  Fanum ,  five  Habitatio. 
And  whereas  he  fets  down  the  fite  thereof  by  the  River  De.r - 
ventio  running  from  the  Eaft,  we  are,  ( the  place  being  indeed  a 
good  way  diftant  from  it  •)  to  make  no  more  of  that,  but  that 
it  was  the  notedft  River  neer  it.  Neither  was  Beda  any  more, 
then  I,  any  diligent  avnir-w,  or  eye-witnefs,  of  his  own  Cho- 
rographical  Descriptions.  Every  one  knowes,  how  conftantiy 
clofe  he  kept  to  his  Monaftery :  But  well  may  his  non  procul  be

It  will  be  required,that  I  fpeak  in  the  fir  ft  place  concerning  the 
various  acceptions  of  the  word,  or  name,  whereby  this  Manlion 
is  called. Pr<etorium  then  was  in  the  Roman  Camp  the  place  where 
the  Generals  Pavilion  was  pitched,  whether  he  wereConful,  or 
as  Pr<ct  r  :  the  Preparation  and  Furniture  of  which,  after  their 
excefiive  enrichment  by  the  Conqueftof////*>wasfuch,that  their 
very  (d)  Poets  IcofFed  at  the  Mujive  work  of  the  pavements,  the 
Canopies,the  looking  glaffes,and  other  unneceffary  implements  idnonlwhZ 
carried  up  &  down  with  the  Baggage  of  the  Army  ijojephhs  com¬ 
pares  it  to  a  Temple  for  magnificence-  And  when  it  fignified  fb, 

Polybius, and  the  Greek  Hiftorians,  render  it  by  e-^ytov. 

Out  of  the  like  affectation  of  magnificence  they  came  at 
length  to  call  their  Country  houfes,  or  dwellings  for  pleafure, 

Pretoria  alfo.  In  former  times  they  named  them  vilU.  [n  (A  (v  sen.  Epijl. 
Seneca  you  may  fee  thedefeription  of  fuch  a  one  belonging  to 
Serviltus  V atia,  whom  thence  he  ftiles  divitem  Pr<etorium .  This 
may  elfe  where  appear.  For  Spelunca,  a  Manncur  Houfe  of  77- 
berius  by  the  Sea  fide,  which  is  termed  plainly  Villa  in  (f)  Tad-  (0  raiit.'dn- 
m>,  is  the  very  fame  in  (g)  Svttnhut  ,  according  to  the  ufe  of 
that  age  he  wrote  in,  called  Preetorium.  And  fo  were  all  the  (g)  Sueton.  in 
nearer  vilU,  and  not  of  ruftical  employment.  Tthmo  caP-  39» 

Pr&torium ,  in  another  fen fe,  is  as  much  as  Jiwdejov  a  place  of  * 
Judicature^,  as  in  our  Englifh  Bibels  you  have  it  tranflated,  a  “ 

judgment  Hill, from  *  n^z-nWCcalled  alfo  nt«nei.y  in  more  Barba-  jUmr  «5»- 
tous  writers;)  retained  in  the  Greek  Text  both  by  S.  John ,  and  m,  &c.  in 
Luke  in  the  later  of  whom  you  (hall  find  (  h  )  Herods  Unnitem  ('r'  ?“'J"  c0“  ' 
(if  we  fliould  not  rather  undeiftand  the  Prifon-houfe  belonging  ?2f,T«Z' 
thereto:)  as  he  was  made  King  of  the  ]ewzs  by  Augnti/ss  ^  o-  T*thm. 
therwife  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Roman  affairs  in  the 
Province:  How  great  a  favour  it  was  in  the  Provinces  to  be

graced  with  the  ftile  of  Kingjb. ither  by  the  Senate,  or  the  Prince, 
every  one  knows,  that  doth  aifo  the  Hiftorv  of  JUaJjiniJJa,  or 
(i)  AriovtUus  $  or  elfe  at  home,  the  relations  in  Tacitus  of  (4)  ' 
Yr  Magus ,  and  (/ )  Cogidumuf  5  (if  perhaps,as  fome  have  thought 
they  be  no.t  the  fame:  )  For,  as  Tacitus  doth  truly  obferve,  the 
Romans  had  every  where  injtrumenta  fervituiis  etiam  Rcges.  But 
the  chief  power  was  Roman,  which  refided  in  the  perfon  of 
Pontius  Pilatur,  who  had  likewife  his  (m)  Pratorium,  being  then 
Governourof  ‘Judea,  faith  the  Text ,  which  the 

old  Interpreter  renders  by  Procuxare,  contrary  to  his  cuftome ; 
who  dill  ufes  to  t  ran  flats  into  V  rdftdcm  :  except  you  will 
fay  his  Copy  had  which  we  find  by  the  divers  Rea¬ 

dings  to  remain  yet  in  fome  books.  For  indeed  Pilate  was  not  in 
Judea*  with  the  power  of  a  Prafes,  or  Lcgatus  pro  Pr£tore ,  which 
are  all  one  5  but  onely  as  a  Steward ,  or  Procurator:  as  it  was  u- 
fual  alfo  in  other  lefs  considerable  Provinces,  which  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  Tacitus  Sufficiently  confirms:  (»)  duel  or  m  minis  ejus 
Cbtitfus,  cjui  Tibtrio  imperitante ,  per  Procuratorem  Pontium  Pi- 
latum  fttpplicio  affeftus  erat.  True  it  is  the  Government  of  the 
Provinces  was  divers,  accordingly  as  they  were  either  belong¬ 
ing  to  Ccefar,  or  the  Senate.  Let  us  hear  Tacitus  concerning 
•Britain  reduced  into  the  form  of  a  Province  :  in  him  the  Britans 
thus  complain  :  (0)  Stngulos Jibi  olim  Rcges  fmjje  nunc  binos  impo¬ 
rt  e  quibus  Legatus  inj anguincm,  Procurator  in  bona  vim  :  aque 
difeordtum  prapojitorum^  deque  concordiam  fobjeftis  exitiofam :  alte - 
rum  mantis ,  centuriones ,  alterum  vim  &  Contumelias  mifeere  :  That 
c:  whereas  in  former  times  they  had  onely  one  King,  now  were 
« there  two  thruft  upon  them,  TheLievtenant  to  fuck  their 
cc  blood,  the  Procurator  their  fubflance,  whofe  difagreeing 
«  was  the  torment  of  the  Sub j efts,  their  agreement  their  tin- 
ci  doing  j  the  one  vexing  by  Souldiers  and  Captains  5  the  other 
cc  by  wrongs  and  indignities. 

Now  whereas  we  have  Sufficiently  (hewed,  in  the  foregoing 
difeourfe  about  EBORACUM,  both  out  of  Spartian  and 
otherwife,  that  the  Chief  Tr&torium  in  Britain ,  from  before  Se¬ 
vern!  times  and  long  after,  was  at  Thunder  the  power  of  the 
Several  Legati  Augg.  for  the  time  being  5  I  cannot  fee  what 
fhould  hinder  us,  why  we  may  not  think,  that  the  refpedive 
Trocuratorcs  alfo  may  not  have  had  their  nfidence  here  at  Fr£io- 
rtum .  And  that  not  without  very  good  reafon  too.  For,  as 
Vlpian  the  Lawyer  tells  us,  all  waies  and  journeys  ending  mod

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Penfions,  Tributes,  orCubomes,  from  this  part  of  the  llland 
being  by  this  journey,  from  the  very  Bound  of  the  Empire, 
conveyed  hither  unto  him,  as  to  the  mob  convenient  place  for 
-  exportation,  and  difpatch  to  Rome.  And  therefore  with  very 
good  reafon,  as  I  believe,  did  our  great  Antiquary  affign  the  an- 
tient  being  of  Pr&torium  at  Patrington  in  Holdernefs ,  neer  to  the 
Sea  fide,  neer  upon  the  (V)  Promontory  now  called  the  Spur -  (%)  Oks^ov 
head.^  And  whereas  formerly  he  thought  (b)  Petuaria  in  Ptolemy  cPJoL  f  ‘ 
the  fame  with  this Pratorium  ^  upon  fecond  thoughts  he  let  quit  miniThodi^ue 
this  conje&ure  :  which  I  believe  he  needed  not  5  but  rather  to  KyL 

have fufpe&ed  Ptolemyes  text  for  fome  corruption,  not  unlike  tmoMy/iim 
that  in  the  Englifh.  That  Pratorium  was  atfatrington  the  pro-  promontonum 
portionable  dibancefrom  Dclgovitia^  or  Godmondbam  very  po  *  adhuc  vifendum 
werfully  argues.  There  is  indeed  fome  difference  in  the  num-  \n 
berof  miles,  but  thofe  copies  which  have  XXV.  beft  ferve  to  onisT" 
makethe  particular  numbers  to  agree  with  the  Summary  in  the 
head  of  the  journey:  the  others  have  but  XXII.  lefsfuiting 
with  the  diflan ce  from  Delgcvitia  to  Patrington,  Which  name , 
if  it  feem  to  any  not  handfomly  made  from  Pratorium^  let  them 
confider  alio,  faith  Camden ,  that  the  Italians  from  Pratorium 
there  have  made  Petrouina.  I  might  adde  that  (c  )  Pratorium  in 
Vannoma^  hath  its  name  at  this  day  far  worfe  interpolated  into  htusadkol^ 
Trodanich .  In  the  Provinces  both  Eab,  and  Well,  very  many  Geogmpb.hh.  %. 
Stations  that  bear  this  name,  are  to  be  met  with.  The  Natives  Simler - 
of  the  place  glory  much  of  what  our  Pratorium  hath  been  in  old  ^ ntommm ‘ 

time,  and  no  lefs  of  the  antierit  commodioulnefs  of  the  Haven. 

Now  they  may  alfo  of  the  profpedt  into  the  moft  pleafant  green 
fields  in  Lincoln-ihue  on  the  other  fide  the  water,  and  the  open  (d)  '’ag&'I 
view  of  the  main  Ocean  3  into  which  ( d )  Ptolemies  Abus ,  which  Pro/,  unde  Brit .

patience.  My  own  pains  however  I  will  not  fpare:  perhaps 
it  may  delight  fome  to  know  this  too.  Talbot  then  in  the  firft 
place  would  have  it  to  beCheJier 5  (  e)  contrary  to  what  you 
ih  all  fee  his  judgement  to  be  in  the  following  journey:  next  ite^iun  de- 
upon  other  thoughts  he  will  have  it  to  be  Coventry  :  it  being  V  A.  v.  Camdi 
called  fo,  as  he  deemed,  from  the  Procurators,  or  fome  other  in  Cornaviis- 
Magibrates,  meeting  there  ad Coventns  agendos .

dily  di  reft  you.  The  learned  Falk.  and  others,  have  Liecdter9 
Burton- Stader ,  8ec.  of  which  this  I  muft  fay,  they  fo  much  al- 
molt  are  diftant  from  Pratorium3

His  fecond  Journey  is  begun  from  theWeftern  end  of  the 
Wall,  (which  is  reported  to  have  been  drawn  by  s  ever  us  % 
when  he  faw  he  could  do  no  more  good  upon  the  Northern 
Britains,fome  good  way  beyond  Carhte ,  neer  upon  the  mouth  of 
*Itunai\  and  it  hath  its  ending  in  the  Eaft  of  the  Ifland  at  Rtttupi*y 
or  Richborow ,  now  called  Sandwich  in  Kent .  It  is  as  it  were  the 
Diametreof  th£  whole  Ifland,  however  of  fomuch,  as  the  Ro¬ 
mans  held  fubjeft  to  them. 

The  way  this  Journey  takes,  as  Talbot  thinketh,  is  by  the 
Watlingjl reet Oor0  as  he  faies  he  met  with  it  written  in  an  old  Book, 
W  aclyng-fireet ,  fo  called  becaufe  it  paffed  thorough  Watlmgce- 
t  Hum.  Ibuyd.  fter^by  which  name  among  the  Britans ,  f  as  well  as  Saxons ,  Veru- 
defirip.  Britan,  lannum  of  old  was  known,  and  for  which  at  this  day  we  have 
S,  Albans,  The  chief  antient  waies,  or  thorongh-fares  of  Bri¬ 
tain ,  are  by  the  Interpreter,  or  Author,  chufeyou  whether 
you  pleafe,  of  the  (a)Bpitaw  Hiftory,  aferibed  to  Dunwallo  Mal- 
which  afterward  his  Son  Belinus  confirmed.

Rickneld  jtreet  is  to  be  found  in  Randall  of  C better,  and  by  him

more  polite  conceit,  and  judicious  authority,  that  they  were  a 
work  of  the  Romans,  for  the  better  and  more  convenient  mar¬ 
ching  of  their  Souldiers,  from  Station  to  Station,  and  therefore 
called  by  them,  Milit ares  via  5  asalfo  Conjulares^  Trettoria,  Tub  • 
lic<e0&c0  This  we  may  eafily  beleeveif  we  do  but  think  how 
untaughr,  how  uncivilized,  how  little  feen  and  furnifhed  they 
were  in  regard  of  publick  conveniencies  any  way.  The  Britains 
themfelves  make  it  their  complaint,  by  the  month  of  their  gal- 
,  ,  lant  Prince  Gahacus ,  in  his  brave  00  Oration  for  Liberty,  that

we  have  fpoken  in  what  goes  before.  Aud  now  it  being  war¬ 
ranted  (for  indeed  fo it  muff)  that  theHigh-waies  of  Britain 
were  of  the  Romans  railing,  it  cannot  feem  likely  that  in  a  Pro- 
vincefo  abounding  with  Stations,  or  Camps,  Fortreffes,  and  Ci¬ 
ties,  to  be  feen  yi  this  Itinerary  and  elfewhere3  fhould  have  fo 
few  as  four  waies  of  any  note  in  it  5  the  Stations  being  very  ma¬ 
ny  of  them  to  be  marched  into  by  courfes,  no  way  holding 
with  thefe  principal  Waies  5  whereof  theyfpeak  fo  confufedly.

The  Englifh  generally  gave  it  the  name 
Fiat  or  Pehts  Wall,  calling  it  fo  from  the  unreduced  Britains 
that  were  excluded  thereby :  and  they  were  named  Pitti  for 
that  not  being  civilized  by  the  Romans,  they  ftill  retained  their 
antient  Countrey  manner  of  painting  their  naked  bodies;  of 
which  writers  fay  enough  But  to  fuch  as  neighbour  not  far 
from  it,  it  is  known  by  being  called  the  Keep-Wall ,  or  plainly

The  diligent  Student  may 
alfo  if  he  pleafe  fee  what  the(0  Hiftorian  faies  to  this  very  pur- 
pofe, concerning  him.  ^ 

'Concerning  the  feveral  kinds  of  Limets  ufed  fometimes  in  the 
Empire,  enough  hath  been  faid  in  what  f/)  goes  before.  There¬ 
fore  having  firll  acquainted  the  ordinary  Reader,  with  the  fre¬ 
quent  ufe  of  the  feveral  forts  of  fuch,  let  me  tell  him  too,  that 
they  were  by  a  peculiar  name  called  Pr&tentnr#^  as  by  us  in  Eng- 
lifh  Boundaries ,  Fore-fences,  Munitions,  or  the  like :  And  not 
onely  by  the  Romans  made  ufe  of  againft  the  neighboring  Bar* 
barians,  but  by  themfelves  alfo  all  along  :  for  fince  Conjtantines 
time  we  often  read  of  them  3  as  Under  (g)  Julian  of  a  Vallum 
B arbari cum  in  Germany  1  And  we  read  likewile  of  a  long  Wall 
raifed  from  the  Great  Sea  (  fo  the  (br)  author  fpeaks)  by  the  Em- 
perour  *  An atfafius  Dicor us  even  to  Selybria  3  to  keep  off  the  Iri- 
curfions  of  the  Mpfians,  Bulgarians  3and  Scythians.  Nay  of  very  late 
years  in  comparifon  of  any  remote  antiquity,  (  i  )  the  eloquent 
Spaniard  will  tell  us  in  the  ftory  of  bmanuet  Ring  of  F ortugd, t  hat 
thofe  ingenious  people,  whom  they  called  the  Chinois^  did  with 
a  Wall  of  many  hundred  miles  hinder  the  hoftile  irruptions  of 
the  barbarous  and  inhumane  Tartarian s  3  but  of  late  years  in  our 
memory,  it  was  demoliftied  by  a  deluge  of  the  fame  barbarous 
people,  to  the  unfpeakable  grief  of  the  more  civilized  world. 
Now  whether  the  antients  borrowed  this  kind  of  fence  from  the 
Mums  Vecelicus  at  Athens  3  or  rather ,  to  go  higher  from  the 
*  Grecians  Wall,  which  they  made  for  fafety  of  their  Navy,  a- 
gainft  the  violent  impreffion  of  Heffor ,  and  his  affociates,  I  per¬ 
mit  to  others,  whofe  leafure  is  more  then  mine,  to  take  it  into 
consideration.  In  this  place  then  I  (hall  onely  refer  the  more  in- 
duftrious  Student  in  this  whole  bufinefs,  to  the  excellently 
learned  Frenchman,  the  honour  of  his  Countrey,  Pierre  Pitbou, 
in  his  firft  Book  of  his  Adverfaria  cap .  XIV.  not  forgetting  in  the 
mean  while  thofe  two  notable  places  of  the  neat  and  fmooth 
Poet  Claudian ,  in  the  former  of  which,  he  doth  moft  accurately 
raife  us  a  Val'uw  *

The  firft  TrMentura^  or  Fore^fence^  that  we  read  of,  placed 
here  in  the  ffland  by  the  Romans ,  was  a  Guard  of  Souldiers  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Julius  Agricola  to  keep  the  narrow  paffage  between 
the  two  Seas  or  Friths,  againft  the  unconquered  Britains ,  by 
Sterlin  in  Scotland,  But  concerning  it,  it  is  better  to  hear  Taci¬ 
tus  in  the  life  of  that  famous  man  his  Worthy  Father-in-law  «

jt.  He  did  frequently  in  many  places  rear  fuch  Walls  as  we 
mean  here.  And  for  Britain)^  fpeaks  exprefly.  For  having 
been  put  to  it  by  his  Predeceflors,  who  had  let  all  of  late 
ao  to  ruine  here,  either  by  Domttians  ftupendious  carelefle- 
nefle  orelfeby  Nerva  and  Irajans  being  elfewhere  employ¬ 
ed.  Britanni  teneri  fib  Roman a  ditione  non  poterant .  There 

&as  no  keeping  the  Britans  in  fubjettion ,  faith  the  fame  Hiftorian. 
He  then  having  ordered  the  City  affairs,  took  a  Journey  a- 
broad  to  view  what  ftate  the  Provinces  flood  in,  and  to  vifit 
them  which  he  did  rigoroufly  enough,  as  appears,  and  going 
into  Britain  :  (d)  in  to  mult  a  correxit ,  murumque  per  oftoginta  mtllta 
pafjuum  primus  duxit3qui  barbaros  Romanofque  divideret .  This  Wall 
was  railed  of  turfs ,  fuch  as  were  even  now  deferibed  :  between 
the  Mouths  of  the  Rivers,  tine  and  the  Esk.  Then  was  he  fain 
to  draw  back  the  Roman  forces  about  an  hundred  miles :  fo  that 
n  ,  t  know  not  how  true  that  was  of  him  in  Britain ,  which  S.  Au- 
{line  faith  of  him  in  the  Eaft.  (e)  De  us  terminus,  qui  non  or  fit 
Tovi  cejfit  Hadriani  voluntatis  ccjfit  Jultani  tementatt3  cejjit  jcvi- 
niani  necejfitati.  He  had  not  fo  good  luck  here,  as  to  have  God 
Terminus  give  place  to  him,  but  was  fain  to  give  way  himfelf , 
and  retire  back.  Yet  where  he  did  fit  down,  he  left  a  World 
of  Monuments  of  his  memory  behind  him,  as  will  appear  all  a- 
longby  his  Wall,  upon  the  foundation  of  which,  moft  deal,  that 
of  sevens  in  after  times  was  built  :  for  learned  men  dired  us  to 
think  fo  ;  I  might  very  well  adde  in  this  place,  in  behalf  of  the 
ftudiousyouth,thatthefekindof  Walls  are  called  by  the  later 
Grecians  for  of  b^©-,  which  fignifies  juft  as  much 

as  cefpes .  ,  , 

The  very  next  to  this  of  Hadrian ,  wasoneraifed  under  An- 
UnwnsFiu,  reign,  by  Lollms  Vrbicm,  who  alfodid  excellent  fer- 
vice  in  the  Ifland  for  him ;  which  becaufe  it  was  managed  bv  his 
lieutenant  front?,  that  Ronuiue  c!oqmvti<c  non  fccundHm  fed  at- 
terum  deem,  (f)  thus  tells  Antoninus,  “  That  though  like  a 
cc  Mafter  at  the  Helm, he  fate  in  his  Palace  at  Rome  all  the  while, 
cC  yet  having  given  out  the  main  order  for  the  W^ar  in  Britain^ he 
LSL!£«  “  had  deferved  the  whole  glory  of  the  voyage.  He  did  partt- 
cularly  conquer  for  him  the  Mrigantei,  as  we  readout  of 
j-onias  in  his  Araeluk ’■  But  concerning  the  whole  let  us  hear

The  Romans  after  Commodus  5  (as  if  by  him  they  had  not 
had  lofs  enough  ;  )  falling  out  at  home  among  themfelves ,  oc* 
calioned  in  the  Britains  fome  attempts  neer  to  a  revolt  and  from 
thence  another  Wall  far  exceeding  the  former,  in  fame  as 
well  as  magnificence,  wasere&ed.  For  Albinus  cJfar ,  fome^ 
times  Governour  of  Britain  ^  being  (Jain  at  Lyons  in  Gallia ,  by 
Severn  the  Emperour  5  he  afterward  made  an  expedition,  with 
both  his  Sons,into  Britain  5  where  lately  (/)  Vjrm  Lupus  the  Vro± 
pr*  or  had  been  put  to  the  worftby  the  M*at4y  and  Caledonians. 

Being  come  to  Tork, ,  leaving  his  younger  Son  Geta  there,

firft  raffed,  for  on  the  foundation  of  that  ,  they  fay,  was  this 
Wall  of  Secerns  built,  and  neer  the  whole  way  along  too  from 
Sea  to  Sea,fave  that  this  had  its  ending  towards  theWeft  or  Irifh 
Sea,  in  Ituna  ajiuario,  or  Solvoey  Frit h,  the  other  in  the  Mouth 
of  the  Esk ,  called  by  fome  Scots-Waith:  and  that  Severns  his 
Wall. was  led  ftrait  along  tramite  dire&o^  as  Gi Idas  fpeaks}  Ha - 
drians  Wall  in  fomewhat  an  uneven  paffage  or  draught,  as  they 
can  tell  that  have  feen  fuch  ruins  of  it  as  are  at  this  day 
extant.  This  being  cleared  ,  and  confefifed  on  all  hands , 
there  remain  yet  two  doubts  ;  Firft,  whether' this  Vr Venture , 
or  Wall,  was  made  of  Stone,  or  of  Turfs :  andfecondly,  what 
the  length  thereof  was,  and  how  the  numbers,  for  that,  are  to 
be  read  in  old  Writers  ?  Firft  then  the  common  opinion  among 
our  Saxon  Authors,  and  fome  others  lefs  antient,  is,  that  it  was 
Vallum  Cifpititium,  or  made  of  Turfes,  and  flakes :  our  Writers 
follow  Beda,  and  fo  doth  the  learned  Camden  feem  to  do,  whom 
we  worthily  call  our  chief  Antiquary,  to  him  therefore  have 
recourfe,  for  what  they  fay.  The  famous  Solmafius  alfo,  a  man 
thought  by  many  to  know  all  that  is  to  be  known,  faies  fo  too 
(qV Salmons  of  this  Wall,  (cf)  Murus  ille Cefpitstius  frit,  nec  novum  eft  vocari 
in  spctriUnum.  yaiunt  murum  Cejpititium.  He  tells  us  befides  that  inter  Oceani 
Occident  alis  fantofos  monte  r ,  in  Mthicm  his  C  ofmo graph  j  ,  that 
wherein  the  printed  ones  you  have  Trienum ,  Alpesp'urimas ,  Ap* 
penmnum  Baleurem  3  in  his  written  Copy,  much  differing  from

thofe  extant,  for  Balearem ,  there  is  to  be  found  Bailum  Britan- 
nU  3  quod  de  hoc  vallo  manifefio  accipiendum  eji  ,  faies  he  }  and 
tells  he  will  p  urimis  ad ipfam  JEthicum  doctre.  But  we  have  not 
yet  had  the  luck  to  fee  his  edition  of  JEthicus  ,  neither  indeed 
know  I,  whether  it  be  yet  abroad  5  and  therefore  can  lay  yet 
very  little  to  it.  The  place  of  Beda  is  very  much  noted  3  and 
it  will  be  worth  the  while  for  us  to  take  notice  of  his  learned 
Crnicijm  :  (r)  Severus,  faith  he,  receptam partem  injuU ,  a  ca?- 
teris  indomitis  gent  thus  non  muro  ( ut  quid  am  rtftimani)  fed  Vallo 
diffinguendam  putavit ,  Murus  etenim  de  lapidibus  3  Vallum  ve- 
ro  (quoad  repellendam  vim  hoftis  cum  cajtra  muniuntur j  fit  de 
Ccjpitibus ,  quibus  circumcifts  e  terra3  velut  Murus  exfiruittir  alius 
fuper  terram ,  ita  ut  (f )  in  ante  fiat  fojj'a,  de  qua  levati  funt  cefpites , 
fupira  qnam  fades  de  lignis  fortijfimis  prjfiguntur.  Itaigue  Severus 
magnam  fofiam  firmifjimumque  Vallum,  crebris  infuper  turn  bus 
commwitum ,  a  tnari  ad  mare  duxit,  But  now  on  the  other  fide  , 
with  this  whole  palfage  here  is  the  mod  difeerning  (/)  Dr.  Vjher 
dire&ly  offended ,  imputing  it  to  ignorance,  that  the  good  old 
Presbyter  never  heard  of  Hadrians  Wall,  which  *  occafioned 
his  miftake,  to  ered:  Severus  Wall  of  Turfs  :  and  that  the  Latine 
word  Vallum  (in  like  manner  as  the  Englilh  Wall ,  and  the  Britiff) 
Gual ,  both  thence  derived  .*  )  doth  fignifie  and  mean  the  very 
fame  that  Murus  9  which  yet  Salmajius  doth  readily  acknow¬ 
ledge  :  and  hence  it  is  that  he  mends  Spartiattus ,  as  you  fee  be¬ 
fore,  thus  1  rojl  murum  aut  Vallum  mijjum :  of  which,  faith 
VfiKr^reHereftituit ;  for  formerly,  faith  Salmapus-himUdf  0  what 
is  Murum  apud  Vallum  mittere  ?  Again  he  tells  us  that  Beda 
was  deceived  by  the  fallacious  dittinftion  between  Murus  and 
Vallum :  For  I  know  no  good  authority  for  it  out  of  any  La- 
tine  Writer:  (v)  Varro  will  tell  you  ,  that  they  ufed  to  call 
Murum ,  agger em  fine  fofia.  A  mound  without  a  ditchi  Which 
by  no  means  fuites  with  the  Vallum  they  think  of  here,  where 
they  dream  of  their  fojjatum  magnum  9  and  that  on  both  fides 
fometimes.  But  neither  do  the  Elogia  bellowed  on  this  Vallum 
by  antient  Hiftorians,  any  whit  fuite  with  it,  were  it  but  lim¬ 
ply  raifed  with  Turf,  and  Earth.  His  major  a  aggrejjits ,  faith 
Victor  before.  Maximum  ejus  imperii  decus ,  faith  Spartian  of 
this  Wall.  Did  he  nothing  then  to  outvalue  a  dirt  Wall  ?  Was 
his  Septizonium  ofno  greater  efteem  }  Well  then  might  Acthicus 
rank  it  among  the  Weftera  Mountains.  But  I  recommend  the 
inquifitive  Reader  to  the  very  place,  where  the  learned  Do&or 
urges  his  irrefragable  arguments  to  prove  that  Severus  his  Wall 
was  fet  up  of  firm  Stone.  And  will  fee  what  I  can  do  to  refri- 
fy  the  numbers  of  its  length  from  (hope  to  fhore*  To  let  pafle 
therefore  Fordon ,  who  as  he  is  not  antidnt  enough  to  be  corrup¬ 
ted,  lo  he  was  not  too  old  to  be  deceived,  defining  the  length 
of  this  Wall  to  have  the  fpace  ofMbut  XXII.  Miles,  Aurelius  Vi - 
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Uor  (  I  mean  the  ordinary  one  5  not  that  of  Schefttus  Edition  fore- 
mentioned  :  )  may  well  be  numbred  among  the  antients  ,  and 
yet  he  is  as  fouly  out  almolt :  Hie  [Severus]  in  Britannia  Vallum 
per  triginta  duopajjuum  millia  a  man  ad  mart  deduxit .  Entropius  in 
his  *  Roman  Hiltory  hath  little  mended  the  matter:  fpeaking 
of  Sever  us.  Novifsimum  helium  in  Britannia  habuit :  utque  recep - 
tas  provincias  omni  fecuritate  muniret  ,  Vallum  per  *  triginta  quin - 
the^woftrokes  eque  millia  pafiuum  a  mari  ad  mare  deduxit .  But  his  mod  antient 
of  II.  Copies  a  great  deal  farther  exceeded  ,  then  thefe  now  adaies 
come  Ihort  of  the  trbe  number,  for  they  had  the  note  of  a  Cen¬ 
tenary  C.  fet  before  this  number  here,as  may  be  concluded  from 
old  Latine  Writers  who  had  him  for  an  Author,  and  exferibed 
hint,  as  Hierom  in  his  Edition  of  Eujebius  his  Chronicle,  common¬ 
ly  called  Eujebius  his  Libellus  Temporum  in  fome  MSS.

And  this  is  all  that  (hall  be  fpoken  in  this  place  of  Severs  Val¬ 
lum?  cndy  this  may  be  added,  and  that  me  feems  very  confi¬ 
dently,  that  it  remained  till  after  ages,  wherein  Theodofius  the 
youngeis  time  there  layneerbyit,  per  Lineam  Valli  ,  faith  the 
Notitia  rccidentis,  V.  SpettubzUs  Dux  Britanniarum,  with  no  Idle 
then  YJLll. Tribunes  of  Cohorts ,  and  Prtffctti  Alarum,  &c.  dif» 
pofed  up  and  down  as  he  thought  moft  convenient. 

The  next  Pnetentura,  or  Rampur,  we  meet  with  in  the  Roman 
Hiftory,  pertaining  to  Britain,  is  that  which  C.CarauJius  made 
in  the  narrow  paffage  where  formerly  J Julius  Agricola  had  placed 
his  Watch  or  Garrifon  between  the  two  Friths  of  Edenbrough 
and  Dunbritton  againft:  the  Inrodes  of  the  barbarous  Britans.

Menapii  in  Belgica,  theirs  being  by  him  named  Caftellum  :  )  yet  ?t°l.Geogr. 
for  all  that  Camden,  or  Vfber  have  a  Hedged  ,  he  may  be  of  BeU  (t)Panesyr.9: 
gzc4€Xtra<ftion,being  PIainIy  called  by  Eumenius  the  Rhetor  ter-  ad  Conftantinuttt 
r£  Batavt£  alumnus.  This  Caraufius ,  I  fay,  aboutthe  III.  year  dfe^Znilitto°re 
of  Diodefian  ,  being  brought  up  a  Seaman  from  his  youth,  was  Gueide^Vc^ 
by  him  employed  to  guard  the  Britifh  Seas  againft  the  roving  cieves,  jui- 
Pirates  Frank}  and  Saxons,  and  being  for  fome  attempts  threat-  lleis* 
ned  with  death  by  Maximinian  Augujiur,  («)affumed  to  him-  (n^ureLvi^ 
felf  the  purple,  and  power  that  came  thereby,  in  Britain.  But  Euwp.i.9.orofm 
when  no  good  could  be  done  upon  him  by  the  Emperours,  he  l^7.eap.z$.seda 
was  let  alone  with  his  Government,  (o)  Pofiquam  (p)  jujfi  ac  (O)m  schoui. 
munimento  incolarum  contra  gentes  bellicofas  opportunior  habitus.  \p)Mjujjk 
During  the  time  of  his  fway  in  the  Ifland,  fay  the  (?)  memo- 
lies  and  records  of  our  own  Nation,  if  perchance  not  excepted  Liven,  intelligit . 
againft  ?  that  the  Scythians  having  been  formerly  invited  by  Ful-  (a) 
genius  to  oppofe  the  Emperour  S<  vents,  this  Caraufms  granted  to  ?af.

Belides,  now  we  muff  take  heed  that  from  hence,  or  the  like 
paflages,  we  do  not  with  Grangers  &  foreiners  feign  to  our  fdvts 
that  ufual  and  acknowledged  reparation  and  divifion,  wont  to 
be  for  very  many  ages  between  us  and  Scotland 3  as  Joannes  Sichar- 
dus  hath  noted  to  that  of  Eujebms  \jCaraupum  fumpta  purpura  Bri¬ 
tannia*  occupavifie.J  thefe  words.*  Hie  puf  Scotiam  ab  Anglia 
primum  divijam  ;  And  with  the  like  judgement  Henricus  Glarea - 
nus  on  Eutropius  3  when  he,  fpeaking  of  Severn*  Wall,  the  other 
very  learnedly ,  you  will  fay,  obferves  upon  him  :  &  pc  hodie 
feparatur  Scotia  ab  Anglia . 

(t)  Zotim.Hid,  ^  next  after  him  3  for  I  forbear  to  mention  Dinchfian ,  al- 
tib.  -  though  Zopmus  Q)  highly  praileshim,  for  that  OL7ia.VTV.yJ  rmv  i%etm

burgis,  dently  fence  the  whole  sy  7rv$y>is.  For  he  never 

having  been  in  Britain,the  Hiftorian  meant,  it  is  likely,  the  Em¬ 
pires  bounds  elf’e where.  And  I  may  make  neer  as  good  an  ex¬ 
cuse,  for  leaving  out  Conftantine  the  Great :  for  though  he  were 
'  fometimes  refident  here,  and  ordered  things  exceedingly  well 
in  the  Ifland,  yet  is  he  by  the  fame  Hifforian  much  traduced 
as  who  broke  down  fuch  Munitions  and  defences  as  were  for¬ 
merly  made  3  that  he  removed  the  Souldiers  from  prselidiary 
Towns  that  /food  on  the  borders, to  fuch  as  needed  no  garrifbn  3 
and  finally  laid  open  to  the  enemies  incurfions ,  fuch  as 
were  already  frequently  alarum ’d  and  affaulted  by  them.  Such 
and  more  hey  nous,  if  might  be,  are  the  criminations  wherwith 
that  lying  Hiflorian  doth  afperfe  Conftantine^  whole  parallel  in 
fuch  fuffering  in  future  ages  I  only  name  Juft  ini  an  3  a  worthy 
iJlffionT**’  Prince,  Candered  by  a  (V)  blackmouthed  relater  of  his 

dvmJbTu  great  ancJ  glorious  a&ions.

triumphs  were  every  where  extant  and  confpicuous,  and 
whofe  providence  for  the  fafety  of  the  whole  Empire  was  not 
inferior  to,  but  exceeded,  that  of  the  beft  Princes,  came  by 
free  Ele&ion  at  length  to  take  charge  of  all,  being  a  man,  both 
for  his  excellent  Natural  Endowments,  as  well  as  for  his  won- 
derfull  (lately  comelineffe,  born  and  made  to  command  the 
whole  World.  And  had  I  not  faid  enough  of  him  out  of  Mar» 
cellinus ,  I  would  recommend  to  the  ftudious  youth,  (and  yet  ( 
however  I  will  doit)  the  excellent  and  eloquent  (c)  Ora-  tiDjepani 
tion  of  the  Panegyrift,  made  to  him  perfonally  at  Rome , 
when  he  was  now  compleat  and  foie  Anguftus  3  for  in  that 
too  you  (hall  finde  his  extraordinary  care ,  for  the  Welfare 
of  (d)  Britain.  And  that  learned  Author ,  who  ever  he  W)

urn  &  fihos9  (eems  not  to  me  fo  much  to  have  direftly  ad-  crc.idmPane~ 
vifed  them ,  to  what  was  fitting  in  this  kind  for  them  to  do  5  £>r‘ 
as  to  have  exprefled  livclv  the  imitable  pradtife  and  perfor¬ 
mance  of  fo  renowned  a  Chief  and  Souldier.

need  not  to  look  for  further  proof,  out  of  theforenamed  Pane¬ 
gyric^  ,  or  elfe  out  of  Sidonius  Apollinaris ,  or  any  where  elfe,  to 
defend  our  good  Poet :  fure  I  am  there  are  far  worfe  fictions 
told  by  fome  of  our  Hiftorians  in  profe. 

I  more  hearken  after  them,  who  cry  out ,  Enough  of  this  Val - 
lunt.  There  is  more  than  fitting  faid  of  it  already.  Well  then 
beitfo.  We  will  therefore  have  the  lefs  to  fay  to  Gallio  Raven- 
t u*9  and  his  Legion,  with  the  Wall  he  built  herefor  the  Britans 
fafety  :  for  which  I  refer  you  to  Paulus  Diaconus  ,  Blandus}  and 
others.  As  I  would  alfo  have  you,  for  thofe  raifed  afterwards  by 
the  Britans  themfelves,for  the  fame  purpofe  to  go  to  Gildas  in  his 
Epifiles\n  which  you  have  the  miferies  of  thofe,  and  the  times  neer 
thereupon  lively  deferibed.  And  to  him  you  may  adde  the  Vene¬ 
rable \Bede9  who  as  is  well  known,  hath  moft  out  of  him,  in  the 
twelfth  Chapter  of  his  fir  ft  Book  of  his  Ecclejiaftical  Hiftory  of 
the  Englflj^  as  it  is  vulgarly  intituled.  As  for  Gildas  his  Latine , 
becaufe  it  is  generally  harfh  and  forced,  I  let  it  alone,  and  com¬ 
mend  the  Pleader  to  his  Englifh,  which  is  commonly  to  be  had 
in  Pauls  church-yard.  Take  Beda  then,  asfmoother,  and  eafier 
to  be  dealt  withall,  by  the  ordinary  Englifh  man,  if  ever  he 
were  at  the  Latin  School.  ccExin  Britannia,  faith  he,  omni

But  not  long  after  the  fuddcn  demolifhin  g  of  this  laft  Wall 
a  miferable  appearance  of  all  things  was  to  be  lecn  in  Britain  \ 
in  cxpreflion  of  which,good  Gildas  0) plays  the  trag£dian  5  and  r 
mentioning  their  Letters  to  the  Romans  for  aid,  which  yet 
they  fent  not,  Aetio  tertium  Conju'e,  he  tells  us  they  were  thus  Brittamte.'  ‘ 
infcribed  :  Gemitus  Britannorum ,  containing  fuch  lamentable 
complaints  as  thefe  :  Repellunt  Barbari  ad  mire ,  rcpelfit  mare  ad 
Bar  bar  os.  Inter  hac  duo  genera  funet  urn ,  ant  jugulamur ,  ant  tnergimur.  * 

This  fad  misfortune,  and  comfortlefs  condition,  happened  to 
the  Britans  during  the  Confulfhipof  Attius  the  III.  time,  and 
Symmachui  his  Collegue,  in  the  twenty  and  third  year  of  the 
Reign  of  ibeodiftus  the  younger  5  and  in  the  446  ot  Chrift$ac- 
cording  to  ( b )  Beda  out  of  him.  M-t.caf.13. 

If  any,  with  our  Q)  Camden,  following  (V)  Baronin* ,  be  of-  (0  Camden. 
fended  either  with  the  Confuls  name,  (  for  in  the  molt  copies  Brit'Pa&-77- 
of  Beda,  I  mean  not  the  belt,  you  have  Boetio  for  Aetio,  which  (d)  Baron  ^in- 
Camden  feems  to  maintain  : )  or  with  the  account  of  years  he  44 6-/e£i.  \. 
Ihall  find  Beda  juftified  and  cleared  by  the  incomparable  Ce)  V*  r  \^vrr  • 
/her.  I  fhall  adde  no  more  therefore,  after  that  I  have  ex-  ^  369T7L 
plained  and  fet  down  the  draught  and  courfe  of  th eVailuw 
here  principally  intended,  and  that  from  as  fufficient  (/) 
iv-rUnt  injpectores,  as  any  ever  beheld  it,  fince  the  firft  railing

The  courfe  of  the  Vallum  then  began  at  Blalum-Bulgium ,  or  CUren  cieul*‘ 
Bullne/s ,  by  the  Irifh  Ocean,  and  goes  along  the  Frith,  or  mouth 
of  Eden ,  by  Burgh  upon  Sands  to  Garble,  whereit  pafleth  the 
Eden ,  from  thence  it  goes  along ,  and  having  on  one  fide  the 
River  lrthing ,  it  pafleth  over  the  fmall  River  cambeck^  which 
hath  in  it  many  windings,  and  where  many  reliques  are  of  an 
old  Caftle,  afterwards  pafling  the  inking  and  Poltrojje ,  it  enters 
Northumberland ,  and  amongft  the  frequent  heaps  of  hills  hold¬ 
ing  on  along  the  river,  which  they  call  the  Southern  Tine ,  (on¬ 
ly  divided  by  the  Northern  l  ine,  making  a  breach  in  it,  where 
of  old  time  a  Bridge  was  laid  over  it:)  it  goes  on  even  to  tjje 
German  Ocean.

A  Commentary  on  Ant  oninus’s 


AD  PORTUM  RITUPIIS. 

Of  this  Station  I  have  fpoken  enough  at  the  very  begin, 
ning  of  this  Itinerary.  It  is  the  very  laft  of  this  Jmmey. 

CCCCLXXXI^M.  P.  ]  The  whole fum of  the  miles 
in  this  Journey 3  is  in  the  vulgar  Copies  of  Antoninus  481.  fet 
in  the  beginning  thereof,  and  it  is  mended  in  fome  491.  But 
neither  number  will  neer  agree  with  the  particular  if  you  fum 
them  up  together,for  they  come  to  510. Surita  the  Spaniard^ who 
ufed  good  ftore  of  Manufcripts  ,  of  which  yet  we  are  wholly 
deftitute,  brings  us  here  among  his  Var.  Lc&jones  (  for  fo  Thua - 
ww  had  rather  call  them,  then  Comment  arii,  as  himfelf  doth  :  ) 
no  help,  or  direttion  by  them.  That  no  fault  ftiould  happen 
among  fo  many  worthy  Tranfcribers,  was  a  thing  not  to  be  ex- 
petted.  But  our  good  Antoninus  hath  been  fo  unlucky 
(  which  is  the  complaint  of  all  that  have  had  to  do  with 
him  : )  as  to  be  corrupted  in  things  leaft  curable  by  the  very 
Chirons  of  Criticifm  ,  yet  moft  proclive  to  error  in  fuch  un¬ 
learned  and  heedlefs  hands,  Numbers  I  mean,  and  proper  Nantes* 
of  which  yet  he  only  confifts. 

Have  the  whole  Journey  therefore,  as  it  is  in  the  vulgar  E- 
ditions.  As  we  go  along,  we  will  take  notice  of  what  may  be 
rettified,  in  hope  to  reconcile  the  particular  numbers,  with 
the  fummary,  if  pofiibly  it  may  be.

I)  LATUM  BULGIUM.  J  This  Station  was  not  di- 
Jftant  a.  full  mile  from  Severus  Wall  3  whofe  foundations 
are  eafily  difeerned  in  Huna  at  an  ebbing  tide.  So  is  Eden  cal¬ 
led  by  Ptolemy,  by  which  this  place  of  old  ftoodj  fo  that  Ro¬ 
bert  Talbot  was  quite  out ,  feeking  for  it  by  Glota  or  Edetzbo - 
rough- Frith.  Some  part  of  the  old  name  being  yet  preferved  , 
it  is  at  this  day  called  Bulnefie  ,  which  is  Laid  to  be  but  a  very 
fmall  village,  yet  hath  it  to  Ihew  what  it  was,  a  Bulwark  yet 
remaining,  btfides  the  draught  of  the  old  Streets ,  and  antient 
Walls  3  as  our  Antiquary  witneffes  3  who  alfo  derives  Bulgjunt 
from  a  word  among  the  old  Britains  Bulch  3  fignifying  a  partiti  - 
on ,  or  Separation  3  becaufe  the  Wall  being  fome what  like  fome 

God  Terminus^  as  he  fpeaks  out  of  the  Poet  3 - *  Aujoniz 

jigmt  divortia  regni  3  or  feperates  the  Roman  power  from  the 
Teft  of  the  Ifland  not  yet  fully  reduced:  Jo/zas  simler  mi  brakes 
it  for  Aballaba  ,  a  Station  alfo  in  Cumberland  :  of  which  fee 
more  out 'oi  the  Notitia  o£  the  Weftern  Empire.  As  I  know 
not  what  Blatum  means  5  fo  I  know  that  to  read  it  Blotum  , 
With  Holyoke  is  againft  the  Authority  of  all  Copies.  This 
and  the  like  is  rioted  for  Schooles ,  that  young  men  there 
may  not  be  deceived,  what  ever  the  word  Batum  ftands 
for. 

CASTRA  EXPLORATORUM.  M  P.  XII.  ] 
The  rcmotenelleof  this  Station  from  Blatum  Bulgum  is  feve- 
rally  fet  down  :  as  X  1 1.  M.  P.  in  Aldzts ,  and  others  .*  which 
is  altered  into  X.  and  XV.  as  not  onely  appears  by  Simler  9 
but  by  the  feverali  Manufcripts  which  Surita  brings.  The 
diftance  here  however,  where  (as  I  mu  ft  ellewhere  alfo  often 
warn:)  the  way  is  not  alwaies  by  the  Ihorteft  cut,  but  molt 
an  end  by  the  more  noted  Garrifons  3  doth  fuite  well,  as  well 
from  Bulnfs ,  as  Carleil ,  to  make  it ,  as  our  Antiquary,  an 
eye-witnelfe  of  the  Situation  of  the  place,  and  that  upon  fe- 
cond  thoughts,  is  perfwaded ,  to  have  been  that  which  we 
now  call  Burgh  upon  Sands  3  for  he  waves  their  opinion,  as  be- 
lides  the  mark,  who  would  have  it  to  be  Drumbough  Caftle. 
And  we  may  alfo  negledt  Talbots  conceit ,  who  was  quite 
wide,  when  he  dreamt  this  to  be  Alata  Caftra  in  (  a  )  Ptolemy . 
CaUra  indeed  wastheufuall  word  for  a  Camp,  or  place  of  re- 
fidenceof  Souldiers.  But  th efeCaJlra  being  called  Explorato- 
rum ,  they  are  in  all  likelihood  to  be  fought  for  upon  the  Fron¬ 
tiers .  The  Grecians  called  them  otW  ipoeks,  or  Limitanca 
1 Vrbes :  as  Arijtides  the  (b  )  uratcur  3  after  whofe  time  alfo 
they  began  to  name  them , Kar^e,  or  k Oneofthefe  two 
words  mu  ft  neceffarily  be  reftored  in  (c)  Menander  the  Rhe¬ 
torician  ,  for  it  is  read  in  him  hitherto  without  any  fence, 
TUf  wKvpkw  which  being  turned  into  would  clear 

all  doubt.

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For  nought  elfe  in  t  his  place  of  the  Author  can  be  meant.  Not 
to  defraud  any  man  of  his  due  right,  the  emendation  is  learned  Cayaub  .

Many  elfe  of  this  kind  may  be  obferved  to  have  been  in  Bri¬ 
tain ,  to  watch  the  courfes  of  the  Enemy.  Befides  the  Areani, 
fpoken  of  ere  while  out  of  (e)  Marcel  linus  3  you  may  remember  ^  Marc(i  ^ 
the  Humeri  Exploratorum  mentioned  in  an  old  Stone  in  BR.E-  mp,z s. 
MEN  I  U  M  in  the  firft  Journey  beyond  the  Wall.  On  this 
fide  the  Wall  too  you  have  at  Lavatres  fub  dijpoftione  V.  Spe - 
tlabilts  Ducts-  Brit anni arum  Preeft&um  Numtri  Exploratorum. 

So  that  I  need  not  have  recourfe  to  the  South  of  the  Illand, 

to  A  D  U  R  N  I  P  O  R  T  U  S  i  where  alio  was 

ufually  a  (  f  )  Trapofitus  Humeri  Exploratorum  fub  Difpofti- 

cne  Vtri  Spe&abilis  c omit  is  Littoris  Saxonici  per  Brittan-  ocJdmis  ^ 

niam. 

The  fituation  of  the  place  is  roundabout  here,  faith  Cam - 
den ,  who  was  there,  ad  explorandum  commodijfmus^  and  gives 
good  reafon  for  it,  as  you  may  pleafe  to  fee.  To  fjpeak  a 
word  or  two  at  large  my  felf  to  the  youth  concerning  thefe 
Exploratores.

As  Cumberland ,  of  all  the  (hires  we  have,  is  accounted  the 
beftfurnifhed  with  Roman  Antiquities,  fodoth  this  portion  of 
it  hereabouts  fupply  us  with  the  knowledge  of  fomewhatin  our 
affairs,  whereof  in  books  there  is  altum  fiUntium .  As  fome  mat¬ 
ters  of  Commodus  the  Emperour.  Firft  Fufcianut  II.  Silanus  II. 
Coff,  Then  how  Atticus  and  Pr£textatus  being  Coff,  under  Gordi - 
that  Nonnius  Pkilipput  was  Proprietor  or  Legate  in  Britain,  and 
JEmilms  Crifpinu /,  an  African,  was  Commander  of  the  Ala  Au - 
gujla  Gordiana,  Next  there  may  be  feen  Injcrtptions  to  Ad  Juli- 
ut  Philippus  the  Emperour  ,  and  his  Son  3  neither  the  fame  with 
Gordians  Legat  here  :  yet  both  fucceeded  in  the  Empire. 
There  were  found  Infcriptions  alfo  to  fome  Topicall  Gods  3  as 
(t)nde  clarifs.  (  r  )  Deo  Sanfto  Belatucadro,  and  Deo  Ceai  :  of  which  in  another 
Seidcn.  ve  vis  place  better. 

Tc^tT'  LUGII VALLUM  M.  P.  XII.]  That  Luguvallum 
here,  or  Lugubalia  among  the  Monks,  was  Carleil0  is  paft  all 
doubt^  by  the  affirmation  of  all  ages  down  along.  The  diffe¬ 
rence  in  the  names  hath  already  been  fatisfied  for,  as  where  you 
(0  v-  fay  Ballum  tor  Vallum ,  and  if)  elfewhere  too.  So  there  will 
nvMitm. i.  be  no  troub)e  about  that.  But  rather  about  the  origination  of 

the  name,  wherein  Leland  doth  fowly  boggle,  and  yet  not  * 
clearly  expedite  himfelf.  Camden  fome  deal  better  ,  as  who  was 
far  more  skilled  in  learned  Antiquities.  He  then  deduces  it 
from  the  famous  Vallum  neer  which  it  was,  an  &  Lugos,  or  fuch 
a  like  word,  which  fignifies a  Tower,  and  concludes  it  fo,  by 
ft)  Viol  Geog.  comparing  (7)  Ptolemy  with  (y)  Pomponius Mtla.  For  in  thefor- 
rV  ve  raer  P^ace  ca^ed  Atf*©-Au3/Ks-if,  is  in  the  later  named 

fitK  Orbis.il  u  (pc’)  Turrit  Augufli.  So  that  Luguvallum  muff  fignify  the  Tower

And  truly  as  many  Cities  of  Gaul  and  Britain  as  end  in  Durifm  , 
and  there  are  not  a  few,  are  found  placed  upon  hills,  or  riling 
ounds  The  Grecians  called  fuch  kind  of  higher  places  Bnvis , 
which  word  the  Grammarians  0)  out  of  Herodotus  fay  ,  is  Liby¬ 
an  See  more  in  (V )  Eufiathius  upon  Homer .  But  much  rather 

do*I  like  that  which  is  to  be  had,  fet  before  the  Itineraries  pub- 
lifhed  by  Andr.Schottus  being  a  Ihort  gloflary  out  of  P.  Pithrfus 
Library,  expounding  certain  Gallique  words,  among  which  you 
have  Lu$dunrm9  Defideratus  mons  ,  wherein  you  have  likewifc 
the  tignificarion  of  Dunum  afferted  and  made  good,  for  though 

other  Writers  confent  not  with  Plutarch ,  concerning  the  dedu¬ 
ction  of  the  former  part  of  the  name,  as  we  fee,  and  may  do 
alfo  by  Htnrtcnt  Benedtfius  Aitijfiodorenfts ,  who  wrote neer eight 
hundred  yearsagone,  in  the  age  of  Carolus  Calms ,  in  (a)  the  life 
of  St.  Germany  in  thefe  verfes.

ding  it  bn  Such  being  the  lituation  of  the  place.  Now  (djstrJ.ec^ 
whereas  it  cannot  be  deny ed ,  but  that  Lugnvallum  was  a  Sta-  lth.iv. 
tion  or  place  neer  the  Vaitum9  give  me  leave  to  fpeak  freely  what 
I  think  of  it,namely  that  Ms partianus  in  the  life  of  Severn  s  doth 
intend  no  other  Manfion  but  it,  in  thefe  words.  PoSlMurum  out 
Vallum  mifium  in  Britannia ,  quum  ad  proximam  Manfionem 
redsret  nonfolum  Victor,  fedetiam  in  £ttrnum  pace  jundata,  vol- 
vens  animOy  quid  o  minis Jfbi  occuneret  5  Ait ht ops  quidam  e  numero 
militari  &c.  The  very  lituation  leads  me  to  think,  that  he 
means  none  other  by  that  Proximam  Mmfionem  9  then  Lugnual- 
lum  or  Carleil.  Befides,  that  which  mainly  induces  me  to  be* 
leeve  fo,  is  that  the  Sixth  Legion ,  having  difpatched  the  fervice 
Severus  fet  them  upon,  the  rearing  of  the  Wall,  left  behind  them 
here  a  remembrance  of  themfelves,  yet  to  be  feen,  in  large  s*nd 
flpumi  Characters.

There  is  to  be  feen  here  like  wife  another  Infcription  ,  but  of 
a  later  age,  made  to  prefervethe  memory  of  Marcus  Trojaaus, 
fet  up  by  his  Deareji  Wife  ,  which  they  that  will ,  may  fee  in 
Camden, 

About  the  times  of  William  II.  William  of  Malmesbury ,  fpea- 
king,  hath  thefe  Words.  Vtfum  er at  triclinium  Komannm  ex  la - 
pidibus  fornieibus  concameratumi  quod  nulla  unquam  tempefiatum 
contumclia3  autignium  farnma  labefa&ari  potuit2  incujus  f route  in - 
fcriptumcrat  M  A  R  1 1  VICTORIA  E.  The  Wits  of  the 
former  age,  did  feverally  exercife  themfelves,  to  know  what 
the  meaning  might  be  $  fome  contending  it  belonged  to  Arvi « 
ragus ,  who  in  the  Britifh  ftory  iscalled  Marius  $  others  thought 
it  that  *  Marius ,  who  in  Gallienus  his  time  was  faluted  Empe¬ 
rour.  But  much  amifs.  Our  Antiquary  informs  us  that  the 
belt  Copies  of  Malmesbury  had  written  MARTI  VICT  O- 
R  I ;  and  that  he  likes  beft  ,  as  I  doalfo.  Such  Infcriptions 
are  not  difficultly  to  be  come  by  every  where.  And  having  no 
Manufcripts  of  Malmesbury  at  hand,  I  muft  be  content .  So 
much  therefore  of  Luguvallum  fhall  belaid  at  this  time.  Adding 
thisonely,  that  Lngubalta  ,  from  which  contra&ed  the  Saxons 
name*  Luef,  by  which  they  called  this  Town,  was  written  at 
the  Monks  pleafure,  with  a  fingle  or  double  L.  but  the  later  is 
the  beft.  The  Reader  I  hope  will  of  himfelf  take  notice  of  the 
Enallage generis  ;  and  why,  with  others,  I  refer  him  not  to  Lu- 
copib/a  in  Ptolemy ,  he  (hall  know,  when  I  come  to  it. 


V  O  R  E  D  A  M.  P.  X 1 1 1 1.  ]  The  diftance  of  this  Stati¬ 
on  from  Luguvallum  (though  along  while  I  thought  it  to  be  inr 
certapojitionis  and  that  for  the  very  names  fake  it  felf:)  is  fuch 
that  I  can  better  confute  Talbot  in  afligning  where  it  was,  then 
pofidvely  affirm  any  thing  my  felf.  He  would  have  it  be  Ptor 
(emies  *<)&*,  far  away  remote  among  the  Venicontes ,  a  people  in 
old  time  of  that  we  now  call  Scotia9  which  he  with  others  fay 
wa sNewcaffle  3  but  that  too  is  too  too  much  diftant,  then  that 
it  can  agree  with  the  number  of  miles  fet  down  here.  But  more 
of  that  God  willing  to  Ptolemy . 

Camden  in  his  Catalogue  of  the  antient  Cities  of  Britain,  fets 
down  to  this  J  oreda3  old  Pcrith  ,  and  faies  nothing  elfe  of  *it  in 
his  great  work  5  of  which  I  know  not  what  to  fay,  but  that  it 
was  an  i^-npta,  pntuvtxov  of  his:  for  Old  Pcrith  is  elfe  where  cal¬ 
led 
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led  by  him  Petriantt,  mentioned  in  the  Notitia,  called  fo  either 
from  the  river  of  a  like  name  running  neer  or  from  the  Ala  Pe~ 
trianj.  refiding  there,  as  is  to  be  feen  by  an  old  Infcription3 which 
might  occafion  the  alteration  of  the  name  Voreda  into  Petriana , 

I  lilt  not  here  to  determine.  However  look  for  Petriana  as  you 
were  before  directed. 

The  learned  Fulk^  will  have  Pore  da.  to  have  been  Wede - 
ruud  3  not  without  fome  kindeof  agnomination  5  butbecaufe 
I  know  where  it  hath  its  being  9  I  will  fay  no  more  of  it. 

BROVONACIS.  M  P.  XIII.  3  So  here.  But  in  the 
fift  Journey  Brocavo  5  as  Talbot  and  Sunt  a  read  it,  but  Brocovo  , 
as  Aldus  and  Sirnler .  They  are  both  the  fame  Manfion  :  for  in 
both  Journeys  you  findeit  between  Luguvalhm  and  Verter &  5  fa- 
ving  that  here  Voreda  interpofes  between  it,  and  Lugtwallum .  Yet 
is  not  Talbots  conclufion  fo  fure  :  (/)  Porroqu#  hie  ejl  Voreda  , 

inter  Brovonacas,  &  Lugu valium,  ttlic  eft  omrjfa  5  &numeriaut  Vftmi 
hie  ant  illic  funt  mendoft ,  &  drpravati.  Nam  cum  hjc  Jit  Lugu-  itjner .  Ms. 
valio  Voredam,  XIV.  &  Voreda  Brovonacas  XIII.  ft  in  fttm - 
mam  redigas ,habebis.  XXVII.  guamabrem  aut  slltc ejfe  debet  Bro- 
vo.  Lugu  valium  XXVII.  ant  hie  duo  particularts  numeri  funt 
minuends ,  aut  certe  eorum  alter  5  fie  ut  Jimul  unit i  non  nft  XXV.- 
faciant.  For  fome  miles  may  be  gained,  in  not  taking  in  a 
Town  by  the  way,  but  dire&ly  going  on.  For  they  ufually 
marched  not  ftrait  forward,  but  wheeled  about  fometimes,  as 
we  fee  plainly  j  according  as  their  occafions  required.  In  the 
V.  Journey  Talbot  would  have  it  read  Brovo,  the  fyllable  ca  be¬ 
ing  fuperflucus,  Debet que  ep,  faith  he,  Brovo,  quod  ejl  brevia- 
turn  pro  wtegro  Brovonacis  Itin.  II.  That  it  was  the  fame  Station 
with  Brocovicus  in  the  Notitia ,  our  Harrifon  hath  obferved  after 
Simler  5  but  both  are  overfeen  in  the  name.  But  plainly  it  was 
the  fame  Station  with  Bravoniacum  there,  where  it  is  alfo  pla¬ 
ced  next  to  Vertera,  as  not  only  Sunta,  Camden ,  and  Panciroluf 
(  who  ami fs  names  it  Broconraeumj  have  obferved  :  but  even 
the  matter  it  felf  tells  us.  The  very  words  of  the  Notitia  are: 

Sub  dijp'jitrone  V.  Spe&abilis  Ducis  Britanniarum  Prtffe&us  Numeri 
Defenjorum  Braboniaco.  At  this  day  it  is  called  Brougham  in  IVeft- 
merland ,  in  which  fome  reliques  of  theold  name  yet  remain. 

Befides  Roman  Coyns  here  often  digged  up,  it  is  taken  notice  of 
for  an  antient  Camp  or  Caftra  ?  other  Antiquities  age  it  felf  hath 
confirmed.

with  other  Streams.  Now  it  is  decayed  into  a  fmall  village,  and 
its  name  is  turned  among  us  into  Burgh.  For  our  Countrey  men 
call  it  Burgh  under  Stanemore  3  or  as  our  Monks  name  it  Burgus 
fubSaxeto.  Vegetius  (  b  )  tells  us  that  under  thelater  Empe- 
rourSj  fmall  Caftles,  convenient  for  Warsand  well  ftored  with 
Corn  for  provifion ,  began  to  be  called  *  Burgz  s  and  that  the 
Burgundians  had  their  name  from  living  in  fuch,  (c")  Vaulus  Oroji- 
ur  is  fufficient  Author.  Burgundionum  quvque  novorum  koftwm 
nommnotmn ,  qui  plufquam  oftoginta  millia  ut  ferunt  armatorum 
rip*  Rheni  fluminis  infederunt.  Hos  ,  quindam  jubatfa  interiore 
Germania  &  Drufo  &  Tibcrio,  adopt ativis  filiis  Csefaris  ,  per 
cajira  difpofitos  ,  aiunt  in  magnam  coaluijje  gentem9  atque  it  a  etiam. 
nomen  ex  opere  prtjUmpfiJJe  ,  quia  crebra  per  limitem  habitacula 
conftituta  3  Burgos  Vutgo  meant :  eortimque  ejfe ,  pr<£validam  & 
perniciofam  manum9  Gallic  hodieque  tejles  funt :  Camden  does  boldly 
allure  that  this  Burgh  was  this  Ter/er*  3  both  in  regard  of  the 
exa Ct  diftancefrom  the  next  Stations  on  both  fides  Brovoniac*  , 
and  Lavatra,  our  miles  being  refolved  into  the  Italickj  as  alfo 
becaufe  it  Hands  upon  the  HighlVay,  whofe  ridge  here  plainly 
appears.  The  Notitia  alfo  of  the  We  if ,  mentions  this  Station: 
Bub  difpofitione  Vir /  fpe&abihs  Ducts  Brittanniarum  PrafeCfus  Hume¬ 
ri  Direttorum  Verterit.  The  name  of  this  Station  in  the  Notitia 
had  quite  perifhed,  had  it  not  been  recovered  out  of  this  places 
for  before  it  was  Veneris,  Veterum,  without  fenfe  or  probabili¬ 
ty  of  tolerable  meaning.  But  finding  it  here  it  feems  to  me  to 
havelafted  lo  long,  till  the  Roman  power  expired  in  the  I- 
land. 

LAVATRIS.  M.  P.  X 1 1 1 1.  ]  The  Military  Port  way 
hence  tending  fomewhat  more  Southernly  3  brings  you  to  old 
Lauatris ,  as  it  is  called  here.  So  in  the  V.  Journey  it  is  Leva - 
tris  3  yet  the  fame  diltance  there  between  Ferteris  and  it,  exa<3> 
ly  as  is  here.  That  which  principally  fhews  forth  its  Antiqui¬ 
ty  is  a  brave  Stone  (  fuch  fare  the  Par fon  and  Parifh  thought 
it,  when  they  ufed  it  for  an  Altar  in  their  Church  :  )  found 
out  there inferibed  to  Hadrian  the  Emperour  thus :

There  was  another  Infcription  likewife  taken  up  here,  but 
fomewhat  maimed  3  yet  thereby  it  appears  that  I.  Cohort  of 
the  Thracians  refided  here  under  the  command  of  one  F.rontinus, 
Neither  left  they  the  Iiland  fo.  For  again  under  Sevtrus  we 
find  in  the  lame  place,  that  the  fame  Cohort  who  are  faid  to 
have  rebuilt  the  Bath  there  confumed  with  fire  under  the  over- 
fight  and  care  of  Pal.  Fronto  Commander  of  a  wing  of  the  (  e  ) 
Pet/ones  (  a  people  of  Spain  :  )  (d)  Finns  Lupus  being  at  that 
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time  Legat  or  Proprietor.  The  dedication  of  this  piece 
of  Antiquity  is  DEjE  FOR  TUN  AS.  If  any 
doubt  concerning  the  word  Ballineum,  let  them  have 
recourfe  to  (e  )  Sofipater,  (/)  Aldu<9 and  others.  Much 
Jefs  let  him  marvel  tofind  Baths  in  garrifoned  Towns, 
who  fhall  take  notice  of  fuch  infinite  numbers  of  them 
both  publick  and  private,  in  (  g )  Rome,  whofe  exam¬ 
ple  was  every  where  propofed  abroad  to  imitate,  but 
notalwaiesin  theufeof  Baths ;  Strider  times  and  Com¬ 
manders  fometimes  forbad  them,  and  would  not  ad* 
mit  them  either  for  cleanltnefs  or  healths  fake.  For 
(  h  )  Voiy&tus  fpeaking  of  Scipio ,  and  his  redraint  of 
corrupt difcipline  in  his  Army,  telis  us,  he  forbad  that 
not  any  body  fhould  either  ufe  a  Jilver  drinking  cup,  or 
bathing  among  them.  And  (i)  Xiphtlin  in  his  Epitome 
of  Dio  relates  concerning  Caracala ,  that  affeding  a  Tee¬ 
ming  aufterity  he  marc iizng  along  with  the  Souldiers  never 
made  lift  of  any  Bath.  And  hence  is  that  of  (4) 
ehryjoftov/e .  the  Souldier  minding  Baths ,  is  cettjured  m 
one  that  runs  aVPayprom  his  colours.  And  that  judgement 
of  th eWifefl  (/)  Hiftorian  concerning  the  more  civiliz¬ 
ed  Britains,  and  reduced  to  the  Roman  fafhion  of  fea- 
ftingand  bathing  is  very  home  and  free.  *  Forafter 
that,  faith  he ,  our  attire  grew  to  be  in  account,  and 
the  Gown  much  ufed  among  the  Britains  :  Paulatimque 
difceftum  ad  delinimenta  vitiorum #  portions ,  balnea ,  eft* 

convitionwt  elegantiam  idqite  apud  impentos  humamtas  vo- 
cabatur ,  cum  pars  Jervitntis  eft  it.  There  is  farther  men¬ 
tion  of  this  Station  as  in  the  NolitiaOccidentis :  Sub  di- 
fpofitioue  Viri  Spcttabilis  Cuds  Brit anni arum  Praftffus  Nun/eri 
Exploratorum  Lavatns ,  of  whom  before  1  have  given  noticei 
And  yet  our  learned  Antiquary,  though  his  mind  run  too  much 
upon  the  Balimum  here  vi  ignis  ex  uftum ,  had  rather  deduce  the 
name  of  the  Manfion  from  Laver ,  a  dream  that  runs  by  very 
neer,  then  a  Lavatris.  However  he  is  confident  upon  good 
reafons,  the  fit  didance  from  the  next  place  already  fpo- 
ken  of,  and  his  finding  it  upon  the  Military  Way ,  to  af¬ 
firm  that  it  is  at  this  day  called  Bowes  :  but  the  reafons  fbt 
the  name  ,  1  had  rather  you  diould  have  from  him  theri  rrie  : 
and  indeed,  which  is  my  rudicity,  I  linderdand  not  old  Britifii 
or  Wdftjfo  well.  :  4  ^  '  r;!

Attamen 
in  Campo  Dono  (  ubi  nunc  ettam  villa  Regia  erat )  fecit  Bafelicam 3 
quam  pojimodum  paganii  a  quibus  Ed  winus  R<x  occtfus  efe3  cum  tot  a 
tadern  villa  fuccenderunt .  But  he  writes  it  with  a  P.  in  the  fecond 
fy liable,  as  Strabo  writes  KapTtl'hw,  which  Munfier  renders  Cam- 
pidona ,  that  City  of  Vinddicia  which  in  Ftoltmy  is  called  Ka^fio- 
favov :  moreover  Beda  divides  the  word  Campo-dona3  whence  it 
is  that  of  old  K.  Alfred.  B atnKivi  r  K&Tt&S  r  iixmnsy  who 
tranffated  his  Ecclefiaftical  Hiftory  into  the  £*.*0#  or  old  Englifh 
language  above  DCCG.  years  agone,  renders  it  Dona-pel&a  3 
although  it  was  written  in  the  Manufcript  Copy  of  Beday 
which  was  in  the  hands  of  that  excellent  Divine  ,  Do&or 
Samuel  lVard3  Profeflor  at  Cambridge ,  Campadono 5  as  we  are 
taught  by  our  Learned  Friend  Abraham  Wheelocke  5  the  Pro- 
feffor  of  Arabic 4  at  Cambridge 3  and  publick  Library  keeper 
there. 

In  Ptolemy  amongft  the  Cities  of  the  Brigantes  it  is  printed 
KctiMKoJ'vvov  *  Camulodunum  ,  for  which  in  the  Palatine  Copie  you 
have  k ctfiwochw  3  fo  that  none  now  may  wonder  with  (  r  )  Or-  ^onlms  ™ 
telius  whence  Ferdinand.  Pintianus  had  that  reading.  Which  here. 
Ortelus  notwithftanding  not  onely  much  thinks  amiffe,  where-  ^i*Gwgrqb 
in  he  takes  this  Cambodunum  hereto  be  the  fame  with  (/)  ( f) vin^tiat. 
Tlinies  Camulodunum ,  which  he  faith  was  diftant  from  Mona  HiflMb.i.tjs* 
about  C  C.  miles  :  but  alfo  that  he  affirms  that  Talbot 5  and 
a  man  of  fingular  learning,  as  he  calls  him,  William  Camden  5 
did  think  that  it  was  of  old  time  called  Weft-chefeer.  For 
Camdens  part  he  thought  long  agoe  that  the  Situation  of  this 
Cambodunum  was  in  old  timeneer  the  right  hand  bank  of  the 
River  Colder  in  Tor^fhire  by  Almondbury ,  and  that  from  the 
diftance  on  one  fide  from  Mancunium ,  on  the  other  fide  from 
C alcana ,  which  Antoninus  himfelf  fets  down.  Neer  this  vil¬ 
lage,  faith  he,  Cambodunum  fate,  upon  an  hill  fufficiently 
enough  fteep,  to  which  there  was  no  accefl'e ,  but  upon  one 
fide  onely :  on  it  were  fomc  ruines  of  Walls ,  and  manifeft 
fignes  of  a  Camp.  But  Secula  vicerunt 3  as  the  (t)  Poet  (t)MdMaL lit, 
faies.  That  it  was  indeed  feated  upon  an  Hill  the  very  name  7*%*  180 
fufficiently  fhewcs,  for  all  Towns ,  for  the  moft  part  begin¬ 
ning  or  ending  in  Dunum ,  are  placed  upon  Hills.  For  in 
the  old  Ga!licl{  Tongue,  the  fame  with  our  Brit  if)  3  Dunum 
fignifies  75V  a  hill  or  rifingpeice  of  ground  ^  as  I  have 

efe  while  told  you  out  of  Plutarch.  ,

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In  the  fir  ft  Saxon  time?  it  flouriffied  in  great  honour,  as  the 
place  before  brought  out  of  Eeda  fufficiently  witneffeth.  But 
whereas  he  writes  that  the  Church  which  Paulinns  built ,  and 
dedicated  to  Saint  Alban  (  whence  the  place  was  called  Alban - 
burys  at  this  time  corrupted  into  Almondbury  :  )  was  burnt  by 
the  Pagans.  Camden  who  was  an  eye- witnefs  affirms  that  to 
this  day  the  colour  of  burning  remains  in  the  (tones.  William 
Fully  Antoninus  to  Cambodurmm  had  Camborough  noted  :  of  which 
place  yets  as  unknown,  we  can  fodainly  determine  nothing. 

MAN  UC IO.  M.  P.  XVIII.  ]  The  reading  of  the  name 
of  this  Station  is  very  diverfe.  Manucio  here.  Otherwife  Mam- 
mrtcioi  Mintmuncao ,  Mamutio ,  Manutio ,  Mancimo ,  as  may  be 
feen  out  of  Suritamd  others,  in  whom  yet  there  is  no  difference 
in  matter  of  diftance  of  the  Miles :  and  in  the  X.  Journey  there 
is  another  Station  fet  before  it,  there  is  the  right  name  of  it  to 
be  found  Mancunio  :  of  which  fee  there.  It  is  doubtlefs  neer 
Marchefterm  Lancajhire  ,  which  though  it  be  faid  to  belong  to 
the  old  Brigantes ,  yet  was  not  Mancunium  one  of  their  (u) 
tTrmiMt  toW,  for  wemifsitin  Ptolemy  and  we  may  judge  it  to 
be  that  which  at  this  day  we  call  Manc  iple,  aPaiknterthe 
Town  belonging  fometimes  to  the  Earl  of  Derby ,  where  are  to 
be  feen  anttqui  propugnacult  radices  cjuaurata  jorma  5  al though  our 
Antiquary  is  unwilling  to  (ay  fo  much  becaufe  of  its  angnftum 
Jpacium  or  narrow  continent.  Dr.  Dee  the  famous  Interpreter 
of  luclide ,  who  lived  there  communicated  to  our  h  arned  Anti¬ 
quary  what  Monuments  of  the  Roman  times  remained,  found 
there:  among  which  one  mentions  the  firfl  (*')  Cohort  of  the 
Friftngenjes ,  who  it  feems  refided  fometimes  here:  thofe  in 
him  you  may  fee.  Nor  have  I  ought  elfe  to  (ay  to  it,  fave  that 
Maunguid  or  Mauchguid  in  Ninnws  his  Catalogue  of  Briiifh  Cins 
of  therecenfionof  the  Incomparable  *  Dr.  Vjher ,  and  compa¬ 
red  with  the  be(t  Manufcripts  is  by  him  thought  to  be  Mmcmi- 
nm  :  in  cafe  it  be  not  rather  Manduejjedum  in  Warwickshire ,  or 
Mancheftcr ,  which  he  feems  more  enctined  unto. 

CON  DATE.  M.P.  XVIII.  ]  Congleton  is  a  Town  gene¬ 
rally  noted  in  Chcjhire.  That  it  hath  its  (binding  where  Condate , 
celebrated  of  old  by  Antoninus  XX.  miles  from  Dcva,  had  its  be¬ 
ing  is  unanimoufly  agreed  upon  by  Talbot s  Camden,  and  others  , 
as  we  fee  ^  fave  that  Dr«  F«/4  hath  fet  down  to  it  St  an  dip  a 
Town  it  fhould  feem  not  far  from  thence.  As  for  Condate  there 
is  great  probability  that  it  was  in  antient  times  a  Colony  deduced 
from  Condate  \n  Gallia,  on  the  hither  fide  of  it*  It  was  a  place 
famous  for  the  Exequies  of  Saint  Martin  ;  for  (*)  Sidpictu*  Se¬ 
vern;  is  our  Author :  Ilium  apud  (b  )  Condatenfem  Di&’cejis  Juts 
vicum  excejjjfje  e  vita ,  that  he  dyed  at  Condate  a  Town  of  his 
own  Dioccfie.  Ptolemy  afiigns  the  (ituation  of  it  more  plainly 
calling  it  Koi  c^te  in  Rbedonitus ,  and  it  was  by  the  Ugtris  or  toir.

hat  the  Twentieth  Legion  was  in  the  Vpper  Britain  in  his  time  j 
That  they  xvtre  in  the  opinion  of  fonts  called  the  Valeriani  •  but  that 
in  his  judgement  the  T  wentieth  Legion  was  not  ever  generally  called 
Valeriana,  no  not  to  his  dales.  The  learned  (/)  Savile  to  whom  (  Savillib, 
a!fo  this  pJace  in  Dio  favoured  of  fome  corruption*  tells  us  from 
it  (  tor  he  can  mean  none  elfc  :  )  that  there  were  two  Legions  tmbus, 
of  that  name  continued  from  Augustus  I.  to  his  time,  which 
whether  it  be  the  meaning  of  the  words  you  (ee,T  leave  to  others 
to  judge,  I  am  fure  there  are  neither  two  Vicejjimse  ,  or  a  Vale n 
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j-  riana  Legio  among  the  old  ones,  thatappear  in  a  (g)  Column 
^rtmadTacium  *yet  remaining  at  Rome  ,  or  any  newer  recenfion  of  them.  How- 
aiiofque.  ever  the  Roman  Antiquaries,  very  knowing  men,  of  late  have 
impofed  it  upon  our  belief.,  that  (  h  )  Vigefima  Valeriana  &  Vi- 
(h )io.in.Ro/i-  ftrjx  jn  Britannia  fupenori  verfabatur  ,  and  this  is  done  hand  over 
Ro>n! U0H4.  head  9  never  minding  withall  the  Hiftorians  words  ,  who  was 
bound  in  a  double  refped,  both  as  a  learned  man,  and  then  as 
a  Con ful,  not  to  be  ignorant  of  what  he  (aid.  Of  the  division 
of  Britain  into  Vpper  and  Lower  here  mentioned ,  we  have  faid 
*  in  eeora-  *  enough  before  out  of  this  fame  Dio ,  and  Hcrodian.  As  for  the 
Infcription  found  among  us,  although  I  think  not  made  ufe  of 
by  thefe  Antiquaries,  I  will  make  fuch  anfwer  as  may  be  receiv¬ 
ed  for  very  good  and  fufficient.

For  the  lecond  V.  meaneth  nothing  elfe,  as  can  be  proved  by  Va¬ 
lerius  Probus9  or  any  other  examples  to  be  produced  from  any 
where  elfe  j  fo  that  we  cannot  think  chat  Vderiana  is  intended 
(a)  cafaub .  ad  thereby.  Again  the  learned  (a)  Ca>aubom  judgement  is  of  this 
Spartian.Didi -  place  of  D/V,tbat  though  he  with  others  admit  of  two  Vzcejfim<e 
nm  ittlianum.  ng  ones  ,  whereof  the  orie  had  their  Camp  in  the  Upper  Ger¬ 
many 2  but  was  named  by  few,  and  before  Grm.tny  Xy lander 
leaves  out  *V« ;  yetdothhenotprefs  upon  us  that  either  were 
called  Valeriana ,  there  being  none  fuch,  as  we  faid,  to  be  found 
any  where.  And  therefore  Camdw  faid  truly,  where  he  tells 
us  that  they  who  call  the  XX.  Bntannicam ,  atque  Valerianam 
Vi&rzcem ,  do  faljo  dir  ere  :  ,but  that  to  them  he  addes  alfo  Va- 
lentem ,  that  Meed  I  marvel  at,  when  as  himfelf  had  the  ferious 
view  of  this  ftonc. 

That  cheJler  flourifhed  with  the  Honour  of  a  Colony ,  if  the 
authorities  which  I  have  already  produced  were  not  fuffici¬ 
ent,  I  coufd  prove  it  by  a  Coyn  of  Septimius  Geta  the  Son 
of  Sever  us ^  which  is  in  our  learned  Antiquary,  and  on  the  ad% 
verfe  fide  whereof  you  have  thefe  Chara&ers :

But  I  would  that  other  Teftimonies  of  the  antiquity  and  glo¬ 
ry  of  the  place  came  from  fuch  abetters  as  could  caufe  a  belief 
in  us,  as  well  as  we  are  prepared  to  hear  any  thing  that  might 
enlarge  its  luftre  and  fame.  Such  I  mean  as  our  Monks  are.  A- 
along  whom  W zlliam  of  Malmesbury  deferves  the  principal  pi  ice:

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Hear  the  molt  honoured  (b)  Selden  in  his  Annotations  upon  ^ sdden  ad 
the  Volyolbion :  fcC  You  have  largely  in  that  our  moft  learned  Am  Tolyolb.cant. 

<c  tiquary,  the  caufe  of  this  name  Caer  legion  from  the  Tents  of  XL 
<c  Roman  Legions,  there,  about  Veipaftans  time.  I  will  onely 
5c  note ,  that  Ldxnd  hath  long  fince  found  fault  with  ( c  )  Willi¬ 
am  of  Malmesbury ,  for  affirming  it  fo  called,  quod  zbi  Emeriti  ^  de 
Legionum  julianaritm  refedere  :  whereas  it  is  plain  that  Julies  GcJl.Fonti.i 
cfijar  never  came  neer  this  Territory.  Perhaps  by  Julius  ^  he 
meant  Agricola  (  then  Lieutenant  here)  fo  named,  and  then 
<c  is  the  imputation  laid  on  that  belt  of  the  Monks,  unjuft :  to 
help  it  with  reading  Militarium  for  Julianarum3  as  the  printed 
book  pretends,  I  find  not  fufficiently  warrantable,  inrefpett 
that  my  Manuscript  is  very  antient,  as  neer  Malmesbury  s  time 
as  ( it  feems )  may  be,  and  heretofore  belonging  to  the  Prio« 
c:  ry  of  St.  Augujlims  in  Canterbury ,  evidently  perfwades  thQ 
contrary. 

Now  if,  as  it  fares  among  good  fellows,  our  Monks  might 
pafs  their  words  one  for  another ,  then  would  not  Malmesbury 
want  a  furety  and  witnels  for  what  he  faiesof  Julius  Caefars  ha¬ 
ving  fome  knowledge  of  Chtfter  :  it  is  Ranu'phus  Cefirerfis*  who 
tells  you  of  his  coyn  dig’d  up  there/  Viee  funt  hie  fubterrane£ 
lapideo  opere  wirabiliter  tejiudineat£3  triclinia  coacamerata ,  infculpti  hf  Vcljehro* 
lapides  pr&grandcs  antiquorum  nomina  praferentes3  hie  &  numijma*  mC°* 
la  Julii  Caefaris  aliorumqui  iUufirium  injeriptione  injignita  quando - 
quejunteffojfia. 

But  they  are  onely  fit  to  ftudy  Arcadique  Antiquities,  who 
hold  us  in  hand  that  this  Ckejhr ,  by  the  Britifh  called  Caerlegion , 
or  Catr  Lheonur  dour  divy3  [_  i.  e.  The  City  of  Legion  upoi^the  River 
Dee.  ]  was  fo  najned  from  a  Gyant  the  builder  thereof,  I  nor 
they  knew  not  who  he  was,  or  when  he  lived,  or  indeed  whe¬ 
ther  he  came  down  out  of  the  Moon,  or  no.  Far  more  learned¬ 
ly  have  the  Spaniards  done,  who  enquiring  for  the  Antiquity  of 
that  Town  which  gave  name  to  the  Ringdome  of  Leon  among 
them,  and  particularly  from  the  Seventh  Roman  Legion  quar¬ 
tering  there  under  the  Emperour  fSerpa.  And  indeed  Roger  a 
good  Monk  of  chefter p  being  afhamed  of  fuch  fabulous  narra¬ 
tions  as  aferibe,  and  truly  he  might ,  the  origen  of  his  City  to 
other  than  Roman  beginning.*  hear  him  :  Tntuenti  funda- 
menta  lapidum  in  mis  enormium  vzdetur  potius  jt  Romano,  five 
Gzganteo  labony  quam  Eritannico  {udore  fundata?  •*> 

But  in  very  good  earneft,  the  moft  famous  Cities  of  Europe , 
as  is  before  proved,  taking  their  original  from  Roman  Camps 
and  Stations,  it  is  moft  probable,  not  to  fay  fure,  that  Devatoz 
chefier  here  had  fuch  beginning  :  for  that  the  Roman  Souldiers 
were  better  builders  than  Gyant  s  we  may  be  all  very  confident* 

But  at  what  time  precisely  it  became  fo,  that  fhall  be  our  en* 
quiry.  We  are  then  to  feek  at  what  time  they  firft  arrived  in 
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thelfland.  We  find  mention  of  them  before  in  Tacitut s  fpeaking 
of  them  in  the  Lower  Germany  ,  and  their  boiftcrous  behaviour 
there."  and  this  could  not  be  long  before  their  coming  hither. 
So  he  in  his  firfl  Anna),  in  "i  iberius  time  :  Trimim  ac  Vicellimam 
Legioms  Gecina  Legatus  in  civitatem  Ubiorum  reduxit,  turpi 
agntine ,  cum fifci  de  Imperative  raptj  inter figna  mtcrquc  aquilas  ve- 
hercntur.  You  have  heard  even  now  that  Sclden  faies,  they  were 
here  about  Pe/pajians  time.  Our  great  Antiquary  Camden  writes, 
that  they  were  conveyed  hither  in  Galbas  fecond  Confulfhip 
with  T//«/  Pining  which  being  troublefome  both  to  the  Confu- 
lar  and  Piaetorian  Legates,  at  length  received  from  Vejpafun3 
Julius  Agriccla  for  their  Governour,  and  fate  down  in  this  City, 
after,  as  he  thought,they  had  Iain  heavy  upon  the  necks  of  the 
Ordovtces.  But  before  this  in  Nero's  time  we  find  their  good  fer- 
vice  in  the  memorable  overthrow  which  the  valiant  Suetonius 
Taut: ms  his  Proprietor  gave  to  the  number  lefle  forces  under 
Queen  ’Boadtcia .  Read  Tacitus  after  her  death,  almofl  in  the 
v«ry  next  words,  and  before  he  mentions  the  Vexillarii  Ficcjji* 
mani.  Afttrward  the  fame  Tacitus  tells  us  in  another  place, 
that  Rofcius  Cozlius  w>as  Legate  of  the  XX.  Legion  3  a  bold  man , 
that  out  baffitd  the  then  Proprietor  here,  Trebeltius  Maximus , 
and  made  him  flee  to  Vitellius  for  refuge.  In  Vefpajians  time  he 
was  eafed  of  his  office  by  j Julius  Agncola  that  dtlerving  Roman, 
fent  at  length  to  take  upon  him  the  charge  of  all,  but  firfl:  of 
his  place  3  of  this  the  fame  Author  :  Is  (  that  is  Mucrams^ who 
hadthe  command  at  Rome  for  Vefpaftan3')  mifium  ad  dile&us  a- 
gendos  Agricolam,  integreque  acjtrenueverfatum  ,  Vicefim#  Le- 
** Rofcius  c*-  gioni  tartfe  ad facramemum  tranfgrejja:  pnepofuit ,  ubi  *  decejjor  fedt - 
HUSm  tioje  -agere  narrabatur  :  quippe  Vegaiis  quoqm  cotjfiilaribns  nimia  ac 

farmidohfa  crat.  Ncc  Legatus  PrsetoriusW  cohibendum  potens^  in* 
cerium  [no  an  militum  ingenio  :  it  a  Jucceftor jimul  &  ultor  eleGu3  ra- 
rijjima  moderatiane  maluit  videri  invenijje  bonos:  quant  fecijje. 

And  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  Twentieth  Legion ,  as  alfo 
Veva3  the  principall  place  of  their  quarters  while  their  abode 
was  in  the  Ifland,  thus  much  may  ferve  to  be  fpoken  3  being  all 
that  is  to  be  found ■  in •  Roman  memories,  whether  Latine  or 
Greek/  •  ne;v  >  ■;)  e  3:: .. .  ,  :  "  r  - 

If  you  pleafe  •  we  defc&id  to  the  age  of  Seda9  a  faithful  Trea- 
furer  of  fome  Roman  matters,  neer  decayed  among  us  3-  you 
(a )  Bed* lib. z.  {hall  find  this  City,  when  he  hath  occafion  to  mention  it  in  his 
caTz‘  .Hiftory,  onely  called  (a)  deltas  Legionum,  qua  a  gent e  Anglo* 
sum  Legace ft  or  3  a  Iritomhvs  autem  reffius  Cairlegion  appellatur. 
Whom  thegeneral  current  of  our  Latin  Writers  follows.  But 
our  Englifh  at  this  day  name  it  IVeftcbefhr  (fare  in  refped  of  the 
VJ*  Legion  at  Yor^  thefe  two  being  riv  fawirU,  into  which  Seve- 
U$)Her*d"*n' as  QijHcrodiiin  tells  us,difpofed  the  tvhole  jurifdidion  of  the 
Ifland  in  his  times  )  andcfajier )  by  reafon  of  Excellency,  as 
,  twl'i  the 
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Now  whereas  Florilegus  ,  or  Matthew  of  Weftminifter9  to  the 
year  DCCCCLXXXV.  faies,  this  City b  or  Legaceftria , 
was fomtime  Anglice  WIR  HAL  E  ditfajzs .1  fludied  upon  the 
caufe  thereof  3  I  received  fatisfa&ion  at  length  from  the  lately 
sooft  learned,  and  ftill  admired  Do&or  Vjher^  my  kindeand 
ever  honoured  friend,  that  it  proceeded  from  a  place  in  the 
(£)  old  Saxon  Annals  joined  to  Beda,  not  rightly  underftood  by 
florilegus :  and  this  it  is.  Hie  £c$|8on  on  anpe  werepe  cear&pe  on 
wiphealum.  pio  ip  lega  deajepe  gchaven.  But  why  as  the  fame  Au¬ 
thor  writes  3  it  was  alio  of  old  time  named  Cynenge  Ceftria  that 
indeed  I  am  yet  to  inquire  after. 

Again  I  am  not  well  fatisfied  in  that  peiee  of  Antiquity,  which 
we  have  produced  by  a  learned  man  of  the  former  age  (d)  IVil - 
li am  Ha rrifon^  who  me  feems  too  confidently  delivers,  that  Dtva 
Was  builded  by  the  famous  Roman  Proprietor  under  Claudius  Cxfar , 
,(e)  P,  Oft  or  ins  Scapula :  for  to  fpare  other  reafons,  his  being  here 
was  before  the  XX.  Legion  landed  in  the  Ifland:  and  they  in 
all  good  reaion  feem  to  me  the  Founders ,  whofe  Seat  it  was 
and  conftant  abode  3  except  occafions  now  and  then  drew  a- 
tiother  way.

Much  more  do  I  mar  veil  at  that  flip  of  memory,  and  it  is 
a  notable  one,  of  fo  great  an  antiquary  among  us,  JohnBaUus , 
Who  (f')  confounds  the  two  Caerleons,  that  upon  Vs^  in  Wales  9 
where  the  Legio  1 1.  Augufta  bore  the  fway,  and  this  here  upon 
the  Dee:  whence Deva  doubtlefsly  had  its  denomination  :  Ci¬ 
ties  (g)  and  Riycrs,  as  may  be  obferved  in  molt  Countries^  be¬ 
ing  found  to  be  many  times  cognomines.  For  truly  Ptolemy es  books 
mu  ft  be  mended  ,  in  which  you  (hall  find  Stflei*  for  the  Ri¬ 
ver  here:  which  muft  indeed  have  been  AW,  or  fbmefuch 
thing. 

But  (hj  they  are  quite  out  too,  and  they  are  not  a  few, 
(  for errour gets  followers  apace:  )  that  fay  Deva  was  Don- 
tafter  ,  more  in  the  North  3  when  as  by  that  the  old  Station 
t>ahum  in  Antoninus  is  meant,  far  away  diftant,  as  may  be  feen  in 
its  place.  *v,v 

The  curious  may  know ,  that  they  oWe  their  Original  of 
their  City  from  the  great  Gyant  Leon  of  yore,  to  Henry  Brad- 
Jhtw  fome  ages  ago  3  except  the  Citizens  had  rather  own  it  fhem- 
lelves,  and  fo  be  thought  to  be  of  the  Gy  ants  race, 
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te&dBovium,  and  Bomium.  Taibot  acknowledged  this  reading 
of  the  name  to  be  tighter :  though  he  could  not  divine  where 
the  place  was  5  Harrifon  too  mends  it  lb  .  and  Camden  approves 
it  in  both.  This  without  any  controverfie  u  that,  which  at 
this  day  we  call  Banchor,  or  Bangor  in  Flintfoire.  There  remains 
fufficiently  exprefs  marks  of  the  old  name  ftill  therein.  And  if 
you  heed  (  i  )  Guido  Pancirolus, he  will  tell  you,  that  the  Humerus 
-Bonenjium,  fo  called  hence,  did  relide  with  their  Prxfeftus  in  the 
I (land  at  Derventio  *  though  I  confefie  the  vulgar  reading  there 
is  differing. 

But  the  former  conjedure  is  very  probable  :  if  you  change 
the  fourth  vowell  into  the  firft  5  then  which  nothing  is  more 
eafie.  or  ufuall.  Neither  can  any  fcruple  be  railed  at  the 
didance  from  Diva  \  here  juft  ten  Miles.  Hear  then  Ranul- 
phut  *  Ceflrcnjfs.  Tradunt  nonnnlli  Pelagium  fuijfe  Abbatem  apud  fa - 
mofumillud  monalierium  de  Bangor,  quod  per  decern  miiliaria  a  JLe- 
geceftria  dijiat.  Now  this  Monaftery  Ranulphus  fpeaksof  is  by 
our  (4)  Veda  called  Bancornabyrig  lingua  Anglornmjn  quo ,  faith 
he,  tantus  fertur  fuijj'e  numerns  monachornm ,  ut  cum  in  jeptcm  por¬ 
tions  effet  cum  pr£pofstit  fibi  redoribus  monafterium  divifum, 
nulla  harum  portio  minus  quam  trecentoj  homines  haberet ,  qui  om- 
nes  delaborem annum  fuarum  vivere  folebant .  An  example  which 
thefe  times  abhor  to  imitate  5  though  thefe  good  fouls  I  believe 
followed  therein  no  worle,  then  *  Saint  Pauls  own  pradife. 
But  certainly  thefe  were  fuch  foolilh  Monk; ,  as  in  the  I- 
fland  Caprarid  by  Italy  ,  the  Heathen  (  m  )  Poet  plealantly 
lets  fly  at.

See  the  reft  in  him.  For  this  is  no  place  for  them  ,  as  neither 
for  thofeof  Mgypt,  men  of  moft  ftri&  feverity,  and  outgoing 
the  Ejjens  rigidnefs  among  the  Jews.  Leland,znd  Camden,  agree  in 
deducing  the  Monafteries  name  in  Beda  from  Bonium ,  chorus ,  and 
BHrgis,as  if  it  fignified  Burgum  Chori  Bonii ,  yet  Leland  hath  a  fetch 
beyond  him,  making  the  fyllable  Ban  in  that  word  to  fignifie  a 
high  noted  place,  eafie  to  be  feen.Now  it  lies  all  waft,  and  is  at  beft 
but  arable  Land  :  but  the  fame  of  the  place  is  not  with  all  decay¬ 
ed.  For  Ranulphus  of  Chefler,  as  you  fee,befide  others3fay  Pelagi- 
us,  that  Arch  Heritique,  was  Abbot  here.  Truly  that  he  was  (n)^ugufl.Ep. 
a  Britain,  (n)  St.  Auguftme M  Profper  Aquitanus ,  (p)  Paulus  Oro -  106. 
fiu*,  who  lived  in  the  fame  age  with  him,  do  affirm.  This  is 
that  Pelagim,  who  under  Honoriits  and  Arcadius  t  about  the  year  Ingram  cap.  i. 
CCCC.  (q)  contra  auxihum  gratia  fupern£  yenenaju#  perfidi*  (?) Or0f*^0^: 
longelateque  dsfperfit  j  So  far,  and  wide  went  his  fame,  that  the  comct 

Jewilh  (r)  Rabbins  themfelves  let  him  not  fcape  their  cenfure  rdag. 
for  one  fpeaking  of  him  ,  ufes  this  expreffion  :  r>pn  VJnSiS 
They  make  him  to  have  but  one  eye,  and  fay  at  home  he  was  R.^ibrahant 

led  Morgan,  which  indeed  in  old  Britilh  fignifies  Merigenam ,  or  z«bumin  So- 
felago  ortum)  that  is  felagim.  M 

That  Gildas,  the  moft  antientof  our  Britilh  Writers,  was 
an  inhabitant  of  this  place,  I  could  ealily  believe,  faith  John 
Ldand.  But  it  is  certain  out  of  (  pBeda,  that  Dionothus  was  the 
Abbat  there,  and  fen t  for  to  meet  Augujiine.  that  fanguinary  §*$**££ 
Monk,  and  Pjeudo^ApoUle ,  at  the  Synod  which  he  called  here  in 
the  Illand.  See  the  whole  ftory  in  Beda. 

The  antient  magnificence  of  the  place,  the  ftore  of  ruins  in 
former  ages  enough  witnefs.  To  which  let  us  take  Malmesbtt - 
nes  words :  Tot  enim  fuperfuerant  hie  antiquitatis  indicia ,  tot femi~ 
ruti  parities,  tot  anfraffus  portarum,  tanta  turba  ruderum ,  quantum 
mx  alibi  cernas .  Yet  hath  it  nothing  left  of  its  wonted  luftre,but 
the  bare  names  of  two  Gates,  diftant  the  one  from  the  other 
fome  half  a  Mile }  that  more  North,  called  Port-Hogan  $  that  on 
the  South  Port- Clair.  In  the  mid-place  between,  the  River 
Dee  runnes  along  5  the  old  buildings  being  wholy  ruined,  and 
corn  fields  now  onely  feen  in  their  rooms.  *  William  Harr ifon ,  *  Hanlr  dercn 
and  Leland  relate,  that  the  ploughmen  ufually  find,  as  they  arc  Brit.lib.i.  cap. 
at  Work,  Monks  bones,  and  veftures  (much  they  Ihould  ly  fo  14 .exuUnd. 
long  in  the  earth  : )  fquared  ftones,  and  Roman  Coyn. 

But  by  no  meanes  may  we  let  palfe  that  of 

Malmesbury  ,  which  through  heedlelsnelle  hath  happened 
in  his  t  writings*  making  this  Monaftery  the  fame  with  t uaimttb.in 
the  Epifcopall  Seat  which  was  fometime  at  Bangor  in  Caer-  p^^*’4** 
narvonfiire  :  and  fo  followes  a  vulgar  errour  :  when  as 
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this  latter  was  like  a  Colony  drawn  out  of  the  former.  But  fee 
that  nobile  par  eruditorutt^  Selden  upon  the  Paly olb ion  Cant  XI. 
and  V flier  in  his  Antiquities  of  the  Britifh  Church,  cap ,  V  !  1 1. 
Holyoke ,  as  elfewhcre  alfo,  following  the  vulgar  miftake ,  hath 
Bomium,  But  the  prodigious  carelefsnefs  in  publifhing  fuch 
kindeof  Authors  is  a  bufinefsdeferves  the  publick  Magiftrates 
infpeftion,andfeverity  withal, (if  it  be  only  the  Printers  fault ;  ) 
rather  than  mine. 

MEDIOLANUM.  M.  P.  XX.]  This  very  Stati¬ 
on  is  alfo  mentioned  in  Ptolemies  (  a  )  Geography,  called  by 
him  m«cOo \dmv  Adecliolanium  5  whence  there  is  great  light  to 
Antoninus  in  the  finding  out  ,  where  this  place  was  fituate  of 
old:  for  Ptolemy  makes  it  belong  to  a  people  in  Britain,  whom 
he  names  ’op or  Ordovices}  ad  extremum  Occidents  :  fpoken 
.  of  by  (  b  )  Tacitus  too,  in  more  than  one  place  :  And  in  the  way 
or  journey,  which  paffeth  through  their  Territories,  we  meet 
.  with  it  in  wtcqhys.  The  learned  (  c  )  David  Porveiof  Wales  , 
following  fome  others  judgement ,  as  well  as  his  own,  will  have 
it  to  have  been  Matrafal  in  Montgomery  (hire :  Mafrfifal9  faies 
he,  quod prticiptum  erat  toims  Province  palatium.  Hie  Mediolanum 
C  Ptolemajus  &  Ethicus,  adoccidcntcm  per  Ordovicesp*?* 
juerunt olimf niff e  nomulli  affirmant,  Extant  ibidem  adhuc  (pra¬ 
ter  conjiantem  incolarum  afjeveratiomm  a  parentibus  ad  pojleros 
tranfm  pam :  )  quamplurima  veneranda  antiquitatis  monument^ 
qua  urbis  ejufdem  veJUgia  mam  ft  fie  indicant.  Here  take  weno  * 
tice,  that  by  Poire! ,  for  Antoninus  ,  the  name  of  Ethicus  is  fet 
down,  (  a  thing  whereof  we  have  fpoken  enough  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  work  : )  And  whereas,  by  our  Hiltorians  we  learn 
that  the  Princes  of  Poms  land  had  their  Palace  here,  we  the  ra- 
ther  incline  to  believe  that  this  was  femetime  Mediolamm 5  be- 
caufe  in  the  perufal  of  Bed a  up  and  down,  we  fee  that  Britifh 
as  well  as  Saxon  Princes ,  had  their  Palaces,  where  formerly 
Reman  Stations  had  their  fituation  and  being. 

But  our  great  Antiquary  goes  a  little  farther,  and  out  of  the 
ftrait  way,  in  refpeft  of  the  number  of  miles  in  the  journey, 
though  not  of  the  Iiineraria  ratio  5  often  before  obferved  in  this 
work  5  to  Lan-vetblin,  a  market  Town  not  full  three  miles  off, 
in  thefame  fhire  5  for  Meihlin ,  by  a  peculiar  idiot  if m  of  the 
Britifh  tongue  :  whereby  alfo  they  fay  Caer-Fcrden  ,  for  ( d ) 
Gaer-Mctden  5  At -van,  for  (e)  Ar-mon  5  Lban-Vary ,  ( /)  for  Lhan- 
Mary.t  ajid  the  like.  And  this  cognation  in  the  name,  ccmming 
as  neer  to  Mediolanum^  as  either  Millano  in  Italy  $  Le  Million  in 
Xanfoign  m  France  ,  or  Methlen  in  the  Low- Countries  5  he  thinks 
it  fufficient  to  ftrengthen  his  conjefture$  modeftly  leaving  the 
ccnfure  touching  the  truth  of  the  whole,  to  the  judicious  Rea¬ 
der. 

Mediolanum  in  Italy ,  as  the  (g)  Roman  HiiloriansLaffirm,  W2s 
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a  Plantation  of  th c  Gauls  $  but  how  later  ages  came  to  give  the 
original  of  the  name  from  an  Hog  found  there  in  the  foundati¬ 
ons,  whofe  skin  bare  half  wool,  I  am  nothing  at  all  felicitous* 
And  I  Ihould  not  be  troubled  with  ClaudiarSs  faying  it,  where 
he  cal \s  Midairs.

ed  Lawyer  of  chat  City, who  with  the  firft  laboured,  and  with 
good  praife  too,  the  refinement  of  the  ftudy  of  the  Civil  Law  5  (m)JuiatT* 
he  brings  quite  another  deduction  of  the  name :  Emblem,  2.

For  I  lift  not  at  all  to  mention  the  fuppofitions  and  forged 
fopperies  of  (  n  )  Joannes  Annins, the  Viter bzan  Monk  5  who  brings  (n)  io.  Zinnia 
it  from  I  know  not  what  Leaders,  Modus  and  Olanns ,  men  I  in  Caton-  FraSr. 
dare  fay  boldly  that  never  were  yet  in  the  nature  of  things :  or  *”  ”  7’ 

(0)  Becanus his  fool ifh  Origenes^  who  makes  Mediolanum  to  be 
as  much  as  regio  virore  camporum  deleft  abtlis  :  as  if  at  firft  it  were  (° )io.corop: 
Meyland ,  from  the  Month  May.  I  learned  abetter  leflbn  from  ^ntuZTlfbql 
a  far  later  (p)  Author,  and  of  greater  modefty  5  whom  in  fuch  feuZcroniu.1 
matters  I  heedfully  mean  to  follow:  Ego  fans  ignorare  Origims  0)  Phii.cluvi 
ejufmodi  vocabulorum  multo  malo,  quant  ridicule  in  eorum  enodati -  Geo&raPhus* 
one  ineptire ,  ac  turpiter  err  are.  This  then  have  I  to  fay  for  our 
Mediolanum  in  Britain,  that  the  name  and  inhabitants  of  it  were 
at  firft  deduced  out  of  Gaul ,  according  to  (  q  )  c<efars  authori-  (efictfar.cm- 
ty  $  which  I  have  more  than  oncealledged  to  this  purpofe  in  wnt.^de belle 
this  book  5  and  to  feek  farther  is  for  them,  who  have  a  minde  GctlliC0% 
intemperately  to  abufe  their  pretious  time  and  pains.  See 
CONDATE  in  what  goes  before. 

The  never  fufficiently  praifed  V/her  out  of  (  r)  Ninnius  Col-  (r)  Manus  ** 
left  ion  of  the  antient  Eritijh  Cities ,  reftored  by  him  out  of  the  PudFlferiu7tt 
feveral  Manufcripts,  lets  us  know,  that  this  Mediolanum  in  Pto-  tde/Triam^ 
Umy  and  Antoninus,  was  fometimes  called  by  the  old  Britains 
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Cair  Meguaid,  aliter  Metguod^  or  as  commonly  Meivod  in  Mont- 
gomeryfljire.  As  for  other  Antiquaries  of  the  infer iour  bench  5 
who  (  wallow  all  without  chewing,  it  will  be  enough  to  name 
them  5  for  they  need  not  much  confutation  3  fuch  are  Cooper  , 
who  to  Mediolanum  fets  down  Manchefler  3  asalfo  Lhu)d  ,  and 
Ncvil  with  FulJ{  3  who  both  follow  him,  and  with  as  little  heed 
and  judgement  note  to  it  Lancaster. 

RUTUNIUM.  M,P.  XII.]  There  are  the  Ruines  of 
a  very  antient  Cattle ,  lying  on  the  Wettern  fide  of  Shropjhire , 
and  not  far  from  the  Seaverne ,  called  at  this  day  Rowton .  In  the 
Romans  time,  when  it  flourifhed,  faith  our  Antiquary,  it  was 
named  Rutuninm  by  Antoninus^  nec  in  hoc  faiji  efie  pofiumus^  faith 
he  3  (  you  fee  how  confident  he  is :  )  feeing  both  the  name  and 
diftance  which  he  fets  down  from  Vriconium 5  a  generally  known 
Station,  dothmoft  exa&ly  agree.  I  have  no  more  then  to  fay 
of  it,  but  that  the  divers  reading  of  the  old  name  £  Rutimio  ] 
which  is  found  in  the  C/)  Neapolitan  Manuscript ,  is  as  much  as 
comes  to  nothing,  and  that  the  ordinary  or  common  one  is  to 
be  acknowledged  and  followed. 

So  that  now  whereas  confuming  Time  hath  wrought  all  its 
other  ufual  defpites  upon  it,  according  to  that  of  the  Poet :

Yet  doth  its  Name  (fill  furvive,  a  happinefs  which  but  with 
a  few  other  Stations,this  can  yet  boaft  of:  But  let  it  have  been  as 
great  as  it  will,  there onely  remains  now  thefhadowofa  Name. 
And  there  will  be  a  time,  when  that  too  (hall  expire:  howe¬ 
ver  3  if  that  beany  comfort,  it  will  be  the  lad  thing  left. 

URIOCONIUM  M.  P.  XI.  ]  Me  thinks  they  do  not  ami fs, 
who  mend  the  name  of  this  place  in  Antoninus  in  this  Journey 
out  of  Ptolemy ,  and  read  it  Virocomum.  For  (o  indeed  he:  ow- 
&wiovj  Virocomum  :  making  it  the  fecond  of  the  two  chief  Ci¬ 
ties  of  the  Ko^velvioi  or  Cornavii :  and  fo  indeed  it  is  printed  in  the 
XXII  Journey  of  the  fame  Antoninus  in  Aldus  edition  3  though 
in  that  of  Simler  it  be  fomewhat  faulty  Viriconium.  And  the  writ¬ 
ten  books  which  Surita  made  ufe  of  do  maintain  as  much.  This 
City,  none  ot  the  meaneft  in  old  time ,  as  appears  by  Ptolemy , 
neer  four  miles  on  this  fide  Shrewsbury ,  (food  by  the  hither  fide 
of  Seavern  3  even  where  the  river  Team  expofeth  it  felf  into  it. 
In  Ninnius  you  finde  it  is  named  Caer  Vrach  3  which  though  it 
come  neer  enough,  it  differs  yet  from  Vfiers  Ninnius ,  to  the 
which  youhavethat  rich  Magazine  of  human,  as  well  as  divine, 
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learning  noting  this  :  Caer  Urnach  qu£  Camdeno9  Uriconium 
Antonini,  Viroconium  Ptokmei,  &  Salop  ten jium  Wroxceter  juift 
Je  creditor.  And  in  another  place  .*  Cair  Guricon,  vel  Guoricbon 
qu&  vel  Warwicum  eft  s  vel  Ptolemei  Uriconium.  Wrexceter  in 
Salopienfi  Gomitatm  But  his  other  conje&ure  perhaps  will 
hold  beft.  In  the  Anglo-Saxon  time  it  was  Wpekenceaftpe.  from 
whence  our  Wroxceter  at  this  day  comes  >  neerer  ,  me  fecms  * 
in  found  to  the  old  Roman  Name  ,  as  who  would  fay,  Vriconii 
Cattray  velVrbs. 

It  was  an  ufuall  peiee  of  Policy  among  the  Romans  , 
and  that  frequently  beyond  Sea  obfcryed  ,,  as  upon  the 
Rhene ,  and  other  Rivers ,  as  well  as  in  Britain  *  to  fortifie 
the  banks  of  Rivers  that  were  inmoft  to  them,  and  to  place  gar- 
rifons  for  better  fence  upon  them  ,  as  here,  where  moft  danger 
of  the  irruption  of  the  enemy  was  5  the  water  not  being  more 
eafily  fordable  then  here  even  to  the  mouth  of  the  Seaper»y  what 
ever  of  Magnificence  it  had,  the  hoftile  Saxon  in  the  Jfland  left 
untouched,  that  the  furious  and  favage  Dane  quite  harrafed,and 
laid  wafte  .*  fo  that  now  it  is  but  a  fmall  village,  having  nothing 
that  remains  of  that  ftate  it  enjoyed  in  former  ages  fave  fome 
diforderly  ruins  of  Walls ,  which  the  by-inhabitants  call,  'The  old 
Work  of  Wrocfyefter.  And  although  I  my  felf  have  formerly 
viewed  the  place ,  yet  it  is  fo  long  ago,  before  I  intended  any 
fuch  work  as  I  am  now  about ,  and  obferved  nothing  then  be- 
fides  the  fight  of  a  few  Vmes  lately  taken  out  of  the  ground , 
which  have  not  already  been  taken  notice  of,  and  fet  down  by 
Cambden  our  learned  Antiquary,  1  will  fave  my  felf  the  labour 
and  give  you  all  out  of  his  words.  That  which  he  fpeaks  con¬ 
cerning  the  Roman  Emperors  Coines  found  here  by  the  Plough* 
is  very  true,  for  I  my  felf  have  had  divers  prefented  to  me  while 
I  was  there,  fo  long  after.  For  the  Ruins  of  the  Walls  yet  re¬ 
maining,  he  faies  they  were,  e  lapide  flru&ili  feptemplici  Britan- 
nicorum  ordine  exierius  difttirMay  interius  arcuato  opere  extruSa 
fuerunt.  Where  all  this  appears,  he  conceives  was  a  Caftle,or 
Fortrefs  by  the  unevennefsof  the  ground,  and  railing  thereof 5 
as  alfo  by  the  rubbifti  and  decay  of  the  Walls  there  to  be  feen< 
The  place  where  fometime  the  City  flood,  and  that  too  fpati- 
ous  enough,  hath  the  ground  blacker  than  elfewhere,  where 
tnoft  excellent  Barly  comes  up  plentifully.  And  here  I  could 
not,  but  remember ,  what  I  have  fometime  read  of  Pqmponiut 
tatus  the  great  Roman  Antiquary ,  who  When  he  faw  any  part 
of  the  ruins  of  the  CITY  digged  up,  he  would  ftraitfalla 
Weeping,  and  being  asked  why  3  he  ufed  to  anfwer ,  Admonitu 
meliorum  temporum  ploro.  But  to  fpeak  ferioufly,  we  have  rea- 
fon  to  rejoice,  that  we  by  the  Divine  Providence  are  caft  upon 
thisprefent  Age,  had  we  but  the  wit  to  make  right  ule  of  fo 
imany  golden  opportunities ,  and  advantages.  About  this  Stati- 
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on  did  the  famous  Roman  Way  ,  commonly  known  by  the  name ; 
of  Wat  ling- fir ett,  pafs  either  by  foard  or  by  bridge  not  far  off  r 
but  the  ridge  appears  not  any  where  to  be  feen  5  the  foundati¬ 
on  yet,  as  they  fay,  being  dete&ed  by  laying  a  Weere  in  the  Wa¬ 
ter.  However  exprefs  reliques  of  the  antient  name,  are  yet 
left  in  the  neet  adjoining  Mount ,  which  fome  call  Gilberts ,  com¬ 
monly  called Wrcken-Hill ,  quafi  Vroconii  Mons 5  of  extraordi¬ 
nary  height,  if  you  think  of  meaner  hills  3  and  a  notable  Land¬ 
mark  to  the  whole  Country  round  about. 

And  now  having  faid  all  I  have  to  fay  concerning  'Vroconium 9 
Longnor ,  being  upon  the  SeaVern  a  little  higher  between  it  and 
Shrewsbury ,»  the  dwelling  and  Houfe  of  myneerand  very  good 
Kinfman  Francis  Burton,  Efquire,  Iihall  beg  leave  of  the  not  fa¬ 
ith!  ious  Reader,  to  remember  a  piece  of  Antiquity  ,  not,  it  is 
Very  true,  of  any  remote  time,  and  fo  lefs  fui table  to  the  reft 
here,  but  yet  touching  our  own  Family^:  and  here  I  could  not 
moderate  my  felf  from  fetting  it  down :  and  fome  perhaps  will 
fay  I  did  well  in  it. 

The  Burtons  were  of  Sbropfhire ,  a  family  femetime,  for  no 
ordinary  relations,  not  to  be  mentioned  in  this  place,  very  gra- 
tious  with  thefeveral  Princes  of  the  Royal  Houfe  of  Torfa  and 
we  have  yet  fome  memories  that  Sir  Edward  Burton  Knight  fer*1 
vfcd  that  fide  in  fourteen  let  Battels.  From  him  lineally  defen¬ 
ded  Edward  Burton  Efquire,  a  Religious  Aflertor  of  the  Gofpel 
inQ .  Marks  time,  and  by  the  Author  of  th ^  Ads  and  MonHm 
ments  of  the  Church  of  England  named  among  thofe  that  efcaped 
the  Perfecution  then  for  that  caufe.  But  the  whole  ftory  is 
this :  He  was  a  man  indeed,  who  by  many  waies  and  courfes  he 
took  for  his  fafety  (  too  long  to  be  told  here : )  and  to  evade  the 
hands  of  fuch  asky  in  wait  for  him  :  When  one  day  fitting  a- 
lonein  his  upper  parlour  at  Longnor ,  in  meditation  no  doubt 
of  Gods  deliverance  of  his  people  v  he  heard  a  general  Ring  of 
all  the  Bells  in  Shrewsbury ,  whereunto  in  St.  Ceaddzs  Parifil  hte 
houfe  belonged,  when  ftraif  his  right-divining  foul  told  him ,  ft 
was  for  Q^Maries  death,  yet  longing  to  know  the  truth  more 
certainly,  and  loath  to  truft  his  Servants  therein  for  fome  rea- 
fons,  he  fent  his  Eldeft  Son,  my  Grandfather,  being  then  but 
:i  boy  of  fixteen  years  of  age,  willing  him  to  throw  up  his  hat , 
if  it  were  fo,  fo  impatient  was  his  expeftion  :  Who  finding  it , 
and  doing  accordingly  as  he  was dire&ed,  the  good  man  reti- 
...  ,  . ,  ring  prefently  from  the  window  ,  and  recovering  his  Chair,  fof 
extremity  of  joy  which  he  conceived,  for  the  deliverance  of 
the  Saints  of  God ,  he  fuddenly  expired.  And  this  was  his 
Nunc  dimittis^Domine .  But  neither  was  the  ftorm  of  perfecu- 
tion  fo  quite  blown  over  hereby,  but  that  ftill  fome  fcattetings; 
did  fall  upon  the  Servants  of  God,  for  they  fuffered  fome  grie¬ 
vances  ftill  j  among  which  was  their  being  debarred  from  Chri- 
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ftian  interment  in  Churches.  But  facilis  jaftura  fipulcri  i  His 
friends  made  a  fhift  to  bury  him  in  his  Gardens  by  the  Fi(h« 
ponds,  and  fet  a  Monument  over  him,  which  being  defaced  by 
time  and  rain,  it  happened  in  the  year  oq.IOC.  XtV\  that 
Edward  Burton  Efquire  his  Grandfon,  inviting  to  Dinner  the  no¬ 
ble  Sir  Andrew  Corbet ,  then  Lieutenant  of  the  Shire ,  with  di¬ 
vers  other  Gentlemen  of  quality  5  that  the  good  Baronet ,  defi- 
rous  to  fee  the  place  which  preferved  the  reliques  and  memory 
of  that  excellent  man  :  as  good  men  are  (till  inquifitive  after 
them,  whole  vertues  they  honour :  but  finding  it  much  decay¬ 
ed  by  the  weather ,  after  a  friendly  correption  of  his  Hod,  and 
ferious  injoynment  to  repair  the  Tomb, whereby  the  memory  of 
his  mod  deferving  Grandfather  was  kept  alive  $  he  without  any 
ado  effe&ed  what  he  fpakefor,  and  promifed  himfelf  to  be¬ 
come  the  Poet  for  an  Epitaph.  And  this  is  it  which  follows,  tur- 
cd  alfo  into  Latine  verfe  :  but  ex  Anglicanis  bonis  9  Latina  non 
■zUm  bona .

And  now  have  we  done  with  Wrokfejier,  and  Lcngnor  0  the 
Former  whereof,  I  have  finifhed  as  part  of  my  task  undertaken  : 
what  I  have  faid  concerning  the  other,  the  great  refpeft  I  had 
of  my  worthy  Progenitours  memory  would  not  let  me  omit. 
And  I  might  alfo  take  my  leave  of  Shropfhire  ,  but  that  VJoco - 
na9  an  old  Station  in  Antoninus ,  and  thought  fometimes  to 
have  been  neer  the  limits  thereof,  makes  me  fome  fhort  ftay. 

U  S  O  C  O  N  A  M  P.  XI.]  Not  very  far  from  the  foot  of 
th elVrekin*  in  fomewhat  a  low  bottom,  ftandsafmall  village, 
called  oken-Tate,  not  famous  at  this  Day  for  any  thing,  except 
it  be  for  the  much  frequented  Coal-pits .  Of  old  time  that  it  was 
Vfocona ,  (  Written  alfo  according  to  the  variety  of  copies  Vj oc- 
cona  ,  and  Vxacotta  : )  a  Roman  Station  mentioned  here  in  Ante - 
nitmt ,  is  the  con  je&ure  of  our  great  Antiquary,  for  thefe  rea- 
fons :  Firft,  that  it  is  by  the  Military,  or  antient  Roman  High¬ 
way  3  an  infallible  fign  in  his  judgemeut,  efpecially  if  there  ac¬ 
company  it  any  proportionable  diftance3  which  he  nextob- 
ferves.  Theequidiftance  between  iVroxcrfter ,  and  this  village 
on  the  one  fide,  and  Pencridge  on  the  other ,  agreeing  with  that 
in  the  Itinerary  exa&ly  confirms  it  3  fo  that  he  concludes  it  with 
that  peremptorinefs  ,  that  there  is  no  caufe,  faith  he,  cur  quif- 
quant  dubitet.  Headdesthen,  nec  abnuit  ipfum  nomen3  deducing 
it,  as  his  manner  is,  from  the  old  Britifh  3  the  ignorance  of 
which  I  have  more  then  once  in  this  Work  openly  profefled. 
Nam  h#c  diffio  Y  S,  faith  he,  Britannis  infertm  notat :  and  is,  it 
feems,added  to  notify  the  Low  fituatiom  And  though  the  Lan¬ 
guage  of  the  antient  Britains  endured  not  an  X.  asisfome- 
where  elfe  taken  notice  ofj  yet  the  reading  of  the  Name  fo  f  Z)x~ 
acona.  ]  among  the  Romans,  it  being  frequent  in  old  books,  is 
thereby  nothing  hindered  at  all. 

PENNOCRUCIUM  M.  P.  XII.  ]  The  divers  rea- 
(a)  SwitajLn-  dings  in  (a)  surita^  are  not  worth  the  heeding.  Talbot  firft  of 
n°'t. m  Anion*  a]]  affigned  it  to  Pencridge  in  Staffvrdfiire ,  where  is  the  notable 
Herfe-fair.  Both  names,  as  Well  that  which  was  in  ufe  in  the 
Romans  time,  as  that  which  is  at  this  day  ,  feem  to  be  derived 
from  the  River  there,  named  Tenc 4$  by  a  ftone  bridgeover 
which,  the  Military  way  5  which  being  there  parted  afunder, 
is  in  a  manner  thereby  joined  again.  The  diftance of  Miles 
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in  Antoninus ,  from  Uxacona  alfo,  doth  very  handfomely  foit. 

ETOCETUM.  M.  P.  XII.  “]  The  divers  readings  of  the 
Name  are  to  be  taken  notice  of ,  for  befides  that  fet  do wd,  you 
have  in  fome  old  Copies  Etoretum^  in  others  Erocetnm  :  Blit  we 
follow  the  mod  common.  The  learned  Antiquary  Camden  con- 
foffethhe  was  out  in  his  conje&ure,  in  the  ^oUjb<r/f  of  his  great 
Work ,  entituled  BRITANNIA}  conceiving  it  to  have 
been  Vitcxeter  or  Vtceter:  which  is  alfo  the  miflake  of  William 
Fulha  m  his  time.  Yet  I  dare  fay  boldly,  they  two  conferred  not 
notes :  The  errour  I  am  perfwaded  was  the  fooner  entertained, 
becaufe  of  fome  light  confonancy  in  the  Names,  as  if  the  late 
onehad  fignified  as  much  as  Etoceti  Vrbs,  But  he  upon  farther 
Enquiry,  and  fecond  thoughts,  is  confident  he  hath  found  it, 
there  being  the  karcafs  of  an  old  City,  as  he  faies,  lying  by  the 
antient  Roman  High- way,  diflant  from  Lichfield ,  which  is 
South  of  it,  fcarce  a  whole  mile.  At  this  day  it  is  called  the 
Wall  in  Staffordshire  9  from  the  rii'ins  of  Walls,  there  yet  to  be 
Teen,  and  which  at  this  day  enclofe  fome  twoacres  of  ground, 
which  they  call  Calilecroft^  as  it  were  Caflri  Campum,  To  this 
the  inhabitants  of  the  place,  by  conflant  tradition,  lay,  an  old 
City  was  joined,  {landing  on  the  other  fide  of  the  way,  gueffing 
by  the  rubbifh  in  fuch  (tore,  the  place  where  a  Church  Tome- 
time  Hood,  and  which  is  the  beft  proof  of  Antiquity,  they  pro- 
duce  to  fhew  the  Cxfars  coines  found  here.  So  that  to  borrow 

Tacitus  words  :  Veter i s  fam£  lata  vtfligia.  manent^  Jpatiumque  (a)  Tacit. it 
cujus  ambiiu  nunc  quoque  metiaris  molem.  Or  if  you  had  rather  Morib. German} 
take  that  of  (  h 3  Veleius  Paterculus  the  Court-  Hifforian  concern-  ^  VeL  Pate?, 
ing  the  very  old  City  Cum#  :  Vires  veter  is  ejus  Vrbis  hodieque  mag-  u/ft,  lib,  1. 
vitudo  ojlentat  tnznium.  The  diftance  from  Mandueffedum  in  the 
Itinerary  fuits  well  with  the  places  now  5  and  what  ought  to 
move  alfo  }  the  old  Highway,  with  a  fair,  vifible,  and  continu¬ 
ed  ridge  comes  from  the  Pences  bank,  even  hitherto. 

MANDUESSEDUM.  M.  P.  XVft  jManduefiedum  was 
fbmetime  a  famous  Roman  Manficn ,  as  appears  by  Antoninus, 

To  find  out  the  place  whereof  old  it  flood,  among  our  many 
Antiquaries,  is  not  worth  the  while,  for  even  Talbot  confeffeth, 
and  fo  mufl  they,  that  he  can  neither  divine  nor  devife,  where- 
about  it  fhould  be,  and  yet  he  tells  us  that  Man  field  in  shirwood 
comes  the  neerefl.  The  difficulty  in  difeovering  it  proceeds,  I 
conceive,  from  not  following  a  certain  courfe  for  the  finding  it 
out:  next  the  uncertainty  of  diftance  :  7  albot  telling  11s  that 
the  book  he  ufed  Having  XV I.  M.  P.  that  the  notes  in  the  end 
would  have  it  mended  VI.  the  contrary  of  which  was  in  the 
Longolran  Afaxitfcrrpts  ,  in  which  as  Sunta  witneffes,  was  to  be 
found  M.  P.  VI.  Sc  XVI.  corrigitur.  Our  very  learned  Antiqua¬ 
ry  Camden  taking  a  fore  courfe  in  thefe  parts  along  IVatlingfireet , 
hath  light  uponit  moll  luckily, at  a  proportionable  difiance  from 
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Etocctum  and  thereby  hath  he  found  it,  not  far  from  the  River 
Anker  where  it  is  laid  over  with  a  ftone-bridge  .*  Neither  is  the 
Enelifh  Name  at  this  day  fo  totally  diffonant  from  the  old  one, 
but  that  it  ftill  retains  fome  part  of  it :  for  it  is  called  Mancefter$ 
in  which  what  the  addition  of  chejier  betokens,  you  have  for¬ 
merly  had  notice  given  you.  In  Ninnittr  his  Catalogue  of  our 
old  Cities-.it  is  named  MjuncegaUd  5  and  the  all-knowing  V/her  a- 
grees  to  all  that  is  faid  here,  onely  ashe  was  more  plentifully 
accomodated  with  Copies  of  Ninniur,  heproduceth  more  vari¬ 
eties  of  reading  Cair  Maunguid  alias  Mauchguid  5  which  whether 
at  all  material,  our  friends  the  old  Britains  have  moft  reafon  to 
know  beft.  Now  whereas  there  is  a  Quarry  of  ftones  here  by, 
whence  they  have  fupplyed  their  need  formerly  cutting  thence* 
and  feeing  we  arc  informed  by  the  Gloftaries  of  the  Britifh  Lan¬ 
guage,  that  as  Main  is  a  Stone ;  fo  Fofjivad  in  the  Provincial 
fpeech,  hath  the  fignification  of  digging  :  from  which  two  words 
joined  together,  as  they  may  eafily  produce  MandneJJedum  5  fo 
do  they  to  the  life  expreffe  the  Nature  of  the  place.  The  other 
courfe  I  was  thinking  on  to  find  out  the  meaning  of  Mandnefc- 
dum ,  was  to  learn  ifpoflible  I  might  meet  with  any  one  who 
could  tell  me,  what  that  fedum  might  fignifie„  as  I  had  feen 
the  terminations  of  other  Stations  made  fignificative  •  for  ex- 
ample,  dunum,  durus,  brigs,  magus,  and  divers  others.  The  ftu- 
dious  youth  may  think  of  it,  as  befides  this  here,  Metiojtdum  (V) 
in  Ceejar,  and  elfewhere  more.For  my  part  I  furceafe  all  farther 
enquiry,  except  I  were  better  furnilhed  with  helps  and  means 
wherewithall  to  effeft  it.  And  whofoever  fhall  attempt  it,  let 
him  al  waies  have  this  in  his  minde,  that  the  old  Gallique  tongue, 
and  the  Britijh  were  the  very  fame.  How  great  foever  it  was  in 
old  time,  I  know  not ;  now  it  makes  ihew  of  nothing  antient, 
fritter  antiquum  mokm,  faith  Camden,  which  they  call  Aldbury  , 
and  is  as  much  as  Antiqms  Burgus.  The  Town  confifts  not  of 
above  fourteen  houfes,  Atherflone,  a  Market  Town  on  one  fide, 
and  Nonmeatus  on  the  other  fide,  having,  in  a  manner,  exhau- 

fted  it.  ,  -  .  . 

VENNONIS.  M.P.  XII.]  alias  Bennoms$  for  fo  it  is 

other  wife  called.  Take  therefore  what  is«to  be  faid  concerning 
this  Station  from  an  eye-witnefs  thereof  after  Camden ,  the  dili¬ 
gent  and  judicious  William  Burton  Efqui re,  in  the  LXXII.paga 
of  his  Description  of  that  Shire. 

Cleybroke ,  in  the  Hundred  of  Guthlakefion ,  {landing  upon  the 
edge  of  Warwick'^™  neer  Watlingftreet.  Neer  unto  this  Town 
(many  agesfince)  flood  a  great  Roman  City  (  out  of  the  ruines 
whereof  this  might  feem  to  fpring}  of  the  flation  called  Benno - 
we/,  but  by  the  Saxons  after  called  cUyccjler ,  through  which 
Went  the  great  flreet  way  called  Watlingflreet ,  for  on  bothlides 
of  the  Way,  have  been  plowed  and  digged  up  many  antient 
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Roman  Coyns.,  great  fquare  (tones  and  bricks,  and  other  rub- 
bifti  of  that  andent  Roman  building  :  not  far  from  a  Beacon3ftan- 
ding  upon  the  way  now  called  High  Crofs ,  of  a  crofs  which  there 
ftood  fometimes,upon  the  crofs  meeting  of  another  *  Great  way. 

Many  of  thefe  coines  here  found  have  been  delivered  to  me,  or 

which  I  will  onely  fet  down  two,  the  one  the  antienteft,  the 
other  thelateft  j  though  that  the  reft  (being  well  viewed)  might 
give  light  perhaps  to  fome  other  paflages  5  for  as  that  excellent 
Grecian  (  d')  Geometrician,  that  finding  the  length  of  Hercules 
foot  upon  the  fand  of  the  Hill  Olympus ,  drew  all  the  lineaments 
of  his  whole  body,  by  the  proportion  of  that  one  onely  part . 
So  by  the  learned  and  judicious,  out  of  the  obfervances  of  thele 
fmall  Coyns,  Infcriptions?  and  fuch  other  Reliques,  may  be 
found  the  Antiquity ,  continuance,  greatnefs ,  and  other  cir' 
cumftances  of  this  antient  City  ,  now  utterly  perifhed  and  ex- 

Thefirft  and  antienteft  of  thefe  Coyns  here  found  is  of  the 
Emperor  Cams  Caligula  in  Copper,  ftamped  as  Occo  fetteth  down, 
An.Dom.  43.  upon  the  one  fide  the  Emperour  with  a  Lawrel 
wreath,  with  this  Infcription,  viz.

The  Roman  Emperours  (as  Marguard  Frehere  in  his  Diatribe 
upon  a  piece  of  Coyn  of  Conjiantine  P alfiologu* ,  the  laft  Empe¬ 
rour  of  Constantinople  well  obferves :)  were  very  carefull  in  the 
graving  and  ftamping  of  their  Coines,  holding  it  no  fmall  luftre 
and  ornament  to  their  Majefties,  to  have  their  devices  neatly 
cut,  and  their  faces  made  to  the  life,  which  was  performed  with 

that  exquifite  Art,  that  though  many  of  them(of  feveral  forts)

were  mingled  together  5  yet  by  a  judicious  beholders  view  of 
the  favour  and  Phyfiognomy,  without  reading  the  infcription  , 
they  might  very  eafily  be  diftinguifh  t;  which  curious  obfeivance 
of  theirs  continued  from  the  time  of  Julius  c<e  far  ^  untill  about 
the  reign  of  Conjiantine  the  Great  5  at  which  time  it  began  to  de¬ 
cline  3  and  was  not  revived  again,  untill  many  hundred  yeares 
after.  Of  thefe  Coines  many  have  written,  as  Levinti. r,  Hulji- 
»/,  Abraham  Gorlais ,  JEncas  View  5  but  chiefly  Adolfus  Occo  ,  a 
Phyfitianof  Aujperge  in  Germany ,  who  hath  fet  down  the  In- 
feriptionsof  them,  and  in  words  hath  deferibed  the  devifes.  O- 
thers  have  caufed  the  Coyns  to  be  cut,  and  printed,  as  neer  to 
the  medagle  it  felf  as  they  could  5  as  namely  Erizzo  an  Italian  , 
jacobus  a  ire ,  from  .Julius  C<efar  to  Valentinian ,  printed  16 1 1.  but 
more  general  and  curious  are  Hubert  Goltzius,  whofe  large  The- 
faurw  of  them,  in  feveral  Tomes,  fhew  his  induftry  and  genius 
therein.  And  Otfaviw  de  Strada^  a  Rosberg  Courtier,  and  Anti¬ 
quary  in  Ordinary  to  the  laft  Rodolf?  Emperour,  who  from  J u- 
Mus  Cafar  hath  written  briefly  the  Lives  and  genealogies  and  fee 
down  the  Coyns  and  medaglies  of  all  the  Emperours  ,  both  of 
the  Eaftand  weft,  unto  Matthias  the  Emperour,  curioufly  cut 
in  Copper,  and  printed  1615. 

Of  the  Roman  Infcriptions  have  written  Marcus  Ve!ftr0  Johan¬ 
nes  Gruter ,  Martin  Smetius ,  Jujlus  Lipjiw  in  large  Volumes ,  and 
John  BoiJJard  in  fix  Volumes,  with  the  Prints  in  Copper,  prin¬ 
ted  1600.  And  for  our  own  Country,  the  right  worthy,  judi¬ 
cious  and  nobly  defeended  Sir  Robert  Cotton ,  Knight  and  Baronet, 
hath  colle&ed  together  fo  many  as  hitherto  have  been  found  or 
difeovered  in  this  land. 

B  E  N  N  A  V  E  N  N  A.  M.  P«  XU.  ]  It  is  read  herealfo,  ac- 
’ppfding  to  the  variety  of  Copies  Bennaventa^  or  Benneventa :  fee 
Surita .  You  have  it  twice  again  repeated  in  this  Itinerary,  but 
with  much  interpolation  of  the  name.  For  in  the  VI.  Journey 
from  London  to  Lincoln ,  you  have  ifannovanlia  ,  for  it  is  that 
very  fame  Station.  And  in  the  VIII  you  have  it  called  Banna - 
vantum  in  that  from  London  to  Tork^y  thence  alfo  you  muft 
mend  the  number  here  faith,  Talbot ^  and  make  it  XIX.  fee  the 
reafons  thereof  in  him  on  thofe  two  places  following. 

That  Northampton  ftood  where  this  fometime  had  its  being, 
John  Leland ,  a  painful  Interpreter  of  our  Britifh  affairs,  and 
William  fulk^  alfo  thought:  whofe  opinion  Camden  at  firft 
thought  good  of  j  but  upon  fecond  cares  and  more  diligent  ob- 
fefvationof  the  place  ,  hefets  itVI.  miles  thence,  where  now 
We'don  on  the Jtreet  is :  fo  called  becaufe  it  ftands  upon  that  Prs- 
torian  Way  Which  the  Romans  built,  and  along  which  Antoni- 
ntss defcribes  his  Stations:-  Moreover  this  is  confirmed  by  the 
exaft  account  pr  tale  of  Miles  to  the  Manfions  on  both  fides,  an 
Undoubted  argument  .•  Not  to  make  that  one.  faith  our  Anti¬ 
quary, 
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quary,  that  the  fpringsof  Avon  hard  by  here  feen,  and  are,  be 
concluded  in  the  compofition  of  the  name  Bennavenna .  As  for 
the  firft  part  of  it,  I  know  not  what  to  fay  to  it.  Perhaps  fome 
bold  Britain  would  have  added  Pen ,  for  which  yet  you  fee 
Ben  :  becaufe  we  fay  in  Latine  ,  as  well  as  in  Englijh ,  Caput  flu - 
minis .  You  know  formerly  that  I  am  not  skilled  in ,  and  lefk 
taken  in  fuch  deaudions  of  names.  Therefore  though  I  could 
tell  you  that  Benna  in  the  Gaftique  Language,  and  confequently 
in  the  Britijh0  aid  fignike  as  much  as  (e)  Vehiculum ,  yet  doubting 
I  (hould  not  pleafe  thebeft  therein,  any  more  then:  if  I  IhouJd  (e)  Sex. Pomp. 
fay  this  Beneventa  was  a  Colony  deduced  from  Beneventum  in  Ita-  Fefi,  de 
b  5  J-  torbear  both  5  the  firft,  becaufe  I  have  no  caufe  or  reafbn  ° 
for  it  :  the  fecond,  becaufe  I  have  no  authority,  or  fufficient 
warrant  to  make  it  good  3  neither  is  it  likely  I  fhould,  This 
though  an  antient  City  hath  not  much  to  fet  forth  its  memory  3 
or  which  can  aftert  it  much  from  the  injury  of  oblivion,  but 
the  very  nameonely  thrice  mentioned  in  this  Itinerary.  Yet  if 
our  con  jedure  hath  any  verifimilitude,  thofe  Camps  and  muni¬ 
ments  were  neer  upon  this  ground,  wherewith  P.  Oftonus  Sca¬ 
pula  the  Proprietor  here,  under  Claudius^  Antonamfluvnim^  fin* 
xit  quibufque  Petilius  Cerealis  defenfus  eji  cum  a  victors  Britanno 
fufa  Legions  nona^  &  qmd  erat  peditum  interfefio^  hue  cum  eqmti- 
busevdjijjet.  '  ;  , 

When  the  Roman  power  in  the  Iffcnd  was  come  over  and 
gone,  K.  If  olpher  had  his  palace  here  5  the  miracles  of  whole 
daughter  Wtrburg  a  virgin,  are  much  celebrated  by  our  Wri¬ 
ters.  Which  1  take  notice  of,  not  fo  much  that  lam  taken  with 
fuch  relations,  as  to  bring  in  an  obfervatien.that  the  Roman  Sta¬ 
tions  here  became  afterward  the  dwelling  of  the  Saxon  Princes ; 

And  this  is  not  the  firft  place  where  that  hath  been  done. 

L  ACTODOR.O  M.P.  XII.  'J  Our  Antiquary  had  ra¬ 
ther  read  it  La&orodum,  as  it  is  in  the  written  books.  Ortdius 
hath  it  both  waies  by  U.  Lattorudum ;  the  Neapolitan  Manu- 
feript ,  had  it  Latiodrodo  M.  P.  XII.  as  the  reft  have  it.  In  the  VI. 

Journey  it  is  conftantly  read  Lattodorum:  fee  there.  To  the 
name  faith  Robert  Talbot 3  alludunt  Luttirworth  Loughborotv .  But 

the  diftance  from  other  Manfions  here,  will  by  no  means  fuffer 
it.  1  hough  fbme  Folk  would  have  it  to  be  the  latter,  yet,  he 
mends  it  for  Bedford  as  doth  Camden  alio  fet  it  down  fo  5  in  his 
c^iKJbsn  of  his  excellent  Work.  But  it  could  not  be  Bedjordfi or 
that  ftands  not  upon  the  military  High- way  ,  which  is  certifli- 
mm  index  ad Jiationes  &  manfiones  ab  Antonino  memoratas  reps - 
riendas,  nor  hath  it  any  token  elfe  of  Roman  Antiquit}r.  Al¬ 
though  fometime  he  thought  it  to  be  fo  by  reading  it  Le&odo-  (()  De  Lactora* 
rum,  and  deducing  it  from  Uttui9  that  is  in  Britijb,  divsrforU , 

Inner and  duraqui-,  as  if  the  name  had  been  Lmtidur ,  or  Di-  fonktiis  i.z, cap. 
verforia  ad  defiant.  (/)  Laffvrate  the  old  Town  in  G-nd  differs'  7EJ>tj!;ile?t~ 
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as  you  fee  in  the  termination  only  :  perhaps  this  may  have  had 
fome  relation,  or  dependance  thereupon,  like  others  in  Britain, 
See  C  O  N  D  A  T  E  in  this  fame  Journey.  But  in  his  lafl:  edi¬ 
tion  thereof  $  he  takes  it  rather  to  be  Stony-StratforcL  The  pro* 
portionable  diftance  perf waded  him  co  it.  And  its  (landing  upon 
the  famous  5tr^t^thoroughfare,or  flreet,as  it  doth:he  concludes 
all ,  in  giving  the  (ignification  of  both  names  together, which 
are  fuitable  and  alike  .*  for  he  lets  us  know  that  in  the  old  Bri- 
tifh  tongue  Stones  are  called  Leach  :  now  you  were  acquainted 
but  now  that  it  (lands  upon  the  Watlingflreet  5  and  ryd ,  fignifies 
a  ford:  So  you  have,  he  being  the  interpreter,  Latfodorum,  i.e* 
Stony-fir  afford. 

M  AGIO  VINIO  M.  P.  XVI.]  Commonly  XI I.  in  the 
publick  Books.  You  have  this  Station  twice  again  in  this  Iti¬ 
nerary,  the  VI.  and  VII 1.  Journeyes.  There  vire  will  fpeak  of 
the  divers  readings  of  the  names,  and  look  to  the  numbers  of 
Miles.  Wcfind  Magioninium,  Magiovinium ,  Magiovintum^  Ma- 
gintum.  But  the  (irft  feems  moft  likely  to  be  the  right.  Dunjta- 
ble  is  a  Town  well  known  upon  the  rode,  (landing  upon  the 
Chiltern  in  Bedfordjhire ,  every  bodie  knows  it.  That  this  was  fo 
many  ages  ago  named  Magiovmtum ,  our  Antiquary  is  (o  confi¬ 
dent,  as  nothing  can  be  more.  For  befides  its  (landing  upon  the 
Military  Roman-way ,  the  C<efjrt  Coyns  are  u(ually  found  by  the 
Swineheards,  faith  he,  in  the  fields  about,  which  they  to  this 
day  call  Madning  Money  ,  referving  (lill  fome  reliques  ,  though 
corrupt,  of  the  antient  name.  And  hard  by  at  the  very  de- 
fcent  of  the  ChiUern  Hills  ^  there  is  a  Military  Fence  for  the  (pace 
e  hello  acres  made  round,  Fuch  as  (,g)  Caefar  and  ( h )  Strabo ,  de- 

gjj'til'j.  °  (cribe  the  Britains  towns  to  be  commonly  called  Mading-bower9 
(hi  Geogr.  1 4.  and  Madinbcur  by  the  By-dwellers  :  in  quo  nomine ,  they  are  the 
words  of  that  learned  man ,  parum  vitiato  nomine  Magintum  fe 
vat^D unftoSe  ^anijftme  oftendit.  However  it  was  ruined  by  time,  or  otherwife 
apud  Camdenum  King  Henry  1.  repaired  the  Town,  rooting  out  thence  Dun9  and 
in  Cafty  ende-  his  fellow  robbers.  He  had  his  refidence  there  fotnetime  him- 
lams.  felf.By  this  you  know  the  original  of  the  name  of  Du»fiable.  But 

in  his  #e?iKJb<ni)  or  former  edition,  he  puts  down  AfiwelxwHert* 
fordJJjire  for  it. 

DUROCOBRIVAs  M.  P.  XII.]  This  Ration  is  re¬ 
peated  twice  again  in  what  follows,  alike  in  all,  fave  that  in 
the  VI.  and  IIX.  Journeys  it  is  corrupted  into  Durocobriits,  Our 
former  Antiquaries  are  foully  out,  fetting  down  to  this  Dunfla- 
blef  'st ony-str afford,  &c.  all  which  we  have  already  pad.  But 
our  Antiquary  with  better  judgement  places  it  at  or  about 
Redbturnc ,  which  if  interpreted  is  as  much  faies  he,  as  aqua  ru - 
bra ^  although  the  water  that  runs  by  it  is  no  redder  than  that  of 
t^le  (0  Red-Sea.  The  place,  they  fay, is  famous  for  the  Reliques 
tuhfa.  of  Amphibalu*i  as  formerly  for  his  Martyrdome.  The  (lory  is 
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10  (4)  Bed*,  thus:  cc  Alban  as  yet  a  Pagan,  when  as  thecom-  (k  )BedaEccl, 
cc  mands  of  cruel  Princes  raged  againft  the.  Chriftians,  gaveen-  Hift.  Angler. 
<c  tertainment  to  a  certain  Clerk  running  away  from  the  purfu- 
Cc  ers.  Whom  whenhefaw  day  and  night  employed  in  contl** 
cc  nual  praying  and  watching  5  fuddenly  being  vifited  by  the  di- 
6c  vine  Grace,  he  began  to  imitate  him  as  an  example  of  faith 
Cc  and  piety  ,  and  by  little  and  little  being  inftru&ed  by  his 
Cv  whollome exhortations,  leaving  the darknefs  of  Idolatry,  he 
Ct  became  a  Chrifiian  from  his  whole  heart.  Now  when  as  the 
Cc  aforefaid  Clark  remained  lome  daies  with  him,  news  came  to 
“the  ears  of  the  wicked  Prince,  that  this  Confeffor  of  Chrift  , 
cc  lay  lurking  with  Alban ,  having  not  as  yet  any  certain  place 
tc  appointed  for  his  Martyrdome.  Whence  the  Souldiers  were 
“  commanded  with  more  diligence  to  fearch  him*  out.  Who 
“comming  at  Albans  dwelling  3  heprefently  for  his  ghueft  and 
“Matter,  yielded  himfeif  to  the  Souldiers,  arrayed  ih  his  ve- 
Cc  ry  habit,  and  Q )  drels,  and  fo  was  brought  bound  before  the

At  this  day  it  is  taken  notice  of  for  (landing  upon  the  l¥at- 
lingfireet  s  and  for  the  brook  Weamer  hard  by  it  ,  which  never 
bubbles  up  or  rifes,  but  againft  a  dearth  of  Cornier  hard  times, 
as  the  neighbours  fay5  and  believe.  Hereby  (bod  that  antient 
Ration  Durocobriv£  ,  though thediftance  feems  to  fay  no  fuch 
thing ,  now  Redburn ,  for  they  both  fignifie  the  fame  aquam  K«- 
bram ,  or  Red-water.  For  ancient  places  are  moft  an  end  beft  di- 
fcovered,  either  by  old  Infcriptions,  by  the  courfe  of  Journey?, 
by  the  likenefs  and  fignifications  of  names,  by  Rivers  and  Lakes 
adjoined,  when  otherwife  the  numbers  and  diftance  in  the  Iti¬ 
nerary  do  not  fo  well  (uit,  as  which  may  eafily  be  corrupted  , 
as  here  too  often  ,  and  the  (hort  cuts  in  waies  quite  loft.  And 
XVI.  is  not  fo  hardly  made  of  V  1 1.  Befides  Rivers  themfelves 
dye  and  decay  in  time,  5s  you  have  been  formerly  told.  And 
plLmlti-  therefore  whether  it  ftiould  be  briva  or  briga  rather,  which  (p) 
cograpbum.  adi  Strabo  faith  among  the  G^w'/.lignified  a  City,  at  leaft  fuch  a  one, 

dZmMbX.  as  had  in  k  a  water  Paffed  oVer  with  a  brid<?e :  the  wcIrd  in  a11 

modern  languages  almoft  for  pons  comming  from  And 

therefore  we  will  take  Cluverius  obfervation  in  his  Geography  ? 
That  Briga  (jgnifieth  what  pons  doth,  among  the  old  Celt#.  And 
that,  omnia  epida  per  Gallism  pariter  ac  Hifpaniam  &  alias  regia - 
ms  itd  dejinentia  adfumirumripas  pofitajuht.  Hence  is  it  that  in 
(q)  C£fars  feverall  copies  you  read  Sa^arobtiga0  and  Samarabri- 

(q)c*(.  com,  va  .  as  it  is  alfoin  rtohmy  %*u*&fitiy*.  In  Antoninus  Briva  Jj ar£ , 

?•  Pc  Id.  Gall.  which 
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which  simUr  other  wife  calls  Briga  Ifara  ,  for  Pontoi^e  in  France. 
So  by  this  Du^ocobriva  will  be  as  much  as  Pons  feu  I  raj eft us  aqua 
Rubra,  i.e.  The  pafs  of  she  Red  water,  or  Redbourp.  However  I 
cannot  diffemble,  but  that  the  fame  great  Antiquary,  in  his 
v&ticJbfc,  that  is,  the  firfl:  edition  of  his  B  R  ITANNIA,  be¬ 
lieved  it  to  be  Hertford.  His  words  are  .*  Hertfordiam  femper  Du- 
rocobrivas  ejje  credidit  Durioh ,  i.  e.  Rubra  aqua.  Hcrudford '  i.  e. 
The  Redford  j  dijiantia  convemt .  But  fince  he  hath  changed  his 
opinion. 

VERULAMIU  M.  M  P.  V  1 I.  []  Had  I  had  the  For¬ 
tune,  which  I  remember  good  Robert  had  by  the  courtefie  of 
St.  Albans  ghoft,  to  be  carried  up  and  down,  and  acquainted 
with  what  ever  concerned  the  Town,  (r )  de  meeniis  dirnU  civi- 
tatis ,  de  amne  diminuto,  de  Jirata  communi  adjacent e  civitati.  I 
might  fave  my  labour  in  turning  over  other  mens  books  .*  but 
feeing  that  will  not  be,  take  in  good  part  what  I  have  col¬ 
lected,  and  got  to  know,  by  perufing  the  Writings  of  other 
men  before  me. 

Firft,  then  take  we  notice  of  the  name,  which  is  thrice  re* 
membred  in  this  Itinerary,  but  fome  what  faulty  the  beft :  Ver - 
lamio ,  Vend  anti,  and  Verolamo  ,  for  Verulamio.  Ptolemy  al  lb  would 
be  noted,  in  whom  you  find,  but  amiis  ’ov^xetvm,  making  it 
one  of  the  Cities  of  the  >&Tvtvx**v°s  Catyeuchlani.  It  flood  in-r 
deed  neer  where  the  famous  old  Town  St.  Albans  now  flouri- 
Iheth ,  which  grew  by  its  mines  5  in  CaifI)ow  Hundred,  which 
place  the  Cajfii,  mentioned  by  (f)  Cafar,  without  doubt  faith 
our  Antiquary  fometimes  pofTeffed.  Of  thefe  then,  faith  he, 
the  famous  Commander  C ajjibeliamus  had  his  name.  Among  the 
Britain  Cities,  which  we  have  fet  down  by  Ninnius ,  it  is  called 
Cazr-Municip.  Becaufe  it  had  been  a  Muncipium  in  the  Romaics 
times,  as  you  fhall  hear  anon  :  though  for  it  you  find  in  (t  j  Hun¬ 
tington ,  Caer-Mercipit  5  but  corruptly.  And  our  Antiquary 
needed  not  to  have  made  any  doubt, that  this  was  Caer  Municipi- 
um  which  Goltzius  found  in  old  Infcriptions.By  the  Saxons  it  was 
called  Weplam  cefter  and  Wadin£acerreji,  from  theWatlingftreet 
Way,  and  at  this  day  it  is  (till  called  Verulami  though  thereof 
nothing  remains,  but  the  ruins,  to  fay  that  ever  it  was.  Hence 
had  the  truly  Noble  Sr.  Francis  Baconhis  Honors,  Lord  Vend  ant 
VicontS .  Albans.  A  man,  asonefaies  of  him,  Vno  omnilaude  & 
i  nvidil  major  5  acerrimi  ft  die  it ,  fubtilifimi  ingenii ,  eruditionfs 
veto  minime  vulgaris,  rtuquam  inter  moriiura  pofi  fe  reft  quit  orna¬ 
mental  qui fetuh fui ingenia  longe  Jugergrefsus,  enm  omni  antiquta - 
te  certamen  habuit.  But  what  our  Comes  Municipii  was,  if  our 
learned  Heralds  cannot  tell,  as  I  fear  they  will  be  to  feek,  I  re¬ 
fer  them  to  ( V )  Gxlfrjdus  in  his  Britifh  Hiflory  :  Comes  ergo  oppi- 
di  Municipii,  qui  ipfuw  pr  abater  is  diligtbat ,  precept  is  illins  parere 
non  diflulit.  But  his  followers,  becaufe  they  underftood  not

him  3  cared  not  that  we  fhould  underftand  him ,  for  what 
means  one  of  them  by  (*)  Comes  qui dem  fuk  mumcipio oppidi 

fjpc. 

The  whole  current  of  our  Antiquaries,  and  thofe  too  fuch 
as  would  not  take  it  well  to  have  their  judgement  flighted, 
thought  this  Verulamium ,  to  be  that  Cdjji  bellani  opidum  ,  which 
we  find  in  (y)  Ctfar,  fpeaking  of  his  conquefl  of  it,  Sytvis  pa- 
ludibufque  munitum ,  quojatis  magnus  hominum  pecorumque  numerus 
conveners.  Oppidum  autem  Britanni  cum  fylvas  impeditas  valla 
atauefojfa  mumerunt  quo  incur  ponis  hoLlium  vitanda  can  fa  convenire 
confueverit.  Locum  reperit  egregie  natura  atque  operc  munitum.  I 
confefs  t  was  hot  at  firft  fo  much  refolved  as  to  think  fo,  yet  bet¬ 
ter  inclined  to  it,Gnce  I  underflood  that  Camden  himfelf  thought 
it  probable  :  Neither  have  1  met  with  other  Antiquities  of  it 
till  Nerds  time$  feeing  that  the  fame  learned  Antiquarysthought 
shstt  the  vallum,  which  now  is  commonly  called  Ojier  hills ,  was 
of  old  in  Claudius  time  the  Cajlra  or  Camp  of  (s )  P.  Ojicrius  Sca~ 
pula,  his  Proprietor  here. 

But  in  Nero  /time  it  met  with  a  fad  fate:  The  ftory  out  of 
Tacitus  is  thus  :  Under  Nero  then,  the  Britains  intolerably  loaden 
with  weight  of  the  Roman  government  and  efpecially  the  Icens 
(now  and  Suffolk  men)  provoked  by  that  cruel  fervitude 

into  which  not  themfelves,  but  the  wife  alfo,  and  daughters  of 
their  King  Prafutagus  were,  even  beyond  right  of  vifrory,  con  - 
flrained  :  at  length,  breathing  for  liberty  (and  in  a  further  con¬ 
tinuance  of  War^  havingfor  their  General  ^Boadicia^Qd)  Eou - 
diciaa  (<■)  Voadicai  or  (dj  Bundutcas  (  -mm  $ot  wop*  wku,  as  the 
Poet  faith,  of  another:)  their  Queen,  rebelled  againft  their 
forrtin  Conqueror ,  and  in  Martial  oppofition  committing  a 
flaughtcr  of  no  lefs  then  LXXX.  M.  (asJDwhath,  although 
Tacitus  mifs  CCl^j.  of  this  number :  )  ranfackt  and  fpoiled 
Maidon  (  then  Camalodunum  •  )  a  Colony  of  which  in  the  I V. 
Tourney  }  and  alfo  this  Perulamium  which  were  the  two  chief 
Towns  of  the  Ifle  }  for  fo  is  Suetonius  underflood  by  learned 
men  }  if  London  be  not  meant  by  one  of  them  }  his  words  are; 
(e)  Ac  cel  Jit  t  antis  tx  Principe  malts  clades  Britannic  a  ^qua  duo  prdcipua 
ppptda  magnacivium  Romanorum  fociorumque  cade  direpta.  And 
though  nobody  hath  qneflioned  this :  yet  there  want  not,  who 
make  it  a  doubt*-  whether  this  Free  Borough  Verulam ,  having 
tafled  of  the  fame  miferable  Fortune,  which  London  it  felf  did, 
which  Corn.  Tacitus  witnefles,  werefirflor  in  Buffering  rather 
laft,  in  the  order  asTacifus  ranks  it.  For  how  fay  they,  doth 
that  reafon  hold  good,  Suetonius  paulmtis  rendred  as  the  finall 
caufeof  his  quitting  London ,  by  the  lofs  of  one  Town  to  fave  the 
whole  refidue ,  if  VauUm  here  were  overwhelmed  after?  But 
being  it  is  clear  for  the  diforderof  the  fad,  the  flrife,  or  doubt 
concerning  the  order  of  the  time,  may  very  well  ceafe*  and  we 
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may  follow  what  we  find.  But  we  were  beft  take  a  view  of  Ta- 
cilus  words,  as  corrupt  as  they  are.  (fj  Eadem  clades  municipio 
V erulamio  juit :  quia  barbari  omijfls  cajiellis  prxftdu(que  military  $ 
quod  ubemmum jpoliant  &  dejerentes  intntum^  Utj  prxda  & 
alwrum  injignes  petebant .  Ad  Septuaginta  mill  a  civiuni  &  fociorum , 
iis  qu<£  memoravi  iocis^  occidifte  conjlitit»  Neqne  enim  capere  ant  ve- 
nundare ,  a  Undue  quod  btlli  commerctum ,  Jed  c<t’des  ,  patibula ,  ignes^ 
crucet ,  lanquamreddituri  fupplicium^  ac  precept  a  interim  ultione  fe- 
ftwabant .  Nothing  did  more  unmask  the  covetous,  corrupt, 
and  inwardly  mod:  vitious  intents  of  the  followers  o t  Boadtcia9 
then  the  injury  done  hereunto.  For  m  Cam alodunum  the  main 
body  and  (lock  of  the  people  were  Romans  ,  and  London  like- 
wile  was  full  of  them,  which  miniftred  fome  colour  for  their 
merciielle  carriage  3  but  why  they  fhould  deal  in  that  manner 
with  Verulamium^  the  Magiftrates  and  communally  whereof  were 
Britains,  no  tolerable  caufe  can  be  well  affigned.  True  it  is 
they  had  the  dignity  and  benefit  to  be  free  of  Rome ,  but  were 
nototherwife  Roman .  A  principal  difference  between  the  per¬ 
sons  of  a  Colony  and  thofe  of  a  Munisipium ,  this  3  that  in  a  Colony 
they  were  evermore  drawn  out  of  the  Corporation  it  felf  of  the 
people  of  Rome ,  as  members  before,  but  in  the  other,  they  were 
not  any  part  of  that  Imperial  body  unfavourably  received  by 
municipial  priviledge  into  the  freedom  5  men  generally  forrein 
elfe,  and  but  byadmiflion  capable.  You  may  if  you  pleafe  fee 
Agelhus  and  other  Roman  Writers,  but  if  you  have  not  leifure, 

Camden  alone  will  be  enough.  However  in  this  very  work  have 
recou rfe  to  Eboracum^  for  that  too  by  Aurelius  Victor  is  faid  to 
have  been  a  Mnnicipium,  The  Veru'amians  therefore  were  Bri¬ 
tains,  though  now  they  Imarted  as  Romans  5  and  found  their 
riches  to  be  their  undoing.  It  might  be  fuppofed  CifHiftories 
were  places  for  fuppofals : )  that  King  Cogidunus  (of  whom  there 
is  already  fufficient  fpoken)  was  Lord  of  the  Soil  about,  which 
being  upon  the  frontier  of  the  revolted  Trinob  antes  ,the  Town  for 
that  caule  fuffered  mifehief,  in  hatred  and  defpite  ofhis  conftant 
friendlbip  to  his  great  Benefadors  the  Romans.  And  here  among 
many  others  the  like, in  the  (g)  C  O  R  N  E  L I A  N  Annals ,  the  rg)  Taeit.de 
infelicity  of  the  Text,  corrupted  by  tranfeription,  breeds  con-  Agricel*. 
fufion.  Nor  doth  the  Surgery  of  Criticks  lb  heal  it,  but  that 
new  Galls  and  Blifters  may  ftill  arife.  What  Tacitus  would  prin¬ 
cipally  lay  is  not  obfeure  :  For  he  hath  told  us  3  That  the  Bri¬ 
tains,  omitting  Caftles  and  Garrilons,  as  tedious  and  trouble- 
fome  to  conquer,  ranged  loofe  about,  and  made  booty  or  havock 
of  that  which  was  mod  of  worth  abroad  3  and  although  difor— 
dered  fhufflings  of  the  vulgar  Text,  -whichis,  that  the  follow¬ 
ers  of  Boadtcta  carried  their  pillage  and  robberies  to  places  of 
fafety,  (whether  Woods  or  Boggs,  ox  whatfoever  elfej  arid 
full  of  gladneffe  for  their  cheviiance^  did  then  come  again  to 
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fetch  more,  which  every  man  will  repute  reafonable  to  fup- 
eruditijVafac7-  P°^e)  }’et  thofe  (/&)  learned  matters  from  other  conjedures  5  are 
rim't  ingenii  £.»  beft  to  be  feen  in  their  own  writings.  The  moft  judicious  of 
ieeconis  them  agree  in  this  to  be  the  fen (e  ,  that  Boadicias  men '(blight 
'qua,  ternacuie  f°r  t^iat  which  was  mott  gainfull  to  themfelves,  and  withallun- 
ediiit  cap.  25.  fafe  for  the  owners  to  defend  5  a  people  forward  ;to  Boot-hale , 
feB.  22.  ancj  confume3  but  backward  to  the  duties  of  War.  A  cenfure 
they  well  deferved,  and  extends  to  all  others,  who  propound 
ding  to  themfelves  no  laborious  nor  honeft  means  of  life  ,  long 
for  civil  confufions,that  they  might  have  what  to  lavifh,though 
but  for  never  fo  fhort  a  while,  and  with  whatfoever  lafting  mi- 
fery  to  the  innocent  and  induftrious. 

But  after  this  ftorm  and  ftound,  as  great  as  it  was ,  it  flouri- 
(hed  again,  and  attained  to  much  fame  and  renown.  Among 
other  things,  there  is  a  Coyn,  extant,  Tramped  here,as  they  fay, 
and  is  moft  probable,  having  on  the  one  fide  T  A  S  C I A  $  on 
the  other  VER:  let  the  learned  judge  when  they  fee  it  : 


The  learned  Divine  of  Wales ,  and  Antiquary  too,  David Po - 
ml,  a  man  well  skilled  in  Britilh  memories  of  old  time,  per- 
fwaded  Mr.  Camden ,  one  upon  whom  you  could  not  eafily  put 
a  falfe  die,  that  in  their  antient  Language  this  piece  T  A  S  C  I A 
denoted  and  fignified  as  much  as  Trtbuti  denarius ,  as  Tafiyd  was 
frtfcipuusTributi  collector.  So  that  this  Coyn  meant  as  much  as 
the  Tribute  money  of  Verulamium  j  Now  whereas  many  will 
have  thefe  Coyns  antienjter  than  the  Romans  coming  in  hither, 
the  learned  Antiquary  will  not  hear  of  it :  Money  indeed  from 
all  Antiquity  was  tributurary  here,  and  abroad,  either  by  the 
poll,  or  quantity  of  Land  :  but  before  them  to  whom  fhould 
the Britains  pay  tribute?  And  yet  they  had  money :  ask  C<efar 
elfe,fpeakingof  their  money. 

The  reading  of  late,  whether  from  Scaltger  or  Lipjius0  it  mat¬ 
ters  not  which,  hath  taieis Jcrreis ,  for  annulis  ferrets  :  Howe¬ 
ver  our  Speed  makes  his  boafts  of  having  fo  many  Iron  Rings 
lying  by  him,  remainders  of  Cafars  times.  But  for  this  place, 
being  as  perplexed  as  any  in  Ctfar,  I  refer  you  to  my  Britannia 
Romanorum ,  where  we  illuftrate  what  he  hath  concerning  our 
There  are  many  interpolations,  it  mutt  be  con  felled , 
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both  before  and  fince  'juiitts  cdjus  his  rtcenfion  of  him,  and  his 
times  5  but  we  do  not  therefore  dilavo wand  rejed:  with  Fran - 
cifius  Floridut^  -or  {a)  Ludovkus  Carrio >,  and  others,  thole  im-  C 
mortal  Commentaries,  which  deferve  the  reading  and  memory 
ot  all  ages.  cap. 13. 

But  return  we  to  Veriilam  umjx\  which  the  firft  Letters  VER, 
fhould  ieem  fomewhat  to  found  honourably  in  the  Britilh 
tongue,  becaufe(/>)  VER-gobret  was  the  name  of  a  chiefMa- 
gilirate  among  the  Galls  (  whofe  language  was  the  fame  with  (b)  Caf  com. 
the  britains:)  and  their  moll  heroick  Champion  was  called  1‘  ei>eiloG*tl° 
Vcrringecorix  :  But  this  is  more  eafie  to  imagine,  then  to  prove  .* 

That  it  fignified  the  lame  with  Mawr ,  is  probable,  if  the  lenfe 
of  Ver}  or  Vawr  in  fome  Britifh  dialed:,  be  like  wife  equivalent 
in  Engiifh  as  Mawr  is.  Great  and  apt  additions  in  thefe  parti¬ 
culars. 

Humphrey  Lhuyd  one  of  the  learned!!  late  Antiquaries  among 
us  (^1  ever  except  the  T rium-viri :  )  will  have  it,  that  the  petty 
itreamthat runs  thereby  was  denominative  of  the  place,  and 
Verhim  to  have  been  Ver-lhan ,  the  Fane  or  Temple  upon  the 
Water  IV err ,  he  fuppohng  that  to  be  the  name  thereof. 

That  the  Thames  once  held  its  courfe  by  this  Town,  and  that 
Ships  of  great  burthen  palfed  by ,  many  have  delivered.  But 
the  caufe  why  fome  thought  lo,  is  for  that,  Gildas ,  fpeakingof 
'  St.  Albans  martyrdome,  and  his  miraculous  palling  through  the 
River  at  Verlamcefter  calls  it  iter  ignotum  trans  Thamefis  fluvii  al- 
ve/tm:  fo  by  colle&ion  they  gueft  that  Thamest had  then  his  firlj: 
courfe  this  Way,  being  thereto  further  moved  by  Anchors,  and 
fuch  like,  here  digged  up.  This  Conjedxtre  hath  been  follow¬ 
ed  by  that  Noble  Mule  thus,  in  the  perfon  of  V erlam. 


And  where  the  Chryftall  Thamit  wont  to  Hide  spotted 

In  Sylver  Channel  down  along  the  Lee, 

About  whofe  flowry  banks  on  either  fide, 

A  thoufand  Nymphs,  with  mirthfull  jollity. 

Were  wont  to  play  from  all  annoyance  free 
i  here  now  no  Rivers  courfe  is  to  be  leen. 

But  Moorilh  Fens  and  Marlhes  ever  green. 

1  here  alfo  where  the  winged  Ships  were  leen. 

In  liquid  waves,  to  cut  their  foamy  way  5 
A  thoufand  Filhers  numbred  to  have  been 
In  that  wide  Lake,  looking  for  plenteous  prey 
Of  filh,  with  baits  which  they  us’d  to  betray. 

Is  now  no  Lake,  nor  any  Filhers  ftore. 

Nor  ever  fhip  lhall  fade  there  any  more. 


But  for  this  matter  of  the  Thames,  thofe  two  great  Antiqua¬ 
ries,  Leland  and  Camden  >  have  joined  in  judgement  againftit: 
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and  for  the  Anchors,  they  may  be  fuppofed  of  Fifh  boats  in 
large  Pools  which  have  here  been,  and  yet  are,  left  Reliques  of 
their  name. 

Of  fuch  a  great  pool  there,  hear  what  an  antient  Hifforian 
faith  :  the  Ruines  of  Vernlam  area  Wall  of  Flints  and  Bricks, 
eaten  down  into  the  earth  with  age  and  weather,  and  deep  dou¬ 
ble  Trenches  about, which  remain  at  this  day  looking  fadly  with 
an  overgrown  face  upon  the  Town  of  St  .Alban,  and  yet  retains 
the  antient  name :

As  under  the  Romans ,  fo  in  the  Saxon  times  afterward,  it  en¬ 
dured  a  fecond  ruin,  and  out  of  its  corruption,  after  the  Ab¬ 
bey  ere&ed  by  K.  Offa,  was  generated  that  of  Saint  Albans  5  whi¬ 
ther,  in  later  times,  molt  of  the  flone- works  and  whatfoever  fit 
for  building  was  by  the  Abbots  tranflated.  So  that,

(e)  Jacob,  san-  the  decay  of  Verhlamium ,  I  bring  as  paralel  the  overthrow  of 
M\arm  depar -  Carthage, out  of  (e)  one,  who  if  any  other,  had  his  genius  as  well 
tu  virgin*  1  .2.  as  jj0ufe9  i  hnow  no  reafon  why  any  one  fhould  be  offended;  for 
my  part  I  am  delighted  in  it :

tiquary.  But  he  thinks  Verulamium ,  was  equally  famous  for 
nothing,  as  for  that  in  DiocUfian  the  Emperours  time  ,  under  a 
grievous  perfecution  of  Christians  it  produced  Alban  the  Proto¬ 
martyr  of  the  Britains,  a  ftout  Champion  of  the  Gofpel :  to 
him  therefore  have  recourfe  for  his  Story  3  but  efpecially  to  the 
never  to  be  enough  praifed  Dr.  Vfher ,  lately  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh ,  who  therein  hath  detected  many  errours  and  miftakes, 
cleared  all  doubts,  and  fet  right  the  whole  Narration  of  his 
life  and  death  3  and  (a)  as  Salomon  faies,  what  (hall  the  man  do 
that  cometh  after  the  King  }  even  that  which  hath  been  already 
done. 

SlILLONIACiE  M. P.  IX. ]  The  Watlingftrcet way 
goes  on  from  Verulamium  to  London ,  & 
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As  he  faid  of  the  Appian.  But  there  is  fome  deflexion  in  the 
courfe  now,  which  gave  caufe  to  Harrifon  to  cniftake  Barnet  for 
Sulloniac #.  But  Talbot ,  I  know  not  what  reafon  he  had  for  it , 
rather  puts  Edgevoorth  for  it :  And  Fulk  Shelney ,  between  St.  Ste¬ 
phens  and  lljtree  3  if  by  this  he  means  Ellejireei  perhaps  he  is  not 
much  out  of  the  Way  3  for  much  about  this  diftance  from  Lon - 
dinium  is  Sulloniac  a  to  be  found  •  and  our  Antiquary  hath  light 
upon  it  at  Brocklcy  hill,  where  are  the  remains  of  an  old  Station 
and  very  much  rubbilh  digged  up.  The  Roman  power  at 
length  expiring  in  the  Ifland,  and  all  being  fet  on  lire  by  the  Sa¬ 
xon  with  War,  an  universal  face  of  Barbarifm  over-run  all,and 
among  the  reft  all  that  lay  between  the  Chiliern  was  all  over* 
grown  with  trees  and  bufhes,  and  almoft  to  London ,  and  not 
reftored  again,  nor  the  way  quitted,  till  by  Leoftan  the  twelfth

Abbot  of  s.  Albans  a  little  before  the  Normans  entrance :  ( V )  lUe 
faith  the  Hiftorian,  opaca  nemora  9  qua  hlimboCiltru  ttfqwLont 
doniurn  fere,  a  parte  Septentrionali  ubi  pracipue  Strata  Legia  ,  qu€ 
Watlingjlr  atu  dicitur ,  fecit  ref ecari,  falebras  explanari,  pontes  fabric 
car's, &  abrupt  a  yiarum  in  planitiem  redigi  tutiorem .  But  this  old 
way  being  again  reftored,  was  again  deferred,  another  by  the 
licence  of  theBifhopsof  London ,  between  three  and  four  hum* 
dred  years  ago,  through  High-Gate  and  Garnet  being  laid  open, 
as  is  already  obferved,  by  our  learned  Countreyman  and  dili¬ 
gent  Antiquary.

As  old  Martial  faith 5  and  little  lefs  we  find  faid  of  the  M  new 
City,  Byzantium,  or  (/>)CP.  And  as  for  the  gallant  City  Athens 
to  omit  thofe  common  oyes, in  which  it  is  called  (cVem«'{  'eu«»! 
or,  the  Greece  of  Greece:  and  elfewhere,  (d)  the  other  eye  of 
Greece-,  that  methinksof  (e)HegeJiasia  Strabo,  fpeaking  of  it 
is  very  brave;  where  he  calls  it  The 

Edifice  of  the  Gods,  and  gallant  men  in  former  time.  Novv 
though  this  may  very  truly  be  faid  of  London,  yet  let  me  adde 
that  the  Piety,  Juftice,  Wifdome,  and  other  Virtues  have 
more  preferved  this  City  then  ever  the  Ancilia  Martis  did  Rome 
or  the  Palladium  did  Athens  it  felf;  and  rendred  the  Genista  there¬ 
of  fo  vital  as  we  fee.  t  or  in  that  very  refpeci  it  is  wondred  at  by 
learned  men.  1 

Truly  fuch  hath  been  the  Fate  of  this  our  great  and  famous 
City,  that  it  hath  not  onely  furvived  the  memory  of  many  her 
Neighbors, mentioned  by  Antonine, Ptolemy ,  th  e(f)  Notftia  of  the 
Weltern  Empire,  &c.  whofe burial  places  our  Antiquaries  of 
late  have  made  fuch  fearch  and  enquiry  after  5  but  for  the  fpace 
of  above  one  thoufand  five  hundred  fourfcorc  and  fix  years  (  for 
fo  long  it  is  fince  the  Confulfhip  of  Cafbnius  ratus  9  and  Petronius 
Turpihanusjn  vyhofe  time  London  was  accounted^).***/,**  celebre 
by  an  unquefrionable  Author.*  and  my  intent  is  not  toinfift 
upon  any  Antiquity  much  beyond  this :  )  hath  flourifoed  more 
tor  the  iratelinefs  and  magnificence  of  her  goodly  buildings  :  for

the  large  extent  of  her  bounds  and  jurifdi&ion  :  for  the  religion 
and  civility  of  her  inhabitants^  for  the  wifdom  and  honor'of  her 
res  whofe  *  *v ft*™  have  abundant  witneUes,  and 

appear  in  moft  Towns  of  the  Kingdom :  for  theprofeffion  of 
Arms  all  good  letters  and  arts  5  not  to  fpeak  of  her  Trainque  mankind  hath 
and  commerce  with  all  Countries,  and  Ports  of  the  known  ta„,h=b«,« 
world,  more  then  any  other  whatfotver  throughout  all  Chri- 
ftendome.  And  notwithftandmg  it  hath  often  met  with  thofe 
common  calamities.  Fire  and  the  fword  of  Enemies,  both  do- 
medioue  and  forrein ,  yet  what  hath  ulua  ly  proved  utterly  de- 
ftructive  to  others ,  to  this  hath  been  acaufeof  fining  more 
fplendour  and  greatneffe,  and  (he  hereby,  like  the  Kingly  Oak, 
to  fpeak  in  the  Poets  words,  (or  rather -  M  Hornet,  that  I  may 
not  offend  againft  the  Imperial  Rule  of  (d)  JuJisntan.)

Her  frequent  Schathfires  have  rcndred  hernot  left  magnificent ,  9i.  aiuberd. 
but  more  famous.  And  her  enemies  ha  ve  had  the  fame  caul e  of 
grief,  that  Limagenes,  an  enemy  to  the  Welfare  of  Kome  con- 
tetlech  himfelf  to  have  had,  as  often  as  it  chanced  to  be  fet  on 
fire  ;  Rom*  ftU  incendia  ab  hoc  mum  dolors  efe,  mod.  ffiret  meltora 
returredu, a  q««»‘  *rftftenf.  He  knew  they  would  bebuilt  more 
ftately  after  the  burning.  All  which  argues  and  confirms  thus 
much,  that  Lmdenis  a  body  well  complexioned  •  orifyouhad 
rather  have  fo  much  in  Latine  from  the  moft  polite,  but  umm- 
itable  Cl)  Upfsus  fpeaking  of  it :  Londsnmm ,  faith  he,  upon  oc-  Caw 
cafion  of  firing  it  under  Nero,  by  the  incomparable  woman  Boa-  . 

dtcia,  urbs  nobthlftma,  vitals  gen-.ocondsta  hodseque  cetebre.  The 
place  which  I  mean  is  to  be  found  in  h.s  Commentaries  upon  the 
Immortal  Annals  of  Cornelsus  Tacitus,  wherein  is  almoft  the  an- 
tienteft  mention  of  Londinium,  which  we  may  by  no  means  neg- 
left  to  bring  in  here  ••  At  Smtoniw  msra  confttantu  midwinter  bo- 
ftes  Londinium  perrexit,  cognomento  quidem colons*  non  wftgne,  Jed 
covia  negotiatorum  &  commeatn  maxime  ceU  re.  1  i  am  t gnus  an 
Urn  fedem  bdlo  deligeret,  circumfpeBa  infrequentia  sstdstss.  SatsJ- 
memagni,  document"  temeritatem  Tetilii  coercitam , 
dantnojervtre  utsiverfa  ftatuit.  Neque  fletu  &  achrsmss  a 
ejut  orantium  flexus  eft,  quin  daret  projeBionis  ft gmns,  &  eonnt an¬ 
sa  i„  partem  agnimis  accipsret.  Si  quos  imbell" fexus  autfetfaaW, 
vet  loci  dulcedo  attimerat,  ab  hofte  opprefti  font .  Here  the  name  of 
London,  as  faid,  is  firft  to  be  found  in  any  antiCnt  authentick  ^ 
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ting,  and  that  for  ^calamities  fake,  which  at  this  time  it  fuf- 
fered  moft  extream.  But  that  violence  which  could  abate,  and 
✓  }  .  n  i  ^e^°^ate  happinefs  for  the  time,  advanced  the  name  thereof  to 
^  * *  •  4‘  immortal  remembrance  by  (g  )  Cornelius  Tacitus ,  her  principal 
Hiftorian  ,  and  witnefle.  Tragicall  effefts  the  moft  naturall 
matter  of  renown.  Profperous  fuccefles  vaniffi  in  the  warmth 
of  their  own  fruition.  His  memorie  therefore  deferves  a  fpe- 
cial  honour  there.  And  if  ever  the  moft  Civil,  pompous,  and 
thankfull  ufes  of  the  magnificent  A<fts  of  Statuarie,  Founding, 
Mowlding,  Mufive,  and  Graving,  prevail  to  come  up  here,  as 
among  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  both  he  and  others  fhall  un¬ 
doubtedly  enjoy  it.  In  the  words  Jaft  cited  the  excellent  Hi- 
ftorian  tellethhew  the  Roman  General,  or  Pro  Pretor,  out  of 
anapprehenfion  of  thefcarcity  of  his  Souldiers,  not  daring  to 
ftand  Boadicias  Forces,  quite  abandoned  and  deferted  London  to 
the  cruelty  and  rape  of  the  enemies,  neither  would  be  perfwa- 
ded  other  wife  by  any  tears  orintreaties  of  the  Citizens.  And 
out  of  his  pofitive  words,  we  may  know  that  London  was  not 
a  Colony  ,  Londiniutn  cognomento  quidem  Colonic  non  infigne  * 
fiZtin  wh.er£fore  ( ■ h  )  OmtpbriMf  can  be  no  way  excufed,  who  exprefly 

imper.Rom.  again it  Tacitus  words,  faith,  there  was  a  Colony  there.  But 
there  are  two  feveral  tranflations,  each  of  them  in  Print,  who 
out  of  that  very  place  of  Tacitus  would  make  London  feem  a 
Colony.  If  there  be  any  hope,  that  he  could  have  fuch  a  mea¬ 
ning  5  it  muft  fliine  from  out  of  other  words  in  his  Agricola 
where  fummmg  the  hurts ,  and  mifehiefs  of  Boadicias  da- 
rings,  he  fpeaks  plurally,  as  if  Colonies  were  deftroyed  ,  and 
not  one  Colony  alone.?  That  reading  of  the  place  being  lite¬ 
rally  urged,  London  then  may  beft  put  in  for  that  title  ,  with 
Camalodmum.  Butfomeof  the  moft  learned  neither  read  the 
Latin  Word  as  in  the  number  of  multitude,  and  there  is  alfo 
another  commodious  anfwer  5  figure  of  fpeech  5  which  not 
rarely  admits  a  plural  for  a  Angular,  as  a  gracefull  excefle. 
London  was  never  faid  to  be  a  Colony.  The  honour  fo  much  the 
more ,  that  having  no  fuch  fupport ,  it  fhould  grow  lo  fuper- 
latively  eminent.  Thefe  are  iome  few  among  the  infinite  in¬ 
novations  of  Tranflators.  Defcription  of  Places  is  an  exprefs 
office  of  Hiftory,  as  the  clearing  of  doubts,  a  neceflary  right  of 
defeription. 

As  for  the  word  commeatu ,  befides  which  there  is  no  difficul¬ 
ty  in  the  Text,  you  may  render  it,  if  you  pleafe,  for  the  great 
company  of  Merchants,  and  multitudinous  paffages,  that  is  to 
lay,  for  great  refort  and  flocking  too  and  again  by  Sea  :  but  if 
this  word  of  his  will  not  properly  bear  this  meaning  ,  then  are 
0)Mi  v.cu-  we  to  fubftitute  in  the  room  thereof  this,  or  the  like  Endiffi  A 
Town  abounding  with  all  forts  of  vidfoak,  or  provifio^fo 
98.  '  that  he  may  mean  what  (z)  Salufld  oth,  fpeaking  of  the  City 
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Vacc*  in  Africa,  becaufe  it  was  forum  return  venalium  tot  ms  regni 
maxume  celebrotum :  for  it  was  ever  famous  frequentia  negotiato- 
rum.  And  voyages,  fleets,  embarquements,  and  paflages  u- 
fually  made,  as  we  fee  in  this  prefent  journey,  do  neeeffarilv 
imply  an  overflowing  plenty  in  the  ftation.  Both  interpreta¬ 
tions  are  true  concerning  it.  Now  I  am  not  ignorant,  that  the 
dateof  London s  building  was  very  much  more  of  yore  accor 
ding  as  it  afsigned  in  the  (4)  Britilh  Hiftory :  and  more  anti- 
ent  y  inhabited  then  Rom  it  felf,  according  to  fome.  It  was 
built  faith  Galfndus  under  Brute :  his  own  words  are,  Condidit- 
que  2  civil  at  em  ,  eamque  Trojam  novam  vocavit  ,  &  hoc  nomine 
multis  pojlmodum  temporibus  appellata  :  tandem  per  corrupticnem  vo - 
cabuli  Ternovantum  diffafuit .  Which  name  may  feem  to  be  de¬ 
rived  from  the  Trinob  antes  in  Cafar  and  Ptolemy ,  to  which  people 
it  mod  certainly  belonged  :  yet  we  find  it  conftantly  expreffed 
by  Troinovant  or  New  Troy  ;  not  unlike  to  the  conceit  in  the  Hi¬ 
storian,  who  deducing  the  name  of  the  City  Tralleis ,  conceives 
ittobe,  asmuch fofond  were  our  fore-fathers 
in  foolifh  affefting  relation  to  Troy,  and  fcraping  kindred  thence 
But  that  it  was  inhabited  by  Julius  Cafars  daies,  may  well  be 
true,  as  is  thought,  according  to  reafon  5  and  that  it  is  known 
in  him,  by  propefirmifjima  earum  regionum  civ  it  as,  may  well 

be  believed  5  albeit  we  will  underttand,  what  civitas  means  in 
him;  and  though  he  in  his  Commentaries,  with*  Strabo ,  and 
fuch  as  follow  him  in  them,  may  feem  to  infer  the  contrary  5  As 
if  none  of  the  Britains  had  any  other  Towns,  but  woods  or  thickets 
ditcht  and  bank?  about.  The  clearing  of  which  favagedeformi- 
ty,  by  competent  proofs,  and  reafons,  would  be  an  office  of 
honour  well  beftowed  upon  the  mod  noble  of  Iflands.  And 
there  is  a  very  («)  learned  man,  who  doubteth  not  to  have  un¬ 
dertaken  the  bufinefs ,  but  that  he  had  at  that  time  formerly 
engaged  himfelf  in  another  fubjeft.  But  it  is  mod  of  ufe  for 
the  prefent  and  mod  certain  for  the  ftory,  that  the  eftate  and 
quality  of  London ,  immediately  before  the  burning  under  Nero 
was  mod  flouriffiing  5  at  lead: wife  comparatively  with  all  other 
places  of  Britain,  for  the  points  of  Trade ,  refort  and  plenty. 
And  thofe  few  words  of  Cor. Tacitus,  formerly  cited, confefs  fome- 
what  either  of  a  wrong, or  wonder$that  London  being  worthy  in¬ 
deed  to  enjoy  the  title, and  privileges  of  a  Colony, it  was  left  not- 
withftanding  under  the  inferiour  name  of  but  onely  a  Town  a- 
mong  the  Romans.  A  City  among  the  Britans  and  their  princi¬ 
pal.  The  very  laft  joints  in  the  compofition  of  the  name  Lon- 
dinium  (if nothing  elfe  )  would  prove  it  well.  For  the  word 
Dinas  in  antient  Britifh,fignifies  ( as  they  fay)  a  city. Among  Cam- 
dens  Roman  Copper  coyns  touching  our  Country,  there  is  one 
in  honour  of  Britannicus ,  thefonof  Claudius  C afar,  which  hath 
nothing  legible  upon  it,  but

But  otiavms  (0)  strada. ,  a  Gentleman  of  Knightly  degree,  un¬ 
der  the  Emperour  Rodolphus  thefecond,  with  the  honourable 
Title  of  being  his  Antiquary;,  hath  publilhed  one  ot  thole  inva¬ 
luable  Medals  much  more  entire.  A  molt  fortunate  jewel  to 
Britain,  better  worth  being  but  Copper,  then  obrize  Gold,  or 
Paragon  hones,  not  (imply  a , Pimple  peice  of  money,  but  it  felt 
entire  Trealure.  For  withrut  the  leaf!  alteration  ot  Cha— 
rafters, METROPOLIS  ETIMINII  BALO  being 
the  vifible  remain  of  the  circumferential  inscription  upon  the 
reverfe,  a  moft  eafie  diftinftion  (  by  fupply  of  points  decayed) 
reads  METROPOLIS  ETIMINII  BA.LO. 
That  is  to  fay,  METROPOLIS  ETIMINII  BASI- 
LEOS  LONDINIUM.  For  in  the  very  letter  L.  and 
much  more  in  the  Syllable  L  O  ,  all  men  (  though  but  flightly 
converfant  in  antiquities )  will  readily  confefs ,  that  after  the 
name  of  the  King,  the  name  of  the  place  in  Britain  did  com- 

™£nc°  THE  WtHER-CITY,  or  PRINCIPAL 
CHIEF  TOWN  OF  KING  ETIMINIUS,  LON¬ 
DON.  Whether  this  *  Etimintw might  not  have  been  (p) 
Admimus  the  fon  of  Qj)  Cunobelinus  King  of  Camalodur.um\x\  the 
daies  of  Caligula  the  Emperour,  who  might  afterwards  have  in¬ 
gratiated  himfelf  with  Britamc^  the  next  Em perours  fon,  and 
fo  have  been  declared  King  of  London,  ashis  father  had  been  be¬ 
fore  of  C  am  alo  dunum  ^  is  a  queftion  propofed  by  our  learned  An¬ 
tiquary,  to  which  we  have  nothing  to  anfwer,  but  that  it  may 
probably  be  fo,  till  we  find  out  better  to  conjefture.  But  others 
qi*te  except  againft  the  Coyn  it  felf, light! yefteeming  the  autho¬ 
rity  thereof,  becaufe  it  hatha  word  in  it  [Metropolis™1  known

But 
hear  how  my  Author  gratulates  to  his  own  good  luck  this  diF 
covery ,  and  wonderfully  plealeth  himfelf  thereat.  And,  if 
nothing  (hall  hereafter  infirm  it.  Great  BRITAIN  muftno 
longer  incur  the  barbarous  note,  of  being  City-leffe  in  C 
S  A  R  S  daies  5  and  thenalfo  muft  LONDON  undoubted¬ 
ly  owe,  the  belt  proof,  and  clea reft  light ,  as  well  for  dignity 
as  Antiquity,  that  hath  hitherto  been  feen  among  us,  untome, 
who  firft  of  Mortals  have  duely  afferted  the  honourable  name 
thereof  into  the  title  of  a  civil  Metropolis^  till  this  prefent  hour 
overwhelmed  in  the  rubbidge  of  BRITAIN  S  ruin.  For 
though  OCTAVIUS  STRADA  (to  whole  memory 
immortal  thanks  are  due  3 )  hath  afforded  the  Medalia,  he  hath 
not  medled  with  the  life  of  the  thing,  the  meaning  :  that  is  on¬ 
ly  mine.  Special  Hiftory  depends  upon  the  rare  argument  of 
the  Coyn  5  for  both  the  which,  one  ad  of  expofition  (hall  ferve 
in  their  mote  proper  place  and  time.  And  that  L  O.  being 
the  initial  Letters  of  the  name,  fhould  in  STRADA’S  coyn 
iignifie  LONDON,  cannot  feem  ftrange  either  to  the  lear¬ 
ned,  or  the  ignorant  $  when  in  other  Coyns  concerning  Britain  , 
the  meer  (r)  fingte  L.  it  felf  imports  as  much.  Nor  will  it  be 
the  fortune  of  any  man  to  find  a  Town  in  Britain,  whofe  name 
beginning  (/)  with  thofe  letters,  can  be  fit  tobear  the  ftately 
title  of  a  Metropolis,  but  this  alone. 

London  to  fay  the  truth  (fay  thofe  famous  Annals  :)  was  not 
enobled  with  the  furnameof  a  Colony.  The  Romans  therefore 
who  had  fetled  their  houfholds  in  London  (for  as  wife  Seneca  ob- 
ferves,  they  made  their  Country  every  place  where  they  over¬ 
came  )  were  fo  many,that  nothing  wanted  to  ered  it  into  a  Co¬ 
lony,  but  an  ad  of  the  Senate  of  Rome  to  author  ife  the  title,  and 
rights  ,  their  numbers  appearing  to  be  already  fufficient  for  fup- 
portof  thecharge,and  dignitie.  They  therefore  and  their  fel¬ 
lows,  the  natural  Britains,  together  with  the  ordinary  lequels  of 
their  perfons  and  profeffions,  who  dwelt  therein,  amounted  to 
an  extraordinary  multitude,which  made  the  place  not  more  po¬ 
pulous  then  full  ofhoufes.  For  the  proportion  of  habitations  an¬ 
swers  the  proportion  of  inhabitants.  HoyV  many  th  ^'Londoners 
were  of  either  kind,is  a  matter  lefs  knowfi  then  how  fat  every 
way  the  buildings  went,  which  neither  could  be  narrow, nor  ig¬ 
noble  5  but  large  as  for  copious  Merchants,  and  magnificent  as 
for  magnified  Si  For  as  the  moft  learned  Carolus  Sigonius  obferves 

out 
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out  of  Cicero ,  the  Gentlemen  and  Knights  of  Rome  ,  dealt  in 
merchandize  at  home,  and  abroad,  and  were  members  of  the 
Colledgeof  Mercury ,  whofe (lately  Seat  was  upon  Mount  Gapi~ 
toline  it  felf,  and  whofe  limbs  and  parts  were  fpread  through  the 
Roman  world.  One  of  the  fuburbs  of  Nero’s  London  abutted 
upon  the  Fields  (t)  whiclfare  at  this.day  termed  of  the  neigh- 
V^LZ^r  Spittle,  as  Nero’s  Coyns,  and  the  Coyns  of  other  Emperors 
in  urnis ,  ollis ,  digged  up  there,  among  the  Monuments  of  the  dead,  do  abun-

Our  learned  Antiquary  Camden  adds  to  Nero’s ,  fome  of  Clan - 
dians  and  Vefpafians  Coyns  alfo  5  and  befides  other  Crockets  and 
earthen  Vefiels  ,  he  mentions  glafs  vials,  in  which  remains 
Hill  fome  liquid  matter,  which  he  thinks,  might  be  either  of  the 
libations,  of  milk  and  wine,  which  in  the  burning  of  bodies, 
the  antient  Romans  ufedat  F unerals  $  or  elfe  of  the  odoriferous 
liquors,  whereof  Statius  fpeaketh  :

The  whole  place  of  the  Poet  was  read  amifs,  at  lead  I  may 
fay,  corruptly  publilhed  by  him  $  as  it  is  alfo  yet  in  the  Author.

The  very  bignefs  of  London  a  caufe  why  Paulinas  forfook  it 
the  rather,  as  having  not  men  enough  to  keep  it.  So  antient  a 
City  of  thcBritains,  the  fame  in  like  fort  fo  new  a  Seat  of  the 
Civil  Romans,  could  neither  want  Temples,  Bains,  Aqusedufts, 
Courts  of  Counfel,  and  Juftice,  nor  other  Publique  works  to 
renderitcompleatinitfelf,  and  afar  off  worth  the  beholding. 
The  River  full  of  Ships  (for  Merchants  and  Ships  do  alwaies 
fuppofe  one  the  other  )  the  rivage  full  of  fea-faring  men,  the 
Innsfull  of  ftrangers.  Here  was  the  flaple  of  Trade,  and  the 
capital  Mart  of  Britain,  the  Bower  of  the  Noble  (for  they  had 
no  where  elfe  to  be  fo  furnifht )  the  blifs  of  the  thrifty  (for  they 
had  no  where  elfe  to  be  fo  enriched)  the  delight  of  all.  Here  al- 
fo,  or  no  where  rather,  the  publique  ftore-houfes,  granaries , 
and  Magazines,  the  fafeft  ftowage  of  gotton  fpoils,  theSouldi- 
ers  packs,  and  baggage  the  hoftages  of  the  Britifh  States,  the 
publique  Records  (as  at  Samarobriva  under  ‘Julius  C<efar  in  Gallo~ 
belgick, )  and  whatfoever  fluff,  or  provifions  Suetonius  Paullinus  in 
his  afpiring  fpirit, might  defign  for  a  triumphal,or  anovant  fhew 
at  Rome  5  For  by  his  good  fervice  in  Britain  heatchieved  as  great 
glory  &  fame, as  ever  he  had  done  in  (»)  Africa. His  care  to  reach 
to  London  before  the  cruel  Rebels, an  argument  of  the  premifles, 
and  of  this  alfo,  that  it  was  the  top  it  felf  of  all  the  Roman  in- 
terefl  in  Britain. His  purpofe  moreover  toere&the  fame  into  the 
feat  of  War,  makes  it  credible,  that  it  was  not  without  a  Wall 
even  then,  but  every  way  defenfible ,  had  it  met  with  a  feafon 
more  favourable,  or  with  a  Captain  as  firm  as  the  faith  of  the 
people.  Within  it  the  fplendour  of  arms,  and  the  furnitures 
of  peace,  which  till  the  mod  here eBoadicia  ftruckup  for  bat¬ 
tle,  was  every  where  mod  deep  and  ftill.  And  whereas  the  place 
of  ftore  had  evermore  a  ftrong  guard  within  it,  as  at  (x)  Sami- 
robrtva  beforefaid,  where  a  Legion  lay  in  defence,  fo  here  (if  my 
divinations  fail  me  not)either  the  (y)  valorous  fourteenth  kept, 
or  fome  large  portion  thereof,  as  in  the  main  flay,  or  feat  of  the 
Empires  part  in  Britain,  it  felf  alfo  the  key  or  gate  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince,  which  lay  beyond  the  River  from  Surrey-fide  towards 
Cornwall .  An  argument  hereof,  that  though  London  for  the 
territory  was  Trinob  antifb^  yet  for  the  jurifdi&ion  was  Cantian , 
atleaflwife,  in  (z,)  Vtolemtus  dries  under  Adrian.  And  the  in¬ 
frequency  of  Souldiers  which  isalledged  in  'Tacitus  for  a  caufe 
why  Suetonius  did  diflodge  from  thence,  was  the  infrequency  (if 
conje&ure  hits  right  )  of  that  brave  bold  Legion,  whofe  bands 
and  troups  were  not  full  as  then,  by  reafon  of  abfences  by

the  battle,  though  wanting  at  the  mufters.  Thus  richt,  thus 
populous,  thus  great,  thus  Itrong,  thus  goodly,  and  thus  a- 
bounding  with  the  neceflaries,  and  pleafures  of  life,  Suetonius 
F.i«//M«j-pofIeiTed  London  at  his  return  from  Mona,  for  the  fer- 
vice  of  Ctefar,  and  of  Ccefars  Roman-Britain .  And  the  utter 
defertion  of  it  by  him,  to  the  mercilefs  cruelty  of  the  incenfed 
and  vi&orious  Britains ,  you  have,  in  what  followes  in  the  fame 
judicious  and  acute  writer.  For  fuch,  both  here  and  elfewhere 
is  all  that  proceed eth  from  him. 

Now  if  you  pleafe  in  the  mean  while  take  a  neerer  notice  of 
the  names  of  this  great  City,  by  way  of  Etymology ,  and  dedu- 
&ion  thereof,  being  very  likely  from  thence  to  confer  fomewhat 
to  the  illuftration  of  fo  antient  and  famous  a  place.  Here  in  An¬ 
toninus  it  is  read  hondinium  ;  but  fapitts  Londoniunt ,  faith  Talbot 
in  the  old  Copies  .*  and  in  the  written  Copies  as  Simler  and  su- 
Hu  both  witneffe :  it  is  likewife  read  *  hongidinium.  In  Plole- 
f crip  fit  pauins  mies  Geography  there  is  a  people  mentioned  neer  upon  Sweden  , 
Hent^ner.  inn.  called  by  him  Longididuni  :  but  between  whom  and  Longidinium

Let  us  defcend  a  little  lower  to  the  age  of  Conftantius  j  and  in

Y  oU  hear  that  in  A  mm  i  arms  time 
it  was  thought  Fetus  Oppidum ;  but  then  it  was  of  new  cal-, 
led  Augujia .  A  name  full  of  the  higheft  Dignity,  full  of  Ma- 
jefty.  And  the  builders  or  reftorers  of  Cities  when  as  either 
they  hoped  or  defired  that  their  Cities  might  become  flourifhing 
and  powerful*,  they  heedfully  looked  to  it,  that  they  had  lucky 
names  impofed.  Now  amongft  the  lucky,  and  moft  fortunate 
there  was  none  more  lucky  or  aufpicate,  to  borrow  a  word  then 
that  of  Augujia.  For  that  beft  and  greateft  Emperour  03a- 
vius3  did  not  without  the  Judgement  of  thelearnedft  aftume 
this  name  to  himfelf  Augujius3  faith  (  /)  Dio  [  rr\ Zow  »  w™**- 

fyuvvsuvfi j  who  was  fo  called  as  it  were  feme  what  larger  then 
humane  nature,  gu*  enim  homre  dignijjima  ac  fan tfijfwta  Augu- 
‘  fin  dicnntur3  faith  (b^Suetoniu^  and  goes  on  ihus'.AupiJri  cognomen 
ajjumpfit  Mnnatii  Pi  and  fententia  :  cum  quibujdam  cenfentj[us3  Ro- 
mu  um.  appellari  oportere3  quafi  &  fpfim  conditerem  urbis ,  pravalu- 
ifietut  Augufius  potius vocaretur3  mn  tantum  novo  Jed  etiam  amplto - 
re  cognomwe :  quod  loca  quoque  re  iigro  fa ,  &  in  qtlibm  augur  at  0 
quid  confecratur  augutfa  duuatur3  ab  au&v3 1  el  ab  avium  geHu  guff  fi¬ 
ve  j  firut  etiam  Ennius  docet  feribens  *

Neither  had  any  the  priviledge  or  power  to  impofe  that 
name  without  leave  or  licenfe  obtained  from  the  Augufins  then 
being:  whereunto  Virgil  alfo  alludes  in  that  verfe  in  the  fifth 
of  his  JF.mis  :

Other  wife  the  free  (V)  power  (c)Deqnare 
to  give  way  remained  in  the  Senate.  There  are  ftore  of  exam-  fi*diofus  letter 
pies  every  where  to  be  found  hereof  5  the  learned  Saint  (A)  Hie- 
torn  :  Samaria  in  honor  em  Augufti  ab  Her  ode  Gr*co  fermone  Augufia  mafime,  atque 
efinomnata ,  And  again  el fe  where  :  0  Samariam  Herodes  rex  M'pagA* 8- 
‘  Antipatri  films  in  honorem  Augufii  Charts  Gr&co  nomine  vocavit  Se-  Epitaph?  aulU 
bafien,  id  eji  Augufiam.  ButAiugufius  his  indulgence  thereunto  is  ad  Euflochium 
iftiil  to  be  preconceived.  As  for  the  thing  done,  Hierom ,  I  pre-  Y2lhdim?7i 
f  ume,  had  his  authority  from  (  f )  Strabo ,  a  very  gdod  Author,  Jhet.  **  r°~ 
or  elfe  Jojephus  as  is  moft  likely  in  more  then  one  place.  The  (/)  Strah. 
fame  0  Strabo  relates  how  that  Pythodons  &  moQt  wile  woman  , 
how  that  when  her  husband  i'oUmo  by  the  fpecial  grant  of  Augu-  ^ 

■fiui  and  Antmius  had  obtained  the  Kingdomeof  Colchis ,  Ihe  re- 
paired  and  enlarged  the  City  Diofpolis. built  by  Ptolemy  the  great,  ™)^r?b'uh 
and  altered  the  name  to  Augufia ,  making  it  the  Royal  Seat.  And  s. 
the  Romans  them  fe  Ives  that  they  might  gam  the  Gods  to  them- 
feli/es  and  fo  deal  more  happily  by  their  favour  and  affiftance , 
call  them  too  as  they  did  their  Caefarsalfo  Auguilos  as  they  were 
Pratfites  Imperii :  Hence  it  is  that  we  frequently  meet  with  fuch 
infcriptionS  as  thefe.

Now  whereas  it  is  reported  by  Symconof  Durham ,  and  other 
Writersof  ourown  Countrey,  that  conftantine  the  great,  at 
the  fuit  of  his  Mother  Helena,  did  firltof  all  fence  this  City 
with  Walls,  and  that  ^Camden  witnefles,  many  Coyns  of  hers 
are  often  found  about  the  Walls  5  I  am  brought  to  believe,  that 
it  was  called  Augufia  by  Conjiantims  hfmfelf,  in  honour  of  his 
Mother  Helena,  For  he  exceedingly  honoured  her,  info  much 
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that  he  gave  order  that  (he  (hould  be  ftyled  Angufia  Regins.  And 
for  this  we  have  ( b )  Eujebius  a  fufficient  Author.  And  Ammia- 
»///himfelf  under  Julian,  and  calls  himfelfonc  inter  proteffores 
Principis ,  before  cited  where  he  tells  of  the  alteration  of  the 
name  of  the  City,  doth  not  feem  to  me  tofpeak  otherwife  then 
of  a  thing  lately  done.  Although  indeed  (j')  IE i  lli  am  Harr  if  on 
faith  it  was  called  fo  from  the  famous  Roman  Legion  here,  na¬ 
med  in  infcriptioris  as  well  as  old  Writers,  Augufia Jecnnda *  But 
he  hath  no  reafon  nor  authority  for  it.  For  that  that  Legion 
ever  was  refident  at  London,  there  is  no  teftimony  at  all  extant. 
That  it  lay  indeed  fometime  at  Sdndwuh  in  Kent,  or  Rutupu,  the 
Noli*  ia  Imperii  Occident  is  fufficiently  informs  us.  And  that  lomc 
part  thereof  at  leaft  had  fometime  their  being  neer  about  ster» 
ling  in  Scotland,  we  are  taught  by  inferiptions  digged  up  there. 

But  that  the  main  body  of  the  Legion  kept  its  conftant  ren- 
devouz  at  lfaa,ox  Caer-Leon  in  M^nmouihjhtre ,  is  as  certain,  as 
it  ismoft  uncertain  that  ever  it  was  at  Excettr  ;  though  Ptolemy 
feem  to  fay  fo  :  but  it  is  one  of  th^fe  many  miftakes  to  be  taken 
notice  of  in  him. 

In  the  forenamed  Notitia,  you  (hall  light  upon  the  Vrapofitut 
Tbefaurorum  AUGUSTENSIUM  in  hritanma,fnb  dtjppji - 
fione  vit  i  illuftris  C  omit  is  facrarum  Largitionum  Occident  is.  Such 
kind  of  Prapojita  with  their  Officers,  are  called  by  (f£)Valenti- 
man  the  Emperour  Tbefaurentes,  and  are  thought  to  have  tran« 
fported  in  Ships  fuch  fpecies  as  were  counted  fit  for  the  (acred  or 
Imperial  Largitians,  or  Beneficence.  It  is  the  learned  Camdens 
conje&ure,  that  this  Prapojstus  here,  was  over  fome  officina  mo¬ 
netarist,  inftiruted  by  Conftantine  the  Great :  for  we  read ,  faith 
he,  in  his  coyns,  which  he  ftampt  in  honour  of  his  Father  Con* 
fiantiur *  and  others  alfo,  P.  LON.  S.  that  is  to  fay,  Money 
ftampt  at  L  ondon. 

Peter  de  Nat elibus,  out  of  the  Marty  rologies  of  the  Antients, 
records  one  Augulius  Pontifex  Augufis  Civitatts  Britannia  ,  in  the 
year  304.  which  is  before  Conjtanune  came  to  the  Empire  two 
years.  I  know  not  of  what  efteem  the  word  of  Petrus  De  Nata¬ 
li  bus  \s  among  learned  men  ;  as  alfo  of  Gilbert  Cenebrards ,  who 
alike  alfo  on  the  feventh  of  February  celebrates  the  departure 
of  Augurius  (fo  he  calls  him  :)  Bifhopof  Ireland ,  in  the  year 
CCCLX1.  under  Valentinian  (  he  means  Julian.')  But  let  others 
look  to  that:  I  fhall  refer  my  courteous  Reader  (or  better  (a- 
tisfa&ion  to  the  all-knowing  ( /  )  Vjher,  of  late  that  worthy 
Primate  of  Ireland,  now  with  God  Certainly  Refftfuius ,  who 
ten  years  after  him  was  prefent  at  the  firftCouoce!  at  Arles ,  as 
alfo  at  that  at  Ssrdica  ,  as  may  be  colle&ed  out  of  ( m )  Athanaji - 
us ,  is  not  ftiled  Augufia  Epifcopus ,  but  Ex  provinces  Britannia  tci - 
vit  ate  Londinenfi,  Reftitutus  Epifcopus  $  as  appears  by  the  (n  ) 
Subfcriptions  of  that  Councel.  But  there  is  a  later  edition  of 
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that  Councel,  together  with  all  the  Councells  of  Gallia ,  which 
we  owe  to  the  care  and  fcigence  of  that  excellently  learned 
man  Jaques  sirmond,  a  French  Jefuit :  thus  then  there  they  are 
(o')  fubfcribed :  ( °) Pas-  9- eii; .

So  that  out  of  Britain,  befides  this  Refhtutus  of  London,  there 
were  prefent  at  the  firft  Councel  at  Arles ,  Eborius  Bifhop  of  Xork^ 
and  Adelfius  Bifhop  de  Civitate  Colonia  Lond  wen  [turn  ,  as  he  is 
called  here,  with  Sacerdos ^  aPrieft^  and  Arminius ,  a  Deacon. 

But  what  means  Civitas  Colonia  Londinenfium ,  in  this  place 
faith  the  excellent  (p)  Selden  >  That  fignifies  nothing  at  all  in  [«  l^hiiT' 
the  Topography  of  Britain.  I  know  not  what  credit  may  be  given  rig.  *Alexandf. 
to  the  book  of  the  Abby  of  Cor  bey  5  neither  have  I  ever  heard  K S-n8* 
of  what  antiquity  it  is.  Yet  if  fo  be  thefubfcriptions  outofit 
are  to  be  admitted,  l  ean  fcarce  doubt  at  all,  faith  that  great 
Schollar,  however  (9)  others  con je&u re  otherwaies  (he  under-  ,  w 
ftands  the  moft  excellent  Vjher :  )vbut  that  this  Adefius  was  Bi- 
fhopof  the  Colony  Camalodomm^  or  C  tmalodunum.  For  we  are  C0Patu  Anglic* 
to  take  notice  that  this  Colony  was  of  pld  time  famous  amongft  pfprimrduT 
us,fo  long  as  the  Roman  power  and  fway  prevailed  here. For  the  c rc.pag.  i9f, 
name  thereof, which, whereas  perhaps  it  was  written  curtail’dly  ^s17* 
(zsCoLox  Colon.  Camalodun.  or  as  fometimes  it  is  found,  Camalo - 
<i?»:)mightbeby  the  Tranfcribers,unto  whom  London ,  and  the 
name  thereof  was  very  well  known, and  in  the  mean  while,  that 
of  the  Colonia,  Camalodunum  altogether  unheard  of  both  by  the 
cognation  of  the  found, as  alfo  the  unskilfulnefs  of  reading,  be 
changed  into  Colonia  London ,  or  Londin.  So  the  great  Selden.  And 
now  to  have  done  with  ReJiitu1us9  Athanaftus ,  where  he  fpeak- 
eth  concerning  the  Bifhops  which  met  at  the  Council  of  Sardicaj 
where  him felf  alfo  was  prefent  5  not  only  exprefly  faith,  that 
were  there  *  *£  B§i7xtvyuv  (  although  in  the  title  of  the  *  Bemwfo 
Epiftleof  the  Synod  it  felf  to  them  of  Alexandria  ,  among  the  Br it<*nniarum . 
Provinces  there  reckoned  up.  the  Britains  are  left  out)  but  alfo 
among  the  Bifhops  that  were  prefent  there ,  ‘Psswt®-  is  found  Qm *$. 

without  a  place  added  to  him,  as  many  others  are  5  who  very  Vrovinciariim 
likely  was  that  fame  of  London ,  mentioned  in  the  Councel  at 
Arks  :  and  therefore  the  learned  man  named  by  us  ere- while,  HUamt 
concludes  it  a  thing  very  improbable,  that  Bifhops  fhould  be 
prefent  out  of  Britain,  ataCounfel  but  a  little  while  before  * 

he 
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he  means  that  at  *  Arles :  and  alfo  at  jmother  not  fo  long  after 
he  means  that  at  #  sardica  :  and  yet  none  to  be  heard  of  at  that 
at  *  Nzce^  which  was  called  between  them  both  :  when  as  not- 
withftanding  all  the  Bifhops  through  the  Chriftian  World  were 
by  Conflantines  Edi&  fummoned  hither :  and  that  too,  out  of  a 
Province  whereon  theEmperour  had  no  trivial  or  ordinary  En¬ 
gagements.  And  I  might  here  as  well  mention  the  Britains , 
which  were  at  the  Sy  nod  of  Ariminum •  (  r  )  Sulpitius  Severn* ,  an 
Ecclefiaftical  Writer,  is  my  Author  for  them  under  Conttantius, 
Acciti  numerative  quadringenti  &  aliquanto  amplius  Occident  ales  E- 
pifeopi ,  Ariminum  convenere ;  quibus  omnibus  annonas  &  cellaria 
dare  Imperator  pr£ceperat,  fed  idnojlrir,  id  eft,  Aquitanis,  Gallis 
ac  Britannis  indecent  vi(um  *  repndiatis  fifcalibus ,  propriis  jumpti - 
bus  vivere  maluerunt  Tres  tantum  ex  Britannia  i  no  pi  a  proprii,  public 
co  nji cum  oblatam  a  ceteris  coUationem  ref  pm  font ;  f and  ms  pu- 
t antes fifeum  gravare,  quamftngulos .  Hoc  ego  Gavidium  epifeopum 
noflrum ,  quafi  obtredantem  refer  re  jolitum  audivi .  Sed  longt  aliter 
jenjer/m  1  laudique  attribuo  epifcopis9  tam  pauperis  fuijje  ,  ut  nihil 
proprium  haberent,  neque  ab  alii t  pot  ins ,  quam  fifeo  fumerent,  ubi 
neminem  gravabant%  ita  in  utriufque  egregium  exemplum .  For  there 
being  but  three  Bifhops  onely ,  reckoned  at  the  Synod  out  of 
Britain,  it  is  more  then  very  likely,  that  one  of  them  was  of 
London  :  efpecially  we  having  fo  good  teftimonics  of  Bifhops 
■there  in  thofe  Primitive  times,  and  particularly  called  to  the 
Councells  abroad.  But  furely  I  fhould  be  highly  cenfured ,  by 
the  admirers  of  certain  who  would  be  accounted  principall 
Antiquaries  among  us,  if  I  fhould  leave  out  in  this  recenfion  of 
London  Bifhops,  Fajlidius,  who  they  fa y,fate  there,  making  him, 
fome  an  (a)  Arch-bifhop,  others  a  ( b )  Metropolitan.  When  as, 
good  men,  they  have  not  any  antient  authority  for  it ,  fave  on¬ 
ly  that  he  was  a  Bifhop  in  Britain,  no  feat  affigned  him  And  there 
is  but  one  Author  for  it,  Gennadius  :  Fajlidius  Brittannorum  Epifo 
copus,  JcripJit  ad  Fatalem  quendam  de  vita  Chrijli  ana  librum  mum , 
&  aliunde  viduitate fervanda ,  fan  a  &  Deo  digna  do  dr  in  a.  This 
Gennadius  was  in  the  antient  times  of  the  Church  a  Presbyter  of 
Mijfilia,  or  Marfeils  $  who  wrote  a  Catalogue  of  Ecclefiafticall 
Writers,  which  were  before  him.  Fajlidius  is  faid  to  have  li¬ 
ved  in  the  dayes  of  Honorms  and  7 hecdoji us, Anno  Dorn .CCCCXX. 
Not  only  Honoiius  Auguftodunenfis  in  his  Catalogue  hath  all  in  a 
manner  out  of  him  :  but  alfo,  whatever  our  Antiquaries  have 
concerning  Fafidms,  which  is  not  in  him,  is  not  all  worth  a 
chip.  Now  concerning  the  (  c  )  difference,  which  is  obferved 
to  have  been  formerly  in  the  inferiptions  of  his  writings,  and 
efpecially  of  his  book  De  vita  Chriftiana  :  let  me  inform  the  ftu- 
dious  Reader,  that  it  is  of  late  years  publifhed  at  Rome,  with 
the  Annotations  of  a  very  learned  man  Lucas  Holftenius ,  and 
with  the  very  fame  Title,  and  dedicated  by  the  Cardinall 
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Francifco  Barbarino  to  Charles  Jaft  King  of  Britain . 

And  very  fuch  men  as  thefe,  whereof  I  fpeak,  will  exped  as 
confequent,  after  this  my  difcourfeof  the  moftantient  Bifhops 
of  London ,  fomething  alfo  to  be  faid  of  their  Church,  which  is 
alfo  very  antient.  I  fhall  have  no  need  to  mention  old  King  E- 
theldred  3  Alas  they  can  tell  us  that  it  was  fometimes  formerly 
a  Temple  of  Diana ,  But  what  TnSAv'b-nms ,  and  probabilities,  the 
learned  ^ d )  Camden  brings  for  it,  I  had  rather  the  ftudious  Rea- 
der  would  fetch  out  of  his  own  book,  then  that  I  ftiould  tranf- 
fer  them  hither.  For  neither  do  I  here  inftitute  any  difpute  io.stoum.  in 
concerning  the  lawfulnefs  of  making  tife  of  heathen  Temples  tnt uulohUh. 
to  the  fervice  of  the  true  God. For  he  being  only  fufficiently  wor¬ 
shipped  in  fpirit  and  truth,  I  cannot  fee,  how  any  place  can  be  fo 
much  polluted,  by  either  Pagan  or  other  idolatry  3  butthathc 
both  can  and  will  hear  the  prayers  of  fuch  as  truly  ferve  him* 

But  feing  that  men  will  have  it  fo,  and  are  wholly  bent  upon  it, 
let  them  if  they  pleafe  then,  make  a  right  and  holy  ufeof  places 
dedicated  in  Chriftianity,  according  as  con veniency  lhallbeft  di- 
red  them.  Onely  this  much  troubles  me,  that  formerly  I  have 
feen,  anddoftill  fee  among  Chriftians,  fo  many  Pagan  fuper- 
ftitions  rites  and  cuftomes  3  among  them  I  fay  who  have  given 
up  their  names  to  Chrift.  Concerning  the  occafion,  which  ur¬ 
ged  fo  much  from  me  ,  I  onely  add  this  3  that  Diana  indeed  was 
worfhipthere  in  the  Roman  time,  and  had  Temples  here  too,  60  Zxwapu 
this infcription  will  witnefs  abundao tly  :  (d)

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But  this  Tradition  (  for  I  may  call  it  no  better :  )  that  St. 
fault  Church  was  formerly  a  Temple  of  Diana ,  was  believed  by  (e)cUrif.StUt 
many  :  I  by  no  means  mean  Mr.  Selden  among  fuch  3  (V)  yet  he  MuJUnieiyoL 
is  pleafed  to  fport  (  for  I  have  no  reafon  to  fay  he  was  in  good  .Foa* 
earneft:  )  his  wit,  which  he  had  extraordinary,  and  in  mod  ns,(iCant-  * 
weighty  matters  furpaffing  other  men,  in  deriving  the  name 
of  London  3  and  con  jedu  re  being  free,  as  he  faith,  he  could  im- 
magine,  it  might  be  called  at  firft  Lhan  Dien0  id  efiy  the  Tem¬ 
ple  of  Diana  :  imitating  the  conceit  of  Humphrey  Lhuid ,  which 
you  heard  even  now,  deriving  Verulamium  from  Verlhan ,  that 
is  the  Church  upon  the  River  IVer:  Now,  faith  he,  that  the 
antique  courfe  was  to  title  their  Cities  oft  times  by  the  name  of 
their  power  adored  in  them,  is  plain  by  Beth-el  among  the  He- 
brews ^Heliopolis  (which  in  holy  Writ  is  called  (/)  )  0  ) ier-cap.4^ 

M&ypty  and  the  lame  in  Greece ,  Phoenicia ,  el fe where  3  and  by  'of'chilu*"9* 
Athens ,  named  from  Minerva .  But  efpecially  from  this  fup- 
pofed  Deity  of  Diana  (to  whom  in  fubftance  Hwter  no  lefs  gives 
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(i)  v. rnmet .  the  Epithet  of  (*)  'Etur'nrnKif  then  to  Pallas :  )  have  diverfe  had 
nymn.  in  Dk-  their  titles:  as  Artemijium  in  Italy  ,  and  Eub£a  ,  and  that  ffh') 
Th)  stephan  Q^aftis  in  Mgypt,  fo  called  from  the  fame  word,  figaifying  ia 
mel  77®A.  in  &0P***  both  a  Cat  and  Diana. 

i»/gicV.  He-  The  fame  may  be  laid  concerning  the  Temple  of  Apollo^  on 
rodot.  lib.  c.  the  Huines  of  which,  the  report  is,  Sc.  Peters  in  IVeftminfter 
was  founded  not  very  far  off,  (  for  though  the  houfes  be  quite 
contiguous  now,  yet  heretofore  in  our  Forefathers  dales,  as 
I  find  it  *  written,  it  was  accounted  from  London  thither, 

tW0  miles)  but  1  find  no  fufficient  authority  in  any  remote 
UndoiiT  Antiquity  for  the  Temple  of  Apollo. 

The  main  teftimony,  worth  fpeaking  of ,  alledged  for  it,  is 
Out  of  a  Monk,  and  he  too,  but  of  obfcure  name  and  credit. 
And  the  learnedeft  man  I  have  known  this  laft  age  in  England 
$-mdiusi*  tells  us  PIain^5  that  in  his  turning  over  of  (g)  Succardus  his 
pJ"C'  Book  on  purpofe,  he  could  find  no  fuch  thing  5  as  hath  nei¬ 
ther  Joannes  Fleet,  who  after  him  and  by  the  infpe&ion  of  his 
Work,  wrote  a  book  of  the!  Foundation  of  the  fame  Church. 
I  could  cite  unto  you,  if  I  thought  it  had  any  better  credit* 
(A)  calf.  Mon.  the  book- of  the  Bilhop  of  S.  Afaph ,  (h)  Jeffrey  of  Monmouth s 
Hiji.2m.uiu  Britain  Hittory  for  another  Temple  of  Apollo,  againft  which 
King  Eladud  dalhf  out  his  Brains  at  Bath ,  when  he  was  in  one  of 
his  flying  humours  forfooth  3  And  as  the  ftory  of  Bladttd  is  an¬ 
tienter  then  Julius  Ctfars  ,  or  the  Romans  being  here  :  fb  doth 
(iycafar.  Com.  C£far  himfelf  fay  that  Apollo  was  efteemed  a  ( / )  God  before  his 
*;**  xdloGal-  comming  hither  .  Colunt  Apolinem  :  faith  he :  de  eo  can  dent  fere 
quam  reliqua  gentes  habent  opinionem ,  (unt  morbos  depellere .  Vide 
Vhnium lib % XVI.  cap.  44.  c*far indeed  fpeaks  of  the  Gauls:  but 
we  muft  underftand,  that  they  and  the  Britaint  Were  the  fame 
for  matter  of  their  Sacra,  as  well  as  their  language:  their  rites

Hence  is  it  alfo  that  the  Herb  a  Apollinarea,  wherwith 
the  antient  Gauls  are  faid  to  have  tainted  their  arrows  3  was  alfo 
named  (p)  Beler.ium.  In  Tertullians  Apologetic *  cap.  XXIII.  Belt-  des**' 
nits  is  Nericorum  Deus ,  as  Pierre  Vithon  reads  it.  But  where  ever  cmeriani  cap. 
you  find  him,  he  is  ftill  rendred  by  Apollo.  He  was  the  Aqui-  %y^ 
leians  imyaea©-  2*©-,  or  Count rey- God,  faith  Herodian  in  y.  b 


Belts 3  and  voorjhip  him  in  extraordinary  manner ,  thinking  him  to  be 
Apollo .  But  by  all  means  you  mart  mend  the  Author,  and  make 
it  Bijtfyor.  Julius  Capitolinas  in  the  lives  of  th eMsximini^  tells 
us,  that  Menophilus  and  Cnjpinus ,  two  men  of  Confular  dignity 
willing  to  have  it  fo,  becaufe  they  knew  that  the  God  Belenus 
had  given  affurance  by  the  Southfayers,  that  Maximinus  ftould 
be  overcome.  Whence  alfo  afterwards  the  Souldiers,  Maximi - 
nut  being  flain,  are  faid  to  have  given  it  out,  that  Apollo 
fought  againft  him  5  and  that  that  vi&ory  was  not  Maximus's  * 
or  the  Senates  ,  but  of  the  Gods  tbemfelves.  There  are  many 
Vota  of  the  antients  made  to  Apollo  Belenus  Auguftus ,  infer ibed  up¬ 
on  four-fquare  Altars,  \yhich  are  to  be  feen  in  the  Hercules  Vrodi • 
cius  of  Stephanas  Pighius9  and  alfo  Gruter.  The  vifible  foot-fteps 
of  this  name  are  to  be  found  in  Cajfibelin9  and  Gunobelini  two 
Britain  Kings  mentioned  in  C*far  and  Dio .  And  the  very  name 
whole  in  the  Britifh  Hiftory  in  King  (a)  Belinus ,  the  Brother,  (a)  Grtf. Mon¬ 
as  it  is  faid  of  Brennus  5  and  from  whom  our  Antiquaries  will  ™outh‘ 
have  Belinf-gate  in  this  great  City  fo  called.  Perhaps  alfo 
thence  was  Beleus,  an  antient  King  of  the  Cimbri,  or  Gau’s9  (b)  (b)L.FiorHifi 
conquered  by  C.  Marius  5  for  ( c )  Lhuid  faies,  that  the  name  is  (c)Fragm.DC~ 
familiar  among  his  Countrey-men  to  this  day.  Now  whether  fcript.  Britan. 
Belinus  be  to  be  derived,  from  the  Britifh  word  Belin^  which 
founds  as  much,  as  flaws,  or  yellow^  accordingly  as  Apollo  is  both 
by  Latin  and  Greeks  Poets  fo  called,  and  frequently  5  or  elfe 

from  fome  Afiatick  original,  I  will  not  ftand  now  to  determine* 

Truly  in  Hefychius  we  read  vkiQ-  ^dnyfi.  and  which  I  may 
by  no  means  omit,  in  Cynobtlinus  his  Coyn  Belinus  is  (dl)  impref-  (d)  ^ spud 
fed,playing  on  his  harp,that  you  may  know  that  Apollo  is  meant : 

And  now  when  I  have  taken  notice,  that  the  learned  Peter  Pithou  “mJ™‘ 
would  deduce  the  name  from  Un0o\@-,  a  frequent  Epithet  of  this 
Deity  in  Homer  :  (  but  I  know  not  with  how  great  judgement:) 
as  alfo  acquainted  the  Reader  with  the  much  (e)  celebrated  In-  ^  Repem 
feription  of  Apollo  (  /)  Or  annus  found  in  the  North  of  Britain ,  I  eft  Mufaibur-

Befides 


Beiides  what  hath  been  laid  hitherto  concerning  this  famous 
City,  matters  gallant  and  magnificent  enough  ,  there  remain 
many  other  great  and  glorious  things  concerning  it,  which  de- 
fervedly  challenge,  as  their  due,  room  alfo  in  this  places 
but  that  I  have  formerly,  wherewith  too  I  have  acquainted  the 
Reader  in  more  then  one  place,  confined  my  felf  to  the  limet 
and  bound  of  a  certain  fet  time,  while  the  Romans  exercifed 
their  power  and  bore  fway  here  in  the  Ifland,  I  have  all  along 
for  that  fpace  been  very  fcrupulous  and  circumfpetft  what  au¬ 
thorities  I  made  ufe  of  :  Hence  it  is,  that  where  I  found  not  luf- 
ficient  proof  for  what  I  met  with,  were  it  never  fo  fpecious 
for  the  honour  and  intereft  of  ’Britain ,  I  rejected  it  as  unvalid. 
As  where  Confiantine  the  Greats  birth-place  is  affigned  to  be 
London:  and  that  by  no  mean  Authors,  among  whom  is  Willi¬ 
am  Steyhanidcs  or  Fit-ftephen^ an  Author  who  above  400. years  ago 
wrote  the  Defcription  of  the  City  of  London  in  Latin,  a  very

°C£X'  other  ftately  Edifices  abroad  3  of  which  the  fame  laft  cited  Au- 


thor  in  the  fame  work  thus :  Habet  (hefpeaks  of  this  flourifh- 
ing  City  : )  ab  Oriente  arcem  Valatinam^  rnaximam  &  Jortijfimam , 
cujus  &  area  s  &  muri  a  fundament  0  profundijfimo  exurgunt :  cernen • 
to  cum J anguine  animalium  temper ato.  I  could  ferioully  wilh  that 
that  piece  were  better  mended  in  the  hands  of  men,  or  at 
lead  better  underftood,  then  I  prefume  it  is  by  the  Tranflation 
thereof,  publilhed  in  the  laft  large  edition  of  Stowes  Survey  of 
London. 

I  have  fomewhere  given  free  way  to  con je&ure ,  giving  it , 
where  authority  of  Writers  was  wanting,  equal  ftrength,  efpe- 
dally  if  the  Zwni thereof  required  it  fo  .*  As  I  think  we 
may  in  that  ingenious  one  of  our  learned  Antiquary  Camden9 
who  conceives,  that  the  great  ftone  pitcht  in  Canning-ftreet , 
did  anfwer  to  the  Miliarinm  Aureum  in  Rome,and  this  the  rather 
perfwaded  him  to  believe  it,  becaufe  the  antient  thorow-fare 
of  the  City  pafled  here,  as  may  be  collected  from  the  W atltng - 
Street ,  to  the  end  of  which  this  is  neer  joined.  And  then  will 
the  diftance  between  Verulamium,  and  London  ^  letdown  XXI. 
miles  in  Antoninus ,  very  well  fuite  3  if  we  withall  reckon  to

jHacer ,  or  as  other  Editions  call  him  Martiams ;  (hj  Milk  paffus 
non  a  miliar io  urbif9  Jed  a  conti nentibus  £dificiis  numerandi  Junt . 

For  that  Glofs,  or  Scholion9  which  to  miliario  urbis9  (bme  doe 
annote  muro}  doth  in  my  apprehension  do  nothing.  For(0  Pin-  Gr<tc” 

tarcb  and  other  good  Authors  feem  to  lay  other  wife,  whom  the 
diligent  Readers  may  perufe  at  their  leafure. 

I  cannot  think  therefore  of  any  thing  elfe  proceeding  from 
the  Romans  times  here  or  Eqnavous  to  their  greatnefs,  in  fo  great 
a  decay  of  antient  memories,  except  it  be  the  Thames 3  which 
as  it  hath  exceeded  the  original  of  this  brave  place  in  time  and 
being ,  fo  deferves  it  to  have  a  few  words  fpokenof  it* 

Having  therefore  brought  firft  a  very  pertinent  place  out  of 
(  4)  Tacitus ,  which  1  cannot  well  let  pafs  me  here,  concerning 
the  Rivers  up  and  down  Britain^  and  confequently  the  Thames , 
as  the  chiefelt  among  them,  I  (hall  have  done  in  few  words :  Na-  f0Cerifut 
turam  Occam  atque  £jtns  neqne  queerer  e  ha  jus  o per  is  eft9  ac  multi  retu - 
lere :  unum  addiderim  nufquam  latius  dominari  mare9  multumflumi - 
mttn  hue  atque  illucferre9  nec  littore  tenus  accrefcere  ac  reJorberi9  fed 
iufluercpenitnr  atque  ambire9  etiamjugis  atque  montibusinjeri  mint 
snfuo.  Now  becaufe  it  is  not  the  fafliion  in  thefe  daies,  for  all 
Englifh  Gentlemen  to  underftand  Latin,  either  through  the  ri¬ 
diculous  fondnefs  of  the  Parents,  or  the  eafily  palpable  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  Matters  or  the  Teachers,  who  if  he  be  thought 
well  of,  he  is  like  the  German  Prieft  in  the  ftory ,  Sacerdos  in¬ 
deed,  but  non  ad  Crammaticem  :  for  fuch  I  fay  I  bring  the  inter¬ 
pretation  thereof.*  and  that  by  a  Gentleman  too,  whofe  various 
and  profound  learning ,  the  proudeft  and  moft  faftidious  Sir 
need  not  think,  if  he  were  wife,  any  whit  a  difgrace  to  him  s 
Thus  then  he :  To  examine  the  nature  of  the  Ocean,  and  tides, 
pertaineth  not  to  this  work,  and  many  have  done  it  before : 

One  thing  I  will  adde,  and  may  fafely  avouch,  that  the  Sea  no 
wherein  the  world  rangeth  and  ruleth  more  freely,  carrying  by 
violence  fo  much  River  water  hither  and  thither,and  is  not  con* 
tent  to  flow  and  toebbfo  far  as  the  banks,  but  inferteth  and 
windeth  it  felf  into  the  land,  fhootinginto  the  mountains  and 
cliffs  as  to  his  own  channel.  Ninnius  the  old  Britifti  Hiftorian ,  q 
I  remember  calls  this  River  and  the  ( / )  Severn ,  duo  brachiatoria  PtoUmao.  sa - 
Britannia.  I  am  fure  of  this  latt  it  may  be  faid,  what  the  anti-  hrina>  Tachff- 
ents  did  of  Euphrates  :  Britanniam  font  O'  rigat  3  and  that  for 
more  then  fourfeore  miles  3  more  then  threefcore  of  which  it 
ebbs  and  flows  twice  in  four  and  twenty  hours.  '  Julius  C£ far 
is  the  very  firft  that  makes  mention  of  it,  calling  it  ( m)  Tha -  c>y.  t>e 
mejis.  By  Dio  lib .  40.  it  is  called  -m/uico*.  (V)  Ptolemies  Copies  are  hello  Gallicolih,

The  Rate  of  London ,  and  the  trinchanies ,  whofe  chief  Cit^ 
it  was,  at  the  comming  of  C*far.9  and  after  him,  was  thus, 
as  himfelf  hath  left  recorded.  CiJjibeLunus  9  fo  he  calls  him 
had  lately  made  War  upon  them,  arid- (lain  Imanuenttnsy the  chief

(l)viin.m.  we  may  learn,  that  Magus  amongft  the  old  Gauls,  and  fo  confe- 
HiJU.3.caj>ti6.  qUently  the  Britains,  fignified  oppidum ,  or  a  Town.  Camden ,  our 
learned  Antiquary,  feems  in  his  opinion  to  have  lighted  pat  up¬ 
on  the  place,  where  this  old  ftation  fometime  flood,  in  Surrey 
at  Woodcote,  two  miles  South  ward  of  Wimbledon ,  on  an  hill,  in 
quo  medic a  urbis  manifejia  vifuntur  veftigia ,  faith  he.  And  he 
thinks  he  is  in  the  right,  both  from  the  fituation,as  alio  diftance 
from  London .  And  before  him  a  learned  man  Robert  Talbot  fo  ught 
for  it  neer  there  about  at  Croydon ,  adding ,  that  juxta  PtoUma- 
um  non  potejl  longe  remota  ejfe  a  Londino,  aim  nec  in  longiiudine  nec 
inlatitudine plene  dimidiatum  gradum  :  And  it  is  well  known  how 
eafily  and  frequently  Ptolemy  both  is,  and  may  be  corrupted. 
(»»)  Mr.  will.  But  a  Very  rational  (m)  Gentleman  is  not  pleafed  with  either  of 
fcr^Zf  can-  thefe;  and  he  faies  he  cannot  conceive  how  Noviomagw  fliould 


terhury.  be  a  ftage  for  this  Rode  (  A  Londinio  Rutupias  ;  )  and  lye  wide 


of  London ,  as  Woodcote  doth,  fo  many  miles,  and  confequently 
fet  the  Traveller  at  as  great  a  diftance  from  the  place  whither 
he  is  bound  *  Richborough  as  when  he  firft  fet  out  of  London . 
Confidering  this,  and  the  diftance  between  London  and  Rochefier , 
by  the  Itinerary ,  I  fhould  rather  place  it  about  Cray  ford,  much 
about  ten  miles  from  London, upon  or  along  fome  Hill  or  Down, 
fince  it  is  otherwife  called  Noviodunum. .  Thus  far  he  5  very 
judicially  as  he  doth  other  things.  Yet  we  may  be  permitted 
to  requelt  fatisfa&ion  in  fome  doubts,  which  caufe  us  not  to 
give  fuch  aflent  to  his  words,  as  we  would  be  willing  otherwife 
to  do.  As  firft,  what  we  fhall  fay  to  Ptolemy ,  who  places  it  a- 
mong  the  Regni ,  not  amongft  the  Cantii :  and  it  is  not  likely.

afiigned  and  fet  forth  for  this  ftation  in  old  time  to  have  flood 
upon :  for  it  cannot  be  that  there  are  no  vejligia ,  or  fo  much  as 
the  very  ruines  to  fay,  Here  once  it  was.

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know  likewife  where  thefe  divers  readings  are  to  be  found, 
which  tellus  that  Noviomagum  is  otherwife  called  Noviodunum. 

We  know  very  well  what  Dunum  (ignified  among  the  old  Bri- 
tains  and  Gauls  in  compofition  of  the  names  of  Towns  and  Ci¬ 
ties.  We  have  heard  alfo,  but  never  in  Britain  of  Noviodunum 
among  the  &dni  in  France  or  old  Gallia  3  for  we  have  it  defcri- 
bed  by  (o')  Cajar  himfelf,  and  it  is  at  this  day  called  (  p  )  Ntver- 
niuw  as  one  tells  us,  then  whom  no  body  could  tell  better.  /.  7. 

We  might  alfoquefHon  (?)  U„Tm»ci  judgement  and  author!- 
ty,  whom  he  allegeth  for  the  ftraitnefs  alwaies  and  airectneis  l6o ^  i„Ei0g, 
of  the  Roman  waies  in  the  Ifland  3  when  as  we  have  already  ridi  coquiia 
diverfe  times  (hewed,  that  obfervation  to  be  faulty,  and  (hall 
again  when  occafion  offers  it  felf,  do  the  liKe.  Talbot,  whom  in  ^Albionicis 
I  named  ere  while,  to  anfwer  for  the  Travellers  much  going  a-  lib.r.pag.  ijx. 
wry,  and  out  of  his  way,  that  fetting  out  of  London,  and 
bound  for  Sandwich, or  Rutupid,  goes  firlt  8.  or  10.  miles  wide  of 
London ,  to  iVoodcote  :  or  as  himfelf  pleafeth,  to  old  Croydon,  and 
from  thence  to  Maidflon,  and  fo  forward,  fpeaks  of  two  feveral  RoluTallot 
waies,  whereof  the  one  was  (r)  via  longior  quidemjed  per  loca  tn~  ^nnotat>  in 
habitatiora  planioraque,  &pror)us  aptiora  ad  condu&um  exercitur  z  ^Antonin.  MS. 
H<ec  autem  dj reft  tor ,  magifque  compendi  aria.  He  adds  moreover 
that  Croydon ,  being  the  pofiefiion  of  the  Archbifhops  of  Canter¬ 
bury,  with  other  Towns  was  affigned,  perquas  commodius  parvis 
itineribus  ad  Concilia  Regum  afcendere  L  ondinum ,  &  defcendere  inde 
pojjent.  Sic  prima  die  veniant  Londino  Croydonam  3  fecunda  Otfordi- 
diam,qu£  fuper  eandem  viam  Jita  eji  3  tertia  Maidjionam  3  quarta 
Cbaringas  3  quinta  demum  die  Cantuariam  :  Quo  vel  uno  die  expidi- 

tiores  properantiorefque  pervenire  pofcnt'pervtam  Rocheferienfem. 

Now  he  faies  that  he  means  old  Croydon  3^  for  that  neer  there  is 
ihewed  a  place, which  is  called  The  old  1  own,  taking  up  almolt 
a  mile  in  length,  and  farther  off  London  then  new  Croydon  3  fo 
eekine  out  the  way,  for  the  better  confonancy  of  the  diftance. 

VAGNIACIS.  M.P.  XVIII.]  This  is  a  ftation  of  very  uncer¬ 
tain  pofiture,  and  therefore  LW,a  knowing  Antiquary,  lets  it 
pafs  with  thefe  words  only.  Quod  nomen  hoc  tempore  habet  pcnitus 
jenoro.  The  corruption  of  the  numbers  of  the  miles  is  to  be 
thought  the  caufeofthis  ignorance  and  difficulty.  And  therefore 
Talbot  confidering  that  at  this  day  it  was  but  *7.  miles  from  Lo»- 
don  to  Rochefter  3  he  mends  the  number  in  his  journey  and  ot  i «. 
he  makes  8.  reckning  thus :  from  London  to  Noviomagus  10  from 
Noviomagus  to  Vagniac*  8.  from  Vagniac<e  to  Duroprova  or  Duropro- 
n£  f  for  the  reading  of  this  name  is  very  divers  •*  )  9*  which  fmall 
numbers  being  put  together  make  up  the  fore  fpoken  number. 

Now  he  takes  no  notice  of  the  obliquity  of  the  way,  for  fome- 
where  he  faith,  that  Croydon  is  not  multum  extra  viam  Cantuarium 
verfus  :  but  fo  have  others  done.  (f)miLHarrifon, another  Anti-  COgJg 
auarv  of  ours,  complaining  much  of  the  depravation  ot  the

numbers  here,  lets  us  know,  that  in  one  copy  which  he  ufed  to 
better  his  edition  of  Antoninus ,  he  found  after  Vagniacis  only  VI. 
miles  3  and  that  perhaps  faulty,  though  not  fo  much  as  XVIIL 
on  the  other  fi4e  •*  Talbot  thinks  that  , Vagpjacee  is  now  Wrotham  a 
Village  at  the  forefaid  diltance.  And  he  hath  to  back  him  that 
prudent  and  learned  Lawyer,  who  lived  not  long  after  him,and 
who  alfo  wrote  the  delcription  of  his  own  Country  Kent ,  WvU. 
Lambert^  fometime  of  Lincolns  Inn.The  reafon  why  I  lay  what  I 
do,  is  becaufe  upon  my  knowledge  Talbots  book  was  in  great  re¬ 
quest  with  him  ?  betides  that  he  cites  him  divers  times  in  his  Xe - 
nagogus  or  Perambulation  of  Kent.  But  l  could  have  wilhed  that  ei¬ 
ther  ofthem,  had  brought  usfome  realbns  or  grounds  for  what 
they  fay.  This  later  indeed  tellsus  that  the  JEnglifh  name  is  cor- 
ruptly  written  Broteham  in  Doomfday  book :  and  (V)  that  he  fup- 
pofeth  that  Wyptham  is  the  very  right  name,  given  for  the  plen¬ 
ty  of  worts  and  good  herbs  there. 

But  Camden ,  who  lately  was  known  to  have  been  K.of  Heralds  9 
and  is  reputed  ftill  by  many  of  the  belt  K.  of  out  EngLjh  Aniiqua- 
nesfts  thought  to  miftake3  by  keeping  to  the  old  number  of  miles 
XVIII.  and  fo  concluding  it  to  be  Mndfton ,  a  noted  To  wn,card 
antiently by  the  Saxops  Pe&pea^yuon^  induced  thereto,  as  he 
confefleth  himlelf,by  theanfwerable  dilfances  fet  down  in  the 
journey 3  there  being  fomething  founding  like  the  firfl:  tillable  of 
Vagniac#  iq  .the  Saxon  name  ,  though  he  take  no  notice  of  it  to 
the  Readers  but  fay  fome  the  journey  will  prove  enormjoufly 
awry,  and  out  of  the  way  to  travel  from  Maidjton  to  HocheJler9 
and  thence  to  Lenham ,  and  fo  to  Canterbury.  And  even  fo  it 
may  be  laid,  that  to  go  Up  to  London >,  from  Torb,  through  Wales 
is  no  If  raight  or  diredf  jpurnying,  if  we  would  be  judged  by  any 

Northern  Carrier,,  and  yet  Ibis  all  the  former  part  cf  this  very 

Journey,  as  is  to  be  feen.  And  although  there  be,  who  think 
that  Durobrovis  or  Rochefier^  is  rather  intended  by  Ninnmt  in  his 

atalogue  of  Britifij  Cities  by  his  Caer  Medvoag ,  then  Aftid- 

let  Car>  n°  body.deny  that  in  the  declining  time 

of  the  Roman  power  in  Britain^  Mqidjione  was  antiently  called 
(v  )  Madus. 

J ^U^ipP^PNIS.  M.P.  IX.]  This  Roman  ffation  is  fcare  met 
withal,  lmeap  in  any  antient  author,  except  it  be  in  this  Itine- 
rary  again.  Rut  here  alfo  Iq  various  is  the  reading  of  the  name 
as  wel  m  regard  of  thefeveral  Copies ,  as  the  journeys  here , 
would  take  to  be  the  right,  is  thereby  rendred  moft 
djihcujtdn  regard  of  the  journys  there  is  this  difference :  in  this 

yOU  find  Durobrovis  *  ifi  the  third  Dubobrus  M.P. 
XXylI.jp  the  fourth,  Durobrm ,  and  again  M.P.  XX VII.That 
the  lame  place  is  intended  in  all  three ,  there  need  no  doubt 
to  be  made  at  all,  and  for  the  two  lalf,  simler a  meer  Ifran- 
ger,  could  fay  fo  too  by  finding  the  fame  diftance  from 
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Darvernum,  or  Canterbury .  In  regard  of  the  feveral  copies  Hie- 
ronimus  Snrsta,  the  Spaniard  ,  who  diligently  compared  many 
of  them  and  diverfe  others  will  acquaint  you  :  for  he  found 
Duroprovis ,  Duropronis^Durobrivis^ Dabobrius,  Durobrovisi  In  the 
peutingtrtan  Militarie  Tables  you  have  written  Roibis  for  ^con¬ 
cerning  which  fee  Petrus  Bertms  his  edition.  From  that  contra- 
ded  and  the  Latine  word  Capa, a  Camp,  changed  into  Ceaj-sep* 
fignifying  to  our  fore-fathers  a  City,  oranaffembly  of  men  en¬ 
joying  the  fame  rites,  and  privileges,  Rofcbdicr  hath  proceeded* 
and  at  this  day  Rochepr  :  Venerable  Beda  conceited  it  to  be  fo 
called  from  one  Rofftts ,  it  is  not  known,  who  he  was  5  and  to 
me  it  is  uncertain  whether  ever.  Hence  is  it  that  we  have  thefe 
words  in  him:  (*)  Et  juftus  quidem  adcivitatem  Rhofi,  cuipr<ejk-  (x)Bed4  Ecclef. 
erat  rediit.  And  before  thefe,  this  is  alfo  cited  out  of  him,  but  M.l.z.cpe. 
not  mended  :  (y)  Jufium  veroin  ipfo  Cantio  Auguftinus  ordtnavh 
Epifcopum  in  civitate  Doroverni ,  quam  gens  Anglotuyn  aprimario 
quondam  illius  qui  dicebatur  Rotfchefier  cognominat.  Dipt  autem  a 
Doroverno  milibus  pajjmm  fermeviginti  quatuor  ad  Occidentem ,  Be¬ 
da  calls  it  alfo  Capllum  Cantuariorum.  And  in  an  old  book  (z)  be-  (  3)  o*Mkitnt 
*  longing  to  Roche  fier  you  read  ,  Dabo  unam  villam  *  quod  nos  Saxo -  ?e*m 
nice  An  Haga  dicimus  in  Miridie  Cafielli  Hrobi  5  whence  often  in  *  L.  want. 
Deeds  Hpoue  ceaptep }  the  R..  it  feems  having  an  afpirate  before 
it  like'P  in  Greek.  Harrifon ,  Camden ,  and  Ortehus  feem  tp 
have  found  among  them  Durobrevis .  Yet  our  Talbot  witnef- 
feth  that  in  the  Charter  of  the  foundation  of  the  Monafte- 
*  'it  was  called  exprefly,  and,  as  his  own  words  are,  di - 
fertis  verbis,  Durobriv*.  Hear  his  own  words:  guod  Rochefter 
oVtnt  Dttrobriv£  vocabatur ,  C harta  Fundatioms  Monajteni ,  quam  Pri¬ 
or  qui  nunc  Decanus  ett  ibidem  nnhi  aliquando  ojteadit  5  And  he  de¬ 
duces  the  name  from  Dorbryf  i.  e.  g*ick;peam  ;  for  here  indeed 
the  current  of  the  Medvoay  is  very  impetuous  and  violent.  But 
this  as  I  remember,  he  owes  to  Leland.  _  . 

DUROLEMO.  M.P.XIII.]The  diflance  other  wife  is  fet  down 

16  miles  Many  learned  men  have  bufied  their  brains  about  this 

ftation.  I  will  barely  deliver  their  opinions  at  this  time  5  others, 

as  Lhttid.  will  not  venter  upon  it.  _  .  . 

Firft  Talbot ,  who  dreams  of  Charing  *  and  another  tune  of 
Seethmgbourn  ^  and  knowing ,  that  the  firft  part  pf  the  name 
might  come  from  Dour ,  which  in  Britijh  fignifies  water  5  and  al¬ 
fo  that  Bourn  in  the  Saxon  noted  a  torrent  or  ftream  increafed 
with  rain  water  5  and  feeing  there  a  large  Channel  fometimere- 
plenithed  therewith  5  he  would  if  he  had  had  a  little  marc 
Welch,  and  known  what  Leve  had  fignified  in  that  language,  have  # 
concluded  fomething  :  but  however  he  faies  it  is  Aqua  levis , 
and  fo  fpeaks  nothing  at  all  to  the  purpofe.  But  the  old  name 
of  it  in  the  Peutingerian  Military  Table,  Burolevum,  confirms  his 
reading  the  Name  by  V.  though  indeed  that  B.  hath  crept  in 
1  for D.  Cc  o  Bue 
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But  Camden ,  the  next  that  faies  any  things  who  reads  the 
name  Duro  lenum^  thinks  it  Lenham ;  and  that  it  fignifies.  The 
dwellings  ad  Letiun  aquam  3  telling  us  that  at  this  Town  a  Water 
meets  with  the  Midway.  Befides  the  reliques  of  the  name,  as 
he  pleafeth,  the  diftance  he  faith  alfo,  from  Durovermwt  and 
Durobrovit  make  it  good  that  this  is  Durolenum ;  to  fay  nothing 
that  it  is  lited  by  the  Roman  Gonfular  Highway,  which  from 
bovzr,  through  the  midft  of  Kent ,  is  continued  on  ftill  3  for 
which  he  brings  Higden  of  Cheflers  teftimony. 

The  laft  is  IVilliam  Somner ,  a  knowing  Gentleman,  who  for 
his  Courtefie,  and  love  to  antient  ftudies,  I  Angularly  refpeft, 
who,  it  being  diftanced  by  the  Itinerary  XUI.  miles  from  Duro - 
brovis ,  takes  it  to  have  been  feated  not  far  from  Newington^  a 
Village  on  the  road  between  Rochefler  and  C  mterbury.  In  this 
^particular  not  a  little  ftrengthened  and  upholden  in  his  conje¬ 
cture,  by  the  multitude  of  Roman  Urns  lately  found  in  digging 
there,  at  fuch  place  as  is  already  difeovered,  and  difeourfed  of, 
by  the  learned  Meric  Cafatibon ,  his  ever  honored  friend. 

If  any  fhall  Humble  at  the  difproportion  of  miles  between  it  t 
and  Durovernunt ,  let  them  know,  faith  he,  there  is  even  as 
.  ?•  great  between  Lenham  and  Canterbury, 

He  goeth  on  :  Why  it  (hould  be  called  Durolevum ,  I  am  alto-* 
gether  ignorant.  What  if  I  conjecture,  (  becaufe  th c  Itinerary 
Jaiesout  the  rode  from  London  to  Richborongh ,  and  not  b  contra ) 
from  having  the  River  or  Water  of  Medway  on  the  *  left  hand 
,  .  of  it,  as  by  the  inhabitants  tradition,  Newington  fometime  had, 

and  within  about  two  miles  of  it  yet  hath  > 
dicitur  a  gt.  If  any  looking  for  better  Remains  of  a  Roman  ftation  ,  fhall 
obje&the  mean  condition  of  the  prefent  village,fuch  may  know 
that  Newington  hath  been  a  place  of  more  note  in  time  paft,then 
now.  I  read  of  a  Nunnery  thereof  antient  time,  8cc.  and  he 
r.  quotes  his  (a)  Author  for  what  he  faith.  But  having  had  fuch 
vitit  Mmm  thoughts  my  felf  that  way  many  years  ago,  ever  fincethe  firft 
s.*4uguftini.  publication  of  Antoninus  $}{  lav dv  by  that  incomparable  man,  the 
generally  acknowledged  Heir  of  Bis  Fathers  vertues,  and  great 
learning,  I  could  not  temper  my  (el£  with  the  Readers  gOod 
leave,  from  caufing  his  difeourfe  to  be  tranlcribed  hither,  being 
fo  fuitable  to  the  prefent  bufinels,  and  coming  from  fo  learned 
an  hand;  He  therefore,  having  out  of  Lucian  de  Luff cited  a 
place  treating  of  the  feverall  forts  of  burial  ufed  by  fundry  na¬ 
tions  !  0  (**v  icKaocrty  *  0  0  IvJ^f  mu.'/jexti  * 

•  1%  0  i.e.  I  he  Grecian  dtdbnrnj 

the  Perjian  burie  3  the  Indian  doth  anoint  with  Svoinet  zreafe  3  the 
Scythian  eat  3  and  the  Egyptian  powder,  or  imbalm.  Begins  that 
difeourfe  thus : 

When  Antoninus  then  faith,  (  either  an  imbalmed  carkafle, 
or  a(hcs  3  ) he  doth  allude  to  the  cuftome  of  his-daies  among 

s  ■*'  -1  the 


the  Romans ,  which  was  either  to  bury  ( the  bodies  of  the  richer 
fort  being  firft  imbalmed:)  or  to  bum:  though  indeed  the 
later,  through  the  increafe  of  CbriSHans,  began  loon  after  An¬ 
toninus  his  time  to  grow  much  out  of  ufe  every  where.  Now 
they  that  burned,  ufed  to  gather  the  reliques  of  the  dead  corps, 
confiftingof  bones  and  allies, and  to  lay  them  up  in  Zfrnis,  ollis , 
ofrtariis,  in  Pots,  Urns,  Crocks,  and  the  like  earthen  Vefiels 
made  of  purpofe  ;  and  fo  to  bury  them.  I  would  not  note  it , 

( I  muft  confels)  as  a  thing  that  I  thought  worth  noting  (for  I 
think  there  can  be  nothing  more  common  :  )  but  that  I  am  glad 
to  take  this  occalion  to  impart  unto  the  Reader  a  memorable 
curiofity  in  matter  of  antiquity,  which  by  the  learned  Anti¬ 
quaries  beyond  the  Seas,  lamfure,  would  be  much  efteemed. 
Some  two  or  thtee  miles  beyond  Sittingborn  in  Kent ,  Weft,  as 
you  go  to  London, there  is  a  litle  Village  in  the  way  called  Newing¬ 
ton.  It  hath  not  been  my  luck  hitherto  in  any  either  later  book 
or  antient  Record,  to  find  any  thing  concerning  this  Village 
worth  the  noting.  All  that  I  can  fay  of  it,  is,  that  the  inha-s 
bitants  Ihe  w  a  place,  to  which  they  fay  that  in  former  times  the 
water  came,  as  indeed  by  many  circumftances  it  is  very  pro¬ 
bable  ;  and  that  Milton  (  a  Town  before  the  conqueft  of  great 
fame  and  of  very  great  antiquity)  i's  not  above  two  miles  from 
it.  About  a  quarter  of  a  mile  before  you  come  t 6  Newington  9 
not  much  above  a  (tones  caft  from  the  high -way,  on  the  right 
hand  as  you  come  from  sittingburn ,  there  is  a  field;out  of  which 
in  a  very  little  compafs  of  ground,  have  been  taken  out  by 
digging  within  thefefew  years,,  Pots  and  Urns ,  almoft 

of  all  lizes  and  falhions ,  and  in  number  very  many :  fome 
thoufands,  I  haVebeen  told  upon  the  place;  but  many  hundreds 
I  am  fure  I  may  (ay,  and  fpeak  within  compafs.  And  though 
fomany  have  already  been  found,  and  carried  away,  yet  doth 
the  field  afford  them  ftill  (as  I  am  told)  no  w  and  then  ,  according 
as  you  prove  either  skilftil  or  lucky  in  the  digging.  The  figures'.

The  firfl:  and  greateft*  with  an  Infcription  graven  and  cut 
in  and  about  the  neck  of  it  SEVER.IANUS,  &c.  was  a- 
bove  a  year  ago  by  the  pious  and  ingenious  Vicar  of  that  Pa- 
fi(ha  M u  Henry  Dear ing,  beftowed  upon  me,  which  I  keep  as  a 
great  Treafure :  =as  alfo  was  the  laft  not  long  after,  with  the 
cover  of  it  over  it,  fo  feveralJy  reprefented  of  purpofe,  that 
the  form  of 'either  might  the  better  appear.  The  words  of 
the  Infcf  iption  of  that  firlt  (  as  neer  as  they  could  be  imitated  J 


In  the  writing  of  which  words  although  fomething  may  be 
obferved  not  ordinary,  as  0^,  for  olla,  and  thofe  kind  of  A. 
and  L.  &c.  yet  is  there  nothing  fo  lingular ,  but  a  learned  An- 
*  tKjuarie  well  verfed  in  GrutersThefaurus  of  Infcriptions,  will 
foon  find  examples  of  it.  As  for  the  fenle  and  meaning  of  the 
words,though  not  fo  obvious  perchance  as  might  be  wifhed,  yet 
muft  I  (  becaufefew  words  will  not  fervej  fufpend  my  opinion 
*  vide  ji  d  fome  fitter  opportunity.  That  in  the  middle,  with  the 
*ans^m  in  Infcription  COCCILLIM#,  was  by  the  means  of  a  worthy 
'^uentibnsitw,  frien^  M.  Dr.Winjior?^  (that  great  ornament  of  his  profeffion)  \ 

procured 
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procured  unto  me  from  the  Right  Honourable  (for  his  wo^tb, 
and  love  to  learning  as  well  as  by  his  place, )  Richard  s  Earl  pf 
Portland,  Lord  High  Treafurer  of  England ,  &c.  whom,  witfi 
fome  other  rare  Antiquities  it  was  fent  unto,  fome  years  ago. 
I  was  defirous  to  compare  thefe  that  I  had  (  for  the  ip- 
fcriptions  fake  efpecially  )  with  fome  others  of  the  famejdnd. 
But  I  find  this  difference,  That  whereas  mine  wjefe  mucfi  peri¬ 
led  and  worn  by  age,  fuch  was  the  brjghtnefs  and  fmoothnefs 
of  this  middle  (of  the  cover  of  it  I  mean,  which  is  of  a  read 
coloured  earth  )  as  that  it  rather  refembled  ppre  Coral,  then 
ordinary  red  earth :  and  as  for  the  Letters  of  the  jpfcription , 
that  they  were  not  as  mine  rudely  ingraven  in  with  the  hand, 
but  in  the  fame  mould,  and  at  the  fame  time  when  the  cover 
it  felf  was  formed,  very  artificially  printed,  or  imboffed  ra- 
*  ther  ?  as  by  thefe  figures,  that  are  reprefented  you  m?y  in  part 
perceive.  Since  that,  when  I  pafied  Jaft  by  Nevpington  coming 
from  London ,  among  many  other  fragments  of  Antiquity  in  M. 
Vearings  Garden  I  found  the  piece6  of  juft  fucli  another  Cover 
(but  that  the  color  of  it  is  nothing  fo  frefh)  with  this  Ipfcriptipp 
in  the  middle  likewife,  PRISC1AN.  Now  as  the  ipultjtu,de  of 
thefe  Newington  Urns  (  for  I  do  not  remember  that  ever  fo 
ny  in  fp  narrow  aCompafscf  ground  were  found ;  is  obfervar 
bles  fo  is  the  manner  of  their  laying  in  the  ground.  They 
that  have  been  prefent  often  at  their  digging  up,  h#ye  obferyed, 
that  where  one  great  Urn  is  found,  divers  lefs  veffels  are  5  fome 
within  the  great,  fome  about  it :  all  covered  either  with  a  pro¬ 
per  cover  of  the  fame  Earth  and  making  as  the  pot  it  folf  is  5 
or  more  courfly,  but  very  clofely  flopped  up  with  other  Earth* 
Of  all  thofe  fmall  veflelsof  what  fafoion  foever  that  are  found 
either  in  or  about  thefe  Urns,  I  knpw  no  other  ufe  ( to  fati^fy 
in  fome  part  their  curiofity,  that  wonder  at  them  When  they 
fee  them)  that  was  ordinary  among  the  Romans,  but  eijther 
to  contain  fome  fragrant  odoriferous  liquor,  and  durable  coa- 
fedions  or  that  libatio  of  wine  and  milk  ,  that  they  ufed  a- 
bout  their  dead,  or  laftly  (  not  to  (peak  here  of  £b°fe  burnipg 
Lamps  that  have  been  found  in  fome  antiept  Urns  and  Monu¬ 
ments,  which  fo  many  have  largely  written  ape}  jfjifpqted  pf) 
to  receive  and  preferve  the  tears  that  were  filed  by  the  frigpds 
of  the  deceafed  for  grief  of  their  death,  as  for  tbp  difference 
of  the  greater  and  leffer  Urns,  Fabriciiff  in  his  Ron^a,  and  Mar- 
lianas  in  his  Topographical  defeription  of  the  fame,  are  of  opi¬ 
nion,  that  when  Urns  of  different  bignels  are  foijnd:  in  the 
place y  the  greater  were  for  the  greater  and  richer ,  as  the  M# 
ftersandP^tn?#/  $  and  the  leffer,  for  the  poorer  and  ipfenp^r* 
as  the  Servants  and  Clients.  In  things  of  this  nature,which  weS? 
|  mean  altogether  arbitrary,  there  is  no  queftipp  but  (iiffjereat 
falhions  were,  ufed  in  different  places }  yea,  agd  likely  in  the 
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fame  place,  as  every  mans  particular  conceit  or  humor  ferved 
him.  r  And  therefore  it  were  hard  to  determine  any  thing  as 
certainly  and  generally  true.  But  as  for  thefe  Newington  Urns 
this  feems  to  have  been  the  cuftome  there  ufed.  One  great  Urn 
was  appointed  to  contain  the  bones  and  afhes  of  all  one  ,  either 
houfhold  or  kindred.  As  often  therefore  as  any  of  them  dyed, 
fo  often  had  they  recourfe  unto  the  common  Urn,  which  io  Ol¬ 
sten  was  uncovered.  To  prevent  this,  I  fine*  that  the  raihion 
hath  been  in  fome  places,  to  let  in  the  afhes  through  iome  holes 
made  and  fitted  for  that  purpofe  See  Grater  fol.8 14.N0W  befiaes 
the  great  and  common  Urn,it  is  likely  that  every  particular  per- 
fon  that  dyed,  had  fome  lefsUrn  or  Velfe! ,  particularly  dedi¬ 
cated  to  his  own  memory,  whereby  both  the  number  of  the  de- 
ceafed,  and  the  parties  themfelves  might  the  better  be  remem- 
bred.  There  might  be  alfo  another  ufe  of  thefe  lefler  pots,  in 
my  judgement  very  neceflary,*  and  that  is,  that  by  them  the 
common  great  Urns,  might  the  better  be  known  and  dilceined 
one  from  another ,  which  being  fo  neer,  in  fo  fmall  a  compals 

of  ground,  and  not  much  unlike  one  another,  might  other  wile 

eafily  bemiftaken.  And  this  is  the  more  likely,  becaufe or  thole 
many  hundreds  that  have  been  taken  up  of  the  lefler  fort,lcarce 
have  there  been  found  any,  of  one  and  the  fame  making,  I  hear 
not  of  any  thing  that  hath  hitherto  been  found,  in  thefe  Ncwmg- 
ton  Urns  befides  bones,  and  afhes :  and  fometimes  clear  water. 
And  fo  do  I  read  of  Urns  or  Earthen  VefTels  plenis  limpidjjftma 
aqua,  that  have  been  found  elfewhere,  as  that  which  is  mention¬ 
ed  inGruterus,  fol.  927.  I  doubt  not  but  many  would  be  glad 
as  well  as  1)  to  know  certainly  what  this  place  hath  formerly 
been.  Butalafe,  how  fhould  we  (  who  are  of  yefterdayand 
know  nothing)  without  the  help  of  ancient  Records,  recall 
the  memory  of  things  forgotten  fo  many  hundred  years  ago  } 
Thus  much  we  may  certainly  conclude :  Firft,  from  the  multi¬ 
tude  of  thefe  Urns,  that  it  was  once  a  common  burying  place 
for  the  Romans.  Secondly,  from  the  Hiftory  of  the  Romans  in 
this  land,  that  no  Urn  is  there  found*  but  is  1200.  or  1300. 
Years  old,  attheleaft:  fo  many  ages  of  men  have  thefe  poor 
Earthen  Veflels  (of  fomuch  better  clay  for  durance  then  hu¬ 
mane  bodies  are  )  outlafted  both  the  Makers  of  them ,  and  the 
perfons  to  whofe memory  they  were  confecrated.  Laltly,  from 
the  place,  which  is  upon  an  afeent  (and  for  a  good  way  beyond 
hilly,)  not  far  from  the  Sea,  and  neer  the  High- way :  we  may 
affirm  in  all  probability,  that  it  was  once  the  Seat  of  a  Roman 
Station.  If  any  man  can  teach  me  more  of  it,  I  fhall  heartily 
thank  him.  Since  this  was  written,  I  made  another  journey 
to  the  place,  and  fpent  fome  time  there  in  digging,  but  with 
nofuccefs.  However,  that  1  might  not  return  home  empty* 
the  fame  Mr.  Dearing  gave  me  a  piece  of  Urn,  which  hath  this 
Ihfcription,  FUL.  LINUS. 
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DUR.OVER.NO.  M.  P.  XI  I.]  It  is alfo  written  according 
to  the  divei  fe  Copies  of  Antoninus  Durorverno ,  and  Duroverno  5  as 
Stmler  and  Surita  have  noted,and  in  the  2.  next  journ>  s ,Dnrarven- 
m:  in  Ptolemy  too  not  much  unlike  in  the(*)beft  edition 
as  in  that  verfe  :  •

For  in  the  common  ones,  it  is  corruptly  A*s*mv  Darvenum .  In 
the  Military  Tables  of  Conradus  Peutwgerus  you  find  it  named 
Duraverus,  corruptly  I  fuppofe.  In  Eeda  and  other  of  our  Wri¬ 
ters,  it  is  porobernia ;  later  Writers  have  given  it  the  name 
Cantuaria ,  as  by  the  Saxons  it  was  Cans- papabyprg,  and  the  Bri- 
tains  Caer-Kent .  What  and  how  great  its  fame  was  in  the  Ho¬ 
mans  time,  is  now  unknown  and  forgot,  but  for  its  modern 
fplendour  and  glory,  I  refer  you  to  courteous  Mr.  Somners  De- 
feription  thereof,  not  leaving  out  among  others  the  great  (  b  ) 

Erafmu *.  I  had  almoft  forgot,  to  acquaint  the  Reader  that  Da-  (b)  coiloq.de 
raver ni  (  Dorttverni  my  old  friend  Abraham  Wheelock.  prints  it :  )  veregrin.  Reli* 
is  in  (t)  Beds  to  be  changed  into  Durobrovis ,  or  Durobrivis:  the  ^VedfEcclef. 
whole  place  as  it  is  ufually  extant,  you  fhall  find  if  you  look 
back  to  Rochester.  Out  of  the  long  lift  of  the  Metropolitans  of 
this  famous  City  }  I  only  mention  Theodorus,  a  man  unlike  the 
Sanguinary  Monk  Aullen,  his  predeceffor }  and  that  not  fo  much 
beeaufe  he  is  antient ,  or  Count  reyman  to  Saint  Patti ,  born 
at  Tarfrn  in  Cilicia  5  as  for  that  he  was  in  his  time  a  great  ( [d )  re- 
ftorer  of  the  Gr  'e^ftudies,  in  this  Ifland  \  of  whofe  Greeks  books  rim  mfiram 
we  have  divers  yet  extant,  after  a  thoufand  years  in  our  well  Gr*c* 
furnifhed  Libraries  at  Cambridge. 

The  River  Stour y  fomewhat  violently  paffeth  by  this  City 
whence  it  is,  that  our  learned  Antiquary  derives  the  name,  as 
his  manner  is,  from  the  Britilh  Durwhem,  which  is,  faies  he,  as 
much  as  Fluvsus  rapidus :  Lhuyd  before  him,  and  a  natural  Bri¬ 
tain  faies,  that  Durpvohern,  in  his  language  was  plainly  what  aqua 
ex  alneto  fiuens:  but  Talbot  who  was  before  them  both  writes,  that 
a  Welchman  rend  red  Darvernum  to  him.  Dour  arguern ,  qua  ft  Aqua 
juxtj  paludem ,  ant  Marifatm  ;  and  thence  he  deduces  it. 

M.P.  XII.  ]  And  fo  have  we 
done  with  this  journey.  For  we  have  fpoken  concerning  this 
ftation,and  haven  like  wife,  fomewhat  largely  in  the  head  or  ve¬ 
ry  beginning  of  this  fame  journey.

__is  third  journey  is  from  London  to  Dover  :  the  two  fta- 
_  tions  in  the  way  Durobrivis  and  Durovermm^  are  already, 
futiiciently  to  my  injiutnm  and  purpofe,  fpoken  of.  It  remains 
then,  that  we  fpeak  of  Dubris ,  or  Dover.  Which  though  it  be 
Very  antient,  as  appears  well  by  finding  it  in  this  Itinerary  i 
yet  they  feem  to  me,  either  not  throughly  acquainted  with  the 
7/*  f*/T**fo  bodies  Of  old  time,  or  elfe  very  ill  advifed,  (e)  who  to  make 
■  *1*-'  1  itmore  antient ,  have  devifed  that  Julius  Cafar  was  the  founder 
ci*  theCaftle  there.  I  have  elfe  where  taken  notice,  how  the 
Antiquaries  both  at  home  and  abroad,  h  a ve  pleafed  themfelves 
with  afcribingand  entitling  to  him  their  {lately  and  magnificent 
Buildings  5  when  as  in  the  mean  while,  they  have  none  the  ve¬ 
ry  lead  authority  for  it :  a  thing  which  neither  learned  men 
Ihould  commit  themfelves,  or  admit  of,  done  by  others.  But 
they,  who  did  this  for  the  credit  and  greater  fame  of  Dover  ^  ad¬ 
ded  likewife  that  Arviragus  fortified  it  againft  the  Roman  pow¬ 
er  ,  and  particularly  againft  Vefpajian :  which  though  it  be  pro¬ 
bable  enough,  yet  I  would  be  held  excufed  from  peremptory 
delivering  any  thing,  for  which  I  had  not  fufficient  good  au¬ 
thority,  and  witnefs  from  approved  Writers.  And  efpecially 
for  Arviragus ,  I  am  much  at  a  ftand,  becaufe  I  find  fo  little  men¬ 
tion  of  him,  in  any  Writer,  whofe  woTdl  dare,  fafely  take.  I 
hear  of  him  onely  by  (  f  )  Juvenal ,  and  that  too  in  an  abufive 
Way,  where  the  Satyrift  feoffs  at  the  Roman  Senates  abjeft  and 
bafe  flattery  of  Domitim  5  and  among  the  reft  Fabritius  Veknto 
gives  in  his  verdid  concerning  the  great  Turbot  prefented  to  the 
Emperour  ,  thus :

The  old  (g)  Scholiaft  upon  the  Poet,faies  this  King  was  called 
Arbiba.  But  a  coyn  among  the  of  the  Cottonian  Library 

makes  him  rather  to  be  called  (  h  )  ARI VOG.  of  him,  we  (hall 
haveoccafion  to  fpeakelfewhere.  Camden  though  he  think  it 
nobetter  than  a  dream,  to  fay  that  ‘Julius  C<ejar  was  the  foun* 
der  :  yet  he  con  je&ures  that  it  was  firft  built  by  the  Romans , 
and  that  by  reafon  of  the  Britifh  tiles,  or  bricks,  in  the  Chap- 
pel,  where  with  they  ufed  to  lay  their  ground- works.  That  after 
the\imesof  thisltinerary  theRomans  had  a  garrifon  here,the  No- 
titia  of  the  Weftern  Empire  gives  a  large  and  unqueftionable  te- 
ftimony  :  There  quartered,faith  it,  at  Dubris ,  that  is  Dover %Pr*~ 
pofttus  Miliium  Tungricanorum  (ub  dzfpojitione  Viri  Jpettabilis  (ij  Co- 
ntitii  Littoris  Saxonici  per  Britanniam.  Thelc  Mtlites  Tungricani 
were  reckoned  among  the  AuxiliaPalatina ;  called  fo  from  the 
Tumri  a  people  of  Germania  fecunda  :  but  now  we  call  it  Bra - 
bant,  ’it  would  be  worth  any  ones  while  to  perufe  (  k  )  Tacitus 
concerning  them.  By  Ammiamt  their  (/)  Civitas  is  faid  to  be  am - 
pU  &  cop  1  of  a.  Belonging  to  the  Magazine  of  arms  of  this  Garri¬ 
fon  were  thofe  great  Arrows.,  ufed  to  be  (hot  out  of  a  Bafilisk , 
and  now  adaies  (hewed  (dangers  for  rare  things,  a s  Camden  tells 
us.  But  enough  of  them.  That  at  Dubris  there  was  Portus,  or 
an  Haven  to  land  in  Britain  in  thofe  daies,  Antoninus  his  witnels 
is  a  fufficient  proof  After  the  Romans  dayes,  the  Saxons  na¬ 
med  it  Dof  pa  :  and  hence  it  is,  that  you  have  it  conftantly  cal¬ 
led  Dojris  in  Eadmerut  his  Hijioria  Novomm ,  publilhed  by  the 
learned  Sdden  *  and  out  of  the  fame  Monk  they  bring  the  reafon 
of  the  name,  <7  uia  daW.us  &  impeditwt  erat.  But  Will.  Lambert  more 
probably  deduces  it  from  Dufyrrha,  which  in  Britijh  fignifies  a 
(feep  place.  Of  the  later  Haven,  fo  many  have  already  fpoken, 
I  may  fave  my  felf  a  labour.  The  deep  cliffs  there  by  the  Sea 
fide  are  called  by  («0  Clcn0  M°les  mirifica ,  as  by  (n)  Appian  alfo 
Kwvh  ^Bp*7 rtwZv.  And  Britain  it  felf  was  anciently  expreffed  by 
a  woman  fitting  upon  a  great  Rock,  or  Cliff, ,  in  the  Main,  as  may 
befecn  in  Antoninus  Fitts,an<\Seveiuf  hisCoyns,  and  for  that  * 
or  iri&ef®-,  that  is,  unpafiable  Ocean,  which  walheth 
upon, and  encompaffeth  this  ffland,theQueen  and  Commandrefs 
thereof,  I  (hall  requeft  the  Reader  to  take  fo  much  pains,  as  to 
read  over  thele  few  (o)verfes}  made  upon  the  expedition  hither 
of  CLudius  the  Emperour  :

tune  in  the  face,  much  lefs  truft  him.  Yet,  that  he  might  not  be 
faid  to  come  fo  far  to  no  purpofe,  himfelf  with  fome  few  more 
(/  )  lanches  out  in  his  Galley,  but  fear  makes  him  inftantly  pqt  ^  Di0  ^ 
in  again.

AD  PONTEM  LEMANIS.  M.P.XVI. 

AD  PORTUM  LEMANIS.  M.  P;  XVI.  ]  Lime  ,  or 
Li  men  ^  was  very  antiently  a  Town  in  the  Eaft  part  of  Kent , 
and  a  Haven  withall,  which  Antoninus  witnefl'eth  ,  in  whom 
fome  read  Limenis,  as  well  as  Lemanis,  the  common  reading  in¬ 
deed  thereof.  Wherefore  Suritas  edition  is  quite  faulty,  which 
hath  AD  PONTEM  LEMAN,  for  PORTUM.  The  di- 
Itance  from  Durovernnm,  or  Canterbury,  appears  by  him  to  have 
been  XVL  M.  P.  And  that  that  way  was  in  Talbots  time  pulcer- 
rime  lirata  ,  himfelf  bears  witnefs.  .  Neither  fince  him  is  the 
learned  Camden  filent  thereof.  And  they  both  mention  the  ruins 
of  an  old  Caftle ,  the  walls  of  which  being  of  britilh  bricks, 
flints,  and  the  cement  confiding  of  Lime,  land  and  pebles  ,  fo 
coagmentated,  that  they  feem  not  to  yield  to  time  it  felf.  If  in 
Vtokmy  you  find  it  any  where  (a)  it  is  fare  w*  3  whereof 
the  laft  word  being  fignificative  in  Greek,  befides  that  it  was  the 
u fual  name  of  the  place,  the  Transcriber  to  fiupply  the  defeft, 
as  he  thought,  devifedand  added  the  other  Word  wm.  Al¬ 
though  it  be  the  conje&ureof  others,  that  from  the  very  firft 
it  was  fio  in  Ptolemy ,  and  the  name  fieeming  too  long,  was  after¬ 
ward  made  fhorter  by  the  firft  word,  it  being  called  here  at 
firft  Limen ,  or  Leman,  or  as  fiome  have  added  Limpne :  and  of 
that  interfiertion  of  P.  in  many  Latine  words  too,  as  in  fumpp, 
vrompfit  dempfit,  &c.  I  would  have  the  mduftnous  Reader  to 
lookout,  what  the  old  Grammarians  have  obferved.  In  the 
declining  condition  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the  world  abroad, 
fiui table  to  Antoninus,  ye  have  it  call’d  Lemanna  in  the  Notitia  or 
Survey  of  the  Weftern  Empire:  Sub  Difpop  zone  Viri  Spettabilis 
Comitis  Littoris  Saxonici  per  Britanniam  Vripofitus  Numen  Tnma - 
cenfinm  Lemann & Jlaiiva  habuit :  placing  it,  as  indeed  it  vi  as  one, 
J  E  e  among 
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among  other  the  Ports,  or  havens  of  the  whole  Ifland  then  in 
ufe.  They  that  tcndet  L^manis^  Hith  ,  make  ufe  of  a  word, 
that  fignifies  in  our  fore- fathers  language  as  much  as  doth 
in  Greeks  a  Port,  orllation  for  Ships:  though  there  be  now 
none  there.  But  fuchit  was  fometitne,  as  fome  of  our  own 
Writers  ftill  extant  can  make  it  good  5  and  I  will  cite  one  of 
the  antienteftof  them,  Ethelward 5  In  Limneo  portu  conliituunt 
fuppeSj  Apoldre(  fo  I  read,  for  the  Print  is  corrupted  )  loco  con - 
di8o  Orientali  Cantid  parte ,  dejirsmntque  ibi  prifco  open  cajirntn 
propter  quod  ruSlica  tnanus  exigua  qnippe  intrinjec  us  erat ,  illicque  hi - 
berna  cajlra  confirmant .  And  Henry  of  Huntington  (hall  follow 
him,  who  lands  th e  Danes  (  whom  Bthelrvard  means)  ad  Fortum 
Limeneeum  CCL.  navibus ,  qui  yortus  efl  in  Orientali  parte  Cent 
juxta  magnum nemius  Andrtcfjlaige.  In  which  two  feveral  narra¬ 
tions  you  need  not  take  notice  of  any  difference,  more  then  the 
tranfpofition  of  Letters  in  the  name.

token,  that  the  old  language  of  the  Britains  was  the  fame  with 
theantient  Galltque  tongue,  accordingly  as  we  fee  learned  men 
are  plealed  to  have  it  fo. 

Two  excellently  learnedly  men,  and  moft  diligent^  in  the  ex¬ 
plaining  of  the  matters  of  their  own  Countrey,  Talbot  and  Cam¬ 
den  do  feek  for  this  our  Cafarowagus a  according  as  the  ratio  it  me - 
rati  a  doth  require  it,  yet  in  feveral  places :  of  whom  the  (  m  ) 
iirft,  believes  it  was  that  Town,  which  now  commonly  is  called  not  in  inn*r. 
Chensford ,  or  Chernsford.  The  diftance,  faith  he,  (for  I  do  not  'AnmtH,MS‘ 
think  it  much  to  tranflate  his  words  hither,  becaule  his  Lucubra¬ 
tions  upon  Antoninw  are  hitherto  unpublifhed)  very  fitly  agree* 
for  it  is  from  London  by  modern  computation  XXV.  miles, 
which  indeed  will  make  XXVIII.  Italick  miles  (  as  you  have  in 
this  Itinerary  )  neither  doth  the  name  very  much  ablude.  And 
in  the  IX.  journey  Cafaromagus  is  placed  in  the  way  which  leads 
from  Colchejier  to  Londmium.  But  you  will  fay,  who  at  this 
day  being  to  take  his  journey  from  London  to  Carlijle ,  doth 
chufe  his  courfe  by  Chensford}  Ianfwer,  that  perhaps  they 
did  fo  fome  times  formerly,  For  alfo  the  Kings.of  Scotland ,as  we 
have  heard,  were  wont  to  come  up  to  the  Parliament  here  this 
way,  and  that  they,  or  fome  one  of  them,  built  a  Covent  of 
the  order  of  Dominicans ,  or  preaching  Friers  *  as  they  did  alfo 
a  houfe  of  N  unnes  at  EJftow  or  EHnftow  by  Bedford .  Adde  more-* 
over,  that  the  Author  of  this  Itinerary,  who  ever  he  was/eems 
not  to  have  followed  the  fhorteft  cuts, ,  and  ftraiteft  waies,  but 
thereafter  as  he  attended  the  Proconful  or  Legate ,  who  for  his 
plea fu re ,  or  bufmefs  fake  *  as,either  tp  hold  Courts  of  juftice, 
or  to  lilt  more  forces,  or  fometimes  to  confirm  his  Souldiers  , 
turned  afide  into  greater  Towns  not?  quite  out  of  his  way  * 
might  feem  to  have  fet  down  thofe  places,  through  which  the 
Legate ,  or  Proprietor  palled.  And  this  very  journey,  which  we 
have  now  in  hand,  feems  to  be  of  fuch  an  one  :  wherein  he 
rode  through  Effex,  Suffolk  Cambridge-ftjire  and  Huntington- (hire^ 
to  Lincoln ,  and  thence  to  Tori,  and  fo  to  Carlijle  :  other  wife 
what  meant  it,  as  it  is  here,  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  more 
or  lefs>  when  as  in  the  next  journey  to  this  ,  from  London  to 
Lincoln ,  there  are  but  an  hundred,  and  fifty* 

Wherefore  we  muftconfefs,  by  what  hath  been  faid,  that 
here  the  Pro- conful,  or  what  Magiftrate  foever,  took  his  jour¬ 
ney  through  the  Eaftern,  and  more  noted  Cities  of  the  Mari- 
tine  Countries*  and  fo  perhaps  they  ufed  to  fet  forth  :  but  in 
the  return,  they  vifited  the  more  Mediterranean ,  or  Midland 
and  Weftern  places :  or  on  the  contrary  thefe  in  their  fetting 
forth,  the  others  in  their  return.  And  hence  perhaps  it  ist,  that 
in  the  fecond  journey  between  Torl^ and  London  there  is  fo  great 
a  difiance :  a  brief  and  compendium  whereof  he  fets  do wu after¬ 
ward  *  namely  in  the  third  journey  after  this.  This  wheeling

Lincoln ,  byreafonof  the  breadth  of  the  ifiand  there,  that  the 
people  might  more  conveniently  appear  before  the  Magiftrates : 
beyond  Tork^  there  was  no  necellity  of  ir,  by  reafonot  the  nar- 
rownefsof  the  filand  in  thofe  parts,  that  they  might  meet  from 
both  the  Seas  to  fame  one  Town,  as  Catara&onaum,  or  the  like, 
without  any  great  grievance  of  the  people.  C*f arc  magus  feems 
to  havefignified  as  much  as  Claris  Surgut  j  as  Neomagus  in  Pioletnj9 
Novus  lurgus'^Kotomagus  as  much  as  Roionis  burgus^ Sec.  This  I  eon- 
jed:ure5but  I  know  not  certain. So  far  Talbot^ whofe  words  I  have 
tranflated  hither,  becaufe  they  feem  to  confer  much  to  the  ex¬ 
plaining  of  the  courfe  of  journeying  here  in  Antoninus, 

After  Talbot ,  comes  Camden  in  the  v&iX'fixnf,  or  former  editi¬ 
on  ,  of  his  great  work  :  who  in  the  place  thereof  hath  BtlrgFiedy 


*Neer  Billice -  ^that  is,  Burgi  locus  i  by  which  name  the  moreantient  places  are 


commonly  exprefled,  at  this  day  only  a  Country  village,  called

This  famous  Station  named 
Colonia ,  is  only  to  be  found  in  Antoninus  ,  and  it  differs  from 
Colonia  Catnolodunum  :  for  you  fhall  have  them  both  in  this  fame 
journey  in  him.  In  the  laft  Edition  of  the  Galiique  Councels,  fet 
forth  by  Jaques  Sermond  the  Jeluit,you  have  among  the  Subfcrip- 
tions  of  the  firft  Councel  at  Arles  Adelpb/tts  de  civitate  Colonia  Lon - 
dinenjium 5  for  one  of  the  Bifhops  that  came  out  of  Britain ,  and  by 
the  learned  (bj  Ufher  Colonia  there  is  thought  to  be  this  very 
5tation,or  City  .*  but  the  incomparable  (c^Seiden rather  judgeth  b  rr 
it  to  be  C  amolodumm  $  whom  take  the  pains  tp  confulc :  and  it  aJ  deEp'ifco^ 
will  be  worth  your  while.

It  is  thought  to  have  taken  up  that  ground5  whereat 
this  day  the  fiourifhing  Town  of  S,  Edmundf-bury  frauds:  fo 
heretofore  though  Tabot ,  whofe  opinion  our  great  Antiquary 
confirms  by  the  diftance  thereof,  as  well  from  Colonia ,  as  lei  mi  % 
the  two  next  Sations  on  either  fide.  Abbo  Fioriacenjts,  who  wrote 
the  life  of  King  Edmund ,  fo  touly  murthered  by  the  Danes,  calls 
it  Viliam  Rcgiam ,  and  King  Sigebert  built  a  Church  there  5  an  ar¬ 
gument  that  it  was  in  thofe  times  a  place  of  good  note  :  for  as 
we  have  formerly  noted  in  feverall  places  out  of  Feda,  th  eVilU 
Regia  of  the  Saxon  times  had  ftill  their  abode,  where  in  the  for¬ 
mer  ages  the  Roman  Stations  had  been  placed.  Let  us  note  this 
after  the  learned  Camden ,  that  the  name  of  this  place  was  in  the 
Saxons  time  changed  into  Be&epicp-^ueopS),  which  the  fame  Abbo 
interprets  Bidenci  Coriis ,  id  ejt ,  Villa.  Now  Bederic 4,  as  well 
as  Faufiittut  in  the  Latine  (it  is  not  known  who  principally  is 
intended  either  by  the  one,  or  the  other)  having  the  bodement 
or  fignification  of  felicity,  or  favour  $  we  mav  imagine  that  the 
Saxon  name  doth  but  meerly  render  the  fenfe  of  the  Roman  s 
efpecially  if  we  believe  Hadrianus  Junius,  who  giving  a  reafon  of

Britain ,  the  Catalogue  of  which  tjtinnius  hath  written  5  and 
wherein  it  takes  place  of  London  it  felf.  .  But  out  of  the  mines  Hunting*,  tiijf, 
thereof  that  Cambridge  did  grow ,  the  other  ornament  of  the 
I  Hand  of  Britain ,  or  if  1  Ihould  call  it  the  Aw  ns©-  rather 

as  Synejius  elegantly  concerning  Constantinople  y  there  is  no  body 
a  little  more  then  ordinarily  verfedip  humane  ftudies,  that  is 
ignorant  thereof.  Henr.  Huntingdonitnfis  Hift.ltb.  1.  Grantecea - 
ftria ,  <ju£  modo  dicitur  Cantebrigia  :  the  name  being  compoun-  4 

ded  from  Oranta ,  which  the  fame  Author  in  the  fifth  book  calls 
fluvium  Cantabrigian.  Therefore  this  River  feems  named  Grants 9  H 

by  the  Saxons,  which  in  old  time  was  called  by  the  Britains  Cam. 

There  is  mention  thereof  in  William  dc  Ramfey  3  Abbat  of  Crow ’« 
lands  in  the  life  of  Guthlacs  thus ; 

‘  Eft  apud  Angligenas  a  Oront£ flumine  longo 
Or  be ,  per  anfratfus  ftagnofos  &  fluviales9 
Circumfufa  palus ■  — ;  —  — 

Oronta  with  meandring  dreams. 

Makes  many  Marflics,  Lak£sand  Fens. 

Camden  therefore  feems,  that  he  would  have  deduced  it  from 
Oron  a  Saxon  word,  which  fignifies  a  Fenny  or  Marlhy  place :

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t  .  fotCc^AfferiusMeneven/isfoith  he.calls  the marfhy  places  in  Somzr- 
\isjLifredi.  JetPIre  once  ana  again  Gronnas  palmojtjpmar ,  by  a  Latino-Saxon 
name:  and  a  City  of  WeTb-FrieJlandi  placed  in  a  Marfhie  Soyle, 
is  called  Groningen ,  as  is  well  known.  Venerable  Bede  faith,  it 
was  in  his  time  civitalula  defolata  ;  Venerunt  ,  are  his  words,  ^ 
civitatulam  quandam  defolatam^  quae  lingua  Anglorum  Gratacejier 
vocaiur 3  &  mox  invenerunt  juxta  muros  civitatis  loceUum  de  marmo - 
re  albo  pulcherime  fa&um3  operculo  quoque  fimilis  lapidis  aptijjime 
teftum.  But  the  Students  Ihew  all'o  at  this  day  the  dwelling  of 
Beda  himfelf  at  Cambridge  ,  wherein  becaufe  afterwards  there 
was  a  Vrofeucha  or  Synagogue  of  Jews  fettled  there,  they  name 
now  the  JemHoufc :  and  yet  Beda  himfelf  in  plain  words  writes 
in  his  Epitome,  which  he  hath  joyned  to  his  Hifiory,  that  when 
he  was,  annorum  feptem3  cur  a  propinquoium  daius  educandus  reve- 
rendijfimo  Abb  at  i  Benidifto3  aedeinde  Ceolfrido  5  curMumqueex  eo 
tempus  vit£  in  ejufdem  monajhrti  habit  at  tone  peregijje^  inter  obfer- 
v  anti  am  difeipli  n£  regularis ,  &  quotidianum  cant  and  1  in  Ecclejia  cu - 
ram.  But  concerning  the  beginnings  of  the  Univerlity  of  Cam - 
bridge  (  for  neither  have  We  any  need  to  have  recourfe  to  the 
dotages,  and  fooleries  of  the  Monks)  we  have  the  fame  Beda  a 
(d)  Beda  wftt  fu&cient  witnefs  :  ( d )  In  thefe  times  faith  he,  (about  the 
Ub.$tcap.iS.  *  year  of  Chrifl  6^j. )  regno  Orient alium  Anglorum ,  poft  Corpwaldum 
fiedrvaldi  fuccefiorem ,  Sigberius  f rater  eju*  prtffuit ,  homo  bonus  ac 
religions,  qui  dudum  in  Gallia,  dum  inimicitias  Redwaldi  fugiens , 
txularet ,  Uvacrum  baptifmi  peretpit ,  &  patriam  reverjus ,  ubi  regno 
potitus  eji9  mox  ea  qu£  in  Galliis  bene  difpojita  vidzt ,  imitari  enpiens 
inflituit  fcholam ,  inqua  pueri  Uteris  erudirentur  5  juvantc  fe  Epifcopo 
Felice ,  quern  de  C  anti  a  aterperat*  eifque  pa  dago  go  s  &  magiflrosjux- 
ta  morem  Cantuariorum  prabente .  That  word  pueri  in  Beda ,  King 
Alfred  rendred  cmhtar  and  £eon£e  men,  that  is.  Boys  and  young 
men  5  or  as  JohnCaiUt  interprets  it,  difcipuli&  juvenes.  Now 
whereas  Gervafe  of  Tilbury  writes  that  Cajtrum  Cantabrigienfe  was 
antiently  called  Cantabricum ,  any  one  might  believe  that  this 
name  was  corrupted,  and  altered,  from  Camboricum ,  who  knew 
not,  that  the  Monks  (fuch  was  the  acumen  of  that  lurking  crew) 
did  deduce  it  from  I  cannot  tell  what  imaginary  King  of  Spain , 
Cantaber  by  name.  For  Camboricum,  William  Fu\  himfelf  alfo 
a.  Cambridge  man,  a  Divine  of  great  name,  bolides  an  Antiqua- 
rie,  as  Dr.  Vfher  informed  me,  hath  not  noted  down  Cambridge , 
but  Comberton ,  fome  three  miles  thence,  for  it. 

DUROLIPONTE  M.  P.  XXV.]  Talbot  reads  thenumjher 
other  wife  XXVIII.  And  thinks  it  Huntington,  for  faies  he,there 
is  Dour  and  Pons ,  which  declare  a  place ,  where  the  Water  or 
River  was  paft  over  with  a  Bridge.  Camden  goes  a  little  fur¬ 
ther,  who  thinks  it  was  over  againft  Huntington,  and  that  it  had 
its  original  thence  5  but  then  he  will  have  the  name  ufed  in  the 
Romans  time  to  have  been  DuroJiponte3  as  if  you  Ihould  fay.  The 
’  y*  -  bridge 
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bridge  at  the  River  Oufe  ,  Vfe,  Oft,  and  Oufe  being  promifcuoufly 
ufed  And  he  will  have  the  common  name  uied  at  this  day 
Goodman  cbefter,  to  be  read  Gormon  Cbefter  from  on <z  Common 
a  Dane  in  King  Alfred,  daies;of  whom  fee  the  Hifto.ry.The  Itine¬ 
rary  diftance  likes  him  well :  and  the  place  at  this  day  being  fa¬ 
mous  for  nothing  more  then  frequent  tillage,  the  fields  fo  often 
broken  up  afford  great  ftore  of  Roman  Coyn.  In  Huntingtons 
time  it  was  Vdla  non  inamabilis, and  of  old  time  it  was  mb, hi 

urbs,  as  he  writes  truly.  .  . 

DUROBRIVAS.  M.  F.  XXXV.']  Henry  of  Huntington  in  his 

recenfion  of  Britilh  Cities  adds  fix  to  Hinnius  Catalogue, where¬ 
of  this  is  one  Cuir  Dorm,  id  eft,  Dormeceattre ;  (jut  [it a,  iales  he, 
in  Huntedonenft  pnrvincia  fuper  ftumen  ejuod  Vocatur  Hen,  penitus  de¬ 
li,  ufta  eft.  What  is  left  of  it  at  this  day,  is  called  Dornford ,  neer 
unto  Walmtford.  This  in  Camden,  judgement  is  Antoninus  h|5 
Durabrivt  here,  which  he  interprets  Flumims  trajectu, :  and  it 
fhews  the  tnanifeft  tokens  of  a  ruined  City  ,  befides  theantient 
coyn  ,  whichare  found  here  in  that  abundance,  that  one  would 
think  they  had  been  fowed  here.  T  wo  Military  Wales,  whofe 
Cauileys  are  yet  plain  to  be  feen  hereabout ,  whereof  the  Er- 
minftreet  leades  direftly  from  Huntington  ,  as  appears  by  very 
Anaent  Witneffe.  And  it  feems,  that  the  old  City  pof- 
felled  both  banks  of  the  River.  See  Camden  concerning 
Cutter  in  the  County  Northamptonjhire ,  and  the  reafon  of  that 

naCA«SENNIS.  M.P.  XXX/]  It  is  Talbots  conjecture, that  this 
Station  Caujtnnei,  or  Gaiifenmi,  gave  thename  to  the  hithermolt 
part  of  Lincolnfhire,  now  called  CAkven  :  even  as  Lindfey  ano¬ 
ther  part  thereof,  hath  its  name  from  Lindum:  but  Camden  calls 
it  his  opinion  5  who  yet  pretends  to  no  certainty  of  place  or 
its  antient  handing,  except  it  be  at  Brigcajierton  upon  IF# 
or  Gtoajh  ,  fo  making  feme  affinity  of  name  between  the  old 
name  of  the  Station,  and  the  River  at  this  day.  Better,  faies 
he,  he  could  not  light  on  at  this  time;  the  diftance  not  gain- 
laying  it :  The  later  name  Brigcatterton ralfo, in  which  as  he 
faies  :  vetuftotis  nomen  apparet ,  fo  called  ejuafi  oppidum  Cattro- 
,um,  or,  d  caftri,  dittum,  becaufe  of  a  Camp  there  fometime 
of  the  Romans.  That  Eng  in  the  beginning  thereof  denotes 
the  paflage  of  the  River  there  over  a  Bridge,  which  a.fo  parted 
the  Roman  Military  Way.  It  is  believed  that  the  old  Gaufennt, 
is  now  utterly  ruined,  at  fuch  time  as  the  ^Sr  and  Scot,  plun¬ 
dered  the  whole  Countrey  about  as  far  as  Stanford  as  Henry  of 
mmington  is  our  Author,  when  our  Hengift  with  his  Anglo. 
Saxon,  ,  with  unwearied  prowelfe,  and  extraordinary  valour, 
lo  ftopt  the  courfeof  thofeoutragious  Barbarians  that  many 
of  them  being  flam,  many  taken  Prlfoners,  the  reft  fijifted  for 

themfelves by  flight.  $£2

204:  A  Commentary  on  An  t  o  n  inus'j 

L  1  N  D  O.  M.  P.  XXVI.  ]  tioberi  ialbot  confeffeth  himfelf 
here  at  a  great  lofs,  about  the  antient  (tee  of  AtvJbv,  or  Lindum , 
in  Ptolemy ,  who  fets  it  down  for  a  City  of  the  wemuo/,  or  Co- 
ritdvi ,  and  one  of  them,  which  by  him  are  called  « And 
tio  lelfe  appears  by  Antoninus  ,  in  whom  we  have  the  VI. 
jburney  from  London  to  Lindon,  which  confirms  what  Ptolemy 
faies :  there  is  alfo  in  him  another  City,  of  the  very  fame  name, 
in  the  more  Northern  part  of  the  Ifland  :  but  of  that  in  its  own 
place,  when  we  fhall  come  to  it.  The  great  doubt  of  Talbot 
was  whether  of  the  two  he  might  refolve  on  $  for  the  old  fitua- 
tibn  of  Lindum  :  Nottingham  5  or  Lincoln ,  or  Lindecoln  ,  as  it 
was  moft  antiently  called.  But  he  rather  pitched  on  the  for- 
.  mer,  thinking  that  it  was  Nottingham :  and  we  will  acquaint 

you  with  his  particular  reafons  therefore. 

Robert  rdbot  Firft,  faies  he,  Nottingham  was  as  antient  as  any  place  of  note 
jinnot.injin-  hereabout  5  and  may  be  thought  equal  with  the  time  of  the 
tojun.  anecdotn.  $aXons  entrance.  As  for  the  old  To  Wn,  whatfo.  ver  the  name 
thereof  wasin  old  time,  the^ihabitants  fhew  it,  with  a  well 
fortified  Caftle  alfo,  a  moft  certain  argument  of  Antiquity. 
What  evef  it  was,  none  rather  or  more  probably,  comes  into 
thy  thoughts  then  Lindum.  The  River  which  through  Not - 
tingham  runs  into  the  Tre«tisjat  this  day  called  Lin,  or  rather 
Lind$  t^hich  rifing  out  of^  Lindvcood ,  a  little  above  the  Village 
tinfey 5  by  the  Priory  of  Kwfled,  in  a  (mall  Traft  of  ground  , 
fuddenly  encreafed  with  the  fources  of  many  fprings,  becomes 
an  handfome  River :  then  running  down  by  Lenton ,  or  Lynton 
Town,  Nottingham ,  it  is  fwallowed  into  the  Irmt ,  before  it 
hath  well  finished  twelve  miles  from  the  Spring.  But  by  Len- 
iati,  I  think,  faies  he,  that  Lindum  in  this  place  is  meant:  for 
Nottingham  is  very  neer  thereunto,  fo  that  it  may  feem  fome- 
times  to  have  been  part  therof  .*  as  which  at  this  day  is  fcarceone 
milediftant;  what  if  we  fhould  fay,  that  the  old  Town  was 
there ,  for  it  is  not  a  thing  unfeldome  feen,  that  famous  Towns 
have  degenerated  into  little  villages.  And  bringing  feveral  ar¬ 
guments,  for  the  Antiquity  of  Lenton 8  as  alfo  of  Nottingham  : 
as  that  from  London  to  Tor no  body  will  chufe  his  road 
through  Lincoln,  but  ordinarily  through  Nottingham.  Then  that 
the  diftance  from  Nottingham  toT^r^according  to  the  Itinerary, 
ifuiVs  at  this  day  exaftly,  fb  alfo  from  Danum ,  or  Dancajier ,  not  a- 
mifs :  nothing  more  conveniently  :  but  from  Lincoln  to  Tork  and 
Vancafier,  it  doth  not  hit  out  fo  right.  Again,  by  longitude  in 
Ptolemy,  it  is  plain,  that  Lindum  is  not  fo  much  ftretched  out  to 
the  Eaft,  as  Eboracum.  But  Lincoln  is  juft  fo  much.*  but  not  fo 
Nottingham :  now  though  all  this  may  be  well  anfwered  ,  yet  by 
thefe  arguments,faiee  heijiqui  ahi  mecum  in  earn  fententiam  defccn- 
derent,  facile  adducerer ,  nt  crederem  1  it2dnm.de  quo  hie  &  afud  Vto - 
len\£um,fit  mentio,  ejje  non  qn<£  r,mc  Lincolne,  fed  qua  Nottingham  $ 
aut  qu£  Lenton  voci  tat  nr.  But 
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But  Camden  is  none  of  thofe,  who  will  come  to  be  of  the 
fame  opinion  with  him  :  he  then  placeth  Lindum ,  or  Lincoln a 
at  the  Fofs  way;,  where  it,  and  the  River  iVytham  meet  toge¬ 
ther :  the  Britains  called  this  City  Lynd-coit,  from  the  woody 
fituation  thereof,  for  which  you  have  it  mifnamed  in  tdinnius , 
Luit-coit.  The  Many  believed  it  called  Lindum  from  the  River 
IVytham^  which  by  an  antienter  name  they  fay  was  Lindis  :  but 
they  have  no  authority  for  it  of  any  Handing.  With  the  Saxons 
it  was  *  Lindo-colin  (Camden  knows  not  whether  a  collmo fitu  :  ) 
and  Lind-cyllan-ee^pztpi,  Camden  rather  deduceth  it  from  Lhin , 
a  Britijh  word  fignifying  a  Like  :  and  he  brings  many  inftances 
of  the  like.  The  curious  reader  perhaps  will  look  for  farther 
Antiquity:  but  there  is  none  extant,  befides  what  we  have 
brought  :  yet  if  he  pleafe*  I  bring  that  out  of  Bda  :  (  a  )  Vr&di- 
cabat  autcm  Pauhnus  verbum  etiam  provinc;*  Lindijr^  qua  ejl  prtma 
ad  mertdjanam  Humhri  flumints  rtpam  pertingens  ufque  ad  mare. 
i’rafeSumque  Lindoco'ina civitatis  ,  ,cui  mmcn  (rat  htecca ,  prtmttm 
cum  domo  jua  convertit  ad  Do  mi  rum.  In  qua  videlicet  civitate , 
Ecclefiam  operif  egregii  de  tapide  fecit ,  iu)us  teCio  vtl  longa  incur ta 
vel  bojltlt  manu  dtjetto^  parities  ha3enusjlare  videntur }  omni¬ 

bus  anrds  aliqua  tmracula  (anitatum  in  eodem  loco  folent  ad  utilita* 
tern  eorum  qut  fideliter  quarynt^  ojlendi.  He  mentions  it  again 
in  the  XVIII.  chapter:  but  Btda  is  beneath  that  authority  which 
I  pretend  to. 

SEGELOCIM.  M.  P.  XXIV.  ]  This  Station  in  this  Jour¬ 
ney  is  fo  called  j  which  elfewhere  you  have  written  Age  locum. 
And  this  alfo  is  noted  by  Talbot s  and  Simler  ,  by  realon  of  the 
acqui-diftance  between  Lindum  and  Dai.um^  or  Dancajier  :  Age- 
locum  therefore  is  to  be  reckoned  among  thofe  words,  to  which 
the  antients  fometimes  put  an  S  or  sibilut ftsmetimes  they  omit¬ 
ted  it.  So  they  called  the  Alpes,  which  in  Lycophrons  Cajjandra 
we  find  written  Saxcra? :  And  they,  who  are  called  a pvt^I  InfuU 
by  Dhnyfius  the  Perifgetes9  the  lame  in(b)  Strabo  are  ^  ly¬ 

ing  in  the  Britifli  Sea.  Salamantica  of  Spam ,  is  called  by  Polybius 
'AfMtvTViri  „  and  Cajars  Suejjionc^  in  Ptokmy  are  ’Oviasovif.  Toadde 
one  Common  Noun  ostof  (/)  Diofcoridesi  what  in  Pirgils 
Eglogues  is  Salmnca ,  in  him  is  Jhuvyfa  •,  or  rather  take  the  whole 
placeoutof  him  :  w  Kekvitri  yivvATUt /$>  c*tkiV  i&tu  Ajyvexw 

>lAk7ft<nV)  \7n%6jexaf  eoi/oiMfffUVTD  «t Kixyfici. 

In  cur  great  Antiquaries  judgement,  this  place  poflefled 
the  banks  of  Trent  in  Nottinghamfhirc  ,  whereat  this  day  Lit - 
tL bon u^b  (a  little  Town ,  but  very  antient )  Hands,  and  that 
upon  fecond  cares.  At  this  day  it  is  famous  for  nothing  more, 
then  for  the  frequent  pafs  of  the  River  there.  That  the  Ro¬ 
mans  held  it,  there  are  many  things  which  caufe  a  belief.  For 
the  Military  Way  went  here,  and  the  Trad  of  the  Walls  yet 
appears  to  be  feen ,  which  yet  the  Inhabitants,  fuch  is  their 
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captur,  do  think  were  raifed  there  to  keep  »n  the  violenc  e  of  the 
River.  Then  there  is  fo  great  plenty  of  Roman  Coynes  in  the 
neighbouring  Feilds  ?  that  they  are  often  rooted  up  by  the  very 
Swine:  whence  it  is  that  they  are  commonly  called  Swine* 
pennies.  Thediltance  moreover  from  Lindum  to  Agdocum  , 
or  Segelocum,  makes  us  not  at  all  to  doubt  5  although  the  fame 
learned  man  write,  in  the©e*Uc/w*  of  his  Work,  or  former  edi¬ 
tion  that  it  was  idleion ,  a  Countrey  Village,  which  is  no 
where  elfe  to  be  found  but  by  the  River  idle  5  whence  al- 
fo  is  theName:  And  it  produced  his  Conjedure,  whereby 
he  would  in  Antoninus  have  Addocum ,  reliored  for  Agelo- 

cum.  .  .  .  ’ 

For  Agdocum ,  Aulerton  in  Sherwood ,  is  the  divination  of 

Robert  %albot.  William  Full ^  ,  for  fome  fmall 
would  have  it  to  be  Agle ,  a  fmall  Village  not  quite  V  I. 
whole  miles  diftant  from  Lindum  5  when  as  in  Antoninus  in 
any  Copies  that  are  extant  of  him,  Agdocum  is  from  it  fourteen 
miles  at  lead. 

D  A  N  O.  M.  P.  XXI.  3  This  was  that  Station,  which 
in  after  ages  was  called  DancdFier  ,  and  the  Name  fhewes  as 
much.  It  is  Talbots  conceit,  that  the  Water  which  runs  here 
under  a  ftately  Bridge,  was  Ptolemies  &*vov  > called  by 
him  Humber :  for,  faies  he,  the  numbers  in  him  of  Longitude 
and  Latitude  added  to  this,  and  to  r^r4,  are  neer  the  fame? 
then  there  isnonebefide  hereabout,  to  which  you  may  better 
apply  it.  I  know  not  this:  but  I  am  lure  H  eronymus  Surita 
is  wide  here ,  and  that  very  much ,  who  would  have  Aivtov 
of  the  Durotriges  in  Ftojemie ,  correded  into  Datum  :  as  after 
Antoninus  it  is  alfo  called  by  the  Notitra  Vrovinciarum  Occident 
tis :  where  we  read ;  Sub  difpofitione  Vinfpe&abiiis  Duels  Eri* 
tanniarunt  VrtfjeDus  Equitum  Crifplanorum  Dam.  C  hr  if ^i  ana  $ 
faith  Tancirolus ,  is  a  Town  of  Vannonia  in  this  Itinerary  5 
whence  thefe  Crifpiani  may  feem  to  be  taken  .*  except  ,  as 
he  thinkes,  we  had  better  read  for  them  Chreftini ,  odt  of 
Velferus  his  old  Papers,  who  are  a  People  of  the  Countrey  of 
Dorilania  in  Belgica  along  the  Rhine ,  whence  thefe  might  eafi- 
ly  be  brought  hither.  In  the  Learned  Dodor  Vjhers  Edition 
of  Ninnius,  the  old  Britain*  Catalogue  of  our  Cities,  this  place 
is  called  Cair  Daun.  Other  Writers  will  tell  you,  that  in  the 
year  Seven  hundred  fifty  nine  ,  it  was  ruined  by  fire  from 
heaven  5  and  from  thofe  ruins  it  hath  not  yet  wholly  recovered 
it  felf.  See  thofe  Authors. 

LEGEOLIO.  M.  P.  XVI.  3  We  muff  obferve  in  this  place 
with  Talbot^Surita,  Simler ,  Camden ,  and  others,  that  this  ftation  is 
in  the  third  Journey  after  this  called  Lagecium.  Befides  their 
Authorities,  the  diftance  there  from  Datum  exadly  XVI.  miles 
makes  it  good,  and  it  was  at  Caftleford  a  Village,  Marianus 

calls 
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calls  it  C  after  for  dy  where  the  very  meeting  is  of  C  alder  and  ano¬ 
ther  Stream  called  the  Are.  Here  are  many  and  manifeft, re¬ 
mainders  of  Antiquity  :  as  great  ftore  of  Roman  Coyn  found 
here.,  which  the  common  people  call  Saracens  heads ,  taken  up  in 
a  place  named  Beanfietd ,  from  the  ftore  of  them  fowed  there  by 
the  Church  :  I  might  urge  alfo  the  diftance  from  Datmnt  and 
York, ' ,  between  which  here  it  is  placed  3  to  fay  nothing  of  its 
ftandingby  the  Military  Roman  way,  and  that  Hoveden  expref* 
ly  calls  it  Civitatem^  though  not  as  Cafar  ufes  the  words,  but  as 
it  is  commonly  taken  and  underftood. 

Lelands  whom  (a')  John  Bai(e}  Harrifon ,  and  Fulk^  do  follow,  (a)  Joannes  Be¬ 
thought  it  to  have  been  Pont  fret ,  or  Ponfratf  •  but  we  let  him  pafs  xii  Seft  6z 
with  his  conceit.  In  J  ft as  Simlerushis  Scholia  s  upon  Antoninus ,  ^63. 
you  have  it  mif-printed  Logetium^  for  Lagecium. 

ISU-BRIGANTUM.  M.  P.  XVII.]  Some  Books  have  M.P. 

XVI.  which  others  correCt  into  M  P.  XXVI.  but  amifs  I  think. 

It  is  curtailed  here  for  J  fur  mm  Bngantum .  We  have  before  faid 
enough  of  that  3  we  will  here  fay  fomething  alfo  of  the  people 
called  Brigantes. 


The  [ Belief ]  Brigantes  were  a  people  in  ( b )  Ptolemie  of  the 
Ifland  Albion ,  inhabitiug  from  both  ftdes  thereof  $  mentioned  alfo 
by  Seneca  Tacitus ,  Juvenal ,  Paufanias ,  Antoninus  here,  and  the  old 
Infcripttons.

(ft)  George  Buchanan  faith  ,  that  the  right  cafe  of  this  word  in 
Stepbanuf  is  Brigas^  unde  infletfimus,  faith 'he,  Brigantes ,«*  a  bigas 
bigantes.  In  Tacitus  you  have  in  orle  place.  ]ugantes3  pro  Brigan- 
tibuf ,  in  all  the  ordinary  printed  books,  by  the  fame  negligence 
of  the  Printers,  whereby  you  had  formerly  Tt genes ,  for  Icenos,  a 
people  likewile  among  us.  His  words  are  thefe,  (e)  Pr<ecipuus 
Scientia  rei  mi  itaris  Venutius  e  Jugamum  Civitate ,  ut  fupra  mentor  a- 
vi ,  ftdufque  diu^  &  Romanis  armts  defenjus  cum  Cartifmanduam  re - 
ginam  mitnmonio  teneret.  T ruly  it  is  exceedingly  to  be  grieved 
at,  that  fo  many  books  of  the  Annals  ofTacitus  are  perilhed,  to 
the  great  lofs  not  onely  of  our  Britilh  Affaires,  but  alio  of  the 
Common- wealth  of  learning 3  and  particularly, that  this  place  is 
corrupted,  that  there  is  no  hope  of  finding  out  what  we  would 
but  by  conjedure.  Plainly  then,  we  muft  reftore  Brigantnm  hi¬ 
ther  out  of  him  elfewhere :  for  it  is  conftantly  publilhed  fo  by 
him  in  all  other  places. 

As  for  the  feverall  Etymons,  and  Originals  of  this  name,  I 
had  rather  then  fay  any  thing  my  felfhere  (for  I  have  elfewhere 
(/  )  faid  enough  :  )  refer  you  to  Lhuycl '  Cjtntdens  Spelmapt ,  and  o* 
thers3  or  if  they  fpeak  not  enough,  to  the  Beccefelehifmes  of 
(l)  B oropius  in  his  Antuerpian  Nights. 

The  Brigantes  are  reported  by  (h)  Tacitus  to  have  been  ac¬ 
counted

Epr  Scuta  Brigantes  Jofeph  (g)  Scaliger ,  that  great  Di&ator  in 
Learning,  pleafeth  himfelf  wonderfully  in  reading  Scoto-Brigan* 
Us  5  and  as  his  manner  is,  flights  all  the  Gain-fayers:  let  the 
time  be  when  it  will,  when  the  Scots  came  firft  to  be  made 
known  to  the  World.  He  doth  well  indeed  to  take  up  (r')  Ha¬ 
drian  Junius ,  who  hath  Cute  Brig  ante  j  againft  the  right  reafon 
and  obfervaoion  of  quantity  of  Syllables.  Junius  is  therein  fo 
confident,  that  he  doth  take  his  Oath  for  the  reading  :  but  he 
hath  not  yet  per fwaded  the  learned  World  ofmentoit*  For 
the  old  reading  yet  with  them  taketh  place.*  For  as  painting 
their  bodies,  generally  was  taken  notice  of  amongft  the  Britains; 
(bis  it  not  unlikely  that  they  bad  alfo  their  Bucklers  painted,  as 
well  as  other  Nations.*  as  we  read  *  that  the  Germans  were 
Scutaletfijfimis  color 2 bus  dijiringuere  foliti ,  and  amongft  them  the 
Ary  had  tinBa  corporas  and  alfo  nigra  feuta ,  and  the  Labici  are 
yet  known  by  that  place  in  (/)  Virgil :  *

About  thefe  Brigantes  here'(t)  George  Buchanan  doth  notably  de- 
Urare ,  as  became  a  man  of  fuch  imperioufnefs,  and  infolency.  rum  scetmum 

It  is  not  very  certain  how  the  Brigantes  became  firft  fubjeft 
to  the  Romans  5  but  certain  it  is,  they  were  often  conquered  by 
them.  It  is  worth  the  while  to  confult  Tacitus ,  from  whom  we 
have  a  full  relation  of  their  Affaires.  They  were  doubtlefs  in 
the  defe&ion  of  Boadicia ,  and  a  confiderable  part  among  the  Bri- 
tains  in  that  their  revolt.  Galgacus  the  Caledonian  in  his  fpeech 
to  his  men  to  animate  them  againft  the  Romans,  (hews  as  much  : 

(*)  Brigantes  y  faith  he,  Fensina  duce  exurere  Coloniasy  expugnare  ^  J* 
cajtray  &  nifff elicit  as  ns fecordiam  vertijfet y  exuere  jugum  potuere . 

Now  whereas  for  the  Brigantes  in  this  place,  Camden  doth  fub- 
ftitute  the  Trinobantes ,  I  could  wifti  that  he  had  not  done  it  a- 
gainft  the  authority  of  all  books :  Galgacns  his  meaning  is  to  in¬ 
cite  his  Caledonians  to  Valour,  and  the  ft udy  of  liberty,  by  the 

G  g  example 
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example  of  other  Britain^  all  whom  he  calls  Brigantes  ,  who 
were  better  kn6wn  to  his  .men,  being  a  great  deal  the  neereft 
unto  them,  and  the  molt  populous  people  of  the  whole  Ifland. 
But  they  were  not  wholly  fubdued  till  Eefpajiant  time,  as  we 
find  by  the  fame  Author  j  when  retilius  Cerealis  fought  againft 
them  mult  a  pr&lix^  &  aliquando  non  incruentia  3  mugnaniquc  Bri- 
gantum  partem  aut  vidtoria  amplexus  aut  hello. 

In  Hidrinans  daies,  therefore  a  main  defe&ion  ofalltheBii- 
spxrtian.  mH<c.  tams  hapned  out.  Now  if  there  be  any  place  for  con  je&ure,  the 
B rigantes  feem  to  have  revolted,  when  Julius  Severus  was  called 
out  of  Britain^  where  he  was  Prefident  to  goagainft  the  Jewess 
who  then  alfo  rebelled.  Dio>  or  rather  Xiphilin  out  of  him,  is 
Our  Author  for  it:  16a/©*  SsSwj©-  am  Belmrteu  nV  T«*I#/auK* 

But  finally  Hadrian  himfelf  in  perlbn  came  hither,  who 
•  •  converts  9  regio  more  militibus  Britanniam  petiit ;  in  qua  multa 
correxit ,  mutumque  per  offoginta  millta  pajjuum  primns  duxit ,  qni 
B&rbaros  Romanofquc  divideret .  Et  compojitis  in  Britannia  re  bus ,  in 
Calliam  tranjgrejjus  efl, as  Spartiatius  writes.  And  in  our  daies  too 
there  are  extant,  taken  up  among!!  the  Brigantes^  very  many 
Antiquities  which  fpeak  Hadrians  being  here,  and  his  doing 
many  things  amongft  them.  Y et  though  fubdued  by  him,>  they 
took  Heart  again,  and  as  the  Poets  fay,  wittis  redit  in  preecor * 
diavirtm ;  for  under  Antoninus  Pius  they  over-ran  Germnnia , 
an  aflociat  Country  here  of  the  Romans ;  but  were  againe 
brought  under  by  his  Legate  here  (  it  fhould  feem  Lollius  Vrbi- 
cus :  j  and  loft  parto£their  owne  Territories.  This  is  witnef- 
fed  by  a  good  (^  _)  Writer  of  thofe  times  :  'Ajtut $  ’Avruviv©-

There  are  many  other  things  of  Antiquity,  which  I  might 
fet  down  concerning  the  Brigantes  5  as  of  their  Nymph  Verbeia , 
and  their  Topick  God  Dui :  but  as  I  faid,  I  will  refer  the  Reader 
to  my  other  Work  which  I  have  infcribed  BRITANNLe  RO- 
MANORUM,  where  jhave  at  large  treated  of  them. 

The  other  Stations  of  this  Journey  are  formerly  fufficiently 
fpoken  of  in  their  places :  onely  here  Jet  me  tell  you,  that  Ero- 
cepuio  would  better  be  Brovo ,  as  being  abbreviated  for  Brovonacis , 
which  you  have  in  thefecond  Journey. 

In  the  next  Journey  to  this,  which  is  from  London  to  Lindum 
or fyou  have  the  way  more  contracted  a  great  deal:

is  altogether  the  fame  with  Bennavenna  .  )  you  have  before  *  Vr0 Coddli 
explained  in  the  fecond  Journey,but  converfo  ltinere^ the  way 
ing  there  backward.

the  publick  way,  wfiich  they  call  Watling-ftreet .  Sec  Talbot  in 
VENN  ON  IS.  But  whereas  in  this  Journey  between  ifannava - 
tia9  or  Bennavenna^ and  Vennonis ,  you  fee  Tripontium  put  between, 
that  indeed  is  done  as  Camden  thinks,  loco  non  fuo9  out  of  its  right 
place.  But  fee  alio  Talbot  in  BENNAVENNA.

which  feems  to  be  the  very  fame  Station  or  City  with  it. 

TRIPONTIUM.  M.P.  XII.]  HieromSurita  (hews  himlelfa 
ftranger  indeed  to  our  affairs,  when  he  makes  but  fo  much  as  a 
doubt, whether  (J)  Ptolemies  an  ancient  City  of  the  Sd-  r2\  p,o/ 

gov£  here,had  any  thing  to  do  in  this  ybLce.Camden  fuppofeth  it griyh.iib^ 
to  be  that  which  now  we  call  Torcefter :  and  that  he  hath  remain¬ 
ing  for  it  fuch  arguments,  as  are  not  languid £  fidei.  For  faith  he, 
if  Tnmontium  a  City  of  Thrace  had  its  name,  a  tribus  montibus  5 
if  T r  it  unit  a  of  Hetruria  ,  a  tribus  turribus  :  if  Tripods ,  a  tri- 
bus  urbibus ;  then  this  Iriyontium  without  doubt  is  denominated 
a  tribus  pontibus  as  it  may  plainly  be  feen  alfo  to  this  day  ;  here

Many  other  Cities  and 
lec.z.T.  3  23.  p]aces  jn  this  land  are  fo  denominated,  as  Colchefier ,  upon  the 
River  Colne,  Lancafferupon  the  River  Lune^  Riblechrfler,  upon 
the  River  Rible.  It  ftandeth  in  the  Center  and  heart  of  the 
Shire  (  as  I  have  faid  before:)  bearing  the  proportion  of  an 
heart ,  and  being  in  the  very  midft  and  heart  of  the  land,  as  by 
all  Writers,  and  by  the  Topography  thereof  it  doth  appear,  and 
upon  the  great  Rode- way  called  the (as  Rar.ulph  Hzgden 
affirmeth  )  which  goeth  from  the  South  into  the  North,  which 

begins  at  Totnejsm  DevorJhirey  and  endeth  at  Catncfs  in  the  utmoft 
part  of  Scotland.  It  is  fituated  in  a  molt  rich,  delicate,  and 
pleafant  foyl,  and  a  delicious  air,and(whether  you  refped  health 
or  wealth,  pleafure  or  profit : )  it  is  in  this  place  afforded.  To 
parallel  it  with  other  Cities  is  not  my  purpofe,  but  had  it  a  Na¬ 
vigable  River,  whereby  it  might  have  trading  and  commerce  j 
it  might  compare  with  many  of  no  mean  rank.  For  the  anti¬ 
quity  thereof,  I  fhall  fpeak  what  I  have  either  read,  or  found  in 
the  bell  and  molt  approved  Writers.That  this  was  a  City  in  the 
Britains  time  before  the  comming  of  the  Romans,  I  Ihoul  d  con¬ 
jecture  by  the  name  thereof,  fet  down  by  Ninnmt  in  his  Cata¬ 
logue  of  Cities,  viz.Caer  Lerion  :  that  is,  the  City  upon  Lez>, 
fe)  VMlm*o  What  the  name  was  in  the  Romans  time,  I  mult  alfent  unto  Ma- 
in  Coritavis urbs  fter  Camden  clareneeux  his  opinion,  who  taketh  it  to  be  (e)  Rit£% 
ritfivtifneco  *n^uced  thereunto,  firft  by  the  fituation  thereof  upon  the  laid 
dicem  in  quo  great  Rode-way,  called  the  Fofi ,  the  diftance  from  Bennones  9 
Ra^ baberetur.  and  Vtmo met±  agreeing  fojuftly  with  the  Emperour  Antonim 
Rm'mlTcod.  ^ls  I^rannm]  and  a  peice  of  the  name  yet  remaining  in  that 
Talatino  old  long  Ditch  andrampier  called  Radices,  That  this  his  af- 

men-  fertion  Ihould  Hand  probable  and  true,  and  that  this  was  a  great 
dofemmno tit-  Roman  Station  thzfe  Roman  Antiquities  (here  found  and  affir¬ 
med 
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med  )  will  give  ftrength  and  confirmation.  Firft,  the  antient 
Temple  here  dedicated  tb  jf ahuiy  which  had  a  flatten  or  High 
Priefthere  refiderit,  in  which  place  great  ftoreof  bbhCsofbeafts 
(which  here  have  been  facrificed)haVe  been  digged  tip  and  found

John  Harding  and  John  Rw(  of  Warwick^  will  haVe  it  5  which 
hoW  fabulous  and  improbable  it  is  any  ordinary  Capacity  may 
conceive,  in  that  it  is  known  to  all,  that  Janus  was  not  adored 
or  thought  of  ever  of  any  but  the  Romans.1  And  this  King 
tier  died  (at  leaft  three  hundred  years  before  Rome  was  built, 
as  by  their  own  Chronology  arid  Computation  will  appeal 
But  this  and  many  fuch  improbabilities  and  contrafdl&ions,  will 
eafily  Convince  this  forged  Hiftoiy  Of  Brute  5  arid  of  hi§  prei-

Next  the  many  Roman  Antiquities  here  found,  their  Meda* 
glkf  and  Coym  in  great  abundance,  both  in  direr  arid  Gopp^fr  5 
of  Vefpafian^  Domitidn ,  Trdjans  Hddridik?  Anldtiitie?  and  otheffe, 
which  Inly  felf  have  feen,  and  ha‘V£  bf  theiri.  And  within  thefri 
ten  years,  neer  unto  the  Town,  fbmewhat  deep  in  the  grouttd, 
was  found  a  piece  of  Work  of  ftone  arched  over  5  theftones 
very  final],  about  an  inch  long,  and  half  an  inch  broad  and 
thick,  finely  joined  together  with  a  thin  morter.  It  was  in 
length  about  five  or  fix  yards,  in  breadth  about  four,  the  roof 
covered  with  a  fquarekind  of  quarry  with  fmall  Earthen  Pipes 
therein.  This  I  guefs  to  be  a  Stouphe  or  hot-houfe  to  bath  in 
for  as  Vitrivinf  writeth,  the  Romans  growing  to  the  excefle  of 
riotoufneffe  and  excefie,  through  the  abundance  of  their  wealth, 
ufedthefekindeof  Bathes  in  a  wantonnefs  to  purge  and  clarifie 
themfelves.  All  this  hitherto  hath  been  transcribed  out  of  the 
exad  Defcription  of  Lefierffire ,  fo  fat  as  it  conduced  to  my  pre- 
fent  drift  and  inftitntnm.  We  fhall  alfo  do  thfe  like  in  what  fol¬ 
io  wes  to  the  next  Station.  If  we  had  known  that  the  places 
about  Lejier  had  abounded  with  Feme ,  we  would  prefen tly 
have  concluded,  that  the  name  R.  ATil  hadbeerifrom  R.A-  n«el  vm** 
TIS,  which  Diofcorides  faith  in  the  old  Galhck^  Tongue  (arid 
fo  confequently  in  that  of  the  Britains :  )  fignified  juft  as  much; 

The  good  Readers  I  hope  will  excufe  this  obfervation,  who  alio 
know,  that  lame  men*  though  they  be  never  fo  much  p/Ao3t*- 
f *>vtf ,  yet  they  cannot  conveniently  be  av^irm.  Being  bad  for 
any  difeoven,  though  never  fo  ftudious  and  defirous  thereof.

VEROMETUM  M.P.  XIII.]  Matter  William  Burton ,  the 

reftorer  of  his  own  Country  and  the  antiquities  thereof,  in  his 
exaCt  defcription  of  Leftetjhire.  pag.  62. 

Burrow,  ant ienjly  called  Erdburrorv,  (landing  neer  to  the  con¬ 
fines  of  Rutlandshire •  Matter  Camden  doth  conjecture  that  this 
place  thould  be  that  Vernometum ,  mentioned  by  Anton) ne  the 
Emperour  in  his  Itinerarium,  by  reafon  of  the  true  dittance  be¬ 
tween  Rat£  and  Vernometum  3  And  (his  words  be  thefe)  the  name 
ill'll  Rom  of  Burrow  alfo  that  it  hath  at  this  day,  came  from  Bupgh,  which 
in  the  Saxon  Tongue  fignifieth  a  place  fortified,  and  under  it  is 
a  Town  called  Burrow,  belonging  to  an  old  Family  of  Gentle¬ 
men  fo  furnamed.  But  (that  which  maketh  motl  for  the  proof) 
in  that  very  place  there  rifcth  up  an  Hill,  with  a  fteep  and  up¬ 
right  afcent  on  every  fide,but  South-eaft  ward  3  in  the  top  wher- 
of  appear  the  exprets  tokens  of  a  Town  dettroyed,  a  double 
Trench,  and  the  very  TraCt  where  the  Walls  went,  which  in* 
clofed  about  18.  Acres  within,  at  this  day  it  is  arable  ground, 
and  in  nothing  fo  famous  as  in  this,  that  the  Youths  dwelling 
neer  thereto  were  wont  yearly  toexercife  themfelves  in  wreft- 
lings  and  other  fports  in  this  place.  And  out  of  the  very  name 
a  man  may  conjecture  that  there  flood  fome  great  Temple  of 
rlmr  ^Boverum  the  Heathen  Gods  5  for  the  word  Vernometum  in  the  old  Gauls 
in  mit.  language  (which  was  the  fame  with  the  old  Britain s  tongue)  fig¬ 

nifieth  as  much  as  a  great  Temple,  as  Venantius  Fortunatus  in  his 
firtt  book  of  his  Songs  doth  (hew,  writing  of  Pernometum  a  Town 
of  Gaul  in  thefe  verfes. 


Nomine  Vernometum  voluit  vocitare  vetufias , 
6)uod  quajifanum  ingens  Gallica  lingua  fonat. 

Of  old  the  place  they  Vernowet  did  name , 
Which  fignifies  among  the  Gauls  a  Fane. 


In  elder  times,  this  place  they  termed  by  the  name  of  Verno - 
met)  which  founds  in  the  language  of  the  Gauls  as  much  as  a 
Temple  great.  Thus  far  the  d  iligence,  and  the  great  ornament 
of  his  Countrey,  William  Burton  Efquire  of  Linley  3  who  though 
now  with  God,  hath  left  the  heir  of  his  vertues,  as  well  as  other 
fortunes,  Cajfibbelaun  Burton ,  Efquire. 

MARGIDUNUM.  M.  P.  XIII.  ]  Where  Lincoln/hire  borders 
upon  Liecefterjhire,  there  (lands  Betvior  or  Beauvior  Caftle,  not 
far  from  whence,  as  our  great  Antiquary  thought ,  flood  the 
Roman  Station  Margidunum  in  old  time,  in  a  mod  pleafant  and 
fruitful  Soyl.  This  the  dittance  from  Vernometum  to  which  it 
(lands  next  in  Antoninus ,  having  Ad  Pontem,  or  Yountcn,  alfo  at 
not  an  unlike  remotencfle  from  what  is  fet  down  there,  gives 
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good  credit  unto.  From  the  Mar gay  or  A<farlea  and  its  fite  upon 
arifinghill,  its  feems  to  have  had  its  denomination.  For  the 
later,  I  have  feveral  times  taught  out  of  Plutarch  what  Dunum 
fignifies,  namely  a  riling  place.  As  for  the  other  word  Marga^  'W*. 

^  Viiny  in  his  Natural  Hiftory  tells  us  what  it  is  there  where  he  ^J^u/ik 
treats  De  terra  quam  Britannia  dr  Gallia  amat.  Alia  efi  ratio ,  hd eft  lemma. 
faith  he  ,  quam  Britannia  dr  Gallia  invenera  ,  alere  earn  ipfe 
quod  genus  meant  Margam .  But  Camden  fpeaks  of  little  ufe  of  *  A  kindc  of 
Marie  in  thole  parts  :  he  indeed  tells  us  of  a  kind  of  Chalkfound  piaiiteringC  ° 
neer  there  *  in  which  perhaps  Pliny  might  be  miftaken,  for  his 
Marga  z  elfe  he  thinks  it  was  never  well  fearchtfor  there.  There 
is  found  there  about  alfo  the  ftone  called  from  its  figure  a ,  (b)  Georg,  a- 
Ajlrottesy  the  form  of  which  Camden  deferibes,  after  (b')  Agricola  gricola  FojUlk 
and  others  :  but  lie  meddle  not  with  it,  as  being  nothing  to  my  umllb°6' 
prefent  defign  in  hand. 

AD  PONTE  M.  M.P.  VII.  ]  That  it  was  that  Town 
ot  Lincolnshire  9  which  on  the  banks  of  the  R  iver  Wytham  is  yet 
called  Paunton  to  this  day6  our  Antiquaries  do  generally  believe 
For  to  fay  nothing  of  the  diftance  from  the  two  Nations  on  ei¬ 
ther  hand,  which  very  well^tgree  with  that  at  prefent,the  rea- 
fbn  of  the  name  from  a  Bridge  ( for  the  River)  according  to  the 
report  of  the  Inhabitants  was  here  in  old  time  joined  with  the 
Bridge : )  cleerly  evinceth  the  matter  in  hand  :  not  to  lay  that  *Vavmem 
*  pavements  of  the  Romans  of.  Mufive  Work  are  fometimes  tefejlau-  vid& 
digged  up  here.  Wherefore  Aldus  his  Edition  of  Antoninus  may  ram  ‘Sarkam 
be  oblerved,  where  ye  find  it  falfly  printed,  Ad  Pontnw.  Jtfias  m-  umiiey  pa . 
Simkrus  in  his  Scholia  upon  Antoninus  would  have  this  Town  to 
have  been  other  wife  called  PonsJEiii ,  wh ai^lub  Duce(^d)  Britan-  retta. 
niarumTribunis  Cohortis  I.  Comaviorum  kepc  his  Guard  :  which  (?)  xotitia  oe - 
Station  being  long  before  firft  appointed  by  Hadrian  the  Empe-  Iw**m 

lour,  was  to  be  fought  far  away  off,  by  the  Vallum.  Him  yet 
our  Harrifon  follows,  who  hath  deferibed  unto  us  Britain  in 
Englilh.  William  Fulk^  would  have  it  to  be  rather  B yfion  ,  that 
is,  S.  B uttolphes  Town  in  this  fame  Shire  3  though  the  Itinerary 
account  do  wholly  reclaim,  and  gainfay  it  3  as  being  neerer  to 
the  Ealfern  Sea. 

CROCOCALANA.  M.P.  VII.]  In  the  diverfe  readings 
colie&ed  to  Antoninus  there  is  Crorolana  let  down,  which  in  very 
deedfigoifies  nothing  and  might  a  great  deal  better  have  been 
quite  left  out.  In  Antoninus  that  Town  is  called  fo;  which  at 
this  day  is  Ancafler ,  nothing  but  a  long  ftreet  upon  the  Military 
High- way.  At  the  entrance  from  the  South  our  Antiquarie 
faith,  he  fa w  a  T rench ,  and  it  is  evident  that  there  was  a  cattle 
about  there.  TheBritiih  or  old  name  may  feem  to  have  been 
taken  from  the  fituation  3  for  it  lies  under  the  fide  of  an  hill  3 
and  Cruc  Maur  with  the  Britains  doth  fignify  m*gnum  collem  or  a 
great  Hill  3  as  Cruc  oochidient  doth  a  Weftern  Hill3  as  we  are 

taught 
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taught  by  Giraldut  Cambrenfn ,  and  Ninniui  very  antient  Writers. 
But  what  (hall  we  do  then  with  Colana  >  Camden  our  Antiqua¬ 
ry  knew  not  :  neither  have  we  time  to  think  of  it,  as  we  fhould. 
(a)  pm/,  ceogr .  we  truly  underftood  the  meaning  of  Ko\avi*  of  £  a  )  Ptolemy  in 

ub-i-  the  North  of  Britain^  weftiouldalfo  better  know  this.  In  this 

Town  the  Roman  coynskeep  up  the  Memory  of  Antiquity 
therein  •>  befides  the  vaults  under  ground,  fometimes  opened  : 
to  fay  nothing  of  the  (ite  by  the  Prxtorian  Caufey  or  High- way, 
and  due  diftance  between  it  and  Lindum  or  Lincoln.  William 
*  Harrij.  Defer.  Harrifon  *  faith  Ancafter  hath  been  a  great  thing, for  many  fquare 
Britan,  lib. \1.  and  coloured  pavements,  vaults,  and  arches  are  yet  found,  and 
C4t.i7.  ^  ^  by  ^  as  and  pJow  in  lhe  fields  ab0ut  the 

fame,  and  among  thefeone  Vresby  or  Rojehy  a  Ploughman  did  erd 
up  not  long  fince  a  (tone  like  a  trough  covered  with  another 
ftone,  wherein  was  great  abundance  of  the  aforefaid  Coynes. 
The  like  alfo  was  feen  not  fourty  years  ago  about  Grantham. 

LINDUM.  M.P.  XII.]  Camden  from  the  foregoing  Station 
feems  to  have  read  the  diftance  to  Lindum  XIV.  miles  5  and  that 
where  he  fpeaks  of  Ancafter  where  the  foregoing  Station  had  its 
being.  Something  is  faid,  and  perhaps  more  then  enough,  con¬ 
cerning  this  Lindnm  in  the  former  Journey. 

Finis  Itineris  VI.  Britanniarum. 
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THis  leventh  Journey  is  from  Regnum  in  Hantfhire  to  London : 

Hiercnt  Surita  fpeaking  of  which,  confelfeth  indeed  that! 
the  *P uyvt,  Regni  were  a  people  of  Britain,  bordering  upon  the  A- 
trebain  and  tantii  j  whofe  chief  City  was  Noviomagvs  :  but  that 
by  this  Regnum  it  is  to  be  underftood,  I  can  by  no  means  hold 
with  him.  c*  We*  refolves  the bufinefs  very  well,  where  he 
makes  the  Midland  of  this  (hire  to  belong  to  the  Beige ,  as  he 
doth  the  more  Maritime  to  the  Keg*/.  That  therefore  this 
Re^ruax  belonged  in  old  time  to  the  Keg»i,  is  moft  plainf  the 
reliques  of  the?  one  name  ftill  remaining  in  the  other.  Our  An* 
cefters  called  it  Regmvoood  or  Ringwood ,  it  feems  for  the  Store  of 
wood  thereabout.  In  Doomefday  book  it  is  written  Rincewed. 

CLAUSENTUM.  M.P.  XX.]  Oppolite  to  the  Ifleof  Wight, 
in  Southampton  Port  or  Haven,  called  of  old  by  Ptolemy  (  a  )  Tri-  (aVe/rapTO- 
fanionis fluvii  ofhumj  from  Traithanton ,  as  I  think,  faith  our r& 
great  Antrquarie  ,  that  is  jEjiuinum  Anton.  By  the  fame  name 
almolt  it  is  called  by  Ntnniut  Trahannoni  ojlium.  The  river  that 
runs  into  it  at  this  day  called  Tei?,  in  former  ages,  in  the  Saints 
lives,  is  named  lerffani  and  formerly  that  it  was  Ant,  or  Anton  1 
Ant  port)  Andover  3  and  Hanton,  Towns  lying  thereon,  feem  in  a 
manner  to  perfwade.  So  far  are  we  from  believing,  that  it  was 
(o  named  from  Hammon  the  Roman ,  whom  our  Britifh  Hiftory 
fables  to  be  (lain  hereabout  by  Arviragus  ,  as  do  alio  all  fuch  as 
follow  and  admire  it. 

Not  far  from  this  s  uthampton ,  was  Claufenium  here  placed, 
which  appears  by  its  diftance  from  Regnums  as  alfo  on  the  other 
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fide  from  Venta^  or  Wznchejler^  and  as  of  old  time  it  was  called 
Antoni  JEftnarinmy  fo  Clauferztum  fignified  in  Brit/fi  the  Port  Era- 
tum^  which,,  as  I  am  told  ,  fignifies  as  much  as  in  Greeks  (/>) 
A/fxlcJ  yoT®-  doth  mean.  They  that  make  any  wonder  at  this 
let  thecmaffo  look  into  Doomf-day-book,  where  they  (hall  ex¬ 
prefly  find  Huntfcyrc,  and  Hentfcyre j  from  whence  the  Town  , 
from  theSouthernly  fituation  is  at  this  day  Souihanion.  It  was 
feated  efpecially  where  S. Martha’s  fields  now  are.  What  rub- 
bilh,  ruines  of  Walls*  and  Trenches  Camden  was  file  wed  there 
by  an  old  Caftle,  himfelf  will  beft  tell  you.  Whether  it  were 
the  Caftle  of  old  time  belonging  to  ClaUjentum ,  I  have  not  any¬ 
thing  to  fay  :  the  feveral  Coynsof  the  Roman  Emperours  ta¬ 
ken  up  hereabout  are  fufficient  witnefles  of  its  great  antiquity. 
If  thofe  ruins  which  Camden  fpeaks  of,were  not  of  the  old  Caftlej 
they  were  doubtlefly  ot  thofe  muniments,  and  bulwarks,  qu<e 
Romani  in  littore  Oceani  ad meridianam  plagam ,  as  Gildas  hath  it  • 
ad  reprimendos  piraticas  Saxomm  depreedationes  collocarunt. 

VENTA  BELGARUM.  M.P.  X.]  There  were  three  Towns 
in  Britain  of  this  name  Venta ,  all  mentioned  by  Antoninus  ,  and 
this  by  Ptolemy  alfo.  Venta  icenorum  is  in  (V)  Ptolemy  too  }  were 
but  his  Copies  rightly  publifhed.  The  common  books  have 
2/ftfvoi,  for  Iceni  :  but  the  Palatine  fet  forth  by  Petrus  Bertius 9 
neerer  the  truth,  Caer-Guent  it  was  called  by  the  Britains: 

which  Leland  makes  to  fignify  White  ,  as  if  he  would  fay,  The 
White  City:  of  which  there  wants  not  examples:  and  this 
Hands  in  a  whitiftior  chalkifh  foil ,  as  do  the  reft  they  fay  clfe- 
wherethat  are  of  that  name  too. 

After  the  Chriftian  time,  from  this  Venta  in  the  moft  antient 
Monks  we  find  the  Bifhop  of  Winchefltr  called  Epjfcopus  Vtr.tanus 
or  Went  anus ^  as  Bcda ,  Malmesburionfis ,  Eadmtrus^  and  others:  only 
the  lefs  experienced  muft  take  heed  when  he  meets  with  this 
word  (c)  Venlamu  mifprinted  for  it,  as  he  fiiall  fometimes. 

A  City  no  doubt  it  was  of  very  great  requeft  in  the  Romans 
time,  which  we  learn  from  the  Not/ti-z  of  the  Weftern  Empire, 
for  here  was  refident  in  this  place  the  ProcuratorGynaciiBritannis , 
(not  Dremtenfts,  or  Biennenfis  :  but  as  it  fhould  be:  )  Ventenfis. 
So  the  ( [d )  flour  of  F rench  Lawyers  Jiques  Cujas  reads  it  Gynaeci- 
nm ,  and  interprets  it  to  mean  the  Sacrum  fextrinum.  Guidus  (/) 
Pancirolus ,  who  fet  forth  the  Notitia  is  of  no  other  opinion,who 
writes  that  thefeC?)#*^  were  firft  appointed  texendis  Principzs 
mtliUmque  veflibu^  naviumque  velis ,  llragu  is  lirdeis  &  aliis  ad 
inftruendas  manjiones  necejjariis. 

Yet  (/)  Wolfangus  Lazius,  a  learned  German  in  his  time, thought 
that  thele Procurators  alfo  v  ereimployed  in  taking  care,  and  ma¬ 
king  provifion  for  the  Emperours  dogs :  for  the  Britift  dogs  car¬ 
ried  away  the  Bell  in  thofe  dayes  from  thofe  of  any  other  nation 
in  Europe .  Strabo  gives  us  good  caufe  to  fay  fo,  for  they  have  his 
;  d  com- 
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commendation  for  hunting  }  being  faid  by  him  to  be  ,  Evpt )&( 

*gis  wf  Kwyyttnsti.  Hence  it  is  that  the  Shepheard  faies  in  (g)  Neme-  GO  Ncmef.  /« 
pan  under  Cains  the  Emperour.  Eckgir.

Neither  were  they  others  then  our  Maftives,  which  are  menti¬ 
oned  by  Symachus  in  his  (0)  Epiftles  5  although  they  be  tearm- 
ed  by  him  Cams  S colics ,  which  he  makes  his  brag  of  at  Home ,

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and  which  he  fayes  were  fhewed  at  the  Circenfian  Games,  to  the 
great  wonder  of  the  people  that  looked  upon  them  5  who  could 
not  think  them  brought  thither  otherwife,  then  in  Iron  Cages. 

.In  this  City,  as  our  own  Hiftorians  relate,  was  that  Monk 
CmjUns  in  the  Roman  time,  whom  his  Father  Conflantwus ,  who 
had  put  on  the  Purple  again  ft  tionorius ,  out  of  a  meer  conceit 
and  confidence  of  his  own  name,  had  defigned  fir  ft  to  be  Cajar9 
and  afterward  Attgujins :  For,fora  good  while  before  this,  as 
ZoftMHs  hath  it,  fpeaking  of  that  very  time  the  Monks  had  fre¬ 
quent  Colledges,  as  well  in  Cities  as  Country  Towns,  who  li¬ 
ved  before  lurking  up  and  down ,  and  haunted  Mountains , 

Woods,  and  folitary  places  forlorn,  whence  alfo  they  had  their 
name.  Now  thofe  ancient  remainders  of  Walls  which  are  yet 
to  be  feen  of  fuch  a  thicknefs,  and  laftingnefs,  at  the  Weftern- 
deor  of  the  Cathedrall,-  feem  to  have  been  the  ruines  of  that 
Colledge.  As  for  that  C<e/arears  Monk  brought  out  hence,  he 
foon  by  death  latisfied  for  his  Fathers  ambition ,  and  flighted 
Religion. 

Here  many  will  tell  you  of  King  Arthurs  round  Table,  but 
our  Antiquary  finds  it  to  be  of  a  far  lower  age  :  not  but  that  he 
acknowledges  the  u(e  of  fuch  Tables  among  the  Ancients  for  a- 
Voiding  broyles,  and  fallings  out  among  them.  And  this  he 
might  well  do  upon  the  Teftimony  of  (p)  4then<eut :  for  out  of 
him  you  may  learn  that  the  ancient  Gauls,  and  fo  confequently  (p )  Meni 
the  old  Britains,  for  they  promifcuoufly  ufed  the  lame  Infti-  ^nof°Phifit 
thta  as  well  as  Sacra  did  fit  about  circular  or  round  Tables,  *  4* 
and  that  as  Efquires,or  Armour-  bearers  waited  on  them  behind 
their  backs,  bearing  their  Shields  by  them. 

The  Ecclefiafticall  antiquity  of  this  City  belonging  efpecially 
to  the  Saxon  time,  is  befide  my  purpofe,  and  fo  as  he  faid,  Blau- 
dim  ejt  noftram  opus.  Yet  having  long  ago  tranfcribed  from  the 
Walls  of  Ejiiar  Houfe,fometimes  belonging  tcrthe  Bifhopsofthe 
Sea  =,  a  Catalogue  of  their  names  as  they  were  let  up  a  long  time 
fince,by  the  Curtefie  of  my  very  gcod  Friend  Mr.  George  Price* 
whofe  Houfe  now  it  is,  himfelf  being  then  Sheriff  of  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Su rey.  Take  this  therefore  inftead  of  a  great  deale  more, 
which  I  could  fay,  but  that  my  prefent  defigne  and  projeft  ex- 
cufeth  me,  and  bids  me  have  done  with  the  Roman  Age.

I  had  quite  done  with  Winchetier^  as  with  the  Bifhops  thereof, 
in  whofe  Catalogue  I  obferved  fome  difference  from  others  pub- 
lifhed3  with  the  addition  of  the  Infignia  gentilitia  of  fome  more 
noted  Families :  but  that  the  mifplacing  of  Venta  Belgarum  by 
fome  of  our  Antiquaries,according  as  my  manner  is  firft  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  notice  of :  Bifhop  Coofter  therfore  is  much  over-feen,who  de¬ 
ceived  by  Joannes  BaUus^  or  Leland himfelf,  it  matters  not  much, 
fets  down  for  it  BrifloU  the  City,  which  is  of much  later  anti¬ 
quity,  and  hath  given  occafion  to  others  to  erre :  among  whom, 
Fitfeus  is  one,  in  cafe  he  drew  not  his  miftake  from  BaUus  felfe, 
which  is  moftlike  :  as  for  the  Continuer  of  Thuams  his  Hifto* 
ry  I  know  not  well  what  to  lay  5  in  whom  alfo  we  as  falfly  read 
Burgflovia ,  for  the  ordinary  name  of  BrifloU. 

CAL  LEVA  ATREBATUM.  M.P.XXII.]  This  was* 
principall  City  of  Britain ,  when  the  Romans  were  Lords  of  all 
here ,  mention  of  it  is  made  in  this  Itinerary  at  lead  four  times  5 
firft  in  this  feventh  Journey  from  Regnum  to  Londinium •  where 
in  Longolius  his  book  it  was  called  Galleva ,  or  Gallena  :  ( [b )  At 
Rebatum  rather,  from  the  people  it  flood  amongft :  Then  in  a 
double  Journey,  yet  in  both  through  diftinft  Manfions,  or  Sta¬ 
tions,  from  ifca.  Leg.  11.  Aug, .  or  Caerdegion  upon  Vsk^  unto  it, 
whence  it  is  manifeft  that  it  was  a  City  3  fuch  as  Saint  (e)  Am - 
brofe  calls  Regales  Vrbes  3  ad  quas  cum  per  vent  um  eji3  fejfis  exerciti - 
bus  requies  mint  fir  atur.  Laftly,  in  the  laft  Journey  here  from  the 
fame  Calleva  to  the  other  ifca  Dumnoniorum^  or  Ex-cefler .  The 
AxfgC^o/,  are  indeed  in  Abion^ox  Britain^  mentioned  by  Ptolemy , 
and  others,  named  Altre bates  here,  whofe  City  is  corruptly  in  the 
later  Greek  books,  named  Na**?*,  and  fo  in  the  Tranflations 
thence :  for  in  the  ancient  Latine  Interpreter,  it  is  turned  Calle- 
va  3  certainly  in  the  Palatine  book  it  was  written  £***«*,  by  the 
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teflhnony  of  Petrus  Berlins :  herein  t  ruly  the  vefligia  of  the  old 
reading  do  more  appear.  Joannes  B4tys* who  after  LeUnd  feemed 
efpecially  to  have  illuftrated  the  matters  of  i5rzf<iz»,acknowledges 
the  reading  in  Antoninus  ,  yet  retains  Callena ,  in  Ptolemy  ,  and 
deriveth  the  name  from  that  Olenus  Calenus ,  whom  ( 'd )  P/z»;  calls  (d)  MW 
Hetrurix  celeberrimum  vatem .  z«  Bntanniam  ,  faith  BaUus*  Ht^' Ub' l8’ 

veniffe  quidemferunt ,  ^ /&<?  cognomine  urbem  condidifje  Calenam , 

Oxonia  duiiur ,  antique  nomine  mutato.  He  cites  more¬ 
over  his  good  friend  Conrad  Gefrer  about  this  very  matter,  in 
whom  he  had  read  in  his  Onomafiicon  :  Catena  apud  Ftolemaumci - 
vitas*  in  Anglia  <Jje  creditor,  qua  nunc  Oxonia  appellaiur,  Ge/ner 
therein  indeed  feems  to  have  followed  Sir  Thomas  Eliot  in  his  Bi¬ 
bliotheca  or  Di&ionary ,  who  had  faid  that  Callena  was  Oxford : 
which  thing  troubled  John  Cains  the  Antiquary  of  Cambridge  , 
that  fomeof  Oxford  had  before  his  time  published  fo  much  in 
Lepcicis  (he  befides  this  Sir  Thomas  Eliot ,  t  fpecially  means  ihomas 
Cooper ,  at  that  time  Dean  of  Chnji  Church  in  Oxford*  afterwards 
Bifhop  of  tVmchejier ,  who  had  enlarged  and  publifhcd  the  others 
Bibliothecaif  (ejguo  puerorum  animis  td  alinis  injidat*&  in  ipfa  vij - 
cera  &  medullas  juventutis  imbibatur ,  Calenam  Oxoniam  ejje  cum ,  as  cantabr.lib.z. 
he  laies,  Lelando  auffove*  IVallingfordiam ,  non  Oxoniam  Catena 
fgmficet.  What  *  BaUus  hatfrconcerning  Olenus  Calenus  ,  is  to 
be  reckoned  a mongft  the  pctK&i.  Yet  (^fj  Jo-  *Defcript.Brit'i 

annes  P/tj'tus  treading  in  hisfteps,  who  not  content  with  him  ,  7iT!fro/e»o,V* 
to  deliver  a  matter  from  the  uncertain  report  of  men,  namely  cdeJ.  e”° 
that  Catena  was  built  by  this  Olenus  :  left  he  might  feem  to  have  (0  io.vitfeus 
laid  but  little,  he  adds  of  his  own,  that  he  quite  finifhedit,  and  * fJcad-Ox0)t' 
that  this  place  was  known  by  the  name  of  Catena ,  till  the  en_ 
trance  of  the  Angh- Saxons.  But  this  to  me  is  very  wounderful, 
that  he  would  not  diflent  from  Balaus  ,  which  he  feems  other- 
wife  upon  all  occaftons  willing  to  do.  even  when  efpecially  he 
borrows  what  he  faies  well  out  of  him  :  fo  great  was  his  defpite 
againfthim,  meerly  becaufe  he  was  Sacerdos  Maritatus ,  which 
forfooth  he  cannot  name  without  a  S a- Reverence  :  yet  the  faga- 
cious  man  might  with  as  eafie  a  conjedure  have  deduced  it  from 
Julius  Calenus  the  Mduan*  who  is  fpokenof  by  (  g  )  Tacitus  5  or  00  Tac‘t- 
from  the  City^called  Cule  in  France ,  which  Salujl  faies  was  taken  lth 'III‘ 
by  Perpenna  $  and  is  perhaps  mentioned  ftnce  by  out  (  h  )  Beda.  (h)  EccUf.Hifl. 
For  I  pray  you  what  had  the  Britains  to  do  with  the  Hetrurian 
Wizards )  who  yet  alwaies  had  a  very  great  cognation  with  the* 

Galls ,  not  only  in  language,  but  in  holy  Rites  and  Cuftomes 
alfo:  which  we  could  eafily  make  appear,  were  there  but  oc- 
cafion.  But  lure  this  quaint  Lawver,  as  fine  a  man  as  they 
thought  him  at  Dovoay ,  was  miftaken  much,  if  he  expeded  a 
reward  for  this  rare  piece  of  Antiquity  from  the  oxford  men, 
who  well  enough  knew  how  much  Gold  differed  from  any  for¬ 
ged  fluff.  Thinking  of  this  their  neer  relation,  there  came  a 


place  of  Cdfars  into  my  mind,  which  becaufe  I  let  flip  to  the 
Belga  in  the  laft  ftation,  I  v^Jll  by  no  means  let  it  pafs  in  this  to 
the  Atrebates .  (*)  Maritimapars  ab  iis  incohtur  qui  prida,  ac 

Ci)  Cafar.de  belli  inferendi  caufitj  ex  Btlgeo  tranfierant ,  qui  omnes  fere  iis  norninu 
btl.Gai.  com. 4.  yus  citatum  dppellanturi  quibus  orti  ex  civitatibus  eo  pervenemnt , 
&  bello  illato  ibi  reman  ferunt^  atque  agror  colere  cccperunt .  Which 
truly  is  plainly  feen  in  fb  many  people,  and  Towns  of  Gaul9  as 
well  as  Britain  of  the  fame  name  ,  as  the  Par  ft ,  Condate 9  Cafaro- 
magus^  Noviomagur ,  Brige ,  Pontes  ,  Mediolanum ,  and  others,  to 
be  found  in  Ptolemy  and  Antoninus  too.  But  let  us  feek  farther 

(k) D efenf.Hip.  for  the  true  fite  of  Gallena .  (4)  Sir  John  Pricei  a  noble  Gentleman, 
vritan.cap.%.  and  an  earned  Defender  of  his  Countrey- antiquity,  thinks  in¬ 
deed  that  Caleva  Atrebatum  was  oxford ,  ant  aiiud  circitur  eo  loci 
oppidumjuijfe  5  the  which  thing  becaufe  he  affirms  but  very  faint- 

(l )  Fragment.  let  us  therefore  hear  his  Countrey  man,  (1 )  Bumfrey  Lhuyd. 
iefsript. Brim,  who  writes  that  Wallingford ,  eleven  miles  diflant  from  Oxford , 

doth  pofl'efTe  that  place,  whereon  of  old  Galeva  fometimes 
ftood.  Neque  enim  Hits  aftipulari  pojfum ,  faies  he,  qui  Oxoniam  ad 
Septentrionalem  Tatne/isripam  Calevam  faciunt,  Alexander  Nevil , 
and  Camden  himfelf  follows  him  :  for  neither  could  the  nine - 
raria  ratio  ftand  otherwise  good.  He  teacheth  us  alfo,  that  in 
Antoninus  of  old  it  was  written  Gallena ,  from  Gual-FIen,  which 
fignified  in  Britifh  as  much  as  Antiquum  Vallum,  Since  the 
change  of  G.  into  C.  was  eafie,  they  being  fororia  litter a  ,  as 
they  fay,  that  is  Sifter-Letters.  Hence  by  our  Fore-fathers,  the 
word  Ford,  by  reafon  of  the  vadofity  of  the  River  there, being 
added,  was  made  Guallenpf  op&  and  Wallengapopb :  now  more 
contra&edly  among  us  Wallengford.  But  why  do  we  not  hear 
himfelf.*  I  will  give  you  his  own  words  :  Manibus  olim  ob - 
vallaium  erat ,  qua^  ut  ex  eornm  ira&u  videre  eft ,  mille  pdfjus  am- 
bitu  cvllegerunt.  Caftrum  ad  fiumen  Jedetamplum  fane ,  &  quon¬ 
dam  adeo  muni  turn ,  ut  inexjuperabilir  munimenti  fpes  quojdamfe- 
rociores  fecerit.  Amplitudinem  ejus  &  magnificent! am  cum  illic  Ox - 
oniapueri  fecederemu demirahamur  :  duplict  murorum  ambitu^  du- 
plici  item  vallo  circumdatur,  IncoU  conflruSlum  a  Danis  credunt  5  ego 
potiut  a  Romanis  aliquid  hie  pnfitumy  a  Saxonibus  pojtea  &  Davis  ex- 
cifumjudicarim .  Guil.  Gemeticenfis  calls  it  urbem ,  where  he  tells 
how  William  thcNorman ,  having  conquered  Harold,  led  his  ar¬ 
my  thereunto.  Our  great  Antiquary  produces  a  filvercoyn, 
whence  fome  luftre  may  perhaps  accrue  unto  this  place :

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He  imagines  therein,  that  that  CALLE  doth  come  neer- 
eft  to  the  name  of  Callena ,  or  Gallena,  as  he  reads  it,  the  fre¬ 
quented  and  famous  ftation  of  old  time.  But  that  REX  may 
be  referred  to  Conttus ,  whom  (m)  bad  made  King  over 
the  Atrebates  in  Gallia ,  of  whom,  as  it  is  faid,  ours  were  dedu¬ 
ced,  &  cum  Legatis  civitatum  Britannorum,  quod  Jib  i  f del  cm  ejje 
arbitrabatur,  in  Iritanniam  prtfmferat ,  cujufque  au&oritatem  in 
his  regionibus  (^Britannia fc.  ]  magnam  habitant ,  himfelf  Writeth. 
I  know  that  Speed  will  ha vtGalgacus  a  Prince  of  the  Caledonians 
in(»)  Tacitus  understood  :  but  then  you  will  fay  it  was  not 
Clerkly  done,  in  fuch  a  piece  as  this,  to  produce  a  fhort  fylla- 
bleby  portion  againft  all  (o')  authority  :  as  for  Pitfeus  who  talks 
of  Catena  built  in  King  Arviragus  daies,  we  weigh  him  notjwhen 
he  can  better  inform  us  concerning  his  raign,  we  will  heed  him. 

At  Sinodun  hill,  not  far  from  Galiena,  its  certain,  there  was  a 
fortrefsof  the  Romans  $  for  they  take  up  coyn  there  very  often. 

PONTES.  M.P.  XXII.]  A  few  miles  from  Eaton ,  the  Ri¬ 
ver  Cole  runs  into  the  Thames,  parting  Bu  kjnghamjhire  and  Mid* 
dli  [ex  at  Colebrook ,  where  itbeftowes  the  name  upon  it  $  which 
that  it  W'as  Antoninus  his  Pontes  ,  the  diftance  on  both  fides  from 
Wa'Unford  and  London ,  do  perfwade.  Neither  is  there  any 
place  in  that  Rode,  which  may  more  conveniently  fuiteto  this 
n*cme  :  for  Cole  here  is  parted  into  four  Channels  ,  laid  over 
with  fo  many  bridges,  for  the  convenience  of  travelling  :  ‘we 
need  not  inftince  about  the  fame  bufinefs  in  ( p )  Gephyra  of  Bee* 
Qtia,  or  Pontes  in  France ,  in  the  County  of  Ponthieu  :  the  matter 
is  not  hard  to  conclude.  I  am  not  ignorant  that  (q)  many  feek 
routes  at  Reading  :  but  befides  that  the  defiance  here  will  not  fo 
well  fit,  I  do  no  more  believe  them,  then  I  do  admire  their  skill 
in  Greeks,  who  deduce  Reading  it  felf  from  fun  toflovp. 

LQNDINIUM.  M.  P.  XXII.  ]  They  who  know  at  this  day 
the  count  of  miles  between  London  and  Colebroo^  to  be  but  fif¬ 
teen  miles,  will  fure  wonder  at  this  number  here  XXH.  In  the 
mean  while  never  thinking  of  the  fhortnefs  of  the  antient  Italick 
miles :  fo  that  it  feems  the  kind  Citizens  of  London ,  when  good 
men/  they  carried  their  wives  abroad  into  the  Countrey  to  air 
them,  gave  not  firft  occafion  to  oblerve  that  the  miles  about 
London  were  not  fo  long  as  elfc  where.  Finis  jtineris  7. 
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THis  Eight  Journey  is  from  Eburacum  to  London ,  not  in¬ 
deed  altogether  by  the  fame  Stations,  until  you  come  to 
Vennonis ,  by  which  you  fee  it  expreffed  in  the  fecond.  For 
there  indeed  the  Author  of  the  Itinerary  wheels  about,  and  takes 
a  circuit,  according  as  the  occasions  of  the  Legal  or  Propr^tor , 
or  whoever  the  chiefMagiftrate  was  then  in  command,  feemed 
>*  at  that  time  to  require :  but  here  he  follows  the  (horter  cut  of 
!;.  waies,  beginning  his  journey  with  Lagechim  5  which  Town  in 
the  fifth  Journey  is  called  by  him  Legeolium ,  and  is  juft  at  the 
fame  diftance,  from Tork^  that  is  XXI.  M.  P.  Thence  to  d<whm9 
and  Agelocum ,  which  alfo  in  the  fifth  Journey  is  called  Sege- 
locum,  which  is  diftanttoo  from  Donum  twenty  one  miles,  juft 
as  we  fee  it  here  fet  down.  .  The  other  manfions  of  this  Jour¬ 
ney  you  have  explained  in  the  fifth  and  fixth  Journeys,  as  far 
.as-F«»»a»i/,a8jfaid,wheretheFofsa  publick  rode  crofleth  the 
tVatlwg-flreeti  by  which  turn  this  way  goes  ftrait  to  London  as 
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you  fee  in  what  follows  5  only  paffing  by  two  Manfions  unna¬ 
med  (it  fhould  feem  for  fpeed  and  baft  fake,  La&orodo  and  Sul- 
loniacis :  )  but  the  account  of  the  numbers  of  miles  being  kept 
intire,  as  in  that  other.

3  This  Station  is 
quite  wanting  here  in  the  printed  Edition  of  Aldus  5  as  alfo 
in  fome  Copies  which  j krom  Surita  made  ufe  of :  for  that  fome- 
where  Margitudis  is  put  in  by  him  ,  out  of  others ,  in  what  goes 
before,  it  is  juft  as  much  as  nothing  •  and  fo  much  feemed  requi- 
fite  to  be  faid  concerning  the  Eighth  Journey  5  but  that  here 
alfo  is  Bwn&vanUtm^  or  Bennaventum  5  for  what  was  before  Btn * 
navenna ,  and  ijannavatio. 
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THis  Journey  is  from  Venta  Icenorum  or  C after ,  to  London , 
fome  three  miles  diftant  from  Norwich  5  which  place  was

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Ca)  jo.  caws  times  hereabouts^  and  not  as  the  Cambridge  (V)Antiqua.ry  writes 
Ub.  i  ?  m  T  from  Cajlor  a  King  here  placed  by  Julius  C£jar.  In  Suritas  MSS. 

and  thofe  Printed  Copies  of  Antoninus ,  which  we  ufe9  it  is  read 
lei  norum:  yet  he  following  Tacitus,  rather,  and  others,  mends 
Ptolemy,  making  2?f«po/  to  b^invot.  For  it  feemsnot  likely  to 
him,  that  Ptolemy  who  wrote  down  the  feverall  names  of  the 
Countrys,  Cities,  Rivers,  Ports,  Promontories,  (^.  through¬ 
out  all  Z?;7te7»,fhould  leave  out  fo  powerfull  a  people,  as  the  Ice- 
^  jjj  are  faid  to  be.  Tacitus:  (/>)  Quod  prims Iceni  abmsere,  vali- 

da  gens  nec  pr£liis  concufea,  quia  Jocietatem  tiofiram  volentes  accejfee - 
rant.  And  a  little  after  }  Caterum  elude  Icenorum  compofiti,  qui 
bellum  inter  &  pacemdubitab ant.  As  they  are  corruptly  called 
(c)  Raymond,  in  Ptolemy  Sitneniy  lo  were  they  alfo  (c)  Tigeni  in  Tacitus  his  old 

hco!iZ'  ufar  ^0P^eS5 10  borrow  his  words  elfewhere,  pacem  exuebant  magis 
cr  Tacit.  *  r‘  nojtra  avaritid,  quam  obfequi  smpatientes^s  plainly  he  lhewe9  in 
his  relation  concerning  them  :  of  later  Writers  fee  by  all  means 
Camden.  Surita,  for  better  diftin&ion  fake,  calls  the  ftation  here 
Secunda  Venta  Ptoleptai.  I  might  very  well  let  pafle  their  high 
rd)  ^bud  ^own  fancy  ( d )  who  would  have  the  King  Cynobellinus,  menti- 
cmdenum.  0Qcd  by  Dio  Casjius,  to  be  as  much  as  the  Bellinus  of  the  Iceni- 
ans.  This  ftation  hath  not  lo  much  in  Ptolemy  loft  the  right 
name  of  thepeople,among  whom  it  ftood,as  it  felf  too  5  for  they 
fay,  nothing  thereof  remains  now,  belides  a  few  decayed  Walls 
which  enclofe  fome  thirty  acres  that  Ihewes  the  ground  there, 
fometime  inhabited,  and  fome  Roman  Coyn  now  and  then  ta¬ 
ken  up  :  elfe  there  is  nothing  remaining. 

But  out  of  the  mines  thereof  in  after  times,  there  arofe  Nor¬ 
wich,  a  City  whofe  antiquity  the  learned  ( e )  Author  of  Kets  Hi-

AD  ANSAM.  M.P.  XV.]  But  you  fliall  find,  that  it  is  fix 
miles  from  Camulodunum,  the  Colony.  In  Camden,  our  excel¬ 
lent  diligent  Antiquary,  it  is  thought  to  be  a  Terminus  of  this 
Colony,  grounding  his  conceit  upon  the  authority  of  Seculus 
Elarcust,  (for  fo  his  name  is  to  be  written,  not  Siculus)  and  him 
you  have  publifhed  in  the  Volume  of  Writers,  De  limitibus  A-> 
grorum,  Agri,  faith  he,  Coloniis  adjacentes  variis  Terminis  defini - 
ebantur  :  in  limitibus  conjhtut <£  erant  pro  Terminis  res  alia  atque  a - 
lia,  alibi  HermuU ,  alibi  Jpatu’a,  alibi  rhcmbi ,  &  alibi,  fecundum 
vitalem  &  Arcadwm,  Termini  erant  Lagen'ares,  vel  Orculares ,  id 
eft,  Lagena,&  Oreu  a,  Upon  which  words  that  learned  man 
thus  infers  .*  Cur  igitur,  non  &  Anja  terminate  fignum  fuerit,  vel 
diverjorium  ahquod  ad  Viam  fub  ejufmodi  interft gnio ,  Cum  ad  An - 
fans,  non  Anftc,fuo  more  dixerit  Antoninus  :  Nec  alia  quam  figna 
terminalta,  vet  diverforia,  erant ,  qua  eadem  loquendi  formula  Ro¬ 
mano  fiaculo  nominabantur.  Which  we  may  truly  beleive  to  be 
faid  by  him,ifweunderftand  it  concerning  the  Mutations  on¬ 
ly,  appointed  in  latter  ages  through  the  Provinces  in  publick 
Roads,  and  were  called  by  the  Greeks  am*>su,  and  fur- 

nifhed  with  beafts  for  publique  carriage  ,  as  alfo  with  their 
meat  and  provender  }  but  not  with  other  accomodations,  and 
therefore  (/)  dift inguifhed  from  Manfions.  For  otherwife  pla- 
ces  in  the  very  City  were  exprefled  in  this  form  of  fpeaking.  Sue - 
ton ius  Domitianus  natus  etf,  regione  Vrbzs  fexta ,  Ad  Afalum  Punt- 
cum  domo,qutm  poftea  inTemplum  gent  is  Flavia  convertit.

Countrey- dwelling  of  the  Cafars 9  which  was  called  Ad  GaUinas , 
from  the  brood  of  Chickens  of  that  white  Hen,  which  an  Ea-

Certainly  before  the  ag eSueto- 
nius  lived  in,  we  obferve  not  any  fuch  Notations  of  the  names 
of  places; 

Robert  Talbot  ,  Prebend  of  Norwich,  who  in  our  Fore-fathers 
dayes  writ  Annotations  upon  this  Itinerary,  thought  this  AD 
AN  SAM  to  be  Cat  wad- Bridge ,  in  the  Borders  of  Suffolk, 
where  Stour  the  River  dividing  Ejjex,  making  a  little  Iliand  : 
which  yet  we  know  onely  by  the  Teftimony  of  William  Fulk^, 
whofe  later  Interpreta*  ions  of  the  old  Cities  of  Britain,  we  owe 
to  the  Angular  humanity  of  that  incomparable  man,  James  V- 
Jfor,  fometime  Archbifhop of  Armagh,  and  Primate  of  Ireland: 
for  in  two  Copies  which  I  have  my  felfe  hapned  to  fee  of  Tal¬ 
bots  Book,  no  fuch  matter  appears  to  be  feen.  Then  there  is  a 
greater  diverticulum ,  and  farther  diftance  from  Camu'.odmum, 
then  that  the  Compendium  of  this  Journey,  can  any  way  fuf- 
fer  it, 

In  William  Camden  in  the  -a-fsk* ton;  of  his  great  Work,  we  fee

NotiteaProvinc.  thinks  it  was  fome  place  neer  about  Cogges-hall,  out  of  whofe 
qthona.  rujnes  it  might  feem  to  have  had  birth  and  increafe.

diftance  may  feem  to  perfwade  it :  for  that  the  Romans  fome- 
times  poflefled  thefe  parts,  anHypogseumor  Grot,with  arched 
work  opened  not  long  fince,  by  the  Roadfide,  is  fufficient  argu¬ 
ment.  There  was  a  Lamp  yet  burning  ftill  in  a  glafle  Viall,  co¬ 
vered  with  a  Roman  Tile,whofe  Diameter  was  fourteen  inches. 
There  were  alio  fome  Urnes,  or  Crocks,  which  contained  in 
them  allies  and  bones.  Amongft  them,  there  was  one  ofa  polite 
and  moft  Ane  fubftance,refembling  rather  Corall,then  red  earth, 
and  had  the  Cover  thereofinferibed  COCC1LLIM  Perhaps  for

which  had  in  them  mQ&voTiflas)  to  borrow  Strabo's  words, 

no  fmall  force  of  perfwafion  :  fo  that  from  this  Cocci  Hus  the  old 
Town  may  feem  to  have  received  its  name,  remainders  of  which 
,  feem  vifibly  to  continue  yet  in  the  prefent  one  even  at  this  day. 
Meric  Cafaubon  If.  F.  in  his  moft  learned  Notes  upon  Marcus  An - 
nri  »  toninus  the  Emperor  his  (o')  Books,  that  Sireno-Phcenix  of  better 
^  Phylofophy,  procured  it  to  befet  forth  in  this  manner. 

Sometimes 
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Sometimes  it  was  my  conje&ure,  that  for  Ad  Anfam  we  were 
to  read  Ad  Areata.  Now  this  Area  was  a  Monument  alfo  $  fuch 
as  they  fet  up  in  the  borders  offields,and  obferved  them  for  ter - 
mini  ^01  Limets.  Thefe  Arete  fin  ties  were  ut  plurimum  fepulchralet* 
and  ferved  to  interr  the  dead  5  fometime  they  were  only  placed 
adfinie*dor  Agrof,  that  is,  to  limit  mens  ground.  Hence  it  is 
that  we  read  in  an  old  Olojjarii  :  Arc ax.&  More  may 

be  feen  in  (fi)  Froniwus ,  and  the  other  Agrittisn fores  ^  or  Survey-  (p)  Fr«ntin.  4* 
ors  of  Land.  That  Ar*  were  antiently  in  Varro^  called  (q)  Anfie , 
quod  ejjct  necejfarium  a  facrific  anti  but  eas  teneri  ,  might  perhaps 
have  been  let  alone  unobferved  here.  turn.Uk .  3.  cap. 

CAMLILO DUNUM.  M.  P.  VI.]  1]  before  fifteen  hundred  I1E‘ 
years  this  was  a  noble  Town  of  Britain  among  the  Trinobantes. 

There  make  mention  of  it  befides  an  antient  ftone,whofe  Infcrip- 

tion  (Usnpbr/uj  firff  publifhed,  antient  Coyns,  and  Authors  too  , 

rlwie^Tacitw,  DioCaj/ius,  Antoninus ,  and  Ftolemeus.  But  there 

is  no  fmall  difference  about  the  writing  of  the  name  j  while  foma 

will  have  the  fecond  fyllahle  written  by  the  firft  vowel  by  *  A.  *  flirt  mt.tafl. 

following  efpecially  the  (tone  and  fometime  too  the  Coyns:  and 

yet  he  feems  willing  to  deduft  the  name  f  rpm  a  peculiar  Deity, or 

Indigent  among  them,  which  Camden  faies  he  durft  not  fufpefr. 

But  if  as  he  faith  Mars  were  worfhipped  by  them  under  the  name 
of  Camtdut)  then  may  the  dedu&ion  hold  good,  and  Camnlodu- 
num  be  interpreted,  The  hill  of  Mars  $  fo  that  there  will  be  the 
fame  reafon  of  name,  which  was  of  the  Areopagus  at  Athens .  The 
Infcription  runs  thus :  CAMULO  SANC.  FORTISS*  SAC.^and 
the  habit  thereof  is  martial  5  the  name  remaining  in  Cafar  in  that 
of  the  famous  and  antient  Ganly  Camulogemsr  Aulercus. 

Ft  cl  my  hath  its  name  much  corrupted  by  the  ftrange  tranf- 

pofition 
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pofition  of  Letters,  wpovJ&K&vov  ,  Camudolamim  among  the  T«- 
for  fo  he  calls  the  Trinobantes  in  Tacitus :  This  need  feem 
If  range  to  no  body,feing  that  not  only  in  him,but  in  many  other 
antient  Authors,  the  like  trajeCfions  do  frequently  happen.  For 
I  could  produce  many  fuch  luxations  of  whole  verfes,  and  peri  • 
ods,out  of  Virgil}  Manitius^Tibullus^ProperJiHs ,and  others,  obfer- 
ved  by  learned  men,  if  I  had  a  minde  to  it.  However,  we  will 
not  fay  that  Ptolemy  writ  it  fo,  though  we  find  it  in  his  moft  an¬ 
tient  Copies,  I,  and  in  the  Palatine  too  :  and  yet  Lhuyd  feems  to 
think  fo,  while  he  conjectures  that  the  laft  fyllablesof  this  name 
come  from  Lan,  which  with  the  Britains  was  as  much  as  Fanumy 
or  a  Temple.  Forlaithhe,  Locaqu £  a  Latinis  in  Landejinunt 
vel  mcipmnt  olim  a  Fanis  Britt  annice  ditto,  ftifle  credo.  Which  al¬ 
though  it  may  be  true  in  other  names,  yet  here  it  feems  to  have 
no  place.  Therefore  after  lo  many  Tefiimonies  of  the  Antients 
concerning  the  name  of  this  place,  we  will  leave  out  all  fond  and 
futile  conjedures,  it  being  neither  the  part  of  a  knowing  man 
to  devife  them,  nor  of  a  wife  man  to  admit  of  them. 

As  for  this  Camulodunitw,  it  was  of  old  the  Palace  of  King  Cy-

Afterward,  when  Claudius  C afar  himfelf  undertook  an  expe¬ 
dition  into  Britain ,  and  brought  the  hither  part  of  the  Iftand 
into  fubjcCfioo,  a  Colony  of  old  Souldicrs  were  drawn  hither. 
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Tacitus  fpeaking  of  the  Britain  affairs  under  Claudius :  (  u')  Colo- 
nia  Catmdodunum 0  valida  veter  anorum  manu  deducitur  in  agros  cdp- 
tivos ,  fubjidium  adverfus  rcbelles 5  imbuendis  fociis  ad  offcia  le- 
gum.  And  (V)  el  fe where :  In  Coloniam  Camalodunum  recent  de~ 
duffi^  pellebant  domibus^  exturbabant  agris^c.  Coy  ns  were  pre- 
fently  ftamped,  and  iflued  forth,  which  witneffed  as  much, by 
their  Infcription  COL*  CAMALODON  AUG.  which  you 
fee  here  :

On  the  one  part  you  have  the  Effigies  of  Claudius  Ctefar  :  The 
Other  (y)Servius  will  beft  of  all  explain  .*  Romani  3  faith  he  , 
condituri  civitates ,  taurum  in  dextra,  vaccam  intrinfecus  jungebant 
cinUirituGabino ,  i.  e.  tog£  parte  caput  velati^  parte  JuccinUi ,  te~ 
neb  ant  ftivam  incur  v  am  ^  ut  glebte  omnes  intrinfecus  caderent .

Camden  thinks  that  it  was  called  Colonia  Viftricenfis,  becaufe 
of  the  old  Souldiers  of  the  fourteenth  Legion  5  termed  alfo 
Gemina  Martia  Viftrix  #  whom  Tacitus  ftiles  Britannia  domito - 
res.  Yet  truly  under  Nero  9  ten  years  after,  this  Colony  Ca -

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mulodunum  being  utterly  razed,  the  Legion  notwithftanding  is 
reckoned  among  thofe  forces ,  which  Suetonius  Paulinus  led  a- 
gainft  our  Boadicia ,  and  thofe  Bri tains ,  who  had  deftroyed  Ca- 
mulodunum9  and  the  very  Colony.  It  may  be  therefore  that  the 
Legion  it  felf  being  cut  off,  yet  the  name  thereof  might  remain 
continued  from  a  new  choice,  and  mutter.  The  fame  Legion 
fl\Taa/‘ a^°  *s  frequently  fpoken  of  by  Tacitus  in  his  (*)  Hiftorie6 : 
Pr£cipui fawn  ghtarta-decimani  rebellione  Britannia  comprejfa. 

But  let  us  come  to  what  we  would,  and  fee  what  antient 
Authors  have  concerning  the  deduftion  of  this  Colony,  and 
their  doings ,  a  little  more  accurately  obferved,  with  the  Suc- 
ceflion  of  affairs.  Tacitus  therefore  in  his  Agriccilj  thus  :  That 
Cams  had  a  meaning  to  invade  Britanny ,  it  is  certainly 
known.  Claudius  did  firft  with  effed  profecute  the  matter  9 
tranfporting  Legions  and  Aides,  and  affuming  Vtfpajian  in¬ 
to  the  adion  9  which  was  the  beginning  of  the  Greatneffe 
whereunto  he  after  attained  :  fome  Countreys  were  fubdu- 
ed,  fome  Kings  were  taken,  and  Vefpafian  made  known  to  the 
world. 

The  firft  Lievtenant  General  was  Aulus  Plant  ms ,  then  0- 
Jlorius  Scapula ,  both  excellent  Warriours :  and  fo  by  little  and 
little  was  the  neereft  part  of  the  Ifland  reduced  to  the  form 
of  a  Province  ?  and  befides  a  Colony  of  old  Souldiers  eftablifhed 
there.  Publius  0  florins  in  fubduing  the  St  lures 9  madeufe  of  their 

( b) ^nnal.lib .  help.  The  nation  of  the Silures9  faith  (A)  Tacitus ,  Non  atrocita - 
i».  c*x4-  te9  non  dementia  nut ab at ur^  quin  bellum]  txerceret9  cajlrifque  legi - 

onurn  premenda  foret,  id  quo  prompt  ins  veniret9  colonia  Camalodu- 
mm  validt  veter anorum  matm  dedncHu *■  in  agrot  captivos>  Jubfidi - 
um  ad  verfus  rebelles9  &  imbuendis  fociis  ad  cjjicia  legum.  Hunt 
indein  silstras .  Afterward,  when  for  ten  years  they  had  im- 
potently  raged  againft  the  Britains,  they  not  yet  enough  fir- 
vitio  afuefafti9refumere  libertatem  occultis  conjurations  but  peptgerunt 
acerrimo  in  veterdnos  odio.  Quippein  Coloniam  Camalodunum  recens 
dedufli^  pellebant  domibus  5  exturbabant  agris}  captivos9  fervos  ap- 
pellando  :  foventibus  impotentiam  veter anorum  militihns9  ftmilitu- 
dine  vit<t}  &  fpe  ejusdem  li  cents  a.  / id  hxc  Templum  divo  Claudio 
conflituium ,  quafe  araaternfr  dominations  afpiciebatur  :  dileft tque 
facerdotes9  fpecie  religionisi  omnes  fortunas  tffundebant .  Now  he 
underftands  the  chofen  Pontifices,  and  Fla  mens  of  Cludius ,  out 
of  the  Provincials  themfelves :  by  whom  facrificesand  offerings 

(c)  senec  in  Were  to  be  made  at  their  no  fmal  coft.  Moreover  (cj  Seneca  alfo 
ATnKohoKPV  mentions  this  Temple  :  Parunt  eft  quod  Templum  in  Britannia  ha - 
SwVm  ,  five  bttf  quod  hunc  barbari  colunt  &  ut  denm  or  ant.  For  Ara  in  Tacitus 9 
Ludo in  mortem  jt  pleated  J ujlus  Lipfius  to  write  Arra9  as  if  he  called  that  Temple 
cUndti.  a  pledge  or  affurance  of  lading  fervitude.*  but  Valens  Acidaliut 

rather  pleated  to  have  it  Arx,  Tacitus  goes  on  :  Neither  did  it 
feem  any  hard  matter,  to  extirpate  that  Colony  undefenced  and 
v.  un« 
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unfortified,  which  was  not  circumfpe&ly  forfeen  by  our 
Captains,  whileft  they  had  a  greater  care  of  pleafure,  then  good 
government.  Amongft  thefe  things  the  image  of  Vi&ory  fet  up 
in  Camiloduuum^  fell  down  without  any  apparant  caufe  why, 
and  turned  back  as  though  it  Would  give  place  to  the  enemy. 

And  the  women  jdiftempered  with  fury,  went  finging,  thatde- 
ftru&ion  was  at  hjnd.  And  ftrange  noifes  were  heard  in  their 
Court,  and  the  Tilbatre  gave  a  found  like  to  a  howling,  and  a 
ftrange  apparition  of  Houfes  in  an  arm  of  the  Sea,  was  a  fortelling 
of  the  (V)  fubverfion  of  the  Colony.  For  fo  hath  Lipfus  ftibfti- 
tuted,  or  rather  reftored  this  place,  out  of  (e)  Dio,  in  whom 
the  fame  Prodigies  are  mentioned ,  and  in  the  fame  order.

Counfel-houfe,  (the  word  is  Curia,  in  Tacitus  j  )  a  rude  and  bar¬ 
barous  ftir  in  the  night  time  with  laughter,  and  out  of  the  The¬ 
atre  a  tumult  and  hallow  with  lamentation  was  heard, 
when  as  no  body  either  fpoke  or  made  any  moan  there,  and  cer¬ 
tain  houfes  in  the  River  Thames  were  ften  under  water.  The 
fame  Confular  Hiftorian  in  that  book  adds  moreover  ,  That

»v£«s».  The  Ocean  between  the  IOand  and  Gallia  encreafedat  the 
time  of  the  tide  of  a  bloody  colour*  Camden  confeffes  that  he 
was  ignorant  quant  ob  caufam  in  his  time  they  called  it  black- wa¬ 
ter,  though  he  acknowledges  it  to  be  the  fame  with  (o)  Ptolemies 
’  E/Jbvfuiriet  770751^8  txCWJ,  which  he  underftands  in  the  fame  figni- 
fication  from  the  Britifh. 

Such  kind  of  noifes  with  lamentation  made  in  their  Temples 
or  Theatres,  the  ratling  of  arms,  and  turning  of  Sratues  out  of 
their  places  were  noted  elfe where  amongft  dire  prefages,  fo  that 
there  was  not  any  more  manifeft  evidence  of  ruin  hanging  over 
head .  Apollonius  Rhodms  in  the  of  his  Argonauticks :

The  neat  and  witty  Roman  Hiftorian  (d)  :  Dux  zpfe  Vompeius  (d)  Lue  rlofnt 
no&urna  imagint  Theatri Jui  audiens  planjum  in  modum  plan&us  cir-  lib.  IV.  cap.z. 
cuntfonare.  Concerning  the  fame  Pompey  an  other  Roman  writer:  , 

(t)  Conjlat  in  delubris  deum,  fua  fponte  figrta  converja  :  militarem  lib. uc'ap.eT' 
clamoremflrspitumquearmorum ,  adeo  magnum  Antiochue  &  Ptole- 
maide  audiiuo/,  ut  in  muros  con  current  ur.  But  what  Tacitus  (/)  ( f)  Tacit.  Afa 
doth  add  is  moft  part  let  pafsbyTw  :  Further  the  Ocean  bloo'-  Mlub'm’° 
dy  in  (hew,  and  dead  mens  bodies  left  after  an  ebb,  as  they 
brought  hope  to  the  Britajtis,fo  they  drove  the  old  Souldiers  into 
a  fear,  who  becaufe  Suetosbius  was  far  off,  craved  aid  of  Catus  De - 
cianus  the  Procurator.He  fent  not  above  two  hundred  men,  and 
thofe  badly  armed,  and  the  number  not  great  which  was  there 
before,  trufted  to  the  franchife  of  the  Temple.  And  thofe  hin- 
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dering  which  were  confederates  of  the  fecret  confpiracy,  trou¬ 
bled  their  defignments :  for  they  neither  made  trench  nor  ditch, 
nor  fending  away  the  old  men  and  women,  and  keeping  the 
young  men  only,  being  as  fecure  as  it  had  been  in  a  full  peace  , 
they  werefurprized  with  a  multitude  of  barbarous  people,  and 
all  overthrown,  and  wafted  with  violence,  or  confumed  with 
fire :  the  Temple  only  excepted,  into  which  the  Souldiers  had 
fled,  which  alfo  within  two  daies  was  befiegel  and  taken.  And 
the  Britain  being  thus  Conquerour,  and  meeting  with  p£tus  Ce - 
reads  Lievtenant  of  the  ninth  Legion,  which  came  to  fuccour 
them,  put  to  flight  the  Legion,  and  flew  all  the  footmen: 
Cere  alts  with  thehoriemenefcaped  to  the  Camp,  and  defended 
himfelf  in  the  fortrefles.  So  the  Romans  found  that  to  be  of 
certain  truth,  which  Strabo  by  a  fagacious  conje&ure  forefaw 
of  the  Britain /,  and  as  a  fouth-  telling  Prophet  alfo  foretold  : 
{g)strabo  Geo-  (g)  w«A/m  amviZv  vvuty  enztipf/fivtif.  Necejfarily  violence  be~ 

graph.Ub.iv.  ing  offered^  fome  danger  would  follow  thereupon.  For  the  ftubborn 
necks  of  the  Britains,  and  not  handfomely  accuftomed  to  the 
reins  of  fervitude,  the  violence  of  contumely  and  injury  being 
added,  eafily  took  head  againft  the  Yoak,  and  made  oppofition. 
The  Leader  in  fo  famous  adefign,  &  Dux  fceminafafti^  was  Boo -

natispr£fidiis ,  ipfam  Coloniam  invaferei  ut  fedem  Jervitutis  ;  nec 
ullam  in  barbaris  f£viti£ genus  omiftt  ira  dr  vittoria.  Hitherto  be¬ 
longs  what  he  had  faid  a  little  before  :  Non  Jane  alias  exercitatior 
tnagijque  in  ambiguo  Britannia  frit :  trucidati  veter  ani^  incenfe  Co - 
loni£ :  where,  when  as  he  faith, Colonies,  in  the  number  of  mul- 
titude,befides  Camu'odunum  he  underftands  Verulamium^ or  which 
is  moft  probable,  London  it  felf :  of  which  yet  neither  was  cog- 
nomento  C>loni£  infigne  :  for  of  London  himfelf  exprefly  denies 
it  3  and  for  Verulamium ,  he  calls  it  Municipium .  Neither  is  Suetoni- 
(o)  Sueton.  in  ut  other  wile  to  be  under  ftood  •  (o')  C  lades  Britannic  a  ^qua  duo  pr£~ 
Nmne  cap.  39.  c^ua  0ppjda3  magna  civium  factor  unique  cade  direpta  funt.  But  fome 
of  the  moft  learned  neither  read  the  Latin  word  as  in  number 
of  multitude  5  and  there  is  alfo  another  commodious  anfwer  3 
Figure  of  fpeech  3  which  not  rarely  admits  a  plural  for  a  fingu* 
lar,  as  a  gracefull  excefs. 

But  after  fo  grievous  an  overthrow,  Camalodunum  yet  after  a 
few  years  began  to  flourifh  again  3  which  we  may  conje&ure 
out  of  Pliny :  for  he  makes  mention  thereof  as  of  a  Town  very 
famous  in  his  daies  :  In  Mona ,  (4)  faith  he,  qua  difiat  a  Cam  ah - 
(k)Plin.Natur.  duno  Britannia  oppido  circiter  ducentis  millibus  3  For  Pli- 
mft.iib.i.cap.  nje  jn  the  Thirteenth  Chapter  of  the  fame  Book,  makes 
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mention  of  the  third  Confulfhip  of  Vejpafian,  which  happened  in 
the  tenth  yeare  after  the  overthrow  of  Camalodunum :  fo  that 
here  it  is  nothing  neceffary  to  urge  that  the  fame  Pliny  dedica^* 
ted  his  Naturall  Hiftory  to  Vefpajian,  when  as  fuch  Infcriptions 
for  the  moft  part,  and  Preambles  which  no  body  is  ignorant  of^ 
were  wont  to  be  made,  when  all  was  done.  Again,  if  the  Colony 
yet  ftanding,  Pliny  wrote  this,  he  feems  not  likely  to  have  omit- 
*  ted  the  name  Colony,  as  a  thing  that  deferved  not  to  be  left  out. 

From  this  time  to  Confantmes  age,  the  memories  of  ancient 
things  being  loft,  there  is  wholly  filence  concerning  it  3  but  that 
Antoninus  here  in  this  place  makes  mention  of  it,  as  alfo  the  an- 
cient  Itinerary  Table  of  Peutmger,  which  Scaliger  thought  was 
compiled  thence,  as  is  obferved  before  :  whence  no  weak  con¬ 
jecture  may  be  brought  that  it  isancienter  then  the  Notitia  Pro - 
vinciarum ,  which  they  will  have  to  be  written  under  Theodofius 
the  younger :  becaufe  therein  thofe  ftrengths  were  recorded  by 
the  Sea- fide,  which  were  appointed  for  the  repelling  of  the  pira« 
ticall  Incurfionsofthe  Saxons  :  And  they  wer e  fub  difpofttione 
viri  Spe&ahilis  Commitis  littoris  Saxonici  per  Brit  ami  am.  Yet  for 
all  that  therein  is  no  mention  made  of  it,  the  fite  being  known 
well  enough  out  of  Dw,  the  matter  it  felf  I  amfurefeemed  to 
require  it,  if  it  had  been  ftill  ftanding  :  It  is  doubtfull  therefore 
whether  or  no,  fome  grievous  calamity,  and  very  neer  to  total! 
ruine  might  not  in  this  mean  while  have  fo  affli&ed  and  proftra- 
ted  it,  that  if  it  made  it  not  wholly  equall  to  the  ground,  yet  it 
might  feem  to  have  ftrucken  off  its  head  and  Gallantry,  But 
certainly  Camulodunum  appears  under  the  Empire  of  Conjiantine 
M.  to  be  mentioned  with  high  praife  and  worth  5  the  name  of 
Colony  being  alfo  added  :  which  thing  I  feepleafes  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  man,  and  one  born  for  the  promotion  of  better  Letters.' 

I  mean  the  moft  admired  (/)  John  Selden ,  who  will  have  it  to 

haveflourifhed  at  that  time  with  the  dignity  of  an  Epifcopall  ^)  SeWen- 

Seat  3  and  that  from  the  Subscriptions  of  the  firft  Counfell  at 

Arles  :  to  bring  therefore  hither  his  diflertation  concerning  this  cha  Aiexan- 

bufinefs,I  thought  it  to  be  moft  convenient.  In  the  late  Edition, 

faith  he,  of  the  Counfels  of  Gallia  which  we  owe  to  Jaques  sir-  “lice  edLs}p* '

So  out  of  Britain,  befides  Rtflitutus  ot  London,  there  were  pre- 
fent  at  the  Counfell  at  Arles ,  Eborius  o^Torb ,  and  Adeljius  de  Ci - 
vitate  Colonia  Londinenfium ,  as  here  he  is  called^  with  a  Presby* 
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ter  and  a  Deacon.  But  what  is  Civitas  Colour <e  Londimnftum  .<? 
That  truly  in  the  Topography  o {Britain^  fignifies  nothing.  What 
credit  ought  to  be  given  to  the  Book  of  Corbey , 1  know  not  5  nei- 
therhave  I  yet  heard  of  what  Antiquity  it  is:  but  ifthofe  Sub¬ 
scriptions  out  of  it  be  to  be  received,  I  can  fcarce  at  all  make 
any  doubt  (however  (m)  other  men  think  otherwife:)  but 

JanufDoJuAr-  that  here  was  Bifhoj?  of  the  Colony  of  Camulodu- 

machan.  qui  ”um.  Verily  this  Colony  while  the  Roman  Empire  had  any 
Coioniam  alt.  fway  here,  was  exceeding  famous,  which ,  when  as  perhaps  it 
aimin’ hoc  was  not  written  whole  and  entire}  as  Co  Lor  Colon.  Camalodun .  or 
opere  alibi  fa -  as  fometimes,  Camolodon.  by  the  Tranfcribers,to  whom  the  name 
us diftnm.  Gf f0ndon ,  or  Londinum  was  very  well  known  $  and  yet  were  in 

the  mean  while  quite  ignorant  what  the  Colony  Camulodunum 
meant :  as  well  from  the  cognation  of  the  found,  as  ignorance  of 
this  particular  reading  }  it  was  changed  into  Coioniam ,  London , 
or  Londin.  So  the  old  Maldon  men  had  in  times  pafl  their  Bilhop. 
But  rather  let  the  ftudious  Reader  have  recourfe  to  that  un¬ 
comparable  mans  words,  according  as  he  is  before  direded.  But 
tor  the  prefent  Situation  of  Camulodunum ,  where  I  mean  the 
place  it  flood  of  old  :  then  I  muft  not  difiemble,  that  fome 
great  Antiquaries,  as  John  Leland3  Humphry  Lhoid ,  and  fuch  as 
follow  them,  do  feek  for  Camulodunum  in  Cholchcfter.  Have  credo 
faith  Lhoyd0  fuijje  Coioniam  illam  Claudii  C£faris  Tempb  celebrem 
quam  nunc  Colcheftriam  vocant.  Hi  El  or  Boethius  placed  it  in  Scot¬ 
land,  and  faith,  Regiam  PiBorum  fuijfe  olim  ad  Carome  ft.  ripam  5 
which  George  Buchanan  his  Country-man  fayes  is  vanijjivum  men - 
dacium.  Volydor.  Virgil  feeks  it  in  Torkfiire :  Puto0  Camulodunum 
(ffUando  de  ea  re  ambigitur)  eo  loci  ohm fit  urn  ^  ubi  rune  e$i  Dane  a- 
f trum ,  quia  vel  Caftrorum  memoria  videiur  ret  inert  nomen  loci  ad  bel~ 
li  prtfftdium  eleBi  :  aut  PontifraBum^  quod  paulo  proprius  &  err  am 
citra  Eboracum  eft ,  circiter  millia  paftuum  XVIII.  loco  magvs  am£no 
quammunito.  Ext  at  caftdlum^  &  in  eo  aliqua  veLligia  Templi ,  quod 
ibidem  Claudio  Ctfari.ln  a  word,  Hetfor  and  Polydorus  are  in  very 
deed  alike,  and  according  to  the  Greek  faying  ,  v& 

wc nraAwd.  But  others  alfo  will  have  it  to  have  flood  among  the 
Brigades,  or  in  Yorkfhfre,  perfwaded  thence,  becaufein  Ptolemy 
there  goes  next  before  it  hmm  s\  mwpoe*©-,  or,  Legio  fexta  ViBrix  5 
as  if  the  title  thereof ViBrix  had  explained  that  which  ere*  while 
we  brought  out  of  the  Stone,  Colonist  Camulodunum  Vi&ricerfts  ; 
when  as  it  is  plain  enough,  that  that  Legio  fexta  ViBrix^  is  to  be 
meant  oiEboracum,  accordingly  as  it  is  put  and  to  be  referred  5 
which  alfo  is  retained  in  a  Coyne  of  Severus :  which  fee  there. 
There  have  been  fome  alfo  who  have  fought  it  at  chefter ,  the 
Seat  of  the  Legio  Vicejpma  ViBrix  in  Ptolemy.  But  what  fayes  the 
old  Greek  Proverb  ?

CANON IO.  M.  P.  IX.]  Our  learned  Antiquary  Camden , 
when  he  law  thediftance  from  Maldon ,  to Chemsford,  tobefome 
ux  miles,  he  concluded  it  to  be  Canonium ,  or  at  leaft  that  it  em 
creafed  and  grew  out  of  the  ruine  thereof,  if  it  indeed  pofleiTe 
not  the  fame  ground.  It  is  a  Town  at  this  day  fpatious  enough 
at  the  confluents  of  the  Chelrer ,  and  asfomecall  it  of  the  Can, 
which  if  they  fay  right,  this  Can  gave  name  to  the  old  place.The 
fame  Camden  in  the  Proecdofis  of  his  Work,  makes  it  to  be  Ca - 
nonden  j  quite  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Coyntrey,  only  the  name 
fome what  alluding.  Talbot  before  him,  had  fet  down  to  it  JCeU 
don  or  elfe  Eft er ford,  of  which  wehaye  Fu'kjs  teftimony;  for 
in  his  own  book  no  fuch  thing  appears ;  but  himfelf  fets  down 
Coune  to  it :  truly  in  theantient  Military  (*)  Table,  about  the 
place  of  its  fite  Caunonium  flands  to  be  fee n  inftead  thereof.

His  own  words  are  once  for  all :  Ve - 
tufta  hujm  Comitatus  loca,  femel  pramoneo ,  obfiuritale  it  a  tnvolut a 
latent ,  ut  ego  qui  alibi  aliquid  viderimi  hie  plane  cacntiam .  But 
if  his  eonjefture  hold  good,  Lurolitum  fignifies  as  much  as  The 
T own  upon  the  water  Ley ;  for  there  is  a  Village  at  this  day  cal¬ 
led  Leyton  V .  miles  from  London ,  for  which  in  Antoninus  XV. 
through  the  heedlefnesof  theTranfcribers, hath  crept  in.Befides 
not  far  hence  there  was  in  old  time  a  pafiage  ofthe  water  whence 
the  name  of  the  place  is  called  Ouldford,  that  is.  Antiquum  Fadum , 
which  gives  fufficient  teftimony.

whofe  antiquity  this  Infcription  is  yet  to  be  feen  :

Neer  Overburrow  is  thought 
to  have  been  a  great  Citya  and  to  have  poffelfed  large  fields 
between  the  Lac  and  Lone  the  Inhabitants  do  deliver  by  Tradi¬ 
tion  from  hand  to  hand  }  and  indeed  this  place  doth  aflert  itg 
Antiquity  by  feveral  Monuments  yet  appearing  *  engraven 
ftone,  pavements  of  Mufive  Work,  Romans  Coyn ,  and  the  ve¬ 
ry  Dame  hard  by,  which  being  denoted  from  a  Burrow,  plainly 
exprefles  ,  and  argues  its  Antiquity  5  and  if  there  be  any 
room  for  conje&ure,  this  is  Coccium  according  as  the  learned 
Spaniard  dif- joines  it  from  Bremetonacum  in  the  Notitia  very 
rightly  ,  here  the  River  imparts  its  name  to  the  Town,  in 
which  appears  fo  many  tokens  of  Antiquity  as  no  where  elfe 
more ,  fo  many  Statues,  Coynes ,  Pillars ,  the  Bafes  thereof.

command  of  Edward  the  firft,  for  he  had  at  that  time  out  of 
the  ruines  hereof  fo  drawn  out  of  the  City  Caernarvon  fbme- 
what  higher  to  the  ofltum  of  the  River  that  it  was  upon  the 
Weft  and  the  North  waflied  with  its  waters :  which  it  felf  a* 
it  was  fo  called  by  reafon  of  its  fituation  thereof  oppofite  to  the 
ftlandof  Mona  fo  gave  its  name  to  the  whole  Shire  or  Coun¬ 
trey,  which  at  this  day  the  Englifh  do  call  Caer  Narvonfinre  3  the 
fame  Edward  the  firft  earneftly  laboured,  to  pafs  his  men  into 
Mona,  or  Anglefea ,  to  joyn  this  Ifland  with  a  Bridge  to  the  Con¬ 
tinent,  but  in  vain.

In  Ptolemy  it  is  called  fyctvvcywov ,  Brannogettium,  which  Wil¬ 
liam  Fuf  minded  not,  who  fet  down  to  it  Bangor ,  following  ,  as 
it  feemes,  Jofeph  Moletius ,  and  Paullusjovius ,  who  yet  pleafed  to 
have  Br avium ,  heretofore  to  be  called  Bridge-North  ,  as  we 
fee.  It  is  a  City  of  the  Ordovites ,  and  therefore  by  Camden ,  who 
found  it  among  the  Cornavij  ,  rightly  thought  to  be  banifhed 
from  its  own  Seat,  it  is  famous  to  Pofterity,  for  the  Antiquity 
of  it,  and  the  often  variety  of  Fortune.  Firft,  it  remained  con¬ 
tent  under  the  fafeguard  of  the  Roman  gentlenefle  5  ftraight- 
way  the  Danes  troubling  all  with  boundlefle  Fury,  it  paffed 
diverfe  changes,  yet  alwayes  after  the  mine,  itfprangup  frefh 
a  gain, as  at  this  day  it  flourifheth  with  very  great  celebrity,whe- 
ther  you  conlider  the  fplendidnefs  of  the  Buildings, and  the  mag¬ 
nificence  of  the  Churches,  or  whether  the  frequency  of  the  Ci¬ 
tizens  themfelves,  and  inhabitants,  or  whether  the  Nature  ot 
the  Soil  and  Scituation  by  the  River  Severn,  upon  no  very  fteep 
Hill,  on  whofe  Eafterne banck  it  was  placed  by  the  Romans,

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As  alfo  many  other  great  Cities,  not  upon  this  River  alone,  to 
hold  in  the  tranfabrineBritains^  as  alfo  thofe  which  lived  upon 
the  bank  of  the  Dee ,  and  the  Rhine  beyond  Sea,  to  hinder  the 
irruption  o’f  the  Germans  into  Gaul0  as  it  hath  been  already  ob- 
ferved  by  learned  men  whoinftancein  Strasbury ,  spira9  Mentz,t 
Bing,  Boppard ,  Confluents ,  Lonna ,  and  others,  j fohn  Ro flits  of 
W urvoic 4,  a  learned  Antiquary  in  our  Grandfathers  daies  relates 
that  it  was  founded  by  King  Conflarstzus.  In  Ninnius  his  Cata¬ 
logue  of  old  Cities,  which  he  reckons  to  be  XXVIII.  where  it 
is  related  that  it  was  in  old  time  Romanorum  juperba  mcenibus^old 
writings  affirm,  and  however  I  fear  Camden  is  fomewhat  mifta- 
ken,  when  he  names  to  IVorcefler  out  of  Ninnzus  Caer-Gorangonf 
andGusrchon,  which  in  Doctor  ZJfhers  judgement  are  thought 
rather  to  be  tVarvpickjox  tVrokencefter 3  IVorcefler  being  commonly 
at  this  day  Caer-Z)rangons  called  by  the  Cambro-Britazns ,  as  for¬ 
merly,  by  the  Saxons  Weogajieceftep,  &Wipecetep,  from  Wire, 
as  fome  will  have  it,  a  Woody  Laune  thereto  adjoyned. 

In  old  time  it  floriffied  for  nothing  more  then  the  San&imony 
and  learning  of  the  Biffiops  among  whom  fome  alfo  were  famous 
for  the  opinion  of  Miracles  among  the  common  people.  The 
Biffiops  Sea  was  reftored  about  the  yeare  DGLXXX.  among 
whom  I  will  only  name  Baldwinus ,  to  whom  ,  adorned  with  the 
dignity  of  the  Arch-biffioprickoft7<*»ter£#ry,  jofephus  Exonienfisy 
a  man  to  be  compared,  not  only  with  the  moft  excellent  Wits 
of  his  own  age,  but  alfo  with  any  of  the  Ancients ,  dedicated  his 
Book  De  bello  Trojano,  fo  often  publiffied  beyond  Sea,  under  Vi* 
(g)  Cornelius  lard  of  (j)  Cornelius  Nepos.  And  this  the  ftudious  Reader  ffiall 
f(i  hy°iJnfo!e  unc^er^and,  is  the  rather  fet  down  by  us,  becaufe  he  is  thought 
bunt  catuiiiefle  l^e  to  have  called  this  City  by  the  name  Vigornia,  in  this  we 
a liquid  future  have  John  LeUnds  own  words  for  it, that  it  is  not  nomen  admodum 
nugas  utipfeuit .  mmm  in  this  very  work  j  as  they  do  alfo  commonly  at  this  day :

which  were  before  wanting  in  the  Printed  Books.  This  Baldwin 
following  Richard  the  firft  in  his  Journey  to  the  holy  Land, 
mightily  aflifted  our  Party  by  preaching,  counfelling,  and  com-  . 
municating  his  ftore  to  the  needy,  an  example  of  moft  holy  car¬ 
riage,  till  at  length  in  the  Siege  of  Ttolemais :  (our  men  fay  Acre 
and  Aeon)  being  taken  with  a  greivous  difeafe,  died  about  the 
year  oocxc.

fcffed  thofe  places.  And  in  the  fame  Book  5  Julius  alfo  Front, nut 
fuftainedthe  brunt,  a  great  man,as  far  as  he  might :  and  over¬ 
came  in  armes  the  ftrong  and  (lout  Nation  of  the  S, lures.  Ptolemy 
made  the  DemeU  the  utmoft  people  of  the  Ifland  towards  the 
Weft*  and  the  Silnres  after  them  more  to  the  Eaft.  Amongft  them 
istheVy  or  Fags,  the  limit  betwixt  the  Gtocefter-fhire  and  Mon - 
mouth-fiire  men.

The  di- 
ftance  between  C  Aleva  and  Vent  a  Belgarum  in  Antoninus  perfwades 
me  to  what  I  fay  here :  as  for  what  Richard de  Bafingftoaks  faith 
here  concerning  Vindonum  of  Gaul , 1  matter  it  nothing,  nor  heed 
it  no  more  then  what  he  faith  concerning  Sicula^m  other  writers* 
a  Towneof the  lower  Germanie% which  he  makes  our  Silcefier  in 
England,  Ninnius  and  others  will  have  this  City  built  by  Con- 
fiantius  the  Father  of  Confiantine  the  Great,  &  that  it  was  named 
Mur i mint um^oi  Muri-Vindum ,  but  elfewhere  you  (hall  have 
more  of  this,  in  the  mean  while  let  this  content  you. 

BRIGE.  M.P.  XI.]  Or  Brage an  ancient  To wne  mentioned 
by  Ptolemy  nine  miles  diflant  from  Sorhiodunum  or  Sdsherry  called 
Broughton ,  neer  by  the  Banks  of  the  River  Tefi  ;  otherwife  it  was 
overthrown  when  in  the  time  of  william  the  Norman  all  things 
were  rooted  up5to  make  a  Parke  there.  Whether  it  hath  any 
thing  to  do  with  that  Brige  in  the  third  Book  of  Be  da's  Ecclefia- 
fticall  Hiftory,  I  had  rather  others  fhould  enquire.  In  loco  qui 
dicitur  Brige.

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Sarisburia ,  from  either  Saron  in  Berofus ,  or  Severns  the  Emperor 
pummsarif-  ^is  name  fr°m  the  fignification  which  one  well  skilled  in  Bri¬ 
ber.  tijh  allured  Camden  was  as  much  as  collix  jiccusi  or  a  dry  Hill, 

for  good  reafons  which  he  alledgeth :  I  will  onely  add  the 
miftake  of  Francis  Goodwin,  who  in  his  learned  work  voucheth 
the  name  of  Ptolemy  for  Antoninu /,  for  Sorbiodnmm .  The  reft  I 
refer  the  reader  to  Camden  for. 

VINDOCLADIA.  M.P.  XII.]  Which  now  is  called  Wim- 
burnminUer.lt  gained  the  name  from  the  fituation:  for  IVinduglc- 
dy  foundeth  as  much  in  Britilh  as  between  two  S words.Now  that 
Rivers  are  called  fo,  by  a  peculiar  phrale  or  manner  of  fpeaking, 
is  kno  wne  to  all  who  are  acquainted  with  the  Antiquity  of  Mil- 
ford-haven0  and  is  better  known  then  that  I  need  any  way  to 
tell.  The  latter  Wimbnrn  is  from  Saxon  dedu&ion  where  Burn 
fignifies  by  a  River. 

Dorfetihire.  DURNONO  VARIA.  M.P.  IX]  This  Town  of  principall 

note  was  called  as  the  paflage  of  a  River,  and  in  Ptolemy  it  is  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  variety  of  copies,  A^/e^and  in  Englilh  is 
called  DoreheUer ,  and  there  are  many  Emperors  Coyns  found 
there,  but  the  vulgar  call  them  King  Dorntes  pennies,  befides 
the  military  wayes  which  appear  there. 

MORIDUNO.  M.P.  XXXVI.]  This  is  Seaton  in  Devon/hire, 
between  Dorchejter and  Exeter.  The  fite  in  both  Languages  gi- 
veth  the  name  5  as  if  he  would  lay,  the  Town  on  an  Hill  by  the 
Sea.  In  Peutingers  Tables  lb  often  mentioned,  it  is  called  Ridu- 
num  :  but  it  is  plain  that  the  Book  is  co  rrupted.
